. SIZE, SCOPE AND COST. 


The magazine form that the Parish Helper takes on 
with this issue is partly the product of design; it is 
partly the result of a natural growth. 

Four years ago we began by printing five hundred 
copies of a four-page leaflet. The second year this was 
increased to eight hundred; the third to a thousand, and 
this year that number again has had to be increased. 
Last month fifteen hundred copies were placed in the 
pews or sent through the mail. ‘The four-page form 
also has usually proved too small to contain all the mat- 
ter that it seemed desirable to print, more issues in the 
past year having extra leaves than holding to the regu- 
lar scheme that the printer set out with. The result of 
all this has been, upon one hand, increased cost; on the 
other hand, has been a growing fascination in the work 
of making such a paper. The question, therefore, had 
begun to frame itself: Are we attempting too much or 
are we content with too little? 

But more than that, this past month I have made a 
discovery. ‘This last month the “Letter” incidentally 
fell upon a loose leaf that was pasted to the four- 
leaf form. This fact suggested the printing, apart from 
the paper itself, five hundred copies of it merely as a 
letter. About half of these were addressed to the 
dwellers in the five apartment houses just about us. It 
was as urgent an invitation as I knew how to extend 
to comparative strangers to come next Sunday to 
Church. A hundredstrangers were in Church. I wish 
that I had known before what this has. demonstrated. 

I had been told that all about us lived persons who 
only tented in the city: who lived elsewhere. I had 
been told that there were never likely to become pew- 
holders or enrolled as communicants in any single city 
Church: that they live in this vicinity too short a season 
and are seldom the same people year by year. I had 
been told also that this was possibly one reason why 
more of them did not go to Church more often and 
come to this Church especially: that they might per- 
haps feel that they were unwelcome or intruding. ‘The 
first two of these things I had always known, as every- 
one else has; the last I simply declined to consider, 
thinking it could by no possibility be so. It must have 
been my fault. I want to make amends. 

I want to say, and say over and over again, that this 
Church has a welcome for strangers. Its members want 
to invite them to their place of worship with the same 
courtesy and the same cordiality they would use in in- 
viting their relations to their parlors or their dining- 
rooms. Its clergy, organist and choir are all anxious 
to the point of eagerness to spread before them any

or other ministration that may give them consolation, 
inspiration, delcctation, joy or comfort. Please accept 
this invitation, you to whom it comes, in the same can- 
did, honest, earnest spirit in which, speaking for this 
congregation, I extend it. This Church has a mission 
to this people, and this paper from this date takes up 
the task of spreading that message.

I have been asked to print sermons, in 
full or in outline, musical programs, in whole or in 
part, lists of books for reference or reading; to frame 
current topics for discussion, schedule services in more 
detail, print notices at greater length—even to print 
illustrations such as in the Year Book make more real 
to our own people the work of the Societies, Associa- 
tions, Guilds, etc., at work in Church Rooms and Parish 
House. But whence the money to pay the bill?

In the old days, the old Parish Helper, seven years 
ago, was published with advertisements, ТЕ was that 
publication which, having lapsed for two years, was re- 
sumed four years ago without them. The increased cost 
at present calls for this same method once more of de- 
fraying it. Three thousand copies. are printed this 
month. Of these, one thousand have been for distri- 
bution as before to our own people; a second thousand 
have been placed in hotels, apartment houses, ete., in 
the city, and the third thousand have been sent further 
from home. With the sending of these we have organ- 
ized an Exchange Department. They have gone to 
every Church in the country we can learn of where a 
parish paper is published, with a request for such a copy 
each month in return. I look hopefully for valuable 
results in this part of the work especially, My hope is 
that we may profit by learning, for the purpose of 
adopting, methods of work that are proving successful 
elsewhere but which we do not know of, 


The nature of the advertisements I need h 
antee. They will be the most modestly phrased, and the 
least glaring, of the best firms, and the most respon- 
sible that we can find. Besides, any possible objection 
anyone conld have will vanish in view of the fact that 
the paper now goes not into pews оп Sunday but 
through the mails to your homes on weekdays. The 
task of securing these advertisements and, indeed, of 
making this form of publication possible, has been one 
of many that the new Assistant has performed so well. 
It has been hard work; but labor seems to be his joy.

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MAUNDY THURSDAY EVENING. 


For many years—I do not know how many—there 
has been one service in this Church some: features of 
which have rendered it unique, that at eight o'clock 
on Maundy Thursday evening, commemorative of that 
Last Supper of Our Lord, who "in the night in which he 
was betrayed, took bread; and when he had given 
thanks, he brake it, and gave it to his disciples, Е 
ing: Take, eat, this is my Body, кп is given * 
you; Do this in remembrance of me. Whatever els 
and more as a sacrament the Holy Communion is at 
other times in its essence on this anniversary it be- 
comes, in its semblance especially, a Lord's Supper. 


For many years in this parish, this hour of this ewen: 
ing has been made one other thing, an anniversary of 
home-coming. To this service people have been wont 
to come who do not come to any other in the year. 
They do not come to others because they live too far 
waar they come to this one because they. once lived 
in this part of the city, because in those days the 
service was held upon this evening, because they de- 
rived benefit from it, and because, therefore, to it they 
still look back with longing and with gratitude. ‘There 
have been people here on each of these Maundy Thurs- 
day evenings whom l never saw before nor ever have 
seen since. Sixty years is a long time for a Church 
to stand on one site. It 15а period so long that many 
changes must occur in any congregation's personnel; 
but it is so long, also, that many associations must be 
formed; often long enough for some one tradition to 
be well established. For a parish as a family, a school, 
a state or a city must needs have ‘its traditions. Of 
such traditions in this parish this service is one. 


Moreover, the service itself is one of particular charm. 
Under the circumstances of its celebration this sacra- 
ment on this evening takes upon itself, binds up and 
unifies, presents and offers all those several special 
things that in some measure in some place + are per- 
versions and in others partial presentations of one most 
inestimable benefit. It is a Musical Service, a Preaching 
Service, a Prayer-Meeting, a Love Feast and a Quiet 
Hour, all in one. And more, it is the most comfortable 
sacrament of the Body and Blood of Christ. 


Wherefore, according to mine office ...... I exhort 
to come to this service several classes of communicants. 
I wish this might be the largest congregation at such 
a service we have ever had. Remember. Thursday. 
The service will not be long, even though the number 
to communicate should be large. The whole should 
be compassed within an hour. There ought to be pres- 
ent every communicant who.is enrolled in this parish, 
everyone who has been enrolled for the past twenty 
years, so far as that is reasonable to expect, and any 
other communicants of the Church in this part of the 
city to whom this exhortation may be fortunate enough 


to find its way. Will you not come? 
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THE YEAR BOOK. 


This book speaks for itself at a length of 261 pages. 
Fifteen hundred copies of the book were printed. Of 
these 1100 were distributed last week by mail or mes- 
senger to that number of persons who are definitely 
enrolled as Pew-Holders or Envelope Subscribers and 
as Communicants in the entire parish, Church and 
Chapel together; rather, one to each family. It 
contains 26 photographs, more of them pictures of peo- 
ple this year than of places, as last year, the aim being 
to exhibit to those who support the many forms of 
good work carried on in the Church Rooms and in the 
Parish House, the extent of this work and the number 
of those who gain profit by it. There remain at this 
writing 400 copies, Anyone who wishes for a copy 
should leave memoranda of their name and address 
with either Verger, at the Church or at the Chapel. 

The work of Preparing this book has been consider- 

able; but the whole has been willingly done. Three 
dozen people have wrought to accomplish the result, 
There are that number of signed reports. There are 
in addition as many more Pages, other reports, unsigned, 
save that they have been filed by the Clergy themselves 
and bear: the messages they bring to you of work they 
try to do for you and with you in so many ways. 1 
must repress desire and refrain from saying in such pub- 
lic manner how grateful I feel to all those who assist 
so loyally, so faithfully, so devotedly and competently 
in the doing of this worthy work year aíter year. The 
accomplishments recorded here are not the Clergy's. 
Theirs is the smallest part of the labor. Their part 
is inconsiderable compared with the part of these 
others. To find enrolled without duplicates actual 
names in print of one hundred and sixty nine bona 
fide "Church Workers," officers and members of com- 
mittees, etc., in a parish which reports to the Diocesan 
Convention only 943 communicants is—well, it is a 
pleasant thing to find. Again, I can only say that I 
must not say things, say nothing save this, that "I 
thank my God upon every remembrance of you, always 
in every prayer of mine making request with joy for 
your fellowship in the Gospel from the first day I 
knew you until now.” 

The book is prepared for your careful perusal through- 
out, and I make no doubt it will receive this in all the 
above 1100 cases in due time.

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THE CONFIRMATION 
ALUMNI ASSOCIATION 


A few extracts from the “Constitution,” adopted at 
а mecting February 21st, 1908, are the following : 

Article 2. All persons confirmed in the parish dur- 
ing the past four years, the present year and in years 
to come, shall be ipso facto members. * 

Article 3. Meetings shall be held at least four times 
each year as follows: on the Wednesday preceding Lent, 
on the Wednesday following Easter Day, on the Sec- 
ond Wednesday in October, and on the Second Wed- 
nesday in December. 

Article 4. Officers. (Sec page 2.) 

Article 5. The object shall be the consolidation of 
present, past and future confirmation classes—from the 
beginning of the present Rectorship—and the extension 
of the lessons learned in confirmation preparation—es- 
pecially the Friday night classes in the Church Parlor. 

Duties (a). Attending as far as possible the Fri- 
day confirmation lectures in succeeding years; (b). 
Speaking to unconfirmed persons as opportunity offers. 

Of "By-Laws" the following are three: 

т. Each member shall attend the celebration of the 
Holy Communion on Maundy "Thursday evening or 
notify the Secretary of cause of absence. Absence from 
this service for two consecutive years without such no- 
tification shall forfeit membership. 

2. In case of sickness, members shall notify the Pres- 
ident on cards provided for that purpose. 

3. In the event of removal from the city, members 
may retain their membership by notifying the President 
of change of address and by attending the corporate 
communion on Maundy "'hursday. 

It is the experience of every new movement that, upon 
making its appearance it encourters a triple enquiry : 
First Was it needed? Secondly, Does it fulfil the re- 
quirements? Thirdly, Will it survive?

MISAPPLIED SCIENCE. 


All science is divided into three parts: pure science, 
applied science and misapplied science. ‘The first is our 
guide and inspiration; the second makes life smoother 
and swifter; the third blinds our eyes, leads us astray 
and sets us quarreling with each other. Тһе amazing 
success of the scientific method in its proper fields has 
led to the belief that it can profitably be employed every- 
where, and this makes a great deal of trouble. 

The difference between the sciences and the human- 
ities in material and method is just this: the things 
studied in science are known to be absolute, positive 
and unlimited, and the instruments used in their study 
are of recognized and ascertained inerrancy. In the 
humanities, on the other hand, the materials are often 
of doubtful authenticity and uncertain value, and the 
methods are rigid and exact. "The humanist loves learn- 
ing for its own sake, and takes delight in logical pro- 
cesses. Тһе scientist gets along with as few facts as 
he can and does not do any more thinking than he can 
help to get his results, 


The Alexandrian grammarians were not distinguished 
by their contributions to literature, nor the medieval 
theologians for their spiritual power. Prophetic utter- 
ances, tho inspired and inspiring, arc not to be used 
like axioms of geometry on which a volume of logical 
deductions can be based. Left plastic they may be a 
vital principle; petrified into a creed they are apt to 
be used as a weapon. In the art of moving specch, 
as in all the other arts, a certain degree ^f haziness 
and an obscurity in details are essential. 

There are many things in the world that would be 
spoiled if they were fixed, formulated and clarified. 
Even in the law precision of language is not always 
desirable. Justice would be the loser if the lawyers 
ever succeed in what they are always trying to do, 
to give an exact definition to the words of the jury 
charge "beyond a reasonable dott.” The scientific 
method is the most marvelous instrument of the human 
mind, but for many purposes both of the practical and 
of the higher life is not convenient and, therefore, ac- 
cording to the scientific principle of the adaptation of 
means to ends, it should not be used. ‘There is such 
a thing as a science of colors, a science of music and 
a science of religion, but these should contribute their 
results, not their method, to the art of painting, the 
art of piano playing—and to the art of living.

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CHRONOLOGY OF 
THE HARMONY. 


In the chronology of this Harmony the author follows 
Hackett in his Commentary on the Acts (Hovey Ed.). 
Hackett gives five leading events (Intro., pp. 20-23), the 
dates of which are fixed with reasonable certainty. 

I. "The conversion of St. Paul, А. D. 36. This is 
calculated from Josephus and the allusion in 2 Cor. 
11:32 to Arctas, who was king of Arabia and in posses- 
sion of Damascus when Paul escaped from that city 
three years afier his conversion. 

II The death of Herod Agrippa I. (Acts 12:23), 
which Josephus fixes at A. D. 44. This determines 
“the return of Paul to Antioch from his second visit to 
Jerusalem and his departure on his first missionary 
excursion.” 

IIL ‘The third journey of Paul to Jerusalem, А. D. 
50. Gal. 2:1 says he went up to Jerusalem after fourteen 
years. This reckoned from his conversion, A. D. 36, 
са A. D. 50, the year of the first Church Council. 
“Paul departed on his second missionary tour soon after 
his return to Antioch from this third visit to Jerusalem, 
and hence we are enabled to assign that second tour to 
the year A. D. 51.” 4 

IV. The Procuratorship of Felix. Felix was supet- 
seded by Festus, according to Josephus, Tacitus and 
Suetonius, in A. D, 60 or 6r. Upon this date depends 
the year of the Apostle's arrest in Jerusalem "on his 
fifth and last visit thither before he was sent to Rome. 
His captivity at Caesarea which followed the arrest 
continued two years, and must have commenced in the 
spring of A. D. 58 or 59." 

V. The arrival of Paul in Rome, A. D. 61 or 62. 
"It is evident from the Acts that Paul proceeded to 
Rome almost immediately after the entrance of Festus 
on his office; and if this took place in A. D. 60 or 61 he 
must have arrived in Rome early in the spring of 6r or

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Now, sixthly, lastly, you must be honest. A long 
time in coming to that? Why, have I not that before? 
Why is there no set commandment in the Deca- 
logue: Thou Shalt not Не? Because it is the essence 
of every commandment. But is honesty always the best 
policy? No: for the reason that it is never any policy 
of any kind. Honesty has naught to do with policy— 
save to transcend it, scorn it and ignore it, if it dares 
stand in its way. Honesty is truthfulness; and truth 
is of the essence of all trading that succeeds, 


Instead of exhorting you to be honest, specifically, I 
choose another line at this point and declare that Т be- 
lieve you are honest. The proof of this is in the fact 
that you are in business of any kind and that vou look 
forward to continuing in it. The fact of this country’s 
progress in all its business interests is proof that its 
best business men are honest. The two statements say 
one thing. Just as the English honor truthfulness. the 
French brilliancy, the Hindues subtlety and the Italians 
finesse, so the average American man of affairs sets up 
as his ideal, as the norm of all his dealings. and, too. 
as the test of all his confreres, honesty. Не may he 
accused of many other things. and тау he guilty. and 
not lose prestige among his fellows; but if his honesty 
is анезнопе he becomes from business circles a pariah. 
And for a good reason. Do you ask that reason? There 
are figures that express it beyond words. 


According to the last census report. the wealth of 
this country was thus distributed: real estate 60.8 per 
cent. railroads 13.35 per cent. all other things 24.7 per 
cent—save gold and silver coin, 1.78 per cent. Can 
you conceive of that? Less than 2 per cent. actual money 
and more than 08 per cent. sheer faith? If the over- 
whelming majority of men in business were not honest 
then would all have to go out of business. Of this 
confidence. this credit. this faith of men in their fellows 
the banks are the chief repositories. 


But what of that other 1.8 per cent.? Well, now and 
then there is a man who “steals the livery of the court 
of Heaven to serve the Devil in:” but he does not have 
your commendation: he does have your.curse. Now and 
then there is a man who “with one hand puts a penny 
in the urn of Poverty and with the other hand takes a 
shilling out;” but he has not your approval; he but has 
your ridicule. Once in a while there is a man who 
gains bad eminence by cunning coup and grasping 
greed; but you do not put him on a pinnacle; you 
rather put him in a pillory. Your motives are purer, 
your judgment is saner, your methods are better. A 
monitor still speaks to you. "Tis Duty, the stern 
daughter of the voice of God." 


To sum up once more, then, a man may want moncy 
and still be a man. In fact he need not want it if he 
is not one. For my own part—and, uttering this prefer- 
ence, I speak for all—I would rather have a man that 
wants money, knows where it is, knows when to be 
frugal and when to be friendly, knows what it is to 
earn it and what it is not to win it; а man who is in- 
dependent and industrious, modest and intelligent, a 
genteel man and honest; I would rather have such a 
man—aye! rather be one—than to have unmeasured 
money that goes begging for a man.

because the attendance has been twice as large. Of 
course, that will depend on the energy of the children 
themselves and on what they can accomplish in the 
way of missionary work. 

‘The other special announcement is about the "Easter 
Egg Service" on Sunday afternoon, April the roth, 
at 4 P. M. We are trying here to revive a tradition 
and at the same time to establish a precedent. In many 
churches in England in unbroken succession for over 
a hundred years there has been held an Easter Egg 
Service for children on Easter Day. In fact one of our 
earliest recollections of disappointment runs back to 
the Sunday when we had earnestly set our mind upon 
obtaining a certain beautiful red egg and it was our luck 
to have as our own only a blue one at the children's 
service. Even though that was years ago we know

So here we are simply reviving a tradition, although 
we are establishing a precedent in this particular parish: 
a precedent which we hope will become a tradition 
here of equal age some day. 

Perhaps you do not know what an “Easter Egg Ser- 
vice” is like. Well! all we can say is come and see 
on April the 19th at 4 o'clock. The only explanation 
or intimation of what may or may not happen at that 
particular time and at this particular church is given 
in one statement: our eggs here will be made of candy. 

The special feature of the service will be the singing 
by the children of old familiar Easter hymns, assisted 
only by a cornetist. The choir will be absent; the chil- 
dren will do all the singing. A word of caution, how- 
ever, is necessary, and that is that you come early in 
order that you may not be disappointed in getting a 
seat, as a novel service such as this is by its very nov- 
elty, bound to attract the attention and the presence 
of many strangers, which means that the church is go- 
ing to be filled. 

There is one other announcement to make, namely, 
that there are still four vacancies in the Guild Bible 
Class before the required number of fifty is reached.

So, if you are anxious to get any of your 
friends in, you had better acquaint them with this fact.

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PROSPECTUS. 


It would be as inexpedient as inconvenient to set 
forth in full detail just what all are the plans this 
paper's editors have formed for its future and who all 
are the people they hope it may visit from now on.

We have sent it to some, cach of all the classes in 
as many places and, too, for as many reasons as may 
rule its circulation from this on. "This has called for 
the printing of 3,000 copies this month. It may in the 
near future call for three times that number. If 50, 
we will be glad rather than sorry. АП will be for free 
distribution: there is no thought of return in money, 
Any profit there may be one month will be expended to 
improve the form and matter for the next. Profit means 
surplus of income from the advertisers over mere ex- 
pense of printing. There should be an automatic ratio 
here. The more income of this kind, the more we can 
print; the more copies printed, the more attractive as 
a means to their end will it seem to patrons and the 
easier it will be, therefore, to meet the expense. 


Circulation. 


To whom is it being sent? The first thing that makes 
necessary the increased number of copies is that it is 
seit at all instead of being placed in pews in Church 
on Sunday. It will be sent cventually to every person 
whose name appears in the Year Book, for example, as 
in any way connected with this parish. ‘That means not 
only pew-holders and communicants, but also all mem- 
bers of schools, societies, guilds and associations, in 
Church Rooms and Parish House, near and distant, 
old and young. hese have not always gotten it before; 
they are never here at one time nor are ever in one 
place. They will not all receive it this month even, since 
the time has been too short and the season too busy to 
verify all addresses and to compile a complete mailing 
list. But this is being done. 


Other Readers, 


Moreover, besides all this, copies are being sent also 
them to whom deference is paid in a note on another 
page, to whom the "Letter" last month was addressed 
and to whom whenever from now on it goes it would 
merely repeat the invitation there expressed and with 
repeated or new urgency beg them to worship here and 
to be welcome, while they dwell thus for a season almost 
in sight of this Church. Three hundred and fifty other 
copies go to that many young men, members of an 
association, an address delivered to whom some of its 
members have asked for in print. Another half thou- 
sand are mailed to that number of rectors of other 
parishes—and for a purpose set forth on the following 
page. But, first, there is needed a word in regard to 
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Departments. 


These are the things that I meant are illustrative this 
month. Not all are included that will come to be asked 
for, but only such as heretofore have been sugested ог 
requested, First of all naturally is that which embraces 
every thing in the old Parish Helper in its lesser form 
—the doings of the parish proper rehearsed for our own 
parishioners. All that is more than this, or more than 
parts of this elaborated each part into a department, is 
something that has been asked for by some one at 
some time. I mean musical program, list of books, out- 
line of study, selection, syllabus, etc, etc. I want to 
make more of these last especially. ‘The task of the 
preacher for ages has been to try to teach the people 
knowledge, to take good heed, to seck out and to find 
acceptable words and to set them in order. In this age, 
when everybody reads and when good reading matter is 
abundant, yet when lists of books, outlines for study, 
canons of selection and criteria of worth are for that 
reason needed—and as scarce as they are coveted—why 
should he not lend his aid in the matter of study at 
home as he always has done in the matter of teaching 
in Church. I want to develop this department in par- 
ticular. 


Musical Program. 


The musical program ought to appeal as a feature by 
itself. Many readers will remember that for two years 
we printed this, month by month, to place in the pews 
along with the Parish Heiper. |t was discontinued 
partly because of its cost. It was indeed as much for 
the purpose of resuming this as to enlarge the Paris/i 
Helper that the aid of advertisers was sought to meet 
the expense. The only disadvantage from now on wil! 
be that this is for perusal at home instead of at hand 
in Church at the hour of service. This, however, seems 
inevitable. It is because such a program has been 
missed since its publication was suspended and because 
of the many requests made for it that if*is resumed. 
More than this, it is possibly not too much to hope, nor 
in any sense arrogant to believe that these programs, 
being as they are, so carefully prepared and the music 
of our choir being as it is at present of such a standard 
grade, may be of service in other parishes to which the 
paper goes in "Exchange" in helping other clergy, choirs, 
etc, far removed in some cases from musical centres, 
to frame their own programs.

TO THE PEOPLE OF EPIPHANY 
CHAPEL. 


Mv: Dear FRIENDS: 

As you read this your minds will already have turned 
toward Holy Week and Easter. These, occurring during 
the present month, mark the culmination of another sca- 
son of Lent. But two weeks of that season remain, with 
the special opportunities for more frequent attendance 
upon the services of the Church. The measure of the sig- 
nificance of the greatest of all festivals is usually deter- 
mined: by the use we have made of the season which 
precedes its occurrence. 


Of the services during Holy Week due notice will 
be. given. The services on Easter Day will be as last 
year, a celebration of the Holy Communion at eight 
o'clock, Morning Prayer with Sermon and Holy Com- 
munion at eleven o'clock and the Easter festival of the 
Sunday School at eight o'clock in the evening. We can 
but hope that in all respects these services will be as they 


were last year, replete with inspiring significance. 


In connection with the Easter services there is one 
matter about which a few words must be said by way 
of preparation and anticipation. I refer to the floral 
decorations which are placed in the chancel on that day. 
This work is in the care of the Altar Guild. The ex- 
pense of such decorations as we have become accustomed 
to see in the chancel on that day is about thirty-five 
($35) dollars. 
beforehand, so that when the offering is taken, as it 
will be on the Sunday next before Easter, April 12, 
we may be prepared to give our individual proportion 
This is one of the amounts we can count 


Tt is well for us to have this in mind 


of this sum. 
upon with some exactness, and I hope that when the 
time comes to take the offering, the amount received 
will equal the amount required. 

You will all wish, naturally, to make at Easter time. 
as you have always done, some special offering of more 
than ordinary size, for some purpose connected with the 
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work of the Church. By referring to page 14 of the 
Year Book you will find ready to your hand a list of 
such offerings as have been made here for various ob- 
jects, from week to week throughout the year. If there 
is any one object in that list which has for you a spe- 
cial interest or which makes to your sympathy and gen- 
сгозНу a special appeal will you not give as liberally 
as you can to that object, indicating upon the envelope 
in which you place your offering the purpose for which 
it is to be used. АП contributions in the Easter Day 
Offering not thus "designated" will be placed in the 
Vicar’s Diseretionary Fund, and will be thus left to such 
uses and purposes as he decides upon or finds most 
pressing call for. You will find in the Year Book on 
page 234 an accounting of this fund up to the first of 
March of this year. You will see that the balance in 
hand is very small and you will readily realize that the 
need for these and similar objects during the coming 
year will be no less than in the year that has passed. 
I shall be glad to use as wisely as T can any money 
you give for this purpose and in this way. 


This would seem to be an especially appsapriate time 
10 call your attention once more to the list of names in 
the last column “memorial days" which covers all the 
Sundays of the year for flowers on the Altar. Upon 
such of these dates as are indicated by name or initials 
certain persons in the congregation have indicated their 
desire to meet the expense incurred in placing in the 
vases upon the altar the flowers used there for decora- 
tion.

The Easter Offering. 


The Easter offering this year was not good. It was 
neither generous nor was the burden of it well dis- 
tributed among those who might be expected to bear 
it It was not large either absolutely or relatively. 
By relatively I do not mean relative to other years or 
to other parishes, but relative on the one hand to the 
needs you were asked to meet and the other hand to 
your coinjoint ability to meet them whether as they 
exist or as they arise. I have stopped counting things 
relatively in that first sense; I had begun to count them 
confidently in this second; but some facts and figures 
here will come as a surprise to some of you às they 
have come to me. 


It would not be well, in so public a place as this col- 
umn, to speak at great length of this matter. The mere 
facts are these: This year there were 20 per cent. more 
people in church than last year; the offering was 20 
per cent, not more, but less; the work of the parish 
has increased in the past year by at least that percent- 
age and, most of all I had expected the people's 
knowledge of and familiarity with that work to have 
been added to in certainly that ratio by the appearance 
in due season of this year's Year Book. ‘The offering, 
as received and counted up to date, is $1772.45, made 
up thus: For eight Designated Objects, $124; leaving 
ior Rector's Discretionary Fund $1648.45. According 
to last year's scale of demands even, as tabulated on 
page 224 of the Year Book, $1578.61 of this latter sum 
may be expected to be needed to "supplement" offer- 
ings too scant throughout the year. This would leave, 
say, $70 in which "discretion" would have place. 


And all that, too, provided that the scale of demands 
were to continue the same in the year to come as in 
the year that is ended. It will not. Work along some 
of these lines has doubled in extent and in the number 
of people who profit by it. I am glad of this; or at 
least I was glad. Now I am—no, I am not sorry, even 
yet; I am, however, a bit disappointed and I am not a 
little surprised. I do not know how to curtail this 
work; it had never occurred to me that you would not 
support it. I cannot give up work and bring parts of 
it to a close; I have never had experience at this; I do 
not know where to begin. I only know one thing. 


From this point on I have torn up this article three 
times before making up my mind to print it—and then 
changed my mind and tore it up again. I tried to 
comment at length and with definiteness upon a situa- 
tion here, but the danger of saying the wrong thing 
seemed too great. More than that, however, and more 
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serious as a peril, was the danger of not having the 
comments apply to the delinquents alone, but to the 
most faithful as well; the danger of seeming ungrateful 
to the dear, good, faithful friends and supporters of 
every good work in the parish who at this time, as they 
do at all times, did their share, some of them most 
generously, all of them ungrudgingly, There are, let 
us say, two dozen persons in this parish who, no odds 
how great their bounty elsewhere—and I know that it 
is great—are not doing their duty by their parish; who 
this Easter, at least, just quietly failed entirely, taking 
shelter, unfairly, 1 feel, behind the belief that others 
would do it in their stead. They know who they are, 
and so does their Rector. They ought to do better. 
They ought especially to have done it this year. 

An unusual thing, unusual for this parish, occurred 
here this year. Eighteen persons gave 80 per cent. of 
this ofrering—and there were eight hundred people in 
church. Nor were more than half of these eighteen 
the ones the church has always counted on the most. 
In the case of some of these, their offerings were more 
than doubled over last year—all of which comes to 
look worse and worse for the others. Who these 
others are any one could know whose lot it was to 
count that offering on Monday. Practically every sum 
over ten dollars, and all but two above twenty, were 
either designated, signed, sealed, inscribed or were 
checks with signature. Nobody but myself shall know 
the facts in this connection, Please do not think I hold 
lightly such confidence. Yet І cannot help but know. 
The reasons why a score, at least, and maybe two score 
of you took no part, no worthy part, in this important 
annual offering I had set out to speak about; but my 
courage has failed me. I think there must have been 
fault somewhere, most likely my own. At least, 
speaking now in direct address instead of in the third 
person, I would rather blame myself than you, 

I can think of four possible reasons why certain per- 
sons, and these all my own personal friends, all loyal 
members of this parish, and all abundantly able to do 
their share, which share if all did it would in no case 
be of size considerable, just quietly, consistently and 
persistently sit and look and listen, approve work done, 
agree with plans outlined, read in plain English reports 
of that work and know their multiplication table as 
well as any others know it, and then do—nothing. In 
all four of these reasons this year I believe there was 
fault. 
friends; I rather blame myself—and Fate. Three of 
these reasons may have been my fault; one may be 
your misfortune. I venture the last one first. 

This year has been a troublous one in all financial 
matters. Few during this past year have known their 
friends’ misfortunes. If many of you have suffered 
loss I am truly sorry. 

But to confess my faults. First, I spoke very little 
about this offering this year. I was determined not to

beg. 'The work to be done is your work; my only part 
is to help in the doing of it. I had thought offerings 
would be made more freely the less urgently they were 
begged for. I must have been mistaken. 

Again, I took it for granted that the people all knew 
that there were demands upon the Rector oí the par- 
ish increasing in number proportionate to the in-

Once again, I knew that one time it was possible in 
this parish, long years ago, when people lived in reach 
a larger portion of the year and when a few main lines 
of work needed a few specific sums to meet the ex- 
pense incurred, to make appeals, one at a time, to write 
“notes” asking contributions to sums totaling in all 
only a few dollars. This time is not that time; this 
church is not that church; this people is not that people, 
l had last year separate calls upon a Rector's Fund set 
forth in the Year Book, page 225, thus: in the check 
book of the bank in which 1 keep this separate fund, 1 
find one hundred and forty odd stubs of checks, rang- 
ing each in size from small to smaller, but totaling a 
considerable sum, which means that I have had to 
meet many wants in the name of the parish, and in 
doing the work of the parish which could not be fore- 
seen the day before. -And all this had to do only with 
that part of this fund which was left to "discretion," 


I did not believe that the Rector of such a parish | 
should be put to the embarrassment of asking for 


these little amounts one by one any more than that 
you wives should be compelled to ask you husbands 
for car fare, In the case of the one as the other there 
ought to be an allowance. I felt sure that by this time 
this congregation had gotten to the point of doing this. 
l must have been mistaken. 

Again and again, and yet again, I express the hope 
that these words may be rightly understood by the 


right people and not misunderstood by the others. 


Many of you do your duty, always do it, did it on 
Easter and always will. Some of you who gave the 


least gave most in proportion to ability; some who - 


gave the most gave abundantly. I am only thinking of 


those to whom much is given, of whom something at 


least is expected, who did almost nothing. It must be 
because in some way, through some fault of mine, the. 
"method" is not one they can understand. If so, it. 
is fortunate that almost at once there is opportunity 
to do the thing I know they have the heart to do. 1 
now address myself to it on other pages—to a Summer 
Frésh Air Fund.

Therefore it is that—to reverse an adage—in pro- 
portion as it has been difficult to get Mohammed to go 
to the mountain, to see it and to estimate its size, I have 
tried as next best thing to take a picture of the moun- 
ain and bring that to Mohammed instead. If you turn 
the pages of this book throughout, one thing that will 
come to many of you as new information is the size of 
this work, and the very large number of those who 
profit by the work that is done. I am not speaking 
now of the so-called “poor of the parish." Of these 
there are very few relatively. The class I have in mind 
are self-supporting, self-respecting, — regularly-enrolled 
members of this congregation. ‘he work they do to- 
gether in itself is valuable and the months they spend 
together at this work are pleasant months indeed. My 
only lament is that it can go only so short a season. 


And now we come to the point: to a subject you have 
heard me refer to before; to the length, I mean the 
brevity, of the season in which all this work goes on. 
The fact that this season is so short is more closely 
allied than you realize to the fact that the season you 
spend in the country is so long. At least both condi- 
tions grow out of one cause. ‘he cause is the climate 
of this city in the summer months, 
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Now it were foolish to quarrel with that cause; but 
maybe it is possible to cure this condition. When per- 
haps a hundred people leave the city, work among a 
thousand people stops. ‘This also is inevitable. It 
must stop here. What I wish is that it could go on, 
at least in fragmentary fashion and with at least the 
staff of the parish as workers, somewhere else in some 
suitable place. So it could, if we had that place. And 
we ought to have it.

This is about the only parish of its size I know of 
that has not a summer home of its own somewhere. We 
do summer fresh air work? Yes, in a somewhat expen- 
sive and wholly impersonal fashion; not even as much 
of that as is needed. Last spring, before we all scat- 
tered, I asked you to remember the needs of some of 
those who must remain behind. 24 of you responded, 
With $600 I helped to send away some children through 
the Country Week Association, paid the board of some 
inmates of St. Luke’s Home at Atlantic City, also that 
of a number of others at two other places and, in part, 
that of two or three dozen working girls at two or three 
suitable places. But the difficulty is we never see either 
the places or the people all summer. Stay in the city 
themselves if they will all those months, the shepherds 
are far out of touch with their sheep. 


If we had such a Home, if it would accommodate 
even a couple of dozen people, if we could keep it open 
for a dozen weeks, we could have there under good 
conditions of home life say a score of members each 
of a dozen different groups. This would be ideal. The 
work that could be done would be invaluable. It 
would give to the Clergy, Parish visitor, etc., etc., op- 
portunity such as now they cannot have to form acquain- 
tance and to keep allegiance of those whom they can 
see only seldom otherwise and that only at long inter- 


vals. Best of all, it would be a way of holding 
in hand and having them ready to begin their , 
when the fall comes, groups which at Present my 
organized each year only to be soon disrupted and 
at a cost of great waste effort, reorganized о 
over year after year.

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SUNDAY SCHOOL DEPARTMENT. 


We think it is a great mistake to get children to 
Church for a service which is designated as theirs and 
then to allow a Choir to do the singing and responding 
for them. So few Church authorities have grasped the 
fact that children like to sing, like to respond, like to 
answer, especially in Church. That is why we made 
a success of our services this year, because we got the 
children to sing, allowed them to respond, helped them 
to answer. 


Now another point. It is often said and said with 
a good deal of truth that immediately after Easter is 
over the interest in the Sunday School dies down, One 
of our great problems has been to stimulate that in- 
terest in such a way that the attention of the child is 
held. We think perhaps the following idea may help: 


It is our plan to get the children of the Sunday 
School and their friends to save their pennies from now 
until Whitsunday, on June the 7th, which, of course, is 
known as the birthday of the Church, and then to get 
them to attend a special service and bring to that ser- 
vice such flowers, either cut or potted as they may have 
been able to buy, beg or obtain in some legitimate way. 
‘hese flowers will be presented in Church as a birthday. 
gift and after the service taken by the children to the 
children’s hospitals in the city. In fact, it is our plan 
to hold a regular flower service and in this way to stim- 
ulate the interest of the children from Easter until 
Whitsunday, when it is our purpose officially to dismiss 
the school until we start again in the Fall. 


One other point. Following the custom prevalent 
here in the East, teachers and scholars become widely 
separated in the Summer. We wish, however, that this 
year teachers would endeavor to keep in touch with 
their scholars in the following way: | 


First, by each month sending each member of their 
class a postal card from the place they may happen to be. 


Next, by persuading each member of the class to 
write one letter at least to their teacher during the 
Summer.

But something else has wrought also to produce this 


organization; something other than a set intention, It But, more than that, it is profitable. It is the thing that 
more than any other thing to-day distinguishes be. 
tween that which in business is old-fashioned, anti. 
quated, profitless, and that which is modern, profitable 
and progressive. Once men in the same line of busi- 
ness were all jealous, spiteful, suspicious of each other: 
now their effort is to use and to be used by ong 
another, and that to their joint success. Once, separ- 
ate and apart, they fought and stayed poor; now, 
neighbors and friends, they combine and prosper, 


has come into existence more or less naturally. The 
movement toward this is only the corollary of that 
other, larger, prior monster movement of to-day, 
which is sweeping over the United States—that ten- 
dency to combine, to amalgamate many companies, 
firms and factories into few instead; the aggregation 
of many small enterprises into fewer Jarger ones and 
the concentration of their management, as well, under 
the control of a few. This tendency, or this idea, is 
the much discussed Trust Idea. 


This second method seems to us as though it must 
-surely be old; but this is only because to-day it is so 
universal.’ It is so superior to the former that we 
cannot picture a time when it was not a common cus- 
tom. Yet it is not old; it is very new. The former 
scems absurd; but so do many things even in the line 
of your very business. There are theories there that 
seem ancient only because they are unsound which are 
not yet fifty years abandoned. How long is it, for 
example, since the agate was considered a charm 
against scorpions and spiders, the jasper stone used as 
a talisman by athletes, the amethyst thought to have 
power to protect against the influence of wine and the 
median stone to be a remedy for the plague? There 
were theories once in business as absurd as these. The 
ancients, owing to the absence of scientific and chemi- 
cal analysis, appear to have distinguished precious 
stones only by color, specific gravity and density. How 
prone were men once likewise to apply these same 
tests'to their fellows! The ancients knew gems only as 
individuals; they knew no alchemy by which they could 
combine them. So your predecessors dealt with men 
as individuals. Behold, you now have a new alchemy. 
You have an advantage over them incalculable. Think 
of their loss, It was due to their folly, a folly matched 
only by that 


It is something, too, as much disputed as discussed. 
As typical religionists have long looked on your busi- 
ness from two extreme points of view, so typical econ- 
omists have long argued this question with conclusions 
extremely divergent. There are those who laud it; 
there are also those who deprecate it. The first, Т be- 
lieve, are right—but here again only upon one condi- 
tion. A trust, as such, a combine, a consolidation, is 
a worthy institution, provided always that along with 
an amalgamation of things there goes hand in hand an 
amalgamation of men; provided that the growth of a 
combine in.size and in power is attended by, paralleled 
by and equaled by a growth in human kindliness and 
human friendships. To form the second without the 
first were to weave cobweb and not cloth; but to create 
the first without the second were to forge fetters and 
not chaplets. 


This condition, I contend, you have observed, Along 
with the great combination of business interests has 
come to be, as well, a combination of real friendships. 
The issue of this latter is this club. Its making has 
been partly your own doing; it inheres, in part, in the 
very tendency itself. Yours is but one of many similar 
organizations that have grown up side by side with 
combinations in as many lines of business. In large 
measure the growth of this second kind of trust is 
inevitable where the first kind is presumed. 


“Of one whose hand, like the base Indian, 
Threw away a pearl, richer than all his tribe.” 


Here's to you, then, my friends and fellows! Here's 
to your business and here’s to your club. Here’s to your 
wealth and your wisdom from one who has neither. 
Here’s to your problems and perplexities from one who 
has both. Here's to your trade, which is the making 
of gifts; to your art, which is the creation of happiness; 
to your traffic, which is a traffic in affections. And 
here's to this club; to its aims and its efforts. May the 
hearts of its members join in one great friendship; join, 
weld, amalgamate and fuse togcther with the same en- 
lirety and wholeness with which one atom of matter 
meets, mingles and moulds with another. 


But I also contend that this second result is natural. 
You cannot combine industries without coming closer 
in touch with the men who run them—ran them before, 
each isolated from each other as their businesses were 
segregated. Nor, in turn, can men come closer in 
touch with each other, come to know each other better. 
without coming to like each other more. In short, you 
cannot do either or both without the sum-total of the 
world's friendship being augmented. When these new 
friendships are formed, what more natural than that 
they should be combined? Combine them in this line 
of business and you have this club,

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OUTLINE LIFE OF CHRIST. 

From the Appendix of Stevens and Burton—Har- 
mony of the Gospels. 

For the convenience of students whose study of the 
Life of Our Lord will be facilitated by definitely re- 
lating its events to contemporary history, the following 
table is inserted. It shows the chronological limits of 
the various periods of the Life of Christ on the basis 
of these three data, namely, the Birth not far from the 
end of B. C. 5, or the beginning of B. C. 4, the Cruci- 
fixion in А. D. зо, the Ministry occupying between 
three and four years. 

The chronology of the life of Christ cannot be fixed 
definitely throughout. Respecting the length of the 
public ministry, especially as between the so-called tri- 
paschal and quadripaschal schemes, there is decided dis- 
agreement among authorities. On the tripaschal theory 
there were but three passovers in the course of the 
ministry of Christ, and its length was about two and 
a half years.’ On the quadripaschal theory there were 
four passovers, and the ministry was about three and

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Weekday Services. 


During the past year the weckday services, Litany 
on Friday and Holy Communion on Saints’ Days, have 
been very much more generally attended than hereto- 
fore. The season throughout which these services are 
held on these days has for the past two years been 
that season from- St: Luke's Day, about the middle of 
October, to "Trinity Sunday, the dividing point of the 
Christian year, which this year falls slightly past thé 
middle of June. Because of this latter fact, circum- 
stances may fall out in such a way that before that 
date there may be more clergy to officiate on weekdays 
than people to attend. If so, we will have no hesitation 
in bringing the season to an earlier close. In the mean- 
time, however, attendance is expected to continue about 
constant. 


One More Lamp. 


The members of the Altar Society, and the Rector 
as well, discovered what the trouble is with the white 
Dossal Everyone knows what that trouble has seemed 
to be: the dossal seemed to be so soiled and worn that 
the silk, which is white near at hand, at a distance looks 
yellow. This has long been a subject for discussion at 
the Society's meetings and, as well, a subject for com- 
ment elsewhere. The real difficulty, like the best solution 
of it, are both so simple that, like all apparent things, 
they were long in being thought of. It is a mere mat- 
ter of lighting. Between those two columns, the light 
at the rear of the chancel being thrown from the two 
sides, the dossal hangs in shadow. ‘That part of the 
chancel which ought to be the most brilliantly lighted, 
the centre of the reredos, where are the silken hangings, 
the altar, the cross, the flowers, and, incidentally, from 
which much of the service is read, is the most dimly 
lighted part instead. What the Rector knows is that 
more light is needed here as a mere aid in reading the 
service. What the ladies of the Altar Society know is 
that a piece of work which cost many hundreds of dol- 
lars, which is almost new, which is in perfect repair, 
looks old at times, worn, faded and uncared for. What 
all would like to see would be one more lamp, the 
exact duplicate of either of the two now hanging at 
the front of the chancel, hung directly above the altar, 
to flood this whole, space, hangings, flowers and altar 
with pure light. What could make a more suitable me- 
morial gift? The lamp ought to be made from the 
same moulds as these other two, Now that those moulds 
are cast, this third one would cost not more than an 
even hundred dollars. Who would like to give it? 


The Rector takes this opportunity to thank most

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No more pleasant task has developed upon me for 
yeats than the reading, sorting, cataloging and examin- 
ing printed matter that has come by mail in the past 
two weeks in response to my request printed on this 
page of the Parish Helper last month for other Parish 
Papers to be sent to the editor of this one in order to 
establish an Exchange Department. 


Of these about two hundred in all have been received 
up to date. They are of all sizes and in all forms from 
leaflets to year books, from papers printed weekly to 
those issued monthly, from circulars for mere distribu- 
tion, through a range of many for subscription in indi- 
vidual parishes, up to books of considerable size meant 
for circulation and even for sale. They are of all de- 
grees of merit, both from a literary and artistic stand- 
point, and at sight of them one’s sympathy goes out to 
‘his co-workers at thought of the hard labor involved. 


They are printed in all manners and shapes. ‘They 
are ornamented on the front pages in some cases with 
cover designs, in others with photographs of their 
church, with reproductions of artistic masterpieces, and 
in every way they show infinite variety of originality 
and taste. Most of all, however, in the names they bear 
there is variety and similiarity at once. The names are 
similar in that nearly all bear borrowed names, names 
borrowed from established journals, magazines or daily 
Papers, and different in that the variety is so great. 


There are Bulletins and Messengers, Chronicles and 
Records, Outlooks and Reviews, Items and Heralds, 
Registers and Intelligencers. ‘There are also less famil- 
iar names, with more definite purpose: a Guide and an 
Evangel, a Prospect and Retrospect, a Vineyard and a 
Crier, Calendars and Reminders, Tidings and Chimes, 


a Lion of St. Mark and St Clement’s Epistle. 


Not to make comparisons that were odious, a few 
richly deserve special mention. The Chronicle of St. 
Andrew’s, New York City, is published weekly with 
no advertisements and is distributed gratuitously. Tt is 
well written and finely printed. ‘These scem to be most 
of the conditions of an ideal publication.

There are half a dozen reasons why the return that

‘concisely, careful instruction is always in place. 


Sermon Outlines.

Some of these are long, some short; some have their 
ints fully amplified, some are only barest skeletons;

‘Preached. In the first case, the object seems to be re- 
Miew—the establishing more firmly in the minds of those 
ho have already heard instruction given; in the sec- 
d, the aim seems to be to whet an appetite and to 
е minds more receptive to new truth to be pre- 
ented in logical even if in novel form. This would 
сет to be a good thing to do and a parish paper a 
od place in which to do it. Certainly this is the case 
the latter is the end to be achieved. ‘The method is 
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a better one than that of printing mere subjects, themes 
or texts alone, which too often suggest no definite sub- 
ject, and the medium a better one than the advertising 
columns of the daily papers where too often entries 
look too much like other advertisements. 


A Ringing Note. 

“While much is still to be desired in our Sunday 
School, it has never been so well equipped or so really 
instructive and interesting as at the present time. The 
lessons are especially well chosen, and within the youth- 
iul grasp. The superintendent's quizzes elicit the fact 
that the children are becoming familiar with many 
Bible and Prayer Book details—a marked gain. But 
improvement is needed in the music. As soldiers march 
with heartier step to the strains of a good band, so the 
Lord's army, especially these young recruits, need a 
bright musical service.”

book becomes valuable as the years pass, and we ask 
all Guilds and Societies of the tarish to make sure that 
Mr. has all printed circulars, programmes, ete. 


A Serviceable Calendar. 


The Parish Aid Society of Christ Church, Spring- 
field, Mass. has a novel system of raising money tor 
carrying on the work of various kinds that comes under 
its jurisdiction. They call it the Calendar. “It is a 
chain of four links. One person represents the year; 
the year secures twelve persons to act as months; each 
month in turn gets four weeks and each week seven 
days, where the chain ends. If all places are filled. ше 
aggregate is three hundred and ninety-seven pee 
Each person pays ten cents a month or $120 a year, 5 
preferred. If kept to its limit the Calendar will yie 
$476.40, which sum makes a very respectable income 
for some specific need. In this way they avoid soliciting 
money for many purposes, and much trouble. ‘The Е 
itial sum might be any multiple of ten cents and the 
resulting total correspondingly increased. 

The Year and each Month have a paper Calendar 
with names of persons acting as months, etc. amg 
in, and at the monthly meetings of the Society the 
Calendars can be inspected and changes made, new 


names put in, etc.” 
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League of the Baptized. 


A local League might with profit be formed in any 
parish and the methods with profit adopted which one 
rector has found. to work well, 


“The Church League of the Baptized is a society 
composed of all baptized persons, men, women and chil- 
dren, in the Church. Its object is to increase the fund 
for the relief of the aged and infitm clergy. The in- 
come of the society is derived from the voluntary con- 
tributions of the members—ten cents a year. The so- 
ciety is assisting the commission appointed by the Gen- 
eral Convention to raise an endowment of $5,000,000 
for the fund in order that every aged or infirm clergy- 
man may receive a stipend that will enable him to live 
when age or infirmity obliges him to resign from active 
work. Mrs. is the treasurer of this parish. The 
League is earnestly commended to the parishioners.” 


Some Books on My Library Shelf,

We also made 
ts in the case of several of the groups of persons 
host directly interested, and, even though, to our 
Irprise, satisfied ourselves that the ‘overwhelming 
reference was for some place at the shore. Prac- 
ically every one of those, big and little, old and 
young, to whom we talked, of the groups to whom 
is purposed to minister in this way, begged for 
the Jersey coast as in contrast to any inland or 
‘up-State, country or mountain place. This would 
‘seem to be final in determining this point. 


During ten days that passed thus enough persons, 
about to leave the city themselves, sent me encour- 
aging letters with checks inclosed to leave me no 
doubt that the money for the enterprise would all 
be forthcoming in plenty of time; that the plan was 
approved by those expected to support the work 
financially; in short, that it was feasible and prac- 
ticable as well as desirable to press on with the 
matter promptly. The names of these donors and 
the amount of this money to date are all entered on 
page 10 under offerings for May. Accordingly, I 
asked the Secretary of the Vestry to call a special 
Vestry Meeting on May 21, to report to them what 
had been done and to take special counsel with 
them about further procedure. The specific result 
of that meeting was the leasing of the house de- 
scribed and pictured on another page. 


Now that the plans are made and the place se- 
cured, the task remains of bringing these plans to 
completion and of testing the value of such a house 
by a summer's usage. This task is of such a nature 
that only those who look on will think it a light 
one: those who perform it will know—they know 
already—that it will mean hard work. But it is 
work for a worthy object; it is work that will mean 
play in:many cases, even for the workers them- 
selves; it is work of such a nature as, alike for 
those who work and those ior whom the work is 
done, will have its meed of pleasure. 


First of all, the work is not a charity. At least 
it is not so primarily. This is an important point. 
Charitable enterprises, out and out, are neither the 
most attractive ones to which to give nor the most 
beneficent from which to receive. 1 say this because 
[ write these pages for two groups of people— 
those who will send me money to help to do the 
work and those who wil make requests to be al- 
lowed to share its benefits. I hope that everyone 
who goes on any outing to this place this summer 
may be able to pay something in the way of board; 
I know that they cannot pay all it is worth or will 
cost; if they could, there were no need for such a 
place. What your contributions are for is to sub- 
sidize an enterprise it were not possible to run alone. 
This you are willing to give; this they are willing 
to receive. 


We have all done this in other ways: we do it 
every day: everybody does; and no one thinks of 
pauperizing or of being. pauperized. When I went 
to college I did not pay for all 1 got: nobody does. 
Perhaps, however, they pay all they. can. They 
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pay tuition; but they do not build class rooms nor 
dormitories, endow scholarships nor lectureships. 
When you drive in a public park when in a city 
thoroughfare you view arches and monuments, or 
when you visit galleries, museums, exhibitions, etc., 
you enjoy in a way intangible and indefinible such 
benefits as no one pays for fully. ‘These, to my 
mind, are parallel cases to the one I contemplate.

How to Meet Intellectual Difficulties. 


There are three important principles. Та the first 
place the difficulties must be met, faced squarely. То 
try to avoid them ог slur them over is but to magnify 
them and insure their return in unexpected places.

One of the things, among others, that the clergyman 
is called upon to do more than other people is to wit- 
ness human suffering. One of his very ordination vows, 
for example, is that he will “search out the sick, poor 
and impotent folk of the parish and will stand ready, 
with all faithful diligence, to aid those who are in 
trouble, sorrow, need, sickness or any other adver- 
sity." Even if he does not go to them, they come to 
him; in both of which cases he is called upon at least 
to witness much human suffering. 


Of course, it may be said by some one, that he does 
not see this any oftener than many other people; and 
perhaps; in many cases, this, is true. But one thing is 
certain: more is expected of him than of others when 
he does see it. То be specific, of these things that are 
expected of him there are two, both of which at times 
give him grave perplexity; the first is that he is expected 
to give a kind of relief which other people cannot give; 
the second is that he is expected to furnish ап “ех- 
planation why” which other people are not asked to 
furnish. It is his utter inability in most cases to do 
either of these that makes him turn away so often 
from the sick bed, or from houses of affliction and be- 
reavement, with so keen a sense of failure and with 


such a heavy heart. 


First, I say, he is expected to be able to help to cure. 
But alas! he rarely has this satisfaction. He does not 
even have the satisfaction. the physician has and he 
often envies him that he has not. He cannot operate, 
he cannot give an opiate; the best that he can do is to 
call upon certain resources within the patient; to recom- 
mend patience, stimulate hope, strengthen the power of 
endurance and to say, and say from his heart, that he 
is sorry. If any one expects more than this of him, 
they expect too much; if he offers very much more 
than this, he offers more than he can deliver. 


The fact that people do expect more than this, then, 
worries him. But this worry he can, or at least he 
must, endure. The thing that worries him more, and 
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that is even harder to endure than this first, is the 
second of these expectations: namely, that he will ex- 
plain why the thing has happened. Against his im- 
potency here he rebels because he feels that it ought not 
to be so. Unfortunately, too, this second query is one 
that is practically universal.

In both cases they manifest the glory of a God who 
is even greater, 


This is one half, the general half of this answer, 
There remains, however, another entire half; the indi- 
vidual half. Not only is it possible that, in the calamity 
that befalls one man, the glory of God is made manifest 
in general, but, in particular, it may become manifest 
“in him.” The individual value of an affliction to any in- 
dividual depends upon what that individual makes of it. 
Tt becomes of value only in proportion as he reads into 
it an interpretation, in Proportion as, like the man 
Proverbially walking through the Valley of Baca, he 
maketh it a well. Such calamities may have an effect on 
life: they may give it depth and value. 


There may be other things that a calamity, when 
taken rightly, begets in character; T can think of at least 
two. ‘These are, humility and courage. First, humility, 
There are two extreme points of view from cither of 
which one may approach the consideration of his own 
misfortune and from each of which many people do 
so approach them. Wither one may consider himself 
deserving of every good thing, and, when he does not 
get it, count himself especially defrauded; or he may 
consider himself deserving of nothing and, in such 
good things as come to him, count himself favored. 
Thus he lays stress either upon his rights or his mercies 
and is jealous of the one or thankful for the other ac- 
cording to his mood. 


Now, which is the right way? The answer is in 
the latter part of a certain passage T have cited. which 
passage, however, is never complete without that sec- 
ond half. It is that one regarding those Galileans and 
those eighteen who suffered that accident at Siloam. In 
this note please the conclusion: "Except ye repent ye 
shall all likewise perish” That is to say, at least ye 
deserve to; for ye deserve nothing. In this connection, 
ye have no rights, but only privileges. This has always 
been the highest view of the noblest saints. The classic 
saying here is this: “Think not that thou has made any 
Progress toward perfection until thou considerest thy- 
self worthy of less than the least of the mercies of 
God." This is the difference between thinking that 
everything that happens should be good and that the 
bad ones are exceptions, and thinking that everything 
might in strict justice be bad, and that therefore the good 
are exceptions. To feel this is to be humble! to learn 
this is humility. And if even an affliction can create 
this state of mind, for one whom it thus serves- it 
manifests the glory of God in him. == |. 


And there is one other thing that an 
beget: that is courage. Here again this is only true 
for those who make it true. Sometimes a struggle 
wears a man's soul out in silence; sometimes one 
strong man’s struggle shakes the world and makes the 
nations look.

This is the highest possible Purpose of pain, of suffer 
ing, of sorrow, bereavement or calamity, 
thus most noticeably, in the case of any man, do such 
things manifest the glory of God in him. 


Now, inasmuch as this discourse is an argument, and 
inasmuch as no single item of it can seem true or r 
sonable except in its relation to the others, let me re- 
narrate these points in order that they may appear to- 
gether as a whole. I have called attention to the vast 
amount of human suffering one must at least witness, 
I have reminded you of the unanimity with which we 
ask the question of the text and of the ill effect upon 
us of asking it repeatedly without finding the proper 
answer. I have called attention to the pointed and ap- 
propriate wording in this text of both question and 
answer, 


this two-fold one: first, that, in the accuracy and the 
enormity of the working of the Laws of Nature, there 
might become manifest the glory of God; and second, 
that, in the deepening of humility and in the heightening 
of courage, the same thing might become thus manifest 
in every individual thus stricken. There is a purpose 
to which every occasion for gricf may be put: it has 
been so used times without number. How often has— 
н the path of duty been the path of glory!

If there is 
anything that should be of concern to mothers, it is 
that their children should learn something good on Sun- 
days. George Herbert aptly said, “One good mother 
is worth a hundred schoolmasters.” Working together, 
good mothers and good schoolmasters are the children's 
very best friends." —Exchange.

This letter to you this month will be devoted entirely 
to one subject, a subject which has already elicited con- 
siderable interest and concerning which we have already 
spoken from time to time, in different connections and 
to different members of groups: The Summer Fresh Air 
or Vacation House at Belmar, N, J. 


It is not necessary to repeat the descriptive and illus- 
trative materiai which will be found on pages 7-9 of 
this issue of the Parish Helper, 1 would refer you to 
them and ask you to read those pages with care, in 
order that you may understand fully what we have in 
mind as a definite project for the summer upon which 
we are very soon to enter. T'he whole plan is outlined 
there for all of us, and we may learn all we wish to 
know of the details of the undertaking. But just here 
in these columns this month, I wish to say a few things 
with reference to the plans for this place for summer 
outings, 


(т) Who shall go, and when? 


Let me now address a paragraph or two to you as 
you divide yourselves with regard to this particular mat- 
ter in perhaps three separate groups. And first of all 
to those of you who read this, and would care to go 
to such a place as this for a week. Whether you are 
a member cf the Mothers’ Meeting, of the Girls’ Friend- 
ly, of the Adelphi Club, of the Junior Auxiliary, of the 
J. B. J. Club, or of any of the other regular organiza- 
tions at the Chapel, it might well be that as you read 
or hear of this plan you would wonder when it would 
be possible for you to go, how much it would cost, how 
long you could stay, ete.

soon be made up. 

(3) Who shall give, and why 2 


And then there is a third group to whom I would 
say that the expenses connected with such ап under- 
taking as this are and must be largely met by contrib- 
utions from those who see the great advantage of ha 
ing a place where we can take for a period of ten 
twelve weeks during the hot weather, various groups of 
people from the Church and Chapel, for a week each, 
where they will have wholesome surroundings, good 
food, refining influences and the benefit and advantage 
of the prre air of the seashore. ‘This we will be able 
to do if there are those who will help to meet the neces- 
sary cost of this good work. ‘Io some of you I know 
this work makes its special appeal; I trust that you will 
forward to me as soon as you can your gift of money 
to be used in helping with such outings under our own 
direction and for our own people.

you photographs; to answer in anticipation certain 
queries, and to leave comment, consideration, 
inference and estimate for interviews more indi- 
vidual at other times. This venture this summer 
has proven abundantly, I think, that such work is 
worth while. I know of no reason why, from this 
season on, it should not be a regular one of our 
Parish activities. 

For beginning it this summer there were four 
reasons. I had no idea it was going to be so appro- 
priate a summer, because so hot a one. (Honestly, 
have you any idea how hot this city was this sum- 
mer?) However, as I started to say, there were 
four ends I have long thought such work would 
serve. Аз you realized after reading the Year Book 
last spring, there are some 900 persons, big and little, 
old and young, persons all of whose names and 
most of whose pictures appeared on these pages, 
connected with this Parish in a multitude of ways— 
church, chapel, St. Luke's Home, societies, associa- 
tions, schools, Sunday and weekday—whom  cer- 
tain other hundreds of you never see at any one 
time, whose estate you do not know, but whose 
names and necessities the clergy do know. Their 
chance for a summer’s outing is more likely to be 
for one of six days than six months. Four aims to 
be accomplished with this company, therefore, were 
these: 

First, of course, was the most practical one—that 
of providing a place where a week’s holiday could 
be spent at most moderate cost and with most return

of pleasure and of profit. A place which could pro- 
vide this needed to be subsidized, hence the request 
for contributions from you who are able to help, 
although asked only to help. A report of benefits of 
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this sort cannot be made in mere figures; they can 
only be conjectured. As you would expect, they 
have been very great. 

In the second place, the thing I longed for was 
an opportunity, under conditions of home life, in 
their own rented house, for the clergy, Parish work- 
ers, ete., to establish intimate acquaintance, to know 
and become known, the people by their priests, the 


shepherds by their flocks. This has resulted in many 
surprises, in many firm friendships, in new under- 
standing, in new bonds of sympathy. This has been 
the greatest benefit of all. 

In the third place, I longed for some object that 
would hold the interest of people widely scattered, 
members of a Parish all disorganized, as this one 
is each summer for a season so long, interest in the 
Parish on its own account and, too, on theirs. This 
also was accomplished. We are ready now to begin 
work this fall not, as had been all too likely, where 
we began last fall, but where we left off last spring. 
This ought to mean progress year by year instead of 
merely marking time. 


Last, nor yet least, I most anxiously wanted enough

And, now, regarding the cost. There were four 
things that made this first year's cost larger than 
it should be any future year—provided, of course, 


that the number of persons to go were to be the 


same; though this, I fear, will not be so. TN 


shall not be surprised (though I shall be appalled) 
if next year there are very many more. However, 
the points that I started to cite, things that ought 
to decrease next year's expense, will offset a very 
large increase in numbers. These are the points. 

In the first place, several hundred dollars which 
this year look like running expenses ought rightly 
to be charged to permanent equipment. Many 
things had to be bought which, being purchased, 
are our own. They will be of use year after year. 
The figures in this conection form an item on page 
12. 

In the second place, far more people presented 
themselves to go than we had expected. At least 
four different weeks “overflow” parties had to be 
boarded out in ways that cost a little more, per- 
haps, than the cost would have been in our own 
house—and surely with less comfort We thought 


the house would have been amply large. Rooms 
were available for two dozen inmates h week. This 
was too small. Next year a larger ho ean possi-

There is no question about the ocean being the 
Proper place.

a few days. The people settled that themselves. 
They outvoted the country and begged for the sea- 
shore twenty-five to one. Besides, apart from this 
expression of desire, we had the experience of other 
Parishes, associations and societies to profit by. We 
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were warned by those who knew best that an inland 
place would be unsatisfactory. The country was 
the place for whole summer vacations, but the sea- 
shore if only a week was possible. The only ques- 
tion for decision next year will be: Just what point 
on the shore? It may be possible, by choosing a 
different place, stil on salt water, to reduce 
carfare by 10 per cent; and, by the way, it was 
only in this one connection that this point was cited. 
If necessity forces, of course we will have to make 


. such a change, but I confess it will be hard to 


abandon Belmar. 

Oh, yes. Just where is Belmar? Т have been 
asked this so often that the answer comes by heart. 
It is on the Jersey coast, northeast on the map, a 
dozen miles from Lakewood, the second station 
above Spring Lake, the second below Asbury Park, 
not far from Sea Girt, a little farther from Point 
Pleasant, half an hour’s ride up the coast from 
Barnegat Pier, Island Heights, Toms River, ete. 
Parties used the Pennsylvania Railroad, starting 
from the Market Street Ferry, tickets reading via 
Sea Side Park. The place cannot be well known— 
which is its chiefest charm. р 

The region combines many elements. There is 
forest and beach, fresh water and salt, fishing and 
bathing—and there are no saloons; and, which is 
quite as important, it is particularly free from that 
clap-trappery type of amusement (?) so common 
in places along the south Jersey coast. There is 
no hurdy-gurdy, merry-go-round, dollar-a-day ex-

cursion, moving picture, auction-booth, fortune- 
teller, palmist, popcorn, red-balloon, ‚ Wildwood, 
Midway, South Street, or other city board- 
walk life. The people in evidence having the best 
time are not those spending the most money. Con- 
sequently the children were not forced every five 
minutes to wish they had five cents to buy catch- 
penny toys, shoot the chutes, get weighed, ring 
canes, eat something or drink something else, and 
otherwise make themselves either sick or sorry. 
Their “good times” consisted in none of these 
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things, but in others both more economical and 
rational. 

I think no analysis of page 11 is necessary. The 
figures as arranged, I hope, speak for them- 
selves. I merely call your attention to several facts. 
To find the cost per week of “board” it is necessary 
to deduet from the total budget, first, the cost of 
things that may be styled equipment; secondly, the 
cost of the Sunday School excursion, for which plans 
this year had been made long before we formed 
this plan, the cost of which this year had to be 
taken out of this fund, but which excursion as a 
whole another year may possibly give way to this 
plan of a week's outing instead; thirdly, the item 
railroad fares, which maybe next year we can slightly 
lessen, and, fourthly, the item entertainment, which, 
no matter how large it looks, was legitimate, since 
all the money entered there was given for specific 
purposes. Of entries under this last head was money, 
е. g., given especially to provide excursions for the 
Girls’ Friendly Society by her whom they now call 
their fairy godmother, and by one—good, generous 
heart that he has—who told me early in the season, 
“Let the people always have ice-cream on Sundays 
and send me the bill" It would be necessary, I 
say, to deduct all these and then divide the balance 
by the 479 week-units. The quotient would be the 
cost per week of everything, including rent, food, 
wages, light, heat, bus-fare, baggage, incidentals, 
what not and what not. Observe also on that page 
these figures please: Two hundred guests out of 
363 paid in part their own way; 105 parishioners, 
church and chapel, were contributors; 472 different 
persons in all saw the place at some time in the 
summer. 

It only remains to speak of the photographs. Yet 
why speak of them? They speak for themselves, 
though only for part of a series. They are a few

A church such as ours in a 
such as this must perforce leave much work outside 
to outside agencies; to such things as country w 
associations, free ice funds, cràches, playgro 
and pavilions. Newspapers, lodges, theatres, 
finance these. These do their work and, to 
measure of the benefit they plan, they do it wel 
They do it, theoretically, apart from the church, 
do most of it, theoretically, for people who are 
equally estranged from the church, They do it, 
therefore, naturally their own way. But the dut 
of the church is something else and more than t 
The ideal church is a family. After we have given 
charity outside (some even think before), there still 
remains the need for fellowship within. This house, 
note, please, was not an institution but a home. 
For the church is more than a club; it is a house- 
hold. Herein is the motive and here is the manner 
for all Christian folk to help and be helped in just 
Such help is in place; it is per- 
missible; it is enjoyable—since “it is all in the 
family."

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Whitsunday Service. 


The event of most interest to be reported in 
connection with the Sunday-school since the last 
number of Tug Paris Herrer is the Closing Service 
which was held in the church on the morning of 
Whitsunday, June 7th, at eleven o’clock. This is 
the first time that the school has had a Formal 
Closing Service, has had something to look for- 
ward to at the end of the season and something 
to work up toward as to a climax. In this regard 
the setting of the day apart for this event served 
a good purpose. It is also the first time that any 
morning hour in church has been devoted entirely 
to a Sunday-school service. There have often be- 
fore, on Christmas and Easter, for example, been 
afternoon services for the school in church, but 
this was a new departure. The full choir were 
present, and the full office of “Morning Prayer, 
Sermon and Celebration” was used. The proof that 
it was worth while to appropriate the day to this 
event is in the fact that, even though the date was 
so late in the season that heretofore there have not 
been a hundred people in church on that festival 
day, this year there were over four hundred. The 
offering, amounting to $57.89, was devoted especially 
to the annual excursion of the school to Menlo Park, 
to be held June 20th, and which is reported below 
on this page. 

Purpose and Object. 

The service itself was distinguished, in addition 
to the above two features, by two other things: 
two special purposes for which it was appointed. 
First, the day being Whitsunday—White Sunday— 
the school made it its day of flowers, its day for deco- 
rating the church. Each class brought quantities 
of flowers which they had secured in their own way 
and in their own name. These they banked about 
the chancel, altar rail and pulpit and, after the 
service, sent them—a huge, piled, wagon-load—to 
the Children’s Hospital. The action brought from 
the managers of the hospital a week later a gracious 
note of thanks. In the second place, the portion 
of the hour allotted to a sermon was employed by 
the rector and assistant both in making each a 
brief address projecting summer work at Belmar, 
forming plans, outlining policies and making plain 
to members of the school the method by which they 
could keep up their connection with the parish in 
the long season of the school’s adjournment. Such 
a service may be expected hereafter as an annual 
event.

To-night I want to say something about the sub- 
ject of brotherhood. There is a word in everyday 
speech, whether in English, German, French, Italian, 
or their sister tongues, which from its associations 
and the historical expansion of its meaning, ex- 
presses the idea of human relations and human 
duties more emphatically than any other word, and 
that is “brotherhood.” It has a superb breadth of 
meaning as well as a richness of sound. It is more 
comprehensive than other words. 

We speak of fatherhood or motherhood, but after 
all, there is but a single thought or a single relation 
there expressed. But brotherhood in its comprehen- 
sive meaning implies a greater width. If you take 
the two phrases which are closely allied to each other, 
the fatherhood of God, and the brotherhood of man, 
you have almost a complete statement of what might 
be included in the Christian philosophy. 

The fatherhood of God. How compact and 
rounded a statement that is of the character, the 
completeness, the universality of the goodness, the 
beneficence, and the wisdom of God in His rela- 
tions to men irrespective of creed or race or color. 
He is the Father of all, white or black, red or yel- 
low, Christian, infidel, or pagan, Caucasian or 
Asiatic. 

In the same way, the phrase “the brotherhood of 
man” indicates what the relations of men should be 
towards their fellows irrespective of latitude or 
longitude, or race or creed. Brotherhood: Bruder, 
friar, frere, fra, fraternity, fellowship. How closely 
the ideas are associated with each other. How 
deply into common speech the word has come to be 
imbedded. 

How a painter will speak of his brother painter, 
or a lawyer of his brother at the bar, or a Mason, 
or a member of a fraternal society of his brother, 
or a clergyman of his brother clergyman. Into 
all the relationships of life it seems to enter with 
the sense of fellowship. 

The first great crime that was committed, that 
of murder, was intensified by the fact that it was 
fratrieide. And when the voice of God asked 
“where is thy brother Abel,” it was because a 
brother’s hand had been stained in brother’s blood 
which intensified and aggravated that offense. 

So you happen to find men drawn into relation- 
ships with each other. The friars. Just see how 
closely that band of men is drawn together.

it possible for them to go. It is, however, worthy 
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of note that so large a proportion were ready to pay 
as well as they could. The fact is, some insisted 
on paying more than we asked. This, of course, 
helped those who could pay less. 

You will probably wish to know something of 
how the actual working out of the plan compared 
with our prospectus. The first thing to say about 
this is that we found ourselves compelled to do a 
good hundred per cent more than we set out to do. 
Both in numbers and in results reached this is 
certainly true. For instance, we supposed that two 
hundred would be an outside number for the season 
from church and chapel together: we had over four 
hundred! And then the better acquaintances we 
all made, we with the people themselves and they 
with us, I feel safe in saying was a good two-fold 
more than we might have hoped at the outset was 
possible. We all realized from repeated experiences 
that the benefits derived from a week away from the 
city, with a complete change of air, of food and of 
environment are valuable and marked. While this 
was emphatically proved in every case in our ex- 
perience I believe that we have still a better and a 
more lasting result than this to count among the 
good effects of the season’s work and play: this 
is in the closer relationship, the better understand- 
ing of each other, the clearer realization of a com- 
mon purpose for mutual betterment, all which has 
been secured at the cost of money well expended. 

And secondly, a few details. Mrs. Steinmetz and 
I were away from the city during July for our 
vacation. During that month some of the older 
women, some of the younger children and some of 
the young men of the Chapel spent their week at 
the Vacation House. We had wished to be there 
while all the chapel people were there; but in these 
cases that was impossible; they could not get away 
very well during August, and as it was, the house 
was full during that month with dur own people 
anyhow. 

We went down with our first party on Monday, 
August 3d. The party numbered 36. This party 
was made up of the J. B. J. Club, with other younger 
boys, and of several family parties, parents and chil- 
dren. In this, as in all the succeeding parties, up to 
and including the few days from September th to 
11th, we had the assistance of some ten of our asso- 
ciates and teachers, without whose faithful and 
efficient help the work could not have been done. 
To all of them we are all indebted more than we 
can express. 

The housekeepers did their work splendidly; the 
boys behaved finely all the week; the meals were 
good and well served; all were prompt and courteous, 
— we were indeed a happy family. Each morning 
and evening we had a short service of family prayer 
together; of “discipline” there was practically none. 
Mrs. Steinmetz and I lived in the house and went 
with the parties wherever they went.

And where was that? Well, it was on the beach, 
in bathing, crabbing on the Shark River, playing 
ball a mile’s walk from the house, on the board- 
walk, in the pavilion,—in short, everywhere we could 
go —and always to church on Sunday. 

Each Sunday we took the parties to the Church 
of the Holy Apostles, driving around Silver Lake 
and along the beach in a coach provided by the 
generosity of Mrs. C. H. Fletcher. Their beha- 
vior and deportment, their share in the service, 
their singing, were commented on several times by 
those whom we met at this morning service week 
by week. Some of these friends made in this way 
called and inspected the house. 

On each succeeding Monday morning I brought 
a party back to Philadelphia, arriving at 9.30, meet- 
ing the next one a couple of hours later at the 
Chapel, ready and eager to go. Anticipation was 
always high; for, for possibly one-half of the young- 
sters, this was to be their first view of the ocean. 

The next party was of the girls of the Junior 
Auxiliary. What a week they had! Day after day 
of the usual round of pleasures and as in every case, 
some one special “treat.” For these little girls this 
was a visit to the afternoon performance of the 
circus (sic) which happened to come to town for 
one day (!) that weeek. There may have been hap- 
pier children on the planet that afternoon, but I 
am sure one would have used many a book of “mile- 
age” looking them up. It was all very wonderful and 
for some of them their first experience of the kind. 

Next came the younger girls of the girls’ Friendly 
Society. About thirty was the normal number of 
each party, one for each day in the month, for 
which time they would all, I know, willingly have 
exchanged their week. The only “adverse criti- 
cism” I have heard about our summer was this, 
which I heard on my return last week: “The time 
was too short; why did we have to come home?" 

As a special treat for these girls we were able to 
provide for them a picnic at Money Hill Can it 
ever be forgotten! The Launch “Annie B.,” сарас- 
ity “18 to 20,” took 37 of us to the farthest shore 
of Shark River, to Money Hill, one of the some- 
what numerous places where the late Captain Kidd 
buried his burdensome treasures. But what cared 
these children about gold pieces, jewels and such? 
They were after crabs! Home again in the evening, 
after supper on the shore and a campfire,—tired out, 
but singing, as we watched the phosprorus gleam- 
ing in the wake of the little launch. : 

And then the older girls of the Friendly came 
for their week. Two rainy days and nights—nearly 
three—a cold *Nor'-easter/? and yet these girls had 
as good a time as any, they all aver the best they 
ever had. We took them to a concert, driving over 
to Ocean Grove in coaches.

Au Explanation and an Apology 
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Intellectual Enjoyment. 


An editorial in The Outlook on “Reading in Idle- 
ness,” recently brought a letter from a valued con- 
tributor to The Outlook who is one of the busiest of 
men, but who learned early how to get fun from 
his mind. His record of a day’s fun may open the 
eyes of some young man or woman eager to drink 
the cup of life to the bottom: 

“Somehow the editorial ‘Reading in Idleness; 
which I read Saturday night, impressed me very 
much. I determined to make my Sunday a day of 
rest and recreation. So I read Plato, a part of the 
second book of the Republic, in the morning, reading 
it in Greek just for the great fun of it. Then I went 
to St. George's Church and sang in the choir ; then 
dinner, and a nap for an hour and a quarter without 
even the shadow of a dream. The editorial sug- 
gested Xenophon's Symposium, so I read that, or 
most of it, in the afternoon. Then, after supper 
and writing four letters, I played on the organ half 
an hour, harmonized a melody, and finished the day 
by reading aloud in Greek the whole book of Gala- 
tians, reading it aloud in order to give more effect 
to Paul's rebuke of the dissembling Peter and the 
Judaizing Christians. Then I went to bed shortly 
after eleven, after a day of glorious rest." 

This ought to be read in connection with a recent 
editorial, “This Outdoor Craze: The Great Ameri- 
сап Delusion.” Such standard of enjoyment is in 
somewhat striking contrast to that of “young men 
of promise, who will never rise to be the heads of 
firms, but who are self-condemned to servitude in 
clerical capacities because, poor, over-worked young 
things, their only forethought is toward the earliest 
possible hour at which they can escape to country 
clubs, whose chief accomplishments are in the realms 
of brawn, not brain; whose only knowledge of cur- 
rent events is in terms of market quotations, and 
whose chief concern with colleges is with the season's 
Scores; and, save the mark, young ladies, bare 
armed, toussle-headed, hoiden-gaited, dairy-maid- 
complexioned, who just adore the country, but, 
if it were for their lives, could not write even a 
polite note grammatically, and have not read a book 
in five years other than popular novels.”

But, to the same extent that the clergy long for 
opportunity at times and places other than on Sun- 
days and from pulpits to set forth their sermons, 
etc. so doubtless do the people now and then enjoy 
a change of teaching; so, no doubt, in the same 
proportion, do they value statements made from 
novel points of view and in a style not so familiar 
to them—even, maybe, would they like an oppor- 
tunity to submit articles themselves. A couple of 
pages, therefore, will be reserved each month for 
sermons or essays or articles or letters clipped from 
other papers, culled from other sources, or written 
and contributed by readers themselves. 


Books and Reading. 


The task of the preacher for ages has been to try 
to teach the people knowledge, to take good heed, to 
seek out and to find acceptable words and to set 
them in order.

Sir Oliver Lodge’s convictions on this subject 
are entitled to that respect in scientific circles which 
is due to his rare position of eminence both in 
physics and in psychology. He firmly believes in 
the permanence of personality, if “sufficiently de- 
veloped.” In other words, immortality is condi- 
tioned on achievement, and then is required by the 
principle of the “conservation of value.” This posi- 
tion he supports, without drawing at all on Biblical 
arguments, by various indications in the realm of 
psychology. That the persistence of personality has 
been “almost crucially established" in the investi- 
gations of the Society for Psychical Research, Sir 
Oliver does not doubt, despite the derision of “people 
imperfectly acquainted with the facts.” Into these 
facts he does not undertake to go in this volume, a 
lecture given last year, and here reprinted from the 
Hibbert Journal.

The trend of mod- 
ern medicine is to prevent diseases quite as much 
as to cure them, and for many of the ills that flesh 
is heir to, there is no preventive so efficacious as a 
laugh. Good health usually travels hand in hand 
with a keen sense of humor as its boon companion. 
Conversely, dyspepsia and melancholia generally 
seem to move in each other’s lugubrious society. 

The reason why “Mrs. Wiggs of the Cabbage 
Patch” endeared herself to so wide a circle of read- 
ers was simply, because Mrs. Wiggs is a type of those 
who insist on looking on the brighter side of things.

Mrs. Wiggs was an optimist— 
if there was a brighter side she chose it, if there

Perhaps the most persistently cheerful people 
under the sun are the Irish. The Irish have always 
been *as having nothing, yet possessing all things."

‘Tickets will be issued in due time, 
or admission may be paid at the door. This fair 
has each year grown more and more extensive in 
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its scope, and as a natural consequence the proceeds 
have steadily increased. This year will mark a still 
further advance, if present plans and prospects are 
fulfilled. The ladies who are planning the fair will 
be glad to receive, at any time, fancy, ornamental 
or useful articles to be sold in the interests of their 
missionary work. АП the money derived from this 
source will be distributed by them among mission- 
aries about whose work they know and in whom 
they are interested. The dates should be carefully 
remembered: Thursday and Friday, November 19th 
and 20th. 


Memorial Flowers. 


Finally, there is something I think we should soon 
be able to do, inasmuch as it is so nearly done now. 
You will find on the next page the list of dates 
covering the entire year, with names and initials 
indicating the days already reserved for memorials. 
There are only ten days out of the fifty-three not 
provided for. Are there not that many persons, each 
of whom would provide the flowers for the altar on 
one day, in memory of some one of whose affection 
or of whose good influence they would wish in this as 
in other ways to be mindful. The ladies of the 
Altar Society have an agreement with one florist, 
from whom all the flowers for this purpose are or- 
dered. In this way we have the advantage of a more 
ample provision of flowers than would otherwise be 
possible at the price paid by those who place the 
flowers as memorials on, the altar. For one dollar 
we can secure two bouquets of flowers, and for two 
dollars two that would be twice as large or twice 
as handsome. These two prices, one dollar and two 
dollars are the only ones, and the choice is entirely 
optional. 

May the month, then, and all the succeeding 
months, be marked not by undue or disproportionate 
extremes of emphasis, but may our lives preserve 
the even and sane balance of deep devotion, and 
may that devotion be expressed in constant, patient, 
effort for the brightening and uplifting of some other 
life or lives.

To the People of St. Luke and the Epiphany: 
Му Dear Frienps:—Because of the Rector’s ill- 
s, because he is so universally advised not to 
vertax his strength, because he knows in his heart 
hat he really ought not to try to do this at this 
tage, and yet because he is so eager to have these 
words with his friends before doing that which 
e dreads so much, namely, going away, I am about 
do try to compose this letter for bim in his stead. 
_ There are several things that he vegs me to say, 
three or four requests that he longs to impose and as 
many statements of fact that he deems it important 
to make. It is true that he has been sick; some 
reports of his illness were, well, not true. He has 
had a perfectly commonplace, stupid, ordinary, old- 
fashioned attack of typhoid fever. He is grateful 
to a kindly Providence that it ran a normal course, 
that he passed through it without complieation or 
relapse and that he seems to be out of all danger. 
This is now the sixth week. It is in some ways the 
most trying time; for he thinks he is well; but he 
isn't. В 

So much for the facts. There was also some fic- 
tion. He is not completely paralyzed; he hopes not 
to be insane for life; he has not gone totally blind; 
he is in no danger of being deaf and dumb; he was 
not picked up unconscious on the street by an ambu- 
lance and he was not dead—even overnight. All 
these stories came floating back from somewhere to 
his bedside. They could scarcely be called cheery. 
How and where and why do such stories originate? 
By what mental process do people thus pervert fact 
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into falsehood? and why do they apparently delight 
to do it? Ah! why? Why do the heathen rage? 
Why do so many people busy themselves imagining 
vain things? And why will gossip never cease to be 
a pastime? Must one,—yes, I suppose he must,— 
obey St. Paul’s injunction and “зайег fools gladly.” 

But to pass from statements to requests. There 
are four things the poor fellow asks me to ask you 
not to do. There are four injunctions and inquiries 
from which he begs that he may have exemption. 
Tn the first place, don’t, please, please don't, the first 
moment you lay your eyes on him, tell him to “Be 
careful? Do remember, won't you, that it is but 
four years since he passed this way before; that 
every friend he ever had urged this upon him in the 
self-same words, and that belated individual advisers 
kept this up through most of these four years. He 
can’t, he simply can’t, begin all over and go through 
all this again. Не promises upon his honor to be 
just as good as he knows how. But there are straws 
and there are camels’ backs. Please don’t. 

In the second place,—for there are phrases here 
which come in order, each in season, as the patient. 
mends,—please don't, if you can help it, don't tell 
him that “It takes a year at least to get over it." Ав 
a matter of fact it does not; but, even if it did, why 
make the year seem long and the lone convalescent 
feel even more weak and worthless than he felt 
before. He will be self-conscious, self-distrustful, 
self-condemnatory long enough; don't make the time 
seem longer. For this particular attack the doctor 
says: “Two months for convalescence.” I would 
give him anything I own to have him say two days 
instead; but he is incorruptible. 

In the third place,—I would not kill conversation 
wholly, but my mind reverts to pain,—don't tell him, 
that is, don't tell any poor unfortunate, that you 
have always heard that *After typhoid fever you are 
always better than you were before.” A perfectly 
pernicious popular fallacy. Health never yet came 
out of sickness. Nobody was ever the better for 
having had any disease. Good mav have come from 
it as it may from any evil: it may have come from 
the rest, from the diet, the medication, the enforced 
orderliness of living, the regime of conduct, the re- 
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lease from care, the absence of responsibility, the 
change of scene or any of a dozen things. But these 
could all have been had, for the asking, without the 
disease, with less pain,—and at less expense. 

Last of these don'ts,—and this 45 the last,—if 
you ean possibly keep from it, please don't ask him 
how he got it. The main reason for imploring this 
is that there is no answer. He does not know,—nor 
does anybody else. There is no doubt that he had 
it. The doctor and the chemist, the bacteriologist, 
pathologist, etc., all made tests and all agree on this, 
although it is to their amazement. A second attack 
in four years and less is practically unprecedented, 
—and that even in a city where there are enough 
bacilli to go round four times in one year. 

He does not know how he got it; but he does 
know two or three ways in which he did not. In 
the first place, he did not get it at Belmar. The 
proof of this fact lies so near the surface as to trip 
the critic up. It is this: the whole summer home 
enterprise was ended, the last party home, and the 
‘house locked up six weeks, or seven rather, before 
he took sick. Now, when you get typhoid fever you 
take it,—or you don’t; but you de one or the other 
in about ten days. That particular germ is too busy 
to wait and too short-lived to linger. It is true that 
the Rector was well in the summer and took sick 
in the winter; but don't, please don't blame Belmar 
for his bad behavior. 

In the second place he did rot get it at the 
Pascoe. This may sound silly; but I hear it in my 
sleep. In this connection also there is one reason 
that would seem to be sufficient for those who use 
facts in framing theories, that is, this germ is harm- 
ful only if you eat it: he has not boarded at the 
Pascoe in three years. As for apartments, in the 
same way as lightning does not strike twice in the 
same place, I think the place was not this place. 
Ii was made as nearly typhoid proof as апу house 
could be after the episode four years ago. He may 
not live there any more; but this not the reason. 
This paragraph is penned in gratitude for many 
kindnesses received when he was there. I should 
be sorry if my own misfortune were this house’s 
loss. I do not lay blame there. 

Where, then, did he get it? Seriously, now, can 
anyone ask so silly a question and still live in so 
stricken a city? Philadelphia, among some several 
blots it has upon its shield, has this one, bigger, 
blacker, blottier than all the others, namely that, 
of all the cities in America, it allows to run most 
rampant an entirely “preventable disease.” It is a 
civic and a social disgrace. Last year ten thousand 
people in this city took typhoid fever. The rate of 
mortality was about eighteen per cent. At this 
moment this one case is that of one of over two 
thousand persons of all ages and estates who know 
its present pains or wait its dragging disappearance, 
and that too allowing only three months for both 


sickness and convalescence. Where did he get it? 
Why, he might have gotten it in any of ten thous 
ways. So may you. The wonder is, not that a 
one takes this disease in this city, but rather t 
anyone escapes. There are conditions here which 


are a national joke but a local calamity; there ig 


here a kind of pride which would to God might tum 
to shame. 
some hope; at present there seems none. 


But my pen has outrun his dictation. It was my 


own grievance rather than his judgment guided me, 
He begs a truce of me and bids me speak from this 


point on in different vein. And well I know there 


is another vein; for Т betray no confidence when 


say that this illness, coming at this season, is a- 


shock, a disappointment and a grief to him unspeak- 
able. He had planned work for this season which 
will not be done. Пе had hoped for things that 


now үсте needless even to enumerate. Really, Г. 


say, it is hard luek—for him. But he has wept and 
seolded, prayed and puzzled over it until he gives it 
up. Somehow he cannot rid himself of the feeling 
that it is his fault. Just how he does not clearly see; 
but neither can he see just how a parish is to pros- 
per with so poor a priest. They tell him he must go 
away,—for a whole month. It was the doctor set- 
tled this. He said “You can’t preach anything that 
anyone will want to hear until you have more 
strength and more mentality than you have now. 
As the longest way round is the shortest way home, 
so the shortest route for you from here to Thirteenth 
street would be by way of a trip to Europe.” 

One paragraph remains. But for this he insists 
Т give the pen to him and let him speak in the first 
person. Dear, dear, good, loyal, faithful friends: 
your kindness through all this outruns all limits of 
expression and surpasses every possibility of ever 
thanking you. Is it because you are so good or 
because I am still so weak, I do not know; but when 
I pause for words in which to phrase my gratitude, 
a lump prevents my speaking and the page somehow 
grows blurred. I cannot tell you and I cannot 
write it; but I thank you: from my heart, Г thank 
you. You are patient with my faults and follies 
while I try to work in health; you now flood me with 
affection when disease has come instead. And you 
do it all so sanely and so sensibly. Your goodness 
is not professional; your kindness is not conven- 
tional; your interest is without curiosity; your good 
wishes, I am sure, are sincere; your gifts are 
prompted, І know, by desire; and your prayers are 
such, I know well, as are heard in advance of my 
own. You undo me, you embarrass me, you shame 
me; but such flood of sympathy, encouragement and 
loyalty as you have poured out in this latest instance 
were sufficient to enthuse a stone. I wish, O, I do 
wish, that I were back again.

d “The Emmanuel Movement." 


‘ome of us have been disposed to fear that there 
Р + come a time when the work of “The Emman- 
Movement,” so called, would be undertaken by 
еттеп less able than the founder of that method 
f relief. That this has already come to pass is 
rested by the following facts: 
Dr. Joseph Collins, formerly President of the 
erican Neurological Association and of the New 
T Neurologieal Society, has addressed to the 
few York Times a letter occasioned by a circular 
" out to physieians by the Rev. Dr. Batten, 
or of St. Mark’s Church, in Second Avenue, 
w York City. Dr. Collins denounces the practice 
mental healing originating in Boston and now 
ng adopted by certain Protestant Episcopal 
ches of the country. Commenting upon Dr. 
tten’s statements, Dr. Collins says, in part: 


“New YORK, November 6, 1908. 


the Editor of The New York Times: 

“This prospectus invites examination, analysis, 
and criticism. Dr. Batten sees justification for the 
ovement in the command of Jesus, “They that are 
Ле need not a physician, but they that are sick.’ 
Batten assumes that he is a physician by the 
ce of God, I suppose, for he does not vouchsafe 
y evidence to show that he has become one in the 
3 that we ordinary mortals have to, viz., by study 
‘and apprenticeship. 

“The art of healing has been largely committed 
the physician’s hands. To whom else should it 
ave been committed? Would it have been wiser 
to have given it into the hands of stock brokers 
or ship chandlers or tailors? The barbers had it 
for a while, and they did not do anything remark- 
‘able with it except to bring it into contempt and 
disrepute. We prysicians are not particularly set 
up by what we have accomplished, but those to 
whom we are accustomed to look for judicial counsel 
and aid, approbation, and criticism, viz., those who 
` represent the bone and sinew, the warp and the 
woof of the nation and of the social fabric, tell us 
that we have done fairly well Vide any review of 
the world’s work of the nineteenth century. 

“The Church cannot lend her countenance to a 
method simply because it works. It must have 
rational and scientific explanation. It will prob- 
ably astonish many like myself to hear this, and it 
would be interesting to know upon what occasions 
it demanded rational and scientific explanation 
about anything that concerned it. 

“There is probably no kind of sickness which 
would be benefited by the Emmanuel treatment. I 
should like to ask the Rev. Dr. Batten what effect 
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Contributed. 


he thinks it would have upon tuberculosis and can- 
cer, which constitute two of the three chief menaces 
to the health of the people at this stage of existence. 
Does he think that spirochetes would turn from their 
iniquitious course if told that they were naughty? 
Does he think infectious endocarditis might be 
benefited by the Emmanuel treatment? 

“Qheerfulness, hope, courage, and religious faith 
and prayer are therapeutic agents in all diseases. 
Has Dr. Batten any corner on cheerfulness, hope, 
courage, or even faith and prayer? I do not recall 
any historical examples of his profession who were 
thus distinguished, and I certainly havn’t any 
personal knowledge of his brethren who have dis- 
played the three first enumerated qualities to such 
a remarkable degree as to justify him in boasting 
of it. 

“Tt is a fundamental principle of this movement 
that sickness of any character requires the oversight 
of a skilled physician. The patients must go first to 
a neurologist for diagnosis. The latter will return 
him, forsooth, to the master hand for treatment— 
to him who knows because he says he knows; to 
him who has found the royal road to knowledge 
that sage and bard have been denied from time 
immemorial; to him who, finding the outlook for 
future usefulness in his own profession cold, cheer- 
less, and arid, makes a flying leap into another 
whose services to humanity and whose accomplish- 
ments in the direction of discovery and progress are 
the marvel of all persons save those wise in their 
own conceit. 

“Smoking at the proper age is not, in my opinion, 
an immoral habit, for it injures the pocket rather 
than the person. This is one of those nuggets of 
wisdom shipped to its possessor from above. There 
is far more evidence to show that tobaceo stands 
in a causative relation to arteriosclerosis, ‘the dis- 
ease of the age, than there is that aleohol causes 
it. Furthermore, I venture to say, there is not a 
physieian in the country whose experience entitles 
him to an opinion who will not admit that tobacco, 
more than any other article of habitual consumption, 
works against inhibition, that quality which, if 
normally developed and exercised, is antipathetie to 
the development of any immoral habit or destructive 
inclination. 

“Tt is easy to cast out devils. The danger is in 
leaving the soul empty, swept, and garnished, so that 
the evil spirit may return and bring with him cther 
spirits. Should the day ever come when there are 
other adequate agencies to meet the suffering of 
functional neuroses I shall be as ready to lay down 
the burden as I have been eager to take it up. This 
statement prompts a few questions. What is meant 
by casting out the devils? Is it ridding one of a 
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disagreeable thought, an insistent connection, an 
obsession? If so, why not call it that? What rea- 
gon is there for applying a term that has a definite 
connotation to most of us? What are the grounds 
for assuming that at the present day we are not 
far more capable of dealing with the functional 
neuroses than ever before in the history of civiliza- 
tion? What are the evidences of the incapacity 
of the medical profession to deal adequately with it? 
Ts such evidence the existence of functional nervous 
disorders? Does any one in a position sto know 
seriously maintain that nervous disease is as common 
now as it was 300 years ago? 

“The time will come when physicians will advise 
my co-operation, especially if there is insomnia, dis- 
couragement, and such like, instead of attempting 
to relieve it by drugs which are often deleterious. 

“The feature of this entire movement that tran- 
scends my understanding is how a clergyman arro- 
gates to himself a knowledge of disease and its heal- 
ing that the physician who has devoted years of 
study and years of practice to it does not have. 
What is there about the ministerial profession that 
gives them a peep into the human body and its 
diseases that is not vouchsafed to the physician? 
On their investiture with orders, are they likewise 
given a divine potency to open the Pandora chest 
of the pathologist? Is it not possible that the aver- 
age doctor may by years of laborious study have 
prepared himself or herself to recognize disease and 
learn how most expeditiously and safely to overcome 
it, quite as well as (shall I say better than?) the 
man who has had no experience with disease and 
no therapeusis save his own arrogance р 


А Widow’s Investment. 


(Those who recall the story of the amazement 
of certain of his friends in finding Saul among the 
prophets will share our editorial joy in finding 
quotable words of wisdom in so unlikely a place 
as an advertisement circular pure and simple. From 
the folder of a life insurance company we have 
clipped the following.—Eb.) 

The investment of money is one of the world’s 
great problems. Experts are frequently sorely puz- 
zled as to how to invest their excess funds safely 
and in such a manner as that they shall at the same 
iime earn proper interest returns. The loan depart- 
ment of a bank is a vital part of that institution. 
Tf, then, it is difficult for the business man, the 
expert, or even for a bank, properly and safely to 
invest personal or trust funds, how much more is

The Roman Catholic “ Priest Famine.” 


(In view of the oft-repeated report of the scarcity 
of men as candidates for the ministry of our own 
church, the following is of interest as the expres- 
sion of the same lack elsewhere.—Ep.) 

The well-known Paulist, Father Doyle, writes in 
the Roman Catholic Ecclesiastical Review of what 
he calls “the prevailing priest famine in the United 
States.” He thinks the estimate of an actual de- 


mand for 1,500 more clergy than the Roman Church | 


now has here not exaggerated, and notes that since 
American priests could not be had for the Philippines 
it was found necessary to appeal first to English and 
then to German missionary orders. The Catholic 
University at Washington presents, he says, “the 
spectacle of a splendidly equipped teaching body 
with only a very small student body.” If it were 
in Belgium there would be 500 students, while now 
there are 50. In the foreign missionary field the 
American Roman Catholic clergy are, he says, con- 
spicuous by their absence.

heavens” and is not so universally welcomed by 
rents as it used to to be. “There are few vocations

“With All Thy Mind.” 
(Part of a sermon recently preached in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral by the Bishop of Stepney.) 
Tt is want of thinking that really spoils our 


religious life, for first of all it sterilizes the spirit. 


The religious life must feed upon the thoughts and 
knowledge of better and wiser men than ourselves, 
or else it will languish. If the spirit leaves the 
mind behind it, its own life will become thin and 
stale. It is reading and thinking that refreshes 
and quickens the spirit. Think, for example, of 
St. Paul. The root of his religion was simple 
enough: “The Son of God, who loved me and gave 
Himself for me.” Yet as the years passed, his mind 
penetrated into new depths and rose into new heights 
of that simple faith in the Son of God. In the 
later Epistles, He “in whom we have redemption 
through His blood, even the forgiveness of sins,” 
becomes the One “who is the image of the Invisible 
God, the first born of every creature, for by Him 
were all things created that are in heaven and that 
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are in earth, visible and invisible. . . . · All 
things were created by Him and for Him, and He 
is before all things, and by Him all things consist.” 

Or think of St. John. The root of his faith was 
simple enough—the memory of his man’s heart 
for the Master Whom he loved. And yet in his old 
age he wrought that memory into the whole phil- 
osophy of his time—he, the fisherman, or, at least, 
the owner of the fishing boats—and learned to de- 
scribe the Friend of Galilee as the Word made Flesh, 
“the Light which lighteth every man that cometh 
into the world.” 1+ our religion is to grow, we must 
learn to use our minds. 

Secondly, want of thinking gives advantage to 
doubt. In most cases it is through defect rather 
than excess of thinking that doubt comes in to dis- 
turb. There are many people who surrender the 
truths of Christianity before they have taken the 
trouble to understand them. The man who uses 
the best mind that God has given him, the best 
books he can reach and the best teachers he сап 
find, to know really what his faith means, and to be 
able to express it intelligently to himself and his 
friends—that man is fortified against doubt. 

Thirdly, want of thought creates division. The 
party spirit, alas! we know is the greatest hindrance 
to the spirit of truth. We have a pleasant word in 
which we describe our divisions; we call them “schools 
of thought.” There is an unconscious irony in the 
phrase, for it is want of thought that is mainly 
responsible for the cleavage between these schools. 
Real thought always makes for synthesis; that is to 
say, for some point of view in which differences are 
not ignored or even lost, but merged in a deeper 
unity. And if only our ordinary Christians would 
begin to read and think a little more there would 
be more prospects of the spirit of Christian brother- 
hood. 

But, lastly, let us put this plea for using our 
minds in religion on its truest and highest ground. 
Tt is a form of service. It is that love of God with 
all the mind which our Lord lays down as part of 
the first and the greatest duty of man. To give 
God the thoughts of our mind is part of our funda- 
mental religious duty. We owe it to Him. He has 
given us these minds that they may be enriched 
and find their highest exercise in the study of 
His truth.

A Ritualist Traveler’s Guide. 


The American Catholic, a monthly published in 
California, has begun the publication of a list of 
parishes throughout the country, where those of its 
way of thinking may be assured they will find 
nothing that might offend and miss nothing whose 
lack might grieve.

The easiest way is to let the verger 
know your name, as you pass from the door, else 
mail the rector your name and address, so that he 
‘or his assistant may call upon you. Perhaps you 
never thought of the place that religion holds in 
life and would like to talk over some perplexing 
problems. If so, the rector is at your service. He 
makes no claim to be able to solve all the riddles of 
"the universe, but if you are really anxious for seri- 
ous conference he is eager to try to help you. You 
may have felt that life was lacking in something, 
d perhaps found that religion seemed to supply 
e want. Don't let your mind be satisfied with 
putting off the claims of God and of humanity, but 
‘let someone try to help you over your difficulties 
to a life of noble, manly or womanly usefulness 
4n a world that has not nearly enough brave, true- 
hearted men and women in it. 

Many a man or woman goes to some church and 
gets an impression good or bad from some atten- 
tion or inattention at a single service. Well, none of 
us, we know, is perfect. If you are a stranger and 
want friendship and hospitality won't you meet us 
half way? Tell the verger or the usher you are 
а stranger as you pass out of the door. If you are 
a church member then you have no ground for 
complaint if you do not present yourself to church 
people. You would do the same thing as a Mason. 
"Phe rector stands as the servant of the church and 
visits all sick and aged and poor before he visits 
church members .who are well and who are in no 
trouble. Tf you should want a visit the only fair 
way is to write your name and address on a card. 
Clergymen are not infallible in memory and some- 
limes mistakes are made even in hearing an 
address And name given. Our work is imperfect, 
but if you need us, if you want us, if we can serve 
and help you in any way, remember we count our- 
selves happy and ready to do what we can for you. 
Don’t expect the church people to be perfect any 
more than the clergy. They are not, but they do the 
best they can, and they are taught to confess their 
Sins at each service of the church.

The Fifth Qualification of a Good Sunday 
School Teacher. 


BY DEAN HODGES. 


Thus far I have considered the qualities of the 
teacher as they concern the relation between him 
and the scholar. Let us add now the element of the 
lesson. The next quality is knowledge. The good 
teacher will come to the class with a clear knowl- 
edge of the lesson. 

This is the result of study—first, of that wide 
study which takes all knowledge for its province. 
That is, the teacher is best fitted intellectually for 
his task who is best able to look at the lesson against 
the great background of history and of literature. 
He perceives what the lesson means in its relation 
to the general life. He is able to establish a point 
of contact between the Sunday School and the high 
school. Here, for example, in the midst of the lesson 
is a publican. For the class in general a publican 
is an extinct species. But wait; the publican was a 
servant of the Roman Empire—yes, of the same 
Roman Empire whose fame is in the school books. 
Or the lesson, let us say, mentions the Venite. 
Many a child has had his regrad for the Venite much 
increased by learning that Longfellow brought it 
into a poem in the Tales of a Wayside Inn. 

This is the kind of knowledge with which the good 
teacher is continually storing and enriching his 
mind. Then he takes the assigned lesson and reads 
it slowly, looking at every word, going now to the 
dictionary, now to the geography, and making sure 
of ‘a detailed understanding. What does it all 
mean? Who are these people? Whence have they 
come? Whither do they go? What is their con- 
nection with our life? 


The Teachers! Training Course. 


The preliminary meeting for the organization of 
a training class for the Church Sunday School 
teachers in New Haven was held in St. Paul’s 
Church on Thursday evening, October 15th. Eighty 
teachers were present, representing nearly all the 
parishes in the city. Prof. Colladay, the Organiz- 
ing Secretary of the S. S. Commission in Connecti- 
cut, made an interesting and stirring address. A 
conference followed and the class was organized with 
Mr. Homer Denison as Secretary. The teachers pre- 
sent voted to meet every Thursday evening at eight 
o'clock, in Trinity Parish House, for the course 
outlined by Prof. Colladay. On the evening of 
the 29d, Prof. Bishop of Berkeley Divinity School 
gave the first of his six lectures on Psychology and 
Teaching. Prof. Colladay will follow with a course 
on Introduction to the New Testament.—St. Paul's 
Parish Record, New Haven, Conn.

A Home Department of the Sunday Schoo},

Envelope System. 


It becomes necessary to speak from time to time 
regarding the one only method by which we as a 
congregation here at the Chapel make our contribu- 
tion toward meeting the expenses incurred in main- 
taining the services of the Church in this place. 
Aside from the Parish House and Sunday School 
there is a third distinct and separate clement in this 
combined work, namely the services on Sundays and 
Saints’ Days. 
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If we were just a congregation of Christian people, 
meeting here regularly week by week, twice a day 
each Sunday, there would be certain necessary and 
perfectly well-recognized expenses connected with 
our worship. There are such expenses here; so far 
as they can be separated they are separated in the 
last copy of the Year Book, page 231. Tt will appear 
in that statement that the one source from which 
the revenue comes here at the Chapel is the simpli- 
fied and familiar envelopes, in which from Sunday 
to Sunday throughout the year those who have in- 
dicated their wish thus to contribute pay that which 
elsewhere might come in the form of pew rent. 
Now we have here, as you all know, no rented pews. 
So that instead of being an auxiliary means, as it 
is elsewhere, the envelope system here is the sole 
means, of contributing for the support of the work 
in the Church, as such.

To the People of St. Luke and the Epiphany. 


My Dear Frienps:—This letter, although it goes 
to you the first of January, I am writing more 
nearly on the first of December. This is because I 
am about to start upon a journey in search of a 
climate that will give me back my health the soonest, 
and beeause printers are clamorous and postmen in 
the tropics dilatory. It would be too late to send 
the copy back by mail. 

To think of it! Christmas so near at hand again, 
or rather past, and New Year, too! It is too early 
now, but may it not be too late when this comes to 
you, for me to wish you, with all heartiness, all the 
good things of this good time, the best gifts of the. 
best of seasons. You deserve them. If I had the 
giving of them all they should all go to you. S 

I have been ordered away for a month. It is, I 
guess, the part of wisdom to obey. I go in expecta- 
tion that this will be time enough, and hope that 
maybe even ere this page appears in print I ean be 
back again. If I get homesick and so heartsick that 
I соте back sooner than I should, it will be my 
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misfortune, not my fault. There is a deal of non- 
sense talked about this thing of “going away” as a 
cure-all for all of the ills that human flesh is heir 
to. Most people go away too often, stay too long, 
leave far too much responsibility behind, take too 
few claims of duty with them and spend too much 
time away from номе. However, this is not my 
tneme, I set out to praise, not to blame; to соп- 
gratulate and not to complain. 

For there are several things vpon which, as a 
congregation, you deserve to be ecngratulated. The 
first of these, I observe with chagrin, is upon your 
Rector’s absence. It is humiliating in the last ex- 
treme to him to realize that everything is going on 
better than usual the while he is not there. This 
were bad for any pride of heart with him; but it is 
a matter for rejoicing with his people—and_ their 
joy is his. It really is a joy to know that every 
department of the church’s work and worship is 
more satisfactory, more active and more earnest this 
year than it was last, or the one before, or before 
that. And—but there is a reason: there are three 
or four. 

The first is one I must not mention. He would 
not forgive me if I did. I can but hint at it. T 
mean your great good fortune in finding available 
as preacher one who, speaking for myself, has taught 
me more than all my teachers and who has, I ween, 
in these few Sundays past, given you such higher 
view of goodness and of duty and begotten such new 
love for God and man as may have equaled all the 
labor in which he has wrought. I felt, in asking 
him to do this, like a schoolboy who takes sick in 
term-time and must have his father do his sums 
for him. Of course, I do not think it quite so bad 
as that; but I am just as grateful. 

Which did someone say: that comparisons are 
odious or invidious? I forget. In any case, in this 
especial series, they are neither: they cannot be the 
first because none are the second. Each member of 
the “staff” of the parish seems bound, on this occa- 
sion, to outdo the other in kindness to me and in 
service for you. The Vicar (and the Viearess!) at 
the Chapel? What have they not done? What they 
have done I shall long remember. But a list of 
"salutations to all those who labor with you in the 
Gospel? were too long to print. I do not urge upon 
you arrogance, self-satisfaction or complacency, but 
only write to raise your courage and increase your 
gratitude for blessings that are real when T tell you 
what these workers, clerical and lay, professional and 
volunteer alike, are doing for the parish, for its 
work and welfare. This winter the services are 

better rendered and the attendance on them larger 
than last year; the Sunday Schools, both at the 
Church and at the Chapel, have the largest enrol- 
ment in their history (due largely from the benefits 
from Belmar); the Girls Friendly Society at the 
Chapel and the Girls’ Club at the Church are both 


doing splendid work and bringing real results, eto. 
ete. I do not wonder that you urge me to go fag 
and to stay long: everything goes so much better 
with me absent than present. 

Why have I been so fulsome in the paragraphs 
above? Maybe I err and ought to tear the pages up 
and rewrite them; but two things have inspired me, 
The first is that I have been pretty sick. I am get- 
ting well, but I might have died. When any one 
does, I think the thing they must feel most regret 
in having left undone, is the saying in words of 
affection the things that they fecl for the friends 
whom they love. This lesson I have learned in the 
only way, I fancy, it is ever learned, that is, by 
experience. If it can possibly be learned at second 
hand, if it can be taught by injunction, I beseech 
you to believe it. This is one reason and one 
message. 

And there is one other reason. This is the season 
of good will, good wishes and good words. At least 
it ought to be. Shame on those who would talk of 
plans and projects, of necessity and opportunity, of 
chance for profit and the greed of gain, the while 
they should be hearkening to angel voices and them- 
selves voicing their Christmas praise. It is sad to 
think how much commercialism has crept into 
Christmas, it is worse than that: it is calamitous, 
There is here an element of danger very real. The 
danger is that, by abusing the day with a false ob- 
servance, we may lose in spirit the reality for which 
it stands. The fact is that the merchants have 
gotten hold of Christmas as the milliners have tried 
to do of Easter. There is a duty incumbent upon 
those who would redeem the day and who are eager 
to preserve its spirit. If they feel this they will 
worship; if they know the source of their joy they 
will praise; if they are grateful to their God they 
will be gracious past their wont to all their fellow- 
men. I am not preaching: I am but preparing to 
say Merry, Merry Christmas to you and success to 
every new resolve that marks for you another new 
New Year. 

So much for one strain in all the above; but did 
you also note some flippancy? Perhaps there is 
some; but for that also there is a reason. Did you 
ever whistle to keep up your courage? I am doing 
it this moment. I don't want to go away: would 
you? It is not nice to be sick when you want to be 
well: were you ever? Tt is not pleasant to be flying 
like a comet into space when all your interests are 
still attached.

Such 
were the outer barbarians, unfit to associate with 
civilized people, fit only to be made slaves. Е 
But in these lands, for centuries and chiliads 
barren, the seeds of civilization took root and grew, 
cultivated by the Christian religion. Now the peo- 
ple of these very lands, whose ancestors burned their 
captives in wicker cages, who had less culture than 
the tribes of Central Africa, claim the proudest

feet, whose people were only fit to be eap- 


“Blessed are they that are persecuted for righteous- 
ness’ sake.” But this beatitude does not belong to 
those that suffer for their sins, nor to those that are 
laughed at for their follies. 
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The Other Side. 


That there is another side to most questions is the 
great discovery of modern times. It has changed 
society more than railway trains. Of course, many 
men of genius have known it since the world began; 
but not till the unshakable certainties of science 
were set forth to the world did the world realize 
that outside the realm of science absolutism is 
absurd. In the shock of the discovery many bad 
things were swept away; persecutions and “disabili- 
ties” belong to the past—so do some great types of 
mind whose loss the world can ill afford. Nowadays 
every one of all opinions admits the existence of the 
“other side" in the abstract, but many men and 
women, if they spoke the truth, would be obliged to 
admit also that they accept the fact on the authority 
of an assured publie opinion. They know very little 
about the matter of their own knowledge, having 
never seen any side to any subject except their own. 

Perhaps nothing affords so much insight into a 
man's personality as an opportunity to observe his 
attitude towards opinions which he does not hold. 
On the other hand, the current rules-of-thumb for 
judging him by that attitude are none of them in- 
fallible. Perhaps the least trustworthy of all is the 
one which openly or secretly determines the mental 
verdiet of so many modern men and women upon 
their fellows,—i. e., that the more intense a man's 
convictions the narrower must be his mind. 

Of course, certainty and stupidity do often go to- 
gether, but there is no one so firmly convinced as the 
able man who has tried and failed to shake his own 
conclusions, and who comes away from his imward 
confliet assured that upon his own side lies not the 
monopoly, but the balance of truth. A few such 
men are necessary to the strength of every party, 
whether in philosophy or the State, for they alone 
have any chance of converting the cool heads among 
their opponents. All conviction is persuasive; but 
there is persuasion and persuasion,—the persuasion 
of argument and the persuasion of the military band. 
The one attracts the few, the other the many; the 
one appeals to the reason, the other to the emotion. 
Both are essential to the creation of a strong “side.” 

On the other hand, if the axiom we have been 
considering is not always true, neither is its oppo- 
site. The man who halts between two opinions, who 
ranges himself upon neither side in the great con- 
troversies of the day, is not necessarily a weak man. 
He is often far stronger than the one who will not 
look upon the other side because he dare not, and 
thousands of such have a reputation for strength, 
and he is almost always abler than the man who has 
but one idea in his head, and that the one he was 
born with and has never been able to get out. The 
man who refuses to give in his adhesion upon the 
right hand or the left can always take shelter under 
the huge shadow of Shakespeare, who wrote “To be, 


or not to be?" with the smoke of the Smithfield fires 
still pungent in men's memory and the dogmatism 
of Calvin clanging in their ears. Пе could describe 
the spell of an anointed King and at the same time 
discover the vital force of the public mind. Neither 
Puritan nor Cavalier could look back to him as a 
spiritual progenitor; both could quote him as the 
wizard who had comprehended their opposing points 
of view. If the men of whose adhesion no party can 
be certain are not seldom small men, and sometimes 
very silly ones, from among them have stood out the 
great representatives of wisdom.  Shallowness is, 
however, a commoner characteristie than either wis- 
dom or folly of the man incapable of dogmatic assur- 
ances. A great many people pride themselves on 
secing all sides, only because they have never seen 
any. They are so short-sighted that the various pros 
and cons look very much alike to them. They can- 
not desery the ultimate issue of any line of thought; 
for them all lines vanish together into the mist. 
Even such a wretched mental position as this, how- 
ever, can be more easily defended upon moral 
grounds than that of those who wilfully refuse to 
see the other side because they dare not look. 

Whoever has not courage to face facts will soon 
succeed in convincing himself that it is rather dis- 
loyal to do so. He will ereate an unholy alliance 
between prejudice and conscience, and for the future 
he will unjustly condemn every honest searcher after 
truth. “What is So-and-so doing?" he will say to 
himself. “Why, he is running open-eyed into temp- 
tation to desert. Such action,’ he will go on to 
say, moralizing smoothly upon a false basis, “becomes 
neither a strong man nor a gentleman." “But I 
cannot help seeing," his friend may plead. “You 
can help looking,” he will reply; “turn your back, 
and then you will never turn your coat.” Every 
coward goes from bad to worse, and soon the mental 
shirker begins to doubt the bona fides of his oppo- 
nents. It is such a comfort to know that they are 
all self-interested rogues. True men, he persuades 
himself, agree with him—all those, indeed, who have 
the courage of their convictions. There may be a 
few good fellows upon the other side—as it were, by 
accident; en bloc, however, they are all greedy 
dreamers. By reiterated assertion the man who 
dare only look before his nose keeps his sham cer- 
tainties from the wholesome suggestions of doubt, 
and finally the coward becomes a braggart and the 
dogmatist a hopeless bore. Jt is no doubt true that 
certain minds are only able to do their best work 
between certain lines, but paradoxical as it may 
sound, it is only intellectual struggle which can 
give them a right to their predestined opinions. A 
refusal to think is visited by instant mental degen- 
eracy. 

But there are good, useful, and plucky people in 
the world who cannot be blamed for their narrow- 
ness of vision. They are only constructed to see one

But the one-sided, stiff-made 
man, with a strong proclivity towards unconven- 
tionality, is an almost unbearable person, and his 
counterpart of the opposite sex is insupportable 
altogether. She can only see one small eccentric 
jdeal, and for that she makes, laying about her 
blindfold as she goes with sharp, unusual weapons. 
Her co-believers flee when they see her coming, 
almost faster than her opponents, and it is difficult 
to imagine of what value she can be to the body 
politic. Perhaps some charitable person might put 
her down among the counter-irritants of life. Still, 
we must admit she means well—just as well as her 
somewhat less offensive brother, who knows at the 
back of his mind that however clever he may be, the 
brute force of the stupid is still above him, and 
he must conform at least in manner to the good 
common way. 

No conclusion, but at least two questions are, we 
think, suggested by these cogitations. The first and 
most important is: Would it not have been much 
happier to have lived before the “other side” came 
into such awkward prominence? It is difficult to 
say. One might have lived in perfect peace. One 
might have been burnt at the stake. The roller of 
progress levels all things, among them the outstand- 
ing terrors and joys of the world. The other ques- 
tion is also, we think, unanswerable. Has not every 
man a right to his own convictions? One cannot 
say, “Yes” or “No.” Tt all depends upon how he 
came by them.—Spectator. 


Harvard Professor on Going to Church. 


At the reception to new students at Harvard Uni- 
yersity among the several striking addresses was one 
by Professor Palmer, of the department of phi- 
losophy. Coming from a man whose mind is trained 
to such a refined point of culture, and whose experi- 
ences in dealing with philosophical problems and 
human personalities covers a period of nearly half a 
century, this testimony to man’s need of religion 
and the benefits of publie worship may well dispel 
the superficial exeuses and shallow evasions of the 
men, especially the young men, who fancy that for 
themselves religion is something irrelevant and un- 
necessary. Said Professor Palmer: 

“But, after all, I have not touched on the central 
matter. We go to chapel, after all, for religious 
purposes. We all know the advantage, from time to 
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time, of consciously bowing the head in reverence. 
Reverence is perhaps the highest prerogative of man. 
Пе who grows irreverent has lost his heritage. I 
know very well how many young men desire to turn 
from these matters and to imagine that religion is 
an interest of a few and of the weak. But it is a 
vast mistake. Religion is one of the greatest forces 
of the world. As you look back and study the evolu- 
tion of modern civilization, I am sure you will find 
no greater agent in the early primitive period of the 
world:than religion. No aet is undertaken by primi- 
tive man without a religious sanction. It attends 
every step of life in the early ages of our race. And 
even if, as man progresses, this outward manifesta- 
tion of religion tends somewhat to retreat, it is only 
beeause it is more thoroughly inwrought into the 
very web of life. 

“T was invited to go through an insane asylum, 
and I weleomed the opportunity, for this occurred 
to me: In ordinary life we largely conceal our 
motives. I should like to know what are the pre- 
dominant driving motives among men. If I go 
among the insane where all desire to conceal is set 
aside, and listen to them, ean I there make a better 
guess as to the powers which shape man than T 
could by mingling among my saner fellows? I 
listened on every side and it became perfectly plain 
that there were three or four great Torces. By far 
the largest of all was religion; then came love; then 
came money. It was on, these three things more 
than anything else that the minds of those persons 
ran, and they expressed them with freedom. 

“Tt is true that we here are more reserved,— 
wisely more reserved. Tt seems to me a proper thing: 
that we don't so often speak out our religious feel- 
ings as we do our other deep interests. That is not 
because they are more superficial, but because they 
are more intimately related with our very being. 
You who come here to form yourselves, as Professor 
Lowell has so wisely stated the matter,—form your- 
selves through and through. Come, from time to 
time, into the very presence of God, whatever you 
may mean by that august term. Bow yourselves 
before Him. Take your orders from Him. Do your 
duty in view of His law, and in that law find. your 
daily delight."

The Brotherhood of the Misericordia. 
In the beautiful city of Florence the Old Year 


lay a-dying. Suddenly the stillness of the gusty 


night was pierced by a sharp, summoning bell-tone 
from the heights of the slender Campanile. With- 
out particularly regarding the significance of a bell- 
note in that city where bells so beautifully and 


almost continually keep the air vibrating with music, 
the traveler took his midnight way along the River 
Атпо to his rest. Clouds, like ships, flew scudding 
across the blue of the moonlit firmament; the air 
had that breath of the mountains in it that would 
reveal the roses of Florence, snow powdered on the 
morrow. Time stood still for one blessed beautiful

Coming toward the traveler, strode two black- 
robed, masked figures with uplifted and lighted 
torches; behind these two, four others bearing on 
their shoulders a bier covered with a black pall. 
Following the body, a priest, dronishly chanting the 
office for the dead and seemingly half asleep, was 
surrounded by acolytes in draggled robes, swinging 
smudgy censers. Like shadows came the little band 
of poor mourners; and then another pair of the 
black-vobed, black-visaged fraternity, their torches 
flaring in the wind. Out of the shadowed moonlit 
space into the deep shade of narrow street the little 
funeral passed like a vision. The significance of the

"had seen the Brothers of Mercy rendering the service 


of compassion. 

For over six hundred years the Misericordia has 
continued its faithful work of benevolence. Men of 
every class voluntarily give their services to assist 
their fellow-creatures in distress. There are some 
seventy captains; and many men, rich and poor, 
nobles, scientists, physicians and philosophers, train 
themselves to the various duties of the rank and file 
of the Brotherhood. Every day fifty men are in 
readiness, each on his pledged day, to hasten to the 
Residence at the sounds of the summons from the 
Campanile to take instructions from his captain. A 
half-hour glass is turned to mark tae interval be- 
tween the summons and his arrival. The long black 
robe, and the hood which covers his face, leaving 
only holes for the eyes, are provided so that he may 
not be recognized when upon his errand of mercy. 
Bound to service, night or day, they nurse the sick 
or carry them to the hospital that was founded by 
the father of Dante's Beatrice at the suggestion of 
Monna Tessa, her nurse. No plague or pestilence 
has interfered with their six centuries of service. 
An accident happens on the street—the Misericordia 
are there with first aid. A death—the Brothers take 
charge of the sad business of burial, if desired. The 
Society is so far-reaching into all grades of life as 
to have prompt knowledge of the necessities it suc- 
cors. The words, “May God Reward You!” when 
one body of the Misericordia lays down a task, and 
the answering words, “Go in Peace” of the men 
taking up the duty, are words of such honorable 
import in the city of Florence that men are ashamed 
not to have been held eligible to the Brotherhood of 
the Miscricordia at some period of their lives. 

Florence the beautiful fills the eye, as does no 
other city, with the complete satisfaction of a re- 
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vealed loveliness. Тһе dismal black-masked Miseri- 
cordians bring to light a beauty of the spirit that 
glows and brightens until their mournful robes 
become the shining symbol of that Brotherhood for 
which all men, either god or bad, are hungering.—

We want to have every stranger to 
feel that we are at the service of those who need us, 
who want to worship with us or who want to do 
work for the good of humanity. But you must let 
` us know you. The easiest way is to let the verger 
know your name, as you pass from the door, else 
mail the rector your name and address, so that he 
or his assistant may call upon you. Perhaps you 
never thought of the place that religion holds in 
life and would like to talk over some perplexing 
problems. If so, the rector is at your service. He 
makes no claim to be able to solve all the riddles of 
the universe, but if you are really anxious for seri- 
ous conference he is eager to try to help you. You 
may have felt that life was lacking in something, 
and perhaps found that religion seemed to supply 
the want. Don't let your mind be satisfied with 
putting off the claims of God and of humanity, but 
` let someone try to help you over your difficulties 
into a life of noble, manly or womanly usefulness 
in a world that has not nearly enough brave, true- 
` hearted men and women in it. 

Many a man or woman goes to some church and 
gets an impression good or bad from some atten- 
tion or inattention at a single service. Well, none of 
us, we know, is perfect. If you are a stranger and 
want friendship and hospitality won't you meet us 
half way? Tell the verger or the usher you are 
a stranger as you pass out of the door. If you are 
a church member then you have no ground for 
complaint if you do not present yourself to church 
people. You would do the same thing as a Mason. 
The rector stands as the servant of the church and 
visits all sick and aged and poor before he visits 
| church members who are well and who are in no 
trouble. If you should want a visit the only fair 
way is to write your name and address on a card. 
Olergymen are not infallible in memory and some- 
limes mistakes are made even in hearing an 
address and name given. Our work is imperfect, 
but if you need us, if you want us, if we can serve 
and help you in any way, remember we count our- 
selves happy and ready to do what we can for you. 
Don't expect the church people to be perfect any 
more than the clergy. They are not, but they do the 
best they can, and they are taught to confess their 
sins at each service of the church.

The Sixth Qualification of a Good Sunday 
School Teacher. 


By Dran Honors. 


Knowledge, however, may be dull enough unless it 
is vitalized by the next quality of which I will 
speak,—the quality of imagination. The scenes, the 
people, the events, must be real, first to the teacher, 
then to the scholar. 

The Bible is full of imagination. These writers 
are intent on interesting us, and they are exceed- 
ingly bold in their manner of doing it. They do 
not hesitate to make their heroes talk. One of the 
plainest differences between history of the normal 
kind and fiction is that history is in solid para- 
graphs, while fiction is full of conversation. But the 
Bible historians are rich in conversation. Abraham 
and Isaae go on together to the mount of sacrifice, 
and as they go they talk; the lad says, “Father, here 
is the kindling-wood, but where is the sacrifice ?” 
The father answers with tears in his eyes, “God will 
provide himself a sacrifice, my son.” How did the 
historian know what they said on that ancient morn- 
ing in the beginning of the world? Did he read it in 
some dim inscription? Did he find it written on a 
brick? He knew no more about it than you or Г. 
He read it in his own heart. He said to himself, 

How would they naturally talk as they went on such 
an errand? 

The Bible writers used their devout imagination; 
the teachers of the Bible may well do the same. 
That is what Mr. Moody did. It is one of the secrets 
of his great power over the attention and the con- 
science and the will of the people. The patriarchs 
and apostles were as alive in his preaching as any- 
body in the congregation. Did you ever hear him 
tell what the neighbors said while the ark was a- 
preparing; how they called it “Noah’s folly," and 
asked him how he proposed to get it to the water? 
They reminded him that it was not usual to build a 
boat in the middle of a sandy desert. Of course 
they did. We need no revelation or even inspiration 
to teach us that. In the miracle plays we are told 
what Noah's wife said, how she objected to the whole 
proceeding, and protested by St. Peter and St. Paul 
that the rain portended no more than a short spell 
of wet weather, and was finally carried into the ship 
of salvation by Shem and Ham against her will. 

Tt is no doubt well to put some prudent restraint 
on the pedagogic imagination, but imagination there 
must be. In the Prayer Book even the sermon is 
described as not only a true but a “lively” word. 
The lesson must be taken out of the book, and 
brought into the street in front ot the church.

A new interest has been introduced in the Sunday

only means by which their gratitude can be made 


known; but T am sure it comes as directly as though 
it were spoken to those who contributed in any way 
to the accomplishment of this good work. To those 
who gave money, to those who sent or brought pro- 
yisions to the Parish House, to those who did the 
actual work of preparation, to them all, these people 
wish to say: “Thank you 1» 


Epiphany Reception. 

Secondly, a word or two by way of reminder of the 
reception to be held in the Parish House on the 
evening of Wednesday, January 6th, the festival 
of the Epiphany. Each year this gives us the oppor- 
tunity of having an evening during which we may 
meet as members of a congregation, as those who 
are interested in some phase or phases of a multi- 
form work, to pass pleasantly and socially an hour or 
two. This year I hope you will all realize that this 
is your reception. An invitation is extended to all 
who attend the services, to the older members of the 
Sunday-school, to the Associates, teachers and in- 
structors, as well as to the members of all the guilds, 
associations and organizations in our Chapel and 
Parish House. There is no other invitation sent to 
any one; this notice and the same notice given pub- 
liely is as personal as though it were in the conven- 
tional form and sent to you through the mail. I 
hope you will all come. 


North Convocation. 

The third matter is one of which it becomes each 
year my duty to speak. Tt is one of those definite 
and specific amounts of money which we must raise 
here at the Chapel. It is our annual contribution 
to the work of the North Convocation. There are 
in that district of the city called the North Convo- 
cation, lying between the two rivers and north of 
Walnut Street, four mission churches, in neighbor- 
hoods where the support of the services is not ade- 
quate. Amounts are appropriated to each of these 
four churches by the organization called the North 
Convocation. Each church in this district volun- 
teers to pay each year a certain sum toward these 
appropriations. The amount we have pledged and 
paid for several years is fifty dollars. On Sunday, 
January 17th, I shall ask you to contribute this 
amount for this purpose. Will you not keep the 
matter in mind and make the offering at least equal 
to this need and requirement. Contributions may 
be sent to me at any time for this purpose; the offer- 
ing will be received at the services on January 17th. 


Memorial Flower List. : 

Finally, I wish to call your attention to the re- 
vised list in another column, in which are indi- 
cated the Sundays of the New Year. Dates which 


have been assigned are indicated by names or initials. 
On these dates certain persons who have selected 
them provide for the expense of the flowers used in 
decorating. the chancel on those days. The dates 
have some sacred association; the flowers are ordered 
by the Altar Society. Eight dates remain undesig- 
nated. They are at the disposal of any who wish to 
secure them for this purpose. The expense is either 
one dollar per Sunday, or two dollars, according as 
the bouquets of flowers are of average or of more

Strangers Who are Friends. 


All about us in this section of the city are hotels, 
apartment houses, boarding houses, ete., in which 
a vast multitude of people live temporarily cach 
year, the personnel changing in the great majority 
of cases every winter, in many cases every month 
and in some few even from week to week. These per- 
sons are but pilgrims and sojourners in the city and 
can at best be expected to be only visitors in church, 
This church feels an especial obligation in this 
matter.

We are anxious to the point of eagerness 
to make all strangers know that they are welcome 
in this church. This paper goes each month to 
these hotels and houses with one single object, 
namely, to bear urgent invitation to those who will, 
to worship with us while in town.

To the People of St. Luke’s and the Epiphany: 


My Drar Frmnps: Just as last month the letter 
for the January Paris Herrer had to be penned 
near the first of December, so again in this case I 
must compose this page for the February one, if at 
all, thus early in January. 

The reason the last time was, that I was going 
away; the reason this time is the same—I am going 
again. Needless to say, this does not mean a relapse 
or anything else that is serious: it is simply а соп- 
tinuation of one process, a process of recuperation. 

One must not write at length upon so dull a sub- 
ject as himself; but it is bounden on the rector 
of a parish, of course, to report, in two or three 
words certainly, his progress towards recovery and 
give his people what assurance he may have, that 
this recovery will be complete. This progress I am 
making and I hope for this completion. I am get- 
ting well but am not well yet. This scems about all 
there is to say. | 

Possibly he should also report, in а word as well, 
his doings in the recent past and his efforts to hasten 
the desired date. Tt would be, I fear, but stupid 
reading. Early in December, when Т got about and 
able to be out, I went South—to Augusta, Georgia. 
It was too early in the course of convalescence to go 
far. The choice of this place for the purpose pro- 
posed, proved excellent. I spent a month in this 
way, returning to Philadelphia during the past week. 
I am now supposed to be able to disappear entirely, 
and have engaged passage for Europe. 

I wish with all my heart someone could take this 
trip who longs for it, and wish with equal yearning 
I could stay at home. I know I ought to seize with 
eagerness the opportunity to go so pleasantly and 
comfortably, and so I would—if all of you could go 
also. At most, the plan is only for a brief absence 
more, maybe not more than a month in all. 

Really, it seems too utterly stupid to go further 
and speak of my health. This ought to be a subject 
as strictly tabooed in writing as the weather is in 
conversation If you have ever had typhoid fever you 
wil know without the telling; if you have not, 
no amount of mere description can describe. This, 
I think, is the one disease of which it ean be said 
that the nearer well you become, the worse you feel. 
Tt hurts far worse while you are recovering than 
while you are sick. There comes a stage in which 
you look well but feel ill, when you can worry but 
cannot work, you can talk but cannot think, you 
can read but cannot remember, you ean walk but 
cannot write, you can struggle but cannot accom- 
plish, you ean pray perhaps but could not by any 
possibility preach. 

That is the stage T am in. There is no cure for it 
except more of it. While going through it, the best

The Religion of Christ.

We believe that nothing has ever taken the place 
or can take the place of that religion; that nothing 
under heaven can ever by any means supplant it. 
We mean that its work is not yet done, but it is 
making towards completion. We mean that Christ’s 
victories have not all been won, but that day by day 
He is winning fresh victories; and you and I 
believe, dear brethren, that Jesus of Nazareth still 
stands where He has stood for twenty centuries, 


at the apex of human life, as the unstained ideal 
of the world, as the sublime epic of all mankind, аз 
the supreme conscience of the universe in its best 
moments, as the perfect man and as the power and 
the wisdom of God.—Bishop Anderson, of the Mis- 
sionary Mass Meeting in Philadelphia. 


Our Prayer Book. 


The Prayer Book is dear to us not only as a guide 
to our worship, but because it is an inheritance, 
Through the great family of the Christian Church 
it has been handed down to us. Not always has it 
borne its present form, but it has always possessed 
certain constant elements. 


Services or EARLY Cuurcrt. 


The Holy Communion ever has been the great 
service of the Church. In the second century it 
begins to have a definite form in two parts—Ante- 
Communion and the Communion proper. 

Many elements were added later and the service 
came to vary in different localities, yet this frame- 
work has lasted through the centuries. The books 
which contained this service became known as the 
Missal. | 

Daily service may be traced back through the 
earliest times. In the middle ages, the days were 
divided into seven periods and a service provided 
for each of the seven periods. These were finally 
collected into a book called the Breviary. Now where 
these two services were peculiar to any church or 
locality they were spoken of as the “use” of that 
place. In England the most famous “use” was that 
of Sarum or Salisbury. 


Prayer Book IN ENGLAND. 


In the sixteenth century there was great religious 
unrest which in England resulted in separation from 
the chureh of Rome. But this did not mean the 
loss of our Prayer Book. It was a time of purifying 
belief and simplifying worship. So the services, 
with the Sarum “use” as the standard, were made 
into English and many errors removed. The Holy 
Communion assumed something of its present nature 
and the old Seven IIours gave Place to Morning 
and Evening Prayer. 


Prayer Book Іх UNITED STATES. 

The Prayer Book came to America with the 
Jamestown settlers in 1607. Many used it in the 
colonial churches and found it a source of inspira- 
tion and means of deeper worship and devotion. 
Then eame the Revolution bringing new conditions 
for which the Prayer Book was not altogether suited. 
But in its revision it was changed very little so that 
ours is essentially the same old Prayer Book which 
inspired our fathers with reverence, comforted them 
with a sense of God's goodness and gave them a 
consciousness of our Saviour’s nearness and help.

Persons who refuse credence in stories of the 
Lourdes eures will swallow these latter marvels 
complacently. They find it quite possible, under the 
oper suggestion, to believe in cures which were 
ver effected. I would not be understood as dis- 
crediting in any way the practice of treatment by 
influence upon the mind. A very large element in 
any eure is confidence in the physician. And nothing 
more effieacious at times than,the presence of a 
clergyman, fostering as that does a simple religious 
faith. All treatment, in fact, has something of the 
mental in it. I have myself called in a clergyman, 
for assistance in cases I could not aid. I do not 
believe, however, that healing by suggestion is the 
domain of the clergy."

Much of the modern fad movement in so-called 
religion, despite its muddled transcendentalism and 
high pretensions to an uncorporeal spirituality, is 
really a specious form of materialism. It puts its 
chief emphasis on the body and its comforts, ease, 
and freedom from all pain. It is a kind of epicure- 
anism. It flies to its psychic suggestions to get rid 
of pain, with the same promptness that some people 
exercise in getting out the chloroform bottle or the 
cocaine tablet; but may it not be that pain is not a 
thing that we should be in such extraordinary haste 
to get rid of? May it not have a very useful func- 
tion for us? Is it not an invaluable indication that 
there is something deranged that needs fundamental 
medicament? It may be that danger lies in hushing 
the warning of pain too summarily. 

Was St. Paul entirely wrong when he found in 
pain a lofty discipline for the soul—putting a man 
into the exercise of patience, trust, endurance, 
courage—virtues which purify, energize, and exalt 
the soul? If we are going to have a race grow 
up that shall slink away ignominiously from meet- 
ing, in manly fashion, any pain or anything else 
that is hard to bear, by and by we shall get nothing 
but slushy, effeminate, and wishy-washy weaklings.

A Word in Season. 


Prof. Goldwin Smith, on the occasion, of his 
eighty-sixth birthday, writes to the students of 
Cornell University, and thus speaks of a subject 
which interests us all, while referring to the changes 
since he was a child: 

“The child when still a youth heard a great pro- 
fessor of physical science struggling to reconcile 
geology with Genesis. Now he reads the work of a 
religious writer such as Gladstone struggling to 
reconcile Genesis with geology. 

“Let the evolutionists, however, remember two 
things: First, that evolution cannot have evolved 
itself; second, that, unlike brutes, humanity, as we 
have been here noting, advances, and we cannot tell 
what the end will be; whether it may not be the final 
ascendancy of the spiritual over the material in man. 
Man, let the evolutionists remember, advances and 
rises. The beast does not.” 

But it was almost a generation ago that Glad- 
stone was trying to reconcile Genesis with geology, as 
ILugh Miller and Edward Hitchcock and James D. 
Dana had tried to reconcile geology with Genesis. 
In these days no one thinks it necessary to reconcile 
them, as they move on different planes. Tt is a fact 
of tremendous import which Goldwin Smith states, 
that evolution cannot have evolved itself. Not even 
the first differentiation of atomic matter could have 
evolved itself, not to speak of living organisms.

Question Box. 


Do you think that “hell” means a place of fire 
and brimestone ? 

There are two words in the Greek Testament which 
are translated “hell.” (1) Hades, which means “the 
place of the departed.” It is in this sense that “hell” 
is used in the Apostles’ Creed. (2) Gehenna (liter- 
ally translated “The valley of Hinnom”) which 
means the final abode of the wicked. The valley of 
Hinnom was a valley on the south and east of Jeru- 
salem. The word “Hinnom” means lamentation; 
and this valley was so named when the Jews served 
the heathen god Moloch under the Kings; there was 
a metal image of this god in this valley, into the 
heated arm of which little children were sacrificed. 
Their cries gave the name to the valley. The Jews 
so abhorred the place after these horrible sacrifices 
that they cast therein all manner of refuse, the dead 
bodies of animals and the bodies of those who had 
been executed. This pile of refuse was kept con- 
stantly burning to prevent purefaction, and so the 
expression “The Gehenna” for fire, or “Hell fire” 
originated. 

Thus our Lord uses the analogy of the place most 
abhorred to a Jew to describe the place of final 
judgment upon the wicked. То emphasize the literal 
fire is to miss the point of our Lord's analogy, who 
desired to point out to the Jew the terrible charac- 
ter of worthlessness in God's sight. Physical torment 
is only a figure of spiritual suffering.—ZExchange.

Шеге is a story a neighboring rector heard the 
past summer about a dear old clergyman, whose lite 
had been spent in a large and varied church work. 
Someone in the parish was going abroad and a mem- 
ber of the family came to the clergyman and asked 
him to read the prayer for those at sea. 

“T will gladly do so,” he said, “but I ought to 
warn you that a singular fatality has always followed 
my use of that prayer.

Degrees in Sin. 


In an address before the missionary conference 
recently held at Fargo, Judge Amidon, of the United 
States Court, in a capital address on “The Relation 
of the Church to the State,” quoted a motto which 
Golden Rule Jones had hanging in his private office. 
The motto read, “Every man who commits a crime is 
not a criminal.” 

“For a criminal may be brought before me,” said 
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the judge, “to be tried for the very meanest act 
that he ever committed in his life. Who of us would 
like to be judged by the meanest act that we ever 
committed?” He then went on to tell how the 
executor of Mr. Jones’ estate found a list of more 
than a hundred men who had come to Jones and con- 
fessed to various forms of defaleation or embezzle- 
ment, and to whom Jones had furnished the money 
to make good his theft, and to whom Jones had said, 
“Go, and sin no more? Not one of these men had 
ever disappointed the trust that Jones had placed in 
him. 


Need of Selection. 


“Tt is most important to our moral and spiritual 
life, and our future happiness, that with the greatest 
care we select what we see, what we hear and what 
we know. An impure appeal to the eye, the ear, the 
mind, cannot help but leave its evil impression. One 
drop of ink in a tumbler of erystal water will dis- 
color the entire contents of the tumbler. The details 
of the police courts make wretched reading for the 
family circule. A paper or a book that seeks, under 
the caption of truth, to depict the doings of the 
under strata of society, should be shunned as one 
would shun some loathsome disease, 

“To proclaim publicly in print or in’ address 
against certain publications of the day by their 
names is only to widely advertise them. When it 
becomes known that the government has prohibited 
certain publications from the postoftice service, there 
is a general scramble to get that publication and to 
read its nasty contents from first to last. 

“When we are told that ‘knowledge is power,’ it 
means clean, pure, elevating knowledge, and not of 
that sort that is impure and unclean. No one can 
give themselves over to knowing the evils of the day, 
to becoming familiar with the grossness of the 
under strata of society, without a permanent running 
sore in their moral make-up. Beware uf people who 
know too much. 

“Tt is good gospel to be guided by the old adage: 
‘No one сап play with the pigs kithout being soiled 
with their mire? All ages have sent out books unft 
for clean and decent people and this age is emphat- 
ically one of them. Put a guard on your mind and 
your soul, that by the grace of God you may know 
and think of those things befitting a Christian, 
befitting a child of God.—The Parish ioner, St.

Friendship, 


If the true value of friendship were more univer- 
sally understood, how much easier to bear would be 
our seemingly  over-laden burdens ; over-laden, 
because we have made them so. Love is something 
which cannot be fully defined to the satisfaction of 
us all in one short sentence, and in like manner, to 
define friendship would be equally difficult. One of 
the many definitions we could give for friendship 


would be, that it was a complete union of spirit in 
all things divine and human accompanied by kindly 
feelings and attachment. 

Some people seek after riches, others good health, 
others influence, others honors, while many only 
choose pleasures; the last is not a good characteristic 
and often leads to destruction, while the former are 
fleeting and uncertain possessions, depending not 
so much on our own purpose as on the fickleness of 
fortune. Without virtue no friendship can exist, 
To what man can life be worth living, who does not 


enjoy the mutual kind fecling of some friend? What 


can be more delightful than to have one to whom you 
can speak on every subject. 
great enjoyment of prosperity if yon had not one to 
repoice in it with you? And adversity would indeed 
be difficult to endure without some one who in sym- 
pathy would bear it with even greater regret than 
yourself, 

It is the law of friendship that we should neither 
ask our friends to do wrong, nor do wrong ourselves 
to please them. Tt is a disgraceful apology and by 
no means to be admitted in any case, when a man 
vows he has acted dishonorably for the sake of a 
friend. Let this, therefore, be established: that we 
expect from our friends only what is honorable, and 
for our friends? sake do only what is honorable; that 
we take pleasure in the giving and receiving of advice; 
that in our acts, the influence of our friends when 
they advise should have great weight; as to the 
rest; that too many friendships should be avoided, 
lest it be necessary for one to weaken the quality 
of his friendship by seattering his interest and in- 
fluence among a multitude, rather than in the 
giving of the best that is in him to a few friends 
who understand and appreciate ; and finally that it 
is best to hold the reins of friendship as loose as 
possible, so as either to tighten or slacken them 
when you please, for the main point in a happy 
life is freedom from unnecessary care. 

The foundation of that steadfastness and con- 
staney which we seek in frienship, is sincerity, 
for nothing is steadfast which is insincere. The 
next thing necessary toward friendship is sympathy.. 
It is sympathy that both wins friendship and pre- 
serves it. Sympathy is the power of adapting one's 
self to one's surroundings. When one forgets him- 
self and fuses his own interests with interest in 
another and has beheld and recognized the same 
change in the other, then are two people drawn 
together and each in turn receives the best that is 
in the other. From this exchange of interest is 
kindled love or friendship, both are alike, for love 
s nothing else than an unselfish exchange of affec- 
tion and friendship without any sense of gain or 
advantage being sought. Still, true benefit and 
advantage are often derived by those who are com- 
panions in a friendly way, even though their inti- 
macy may be only of a temporary character. — Walter 
Jay, in St. George's Herald, New York Cil y.

From the Living Church. 


In a January number of The Living Church, an 
article appears over the signature of the Rev. Will- 
iam Carson Shaw, rector of Trinity Church, Carbon- 
dale, Pa., and under the title “The Training of the 
Young in the Sunday-School.” Inasmuch as the 
editor of this magazine had some correspondence 
with this author in regard to some matter that 
appeared on this page a couple of months ago, he 
takes the more pleasure in devoting this entire page 
this month to as many extracts from that article 
as the space permits. The article is so good that he 
is glad in this way to be able to give at least a 
portion of it an extended reading: 

“We should indeed be thankful that a new spirit 
has come over the Church, and that a great awaken- 
ing is taking place to retrieve the ground that has 
been lost and to secure and protect the future train- 
ing of the young. 

“Many causes may be ascribed for the awakening, 
but chief among them the fact that many have 
become aroused by the deplorable irreverence, the 
wide-extended apathy, the lack of intelligence of 
Church history, the lamentable ignorance of the 
Prayer Book and of Church discipline and worship. 
* ххх 

Why does this condition of things exist? If we 
want to know, ask the laity and they will readily 
tell. They were never taught. Did you go to Sun- 
day-school? Yes; but we were not taught the 
Prayer-Book Service. We had a big card, I remem- 
ber, with a service that started with the Creed and 
went both ways. We sang hymns, but rarely those 
from the hymnal. Said a layman recently, “Тһе 
only hymn I remember of my youthful days was “I 
want to be an angel and with the angels stand.”’ 
Very beautiful sentiment, no doubt, but very bad 
theology! * * * * 

Because these things are true we are beginning 
to ask why, and the answer is given: our people 
were not properly trained in their youth. We see the 
great strength of the Roman Church, and it is 
because that foundation was laid in the child. We 
are beginning to realize how important this is, and 
to learn that the moment the child is baptized it has 
been born of a spiritual mother, the Church. * * * 

If (as a parent) I entrust my children to their 
spiritual mother I have the right to ask, Will they 
be taught reverence? I have the right to ask, Will 
they be taught to respect God's house and to pay due 
reverence to the Holy of Holies? Т ask, Will my 
children be taught to worship God through the chan- 
nel of that matchless liturgy provided by the 
spiritual Mother, through which I have worshipped 
and my ancestors before me? I ask, Will my chil- 
dren be taught that Faith once delivered to the saints 
and still held as the proud heritage of the Anglican 
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Church in all its purity? I have the right to ask, 
Will my children be taught the full meaning of the 
divine appointment of the pastoral office and priestly 
functions of the ministry? I have the right to ask, 
Will my children be taught a deep love and devotion 
for the Church? I have the right ta ask, Will my 
children be taught due obedience to the apostolic 
example of making sacred the early hours of the 
= Day by an early devotion to Him before all. 
else? 

It is very easy to see why conditions are as they 
are. No knowledge of the Prayer Book; they learned. 
it from a printed card. Where reverence does not 
exist, it was taught in a basement or parish house, 
Some only attend the evening service, regarding that. 
as of equal importance with the earlier one; the 
learned that at the afternoon Sunday-school. The 
office of the ministry is not exalted; they had a lay 
superintendent. But someone will say this is not 
the function of the Sunday-school. If that be true, 
the sooner we get rid of it the better, for it is work- 
ing infinite harm. But it is the function and the 
duty and the place. It should be made the great 
training ground and it will be when we become 
aroused to its great importance. * * * * 


I am not unmindful that we have in nearly every 
diocese a Sunday-school commission. Indeed so 
aroused has the whole Church become over the ques- 
tion of Sunday-school work that the General Con- 
vention has appointed a general Sunday-school com- 
mission to elevate the system of training and edu- 
eation. We should, and do, give them our loyal sup- 
port, and they have done a good service along the 
line for which they were created; but there can be no 
question that so long as they confine themselves to 
that which is to be taught from text-books and the 
special training of teachers, they are but perpetuat- 
ing the difficulty we are in. Churchmen are not 
made by commissions or teachers trained from text- 
books and lectures. Churchmanship inust be 
instilled into them from youth up under proper 
Churehly training and guiding. There would be no 
difficulty about trained teachers if in the beginning 
they had been properly trained. 1 


It seems quite evident then to me, if our work 
among the young is to be truly effective in prepara- 
tion for future enlargement and growth of the 
Chureh, that there are many existing conditions 
which need to be most radieally remedied. I venture 
to offer these suggestions by way of remedy: 

1. That Morning Prayer be said in all our Sun- 
day-schools. 

2. That the sessions of all our Sunday-schools be 
held in the morning of the Lord’s Day and never in 
the afternoon. 
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3, That parish houses and basements of churches 
һе no longer used for the Sunday-school, but that 
the church building itself be devoted to this purpose. 

4, That laymen never be given the charge of the 
schools, but be made subordinates to the rector, 
whose duty at all times is the personal supervision 
of every detail. 

5. That all specially prepared children’s services 
be excluded from the parish and only the Prayer 
Book and Hymnal be used. 

6. That all inducements such as cards, books, and 
medals for regular attendance or proficiency in recit- 
ing the Catechism be abolished. 

4, That where practicable, children's vested choirs 
be organized and trained to lead the service. 

8. That positive Church teaching be given; no 
minor detail of explanation be overlooked. 

9. That children's Eucharistie services be held 
at least once a month, forming a corporate com- 
munion of scholars and teachers. 

10. That the name ‘Sunday-School’ be changed to 
that of The Children's Service. 

These suggestive alterations in the foundation 
need not appear radical, as many have already 
adopted them with such results as to justify such a 
course as I have pointed out. 

You must not criticize me too severely if I venture 
to say that if such methods had been adopted a quar- 
ter of a century ago, the generation upon whom now 
rests most of the present burden and practical work 
of the Church would have been better equipped than 
they are, by being strengthened with the power of 
knowledge and with reverence and devotion, without 
which no splendid work can be accomplished.” 


Confirmation Candidates. 


We shall be shortly looking up the candidates 
for confirmation. Will you think the matter over 
for yourself and will you confer with us in regard to 
it? It might very well be that we could by a word 
make the way plain for you and anyway we would 
like to know that you are considering it. It should 
be clear to any man that he is called to be an open 
and complete member of Christ’s Church and that 
he can be of most service there and that then alone 
can he look for help and grace through the appointed 
channels. If the men and women who remain off 
by themselves only could know how much they 
encourage by coming forward and offering them- 
selves, if they could know that it is heroic not to 
stay with those who are neither cold nor hot, if they 
knew that others would come with them, surely they 
would at once offer themselves. Will you come? 
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A Boy’s Composition. 


My teacher wanted me to write a piece about the 
benefits of Sunday-school. 

Benefit 1. Sunday-school saves children’s pa's 
and ma’s from going to church. One day the min- 
ister was up to our house and he told pa he ought to 
go to church, but pa said, “Oh, I send my children 
to Sunday-school.” 

Benefit 9. Sunday-school saves children’s parents 
a good deal of money. When the minister told pa he 
ought to help pay the church expenses, pa said, “Oh, 
I give my children a penny every Sunday for Sun- 
day-school,” and the minister said, “Yes, but the 
children get it all back again, in cards, and books 
and picnics.” 

Benefit 3. Sunday-school makes teachers study 
up things. My pa says, “it’s the duty of teachers 
to study up things,” and when we ask him some- 
thing, he says, “Oh, go and ask your Sunday-school 
teacher,” and if it weren’t for them, children 
wouldn’t know nothing, for parents haven’t the time 
to teach them.

Where Do I Belong? 


Here is a new classification of church-going folk, 
taken in part from “The Teacher’s Assistant.” You 
may ask youself the question, Го which of these do 
Т belong? 

Class A—People who come when Bishops come, 
and upon such occasions as Easter, and when there 
is a new rector. 

Class B—People who are likely to be there on six 
particular fine Sundays in the course of the year. 

Class C—People who are present only half of the 
Sunday mornings, for the other half of the Sundays 
they find themselves unable to bear up under such 
direful afflictions as headaches, ete. 

Class D—People who endeavor to be in their places 
whenever it is possible, and do their best when there 
to worship God.—Hachange.

To the People of Epiphany Chapel. 


My Dear Frienps: Owing to the unusually severe 
and stormy weather on Sunday, J anuary 17th, the 
congregation was much smaller in numbers than is 
customary. For this reason the amount of the offer- 
ing for the North Convocation was quite inadequate 
Will you kindly read again this quotation from my 
last letter, and make your contributions for this 
object on Sunday morning, February 28th. I have 
made the proper changes so that what I said before 
18 pertinent now: 


North Convocation. 

"The third matter is one of which it becomes each 
year my duty to speak. It is one of those definite 
and specific amounts of money which we must raise 
here at the Chapel It is our annual contribution 
to the work of the North Convocation. "There are 
in that district of the city called the North Convo- 
cation, lying between the two rivers and north of 
Walnut street, four mission churches, in neighbor- 
hoods where the support of the services is not ade- 
quate. Amounts are appropriated to each of these 
four churches by the organization called the North 
Convocation. Each church in this district volun- 
teers to pay each year a certain sum toward these 
appropriations. The amount we have pledged and 
paid for several years is fifty dollars. On Sunday, 
February 98th, I shall ask you to contribute this 
amount for this purpose. Will you not keep the 
matter in mind and make the offering at least equal 
to this need and requirement. Contributions may 
be sent to me at any time; the offering will be 
received at the services on February 98th." 


Envelope System. 

I should like to call your attention once more to 
the method by which we contribute here toward the 
current expenses for maintenance of services. Tt is 
through the simplified envelope system. I wish each 
person in the congregation would consider it a duty 
to contribute something regularly in this way. The 
amount you are free to fix yourselves; it really 
should be a matter of conscience for us all to have a 
share, our share, in doing what we can, when so much 
is done for us. Will you not, those of you who do 
not make a contribution in this way, do so without 
further delay. Please use for this purpose the cards 
to be found in the pews, filling in the amount, your 
name and address, and send or hand the card to me.

The Morning Service 

In Lent, as at other seasons, the services of chief 
importance, of course, are the Church Services 
proper; of services, the most important are, also of 
course, the Sunday Services; and, in this Church, 
as in every other city, the one of these to which 
most people come and consequently on which 
most effort is expended, is the Sunday morning 
one. But, more than that, the thing of chiefest 
value is that attendance at this service should be 
regular and not spasmodic. It should be the thing 
that other Sunday engagements are made to fit 
around, and not that one merely resolves to go 
to Church when he has nothing else to do. 

My plea is that at this season you resolve to 
remedy this. You ought to make this season a 
special season. You ought to come to the Church’s 
Services; you ought to come to this eleven o’clock 
Sunday morning service in particular, and you 
ought to come for these six days in sequence. Will 
you not do this? 
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Strangers Who Are Friends 

And, too, there is one other group or class or 
type of persons I would urge especially to come to 
Church this year, to this Church, this Lenten 
season. They are persons whom Т sce in Church 
occasionally, know only by sight and сап thus 
address only at random through the mere chance 
of this paper falling into their hands or of its 
being placed there by some of their friends who are 
here more regularly. The location of this Chureh 
is such that near it are many hotels, apartment 
houses, boarding houses, cte., ete. In these there are 
people living whom the clergy of a parish cannot 
know; they cannot learn their names. The reasons 
why they live thus transiently in these abodes 
instead of in any more settled way in homes their 
own, are also reasons why it is scarcely to be ex- 
peeted that they will become regular pew-holders 
or enroll themselves formally as communicants in 
any one city parish. And yet they ought to go 
to Church; more properly, they ought to have 

The Place, the Opportunity and the Invitation 
to do so in Lent. 

Пете, then, they have all three. If you, into 
whose hands this falls, are one of these, I want 
to beg you, with all the urgency I can, to realize 
that this Church is your Church. Please come and 
consider that you аге weleome—and always wel- 
come. And, now that this season is here, think 
of it as a season. Come not only one Sunday but 
six. If you have, as hundreds of you have, been 
here some one time or another, why not now make 
this one resolve that for this much of this year 
you will come regularly? I say this partly for your 
sake and partly for my own. 


Other Weekday Services 

On two other weekdays, the service will differ 
slightly from the conventional one of Evening 
Prayer alone, said daily in the Church for forty 
days. These days are Wednesday and Friday. On 
Wednesday we are planning to have a special service 
for children. We are hoping to gather together a 
congregation from the Sunday School, the Saturday 
School, and our many friends who know these Postal 
Card Services and from strangers who would like 
to know them. 


What Are These Postal Card Services 

For the benefit of those who have not yet attended 
one of these services, a card of explanation will 
be of service. 

Upon entering the Chureh each person is handed 
a postal card depicting some Biblical seene and 
it is upon this scene that the address for the after- 
noon is based in language easily understood by 
children. The singing is all done by the children 
and it is worth coming to the service if only to 
hear them sing. 


The distribution of the cards and the Making ۾‎ 
the addresses is preceded cach Wednesday by а shor 
ened form of Evening Prayer, as is usual at oth 
services when there is an address. The servi 
therefore, being especially for children, is by 
means solely for them. Indeed. it is hoped 
older persons may be more, rather than less, 
because of the children's presence to attend t 
services also.

: Christian Science is the latest object of attack 
by the most trenchant champion of British ortho- 
doxy—Mr. G. К. Chesterton. Previous defenders of 
orthodoxy have made a mistake, he thinks, in assail- 
ing Mrs. Eddy vather than her doctrine. The cus- 
tomary remark has been that “it is a grand and pur 
philosophy preached, perhaps, by unbalanced or wn- | 
pleasant people.” 

Mr. Chesterton, however, who has never been 
guilty of saying what other people say, claims th 
opportunity also to say “exactly the opposite.” This 
is how he says it: : E 

“T say that Christian Science is a mean and dis- 
gusting philosophy, preached by people who ar 
quite nice—preached, in fact, by many of my 
sonal friends. They are all right; it is only th 
creed that comes from hell. I use the phra 
quite calmly and quite literally. The doctrine that 
pain and death are not real at all, except in so far

lat there is in it. The world is so full of it that, as 
Stevenson says, we ought to be as happy as kings. 
ut we are not; and it is because we do not see the 
od. Tt is the evil that is noticed, while the good 
hides itself. Some malevolent person, for instance, 
‘Starts a scandalous story about one whom we have 


` 
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trusted and we begin to wonder, if he is impure or 
untrue, who can be upright. The insidiousness of 
the calumny too often blinds the hearer to the real 
strength of the character that is attacked, and if 
heeded may lead even to that unhappy state where 
no one is regarded as quite truthful or wholly sincere. 
Or, in a less personal way, we read the papers and 
consider the long and disgusting record of crime, 
lust and greed until the world itself begins to look 
as yellow as the journal that records its doings. 

In the face of this seeming tides of evil the moral 
judgment can be kept sane only by remembering that 
evil invariably makes itself known while goodness 
avoids publicity. For every tale ot passion let loose 
there would be found, were the whole story told, 
many records of passion restrained; and each deed 
of selfishness can be matched by two of sacrifice. 
Hence it is that one of the finest of gifts, that which 
is particularly characteristic of the Christian, is the 
ability to see beneath the surface of things and to 
perceive the depths of an ocean of goodness above 
which the waves of passion and selfishness may rage, 
but without power permanently to disturb. 

Tt is here in this unnoticed goodness that the lives 
of many of the truest saints are lived. We have un- 
fortunately perniciously misapplied the word “saint.” 
Sainthood has been too often regarded as a peculiar 
honor possible for only a few, or the word has been 
used to decorate the advocate of some onesided idea 
of holiness. We have at times identified a saint and 
a cloister. It is rather among the “unknown good,” 
whom God alone understands, that the noblest saint- 
hood is found. They are the men and women doing 
often the vulgar work of every-day life, who are 
bearing their share of the world’s pain and fighting 
its battles. Because their hearts are pure they refuse 
to heed the voice of the maligner or the сту of the 
moral skeptic who would fain make them lose faith 
in men, and, having lost faith in men, also lose their 
faith in God. These are they who build up the 
kingdom of God on earth. Often they are unknown 
to men and receive no praise from those they serve; 
but a better reward is theirs, a nobler triumph than 
the world can give, for it is their joy to find a place 
in God’s still memory.—Rev. M. Taylor, Taunton,

The faet that Mr. Mott's discussion is chiefly based 
on interviews with a great number of men through- 
out who may be supposed to have this particular 
subject most at heart, gives special value to his 
statements. 


The Psychological Phenomena of Christianity.

The attempt to approach religion from the stand- 
point of psychology is a matter of comparatively 
recent endeavor. In the serious consideration of 
this subject it may be said that the thinkers of the 
United States of America have taken a leading part. 
A résumé of what has been accomplished by investi- 
gations in this field, in the form of a textbook, has 
just come from the press. In this volume the whole 
range of the phenomena of Christianity has been 
included, abnormal and normal, pathological and 
healthful. As far as possible the supernatural aspect 
of religion has been avoided, and the discussion of 
the human side as evidenced in the “behavior of the 
soul” (as far as this may be known at all) forms the 
basis of consideration.

The Chapel Fire. 


On Tuesday, March 2, at a quarter after twelve 
o'clock, the Verger at the Chapel went to lunch, 
locking securely all the doors and windows of 
the Chapel, Parish House and Sunday-school 
Building as his custom is each day for an hour at 
noon. He had made his rounds, looked at his 
fires and left everything in perfect order as he has 
done each day for ten years. He returned a few 
minutes after one o’clock to find the middle one of 
ihe three buildings full of smoke. An alarm was 
turned in instantly, firemen responded promptly, 
the trolley cars were stopped on Seventeenth Street, 
the police established their protecting lines, the 
usual crowd collected, several accidents befell, am- 
bulances had to be called—in short, there was a 
bad fire. 

When all was over, the results were these: be- 
tween four and five thousand dollars damage to 
the structure of the building, two thousand dollars 
damage to the contents, i. e., furniture and furnish-

dollars to the organ. This damage was caused | 
partly by fire, which burned out joists and floor- | 
ing; partly by water and mud, which soaked and | 
ruined carpets, and by chemicals used in extin- 

enishers, which stained and ruined altar cloths and 

fabrics; partly by smoke, which discolored the paint 

and defaced decorations; partly by the necessary 

breaking down of doors and windows to admit the 

lines of hose and to create а dreft to drive out 

smoke that fire might be loeated, and partly by 

the chopping of holes in the flooring to flood witu 

water the basement where the fire was burning. 

Insurance? Yes, there was $40,000 on the build- 

ing, $3,000 on the contents and $2,000 on the organ. 

This was divided among several companies. The 

companies ате all good ones and the broker who M 
effected the insurance has lent every aid; but, of ug 
course, the process of inspeetion, estimation and | 
adjustment is a tedious and a complicated one and, 

as everyone who has gone through such a process 

knows, no loss of this kind is ever wholly covered | 
or recovered. Just how much the loss to the parish 
will be cannot yet be determined; but there will 
be loss. | 

Moreover, a most serious loss, and one that can- || 
not be recovered, is the discontinuance, postponc- 
ment, interruption and confusion of services, mect- И | 
ings, ete. Nor yet that other loss which inheres in | 
the fact that the beautiful altar clothes, ete, in | 
value worth about a thousand dollars, and all now 
destroyed, had a value which money can never 
represent, since many were memorials and since 
others represented the devoted labor and the ardent 
care of the diligent members of a most efficient 
Altar Guild. 

The cause of the fire is unknown but is not neces- 
sarily mysterious. It had nothing to do with either 
furnaces or flues since the space burned was fifty | 
feet away from either. Its origin was evidently in |

a covered, enclosed, stairway passage leading to the 
basement and between two little rooms. It is a 
place where some electric light wires converge, but 
by no possibility could carlessness or negligence 
be charged to anyone. It is not six months since | 
the building was inspected from attic to cellar by 
the agents of the Board of Underwriters; every 


| 
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suggested improvement was made, every precau- 
tion was taken and every detail of every regulation 
was conformed with. In addition to this, the Ver- 
ger is one whose faithfulness and alert watchful- 
ness are equal to insurance policies themselves. 
This parish is fortunate above all others that I know 
in having not only one but two good sextons. One 
of these is at the Church; the other is at the Chapel. 
Either one of them would give his right hand to 
protect the thing placed in his charge. It is due 
solely to their diligence that more calamities do 
not o'ertake us. 

Such are the facts as they have come to light 
and such are the developments to date. At this 
writing it is hard to tell when restoration can be 
made complete. The damage centers mainly in the 
Sunday-school Building, the middle one of the three. 
The Parish ITouse is practically untouched and is 
even now in daily use. The Chapel proper is not 
greatly harmed but cannot be heated or lighted 
until work is advanced to that point on the central 
building. This work is now being pressed. The 
whole occurrence has been a sadly unfortunate 
one. We are trying to be patient under the trial, 
however, and hope soon to see light breaking out 
of darkness. 


Financial Statement. 


You will all realize, of course, that it has been 
impossible this year to prepare a Year Book, owing 
to my absence from my place at the season when 
the work of preparation would have had to be 
done. I am devoting these two pages of the Parrish 
llelper at least to one report which ought to be made 
in some form each year. The sequence of items is 
the same as that followed on pages 215 and 997 of 
the 1908 Year Book. The same distinetion is made 
between Church Income and Voluntary Contribu- 
tions under “Reecived” and under “Expended,” be- 
tween money that went for the Payment of Church 
Expenses and that which went to the Doing of Good 
Works. ` 

Accounting Warden’s Report. 


The following report of the Accounting Warden 
is somewhat condensed; but it is made to show as 
fully as is consistent with brevity every source of 
the Church’s Income and every channel through 
which its Outlay goes. The Fiseal Year is from 
March 1st to March 1st.

Minus Quantities. 

In his Parish Messenger, the Rev. C. C. Pierce, 
Rector of St. Matthew's Church, Philadelphia, says 
very cleverly and very pointedly some things that 
are both true and apropos: 

“Tf you hold your name on the church records, 
and flit about the world from house to house, so 
hat no parish visitor can get trace of you for three 
four years, and neither the postman nor your 
$ landlord nor the policeman on the beat can 
whether you have been executed by ‘due pro- 
ess of law' or have died by natural means, you are 
a ‘minus quantity.’ 

“Just before the present Rector came to his 
charge, the names of about 125 persons who could 
not be found were stricken from the active list. 
Since then some others have followed the grim 
shadows of filmy personalties. And there are still 
other candidates, apparently, for transition to the 
realm of ‘departed spirits) Let us all, every Chris- 
tian of us, use all our energy to leap.from the ‘minus’ 
Side of parochial statistics into ‘positive quantities,’ 
"50 that a name on the books may mean a life for 
the Church. 

“Last year we reported 936 communicants, after 
deducting a big lot of inactive people. But, sad to 
relate, there were only 237 persons who contributed 
їп any way to the support of the parish (by pew

rentals and envelopes), so far as the records show. 
We have a lot of good people—no parish ever had 
better ones—for they are loyal, true and full of the 
spirit of sacrifice and toil. God bless them! We 
want this shot of ours to pass over their heads, 
because it is not meant for them. They are too 
good to be hit by any shaft, and we love them for 
their loyalty. 

“But we do not care for names on the books just 
for the sake of names and numbers. We do not 
want any name that does not represent a person in 
sympathy with the Church. Every time the postman 
brings back a letter from the Church marked, ‘Re- 
moved, Unknown, it means that we have wasted 
stationery and postage in trying to give information 
to an alleged communicant upon whom the obli- 
gation of churchmanship rests so lightly that he 
doesn’t think it necessary to reveal his whereabouts. 
Every time a representative of the Church tries 
to find such flitting parishioners it cost a nickel to 
reach the deserted dwelling and a nickel to 
get back again, and there is a feeling that the van- 
ished communicant hasn’t done ‘the square thing’ 
by his Church. 

“Don’t be a ‘minus quantity,’ for that reduces the 
average of the Church. We had better have a mem- 
bership of 100 than to offer inflated figures, because 
every cause in the Diocese expects contributions 
commensurate with our reported membership, rather 
than our actual strength. 

If anybody isn't with us let him be against us, so 
that the Diocese and everybody else may know what 


to expect. Be positive quantities: 

First. By being present every time you are 
able. 

Second. By reavealing your where abouts to the 
clergy. 


Third. By contributing when you ean, all you 
сап, and only when you can, and letting God be the 
Judge in everything. 

Fourth. By offering yourself, soul and body, as 
a reasonable sacrifice to God."

| “Do you consider how marvelous such a report 
is from a corps of missionaries so small that all 
Christian bodies combined have but one missionary 
to every 250,000 souls in Africa, to every 300,000 
in Siam, to every 700,00 in China? 

“In this country, in this proportion, His Gospel 
would depend on one man in New Orleans, two 
in Baltimore, three in Boston, four in Chicago, or 
five in New York. Two men would be sent to en- 
lighten Alabama, and not a half dozen to redeem the 
entire Pacific Slope? 

“You have done nothing for missions, and we have 
not done much; and yet you say ‘missions are a 
failure,’ because with such small effort we have not 
in half a century overthrown and superceded the 
hoary-headed traditions of countless millions of the 
most conservative people of the earth. 

“You refuse us the means, and. when we make 
some little attempts, you complain because we have 
done no more.” 

The missionary position is impregnable. The 
obligation is imperative. The shirking of it is in- 
excusable. 

Tf our prayer, “Thy Kingdom come, Thy will be 
done on earth,” is at all sincere, we must make it 
effective by glorifying the Lord’s name in those 
places where it is not now known. To be slothful 
is to be faithless. |

A Conversation Class. 

Something novel has been undertaken by the 
Rector of Christ Church, Lonsdale, Rhode Island, 
as announced in his Parish Chronicle: 

“Sixteen or seventeen men, most of them mem- 
bers of the Young Men’s Parish Club, met with 
the rector Sunday afternoon, and organized a Con- 
yersation Class for the discussion of life problems. 
Tt was decided to make Josiah Strong’s little book, 
“The Times and Young Men,” the basis of our talks 
together. The meetings will be every Sunday after- 
‘noon from 2.30 to 3.30, and will be held in the 
Parlor of the Parish House, or, if that proves too 
small in the large room of the annex. All men, 
whether young or old, are invited to join us in 
these Sunday afternoon conversations." 


Different Choirs for Different Services. 

A plan that ought to work well in many places 
is one that is now successful in Zion Church, Wap- 
pingers Falls, N. Y., as a visitor bears testimony. 
“We in New York think we know a lot but 
sometimes we can learn a few things in the country. 
The Viear in preaching up in Zion Church at 
Wappingers Falls last week remarked on the hearti- 
ness of the singing. "There were about forty young 
women in the Church. Talking over the matter 
with the Reetor, he found that Zion Church had 
four choirs. 

First, the regular Choir of men and boys and 
young women numbering forty, a Sunday-school 
Choir of forty, a Volunteer Choir for week-day 
Serviees numbering forty, making a total of 120 
persons whose duty and privilege it was to take 
part in the worship and praises of the Church. 
Added to this there was an old organization 
Which had been started in the days when the late 
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Exchange and Clearing Howse. 


Bishop Satterlee was rector of Zion Church. This 
was a choir of twenty, the majority of whom had 
been members of some of the other choirs, who 
pledged themselves to sing at funeral Services in 
the church. So one hundred and forty persons in 
this church, in a small manufacturing village, are 
active helpers in the musical services.” 


Industrial Classes. 

This extract from an exchange may be suggestive 
to those who seek methods of dealing with small 
boys in groups between Sundays. 

“The Industrial Classes meet in the Parish House 
at half-past three o'clock each afternoon in the 
week, the entire small-boy membership of the Sun- 
day-school being divided into six groups. 

Mondays, Miss— teaches metal work, and 
the boys at present are busy making copper lamp 
shades. 

Miss that same afternoon has a class in 
burnt wood and leather work. 

On Wednesday Miss teaches smaller boys 
to work in clay, and the little fingers are most in- 
genious in modeling anything from a piece of fruit 
to a miniature log-cabin. 

Thursday, Miss class is to be found mak- 
ing jig-saw puzzles. Such assorted sizes and shapes 
are they, some round, some square, it is indeed a 
puzzling task to put each bit of wood into its place. 
and then revealed before you is an old acquaintance, 
the face on the frontis-piece of some magazine, but 
so cleverly fitted together it looks quite like one 
unbroken whole. 

On Fridays and Saturdays substitute teachers 
have other groups whose work is the duplicate of 
that of Monday's and Tuesday's classes. 

At the present time there are 175 boys enrolled 
in the industrial work and thus far the classes have 
been self supporting. To add to our efficiency and 
equipment we need orders." 


Requests for Names. 

In the Trinity Tidings of Trinity Church, Eliza- 
beth, N. J., the Rector writes these very sensible 
words: ` 

“Persons come to the Rector from time to time 
desiring lists of the names of members, with a 
view to selling articles, magazines, books, ete. Such 
information is always refused. No stranger coming 
in the Rector’s name should be believed unless he 
can show a letter of introduction. This has been 
a rule in the parish for many years and has worked 
well. There are appeals enough in the church for 
worthy objects without adding to them by com- 
mending business enterprises. How other parishes 
сап afford to do it without loss to other duties is 
to us amazing.” 
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$1500 in Pennies. 


“T have a plan to suggest for the raising of funds 
which in small parishes has proven successful,” 
writes S. М. Purvis in the Circle for March. “Its 
success depends on having small amounts of money 
faithfully collected. 

“If you are tempted to despise small amounts 
remember the penny - {п - the - slot places and the 
nickel moving-picture shows. Ask someone with 
inside information whether these pay. If you ques- 
tion the value of collectors ask the installment house 
or the industrial insurance people, or, indeed, any 
mercantile house. People, by and large, give more 
in small amounts frequently than in large amounts 
occasionally. 

“The plan is called: “Тһе Calendar Club? Tf 
there is an organization with, say, about sixty 
members, it is just the organization to handle this 
excellent scheme. The president represents the year 
1909. She selects twelve persons to represent the 
months—‘Miss January,’ Miss February, Miss 
March,’ ete. Each month selects four weeks, known 
as ‘Miss First-Week-in-January, ‘Miss Second- 
Week-in-January,’ ‘Miss Third-Week-in-January,’ 
‘Miss First-Week-in-February, etc. These. forty- 
eight ‘Weeks’ each select among the members and 
friends of the church seven ‘Days’—Monday, Tues- 
day, Wednesday, ete. Then all Year, Months, Weeks, 
and Days are asked to contribute ‘a penny a day.’ 
Each ‘Week’ collects from the ‘Days,’ seven persons. 
‘Each ‘Month’ simply superintendends her four 
‘Weeks.’ While the president, ‘Miss 1909,’ looks 
after her twelve ‘Months, calling them together 
every so often to hear their report. The thing 
is so simple, the amount is so small that it hardly 
seems worth while. But, bless you! the Year, 
Months, Weeks and Days amount to 397 persons, 
each contributing one cent a day! Multiply 397 
pennies by 865 days in the year and you have the 
enormous sum of $1,449.05. Practically fifteen hun- 
dred dollars a year!” 


The Open Church. 


The following is from the Christ Church Chron- 
icle, Springfield, Mass. 

“АП the Lenten services have been held in the 
Church. Our large daily choir and the good con- 
gregations have warranted it. The Church doors 
have been wide open all day long, and many who 
could not come at service time have come in for 
a few moments to rest and pray. The quietness 
and sacredness of the place give a sense of protec- 
tion, of cheer and of help. The Church will always 
be open hereafter, and those who are passing by, 
whether members of the Parish or not, are always 
welcome to come in. The clergy of this Parish 
wish the Church to help people all day long—when- 
ever they wish its shelter or its inspiration.”

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Romance of the Gospel. 


By Rev. Marconw TAYLOR, 
Taunton, Mass. 


There is nothing like the Gospel in all litera- 
ture for pure romance. The romantic note is car- 
ried from the beginning to the end and Christian 
discipleship is depicted as a romantic quest. There 
is something in the Gospel story like the touch 
of a Robert Louis Stevenson, only it is there con- 
cerned with the things of God. Stevenson tells 
of the wonders of his Treasure Island; the Gos- 
pel speaks of the heavenly treasure which is as a 
pearl of great price. The novelist writes his “New 
Arabian Night” and charms us with the deeds of 
adventure of his heroes and the romance of their 
lives; but the evangelists recount a more exciting 
adventure for God, they reveal the Master as one 
who loves romance more than a King Arthur, and 
they tell of the deeds of his followers as the actions 
of men bound by the spell of a beautiful and ab- 
sorbing ideal. Of the Gospel story as of no other 
literature, can it be truly said, 

“Never knew I of so high adventures done and 
so marvellous and strange.” 


It was this motive—man’s love for noble adven- 
ture—to which Christ appealed at the very begin- 
ning when He called His first disciples. He sought 
to touch the emotion before appealing to the cons- 
cience, and He won His first followers by revealing 
the possibility and attraction of a life of spiritual 
adventure; and when they doubted if such a thing 
could be He simply bid them “come and see." When 
Peter hesitated to leave his fishing, an occupation 
so full of the freedom he loved, the Master with a 
word revealed a life of finer, more absorbing ad- 
venture where he would catch not fish but men. 
When Nathaniel, under the spell of the first touch 
with Christ, called Him in admiration the King 
of Israel, our Lord's reply was to point out a richer 
experience yet to come and to tell him how, if he 
would give himself wholly to the great quest, he 
would finally see heaven open and the angels of 
God come and go in the presence of the Son of 
Man. Christ's eall to discipleship as told in the 
Gospel story was always touched with romance. 
He did not bid men follow Him as a duty, or as 
an expression of gratitude, much less as a method 
of insuring the salvation of their own souls; but 
His appeal was always to that quality of character 
which is perhaps the noblest of all—the love for 
great adventure for God.

It is safe to say that nine-tenths of those who 
to-day belong to the Methodist Episcopal Church 
have no adequate idea of Wesley’s real position as 
an Anglican churchman. It has been left for the 
Rector of St. Mark’s, Evanston, Ill., to point this 
out and to depict a scene. Nothing could be more 
graphic than the author’s picture of the sad condi- 
tion of the Church of England in Wesley’s time— 
that “withered, unbelieving, second-hand eighteenth 
century.” His statements as to Wesley’s Catholic 
churchmanship are thoroughly trustworthy. Wes- 
ley really stood nearer to Romanism than to what 
is now American Methodism. Our intelligent laity, 
socially mixed with Methodists, should read this 
book. They will find it extremely interesting.

school matters when so desired.” 


Efforts in Lent. 

Here are some of the things that the members 
of one Sunday School in a distant city are trying 
to do this year in Lent. 

1. Give up candy and soda-water. The pennies 
and nickels saved in this way will buy medicine 
for sick children in the Christian hospitals in 
China. 

2. Give up moving-picture shows and theaters. 
The nickels and dimes and quarters saved in this 
way will help poor children in China to go to 
Christian schools and colleges. 

3. Sell the Spirit of Missions. The pictures 
alone will make everyone want to know about the 
children who are learning what it means to be 
a Christian. 

4. Do extra work for neighbors and friends. 
The money earned in this way will make it pos- 
sible for the missionaries to give their time and 
their help freely to the people of China. 

These are only a few suggestions. If you find 
some new and interesting way of saving or earning 
Money, or if you have earned so much that you are 
proud of yourself, write on a slip of paper how you 
did it, and put it into the envelope with the money 
so that we can all be proud of you. Later on, we 
will print a list of those who earned the most.” 
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Sunday School Department. 
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Need Boys Be Bad? 


“There is a common notion that all boys must 
be bad. It is thought to be impossible to keep 
them from becoming vicious. They may reform 
some time, but they must first be at least a little 
wild. 

So fixed is this wrong notion that when people 
who hold it meet a boy who is spoken of as a 
good boy, they expect to find a chap who is ef- 
feminate or wrong-headed in some way. 

Perhaps it is because people expect boys to be 
bad that so many are bad. They somewhow feel 
compelled to live up to the reputation that precedes 
them as boys. Some of them, it may be, are dis- 
couraged and think it useless to struggle against 
the inevitable. If all boys are bad, they must be 
bad; so why try to be good? 

Tt is very unfortunate, to say at least, that unwise 
people are so ready to repeat their unwise views 
about boys. They are responsible for hindering the 
struggles, the honest struggles, some boys all around 
us are making to be good and to do good. 

If they knew more boys than they do, boys of 
a different grade from the street arabs and de- 
generates who claim so much attention, they would 
find fine, manly little fellows who are as good as 
our poor human nature can be in its process of 
development. A boy does not have an easy Ише 
of it developing. He feels his awkwardness and 
his stupidity. Perhaps he has become morbidly 
sensitive. He certainly needs kind treatment and 
help to get through this period safely. 

Because they are’ not judiciously treated when 
they айе floundering along through this trying stage 
some boys go far astay. When, however, parents 
and teachers are patient and tactful, the ordinary 
boy moves safely along into the stage of young 
manhood. He need not be the troublesome boy 
whose foolish pranks and repulsive ways make peo- 
ple shun him. He can be helped over the period and 
come to realize his responsibility for himself. 

The aim of this article is to correct the mis- 
chievous notion that every boy must contract bad 
habits, become repulsive in conduct and in speech, 
and bring trouble on all who have anything to do 
with him.”—Se!ected.

There ought to be pres- 
ent at this service every communicant who is en- 
rolled in this parish, everyone who has been en- 
rolled for the past twenty years, so far as that is 
reasonable to expect, and any other communicants 
of the Church in this part of the city to whom this 
exhortation may be fortunate enough to find its 
way. 

Easter Flowers. 


' The custom now so well established of having the 
flowers for the chancel on Easter take the form of 
memorial offerings will be followed this year as 
usual. This practice needs no explanation this 
year; the fact is mentioned here merely by way of 
reminder. There will be abundant space in the 
chancel, and consequently ample opportunity for 
all who wish to do so, to place their floral tributes 
there. Persons wishing to participate in this ex- 
cellent labor should speak with some officer or mem- 
ber of the Altar Society at least a week before 
Easter. 

' This is important if they wish to reserve for 
themselves some special part of the task, the decora- 
tion of some special feature, as for example, the 
pulpit, the lectern, the altar, the font, ete. If noth- 
ing special is intended, the flowers may merely be 
sent to the Church on the Saturday before Easter 
or early on Sunday morning before the eight o'clock 
service, either as early or late as the nature of the 
flowers, whether potted or cut, will permit.

This paragraph is here in order that it may say, 
апа say without hysterical appeal—none should be 
needed—that the Easter Offering this year, as for 
the past five years, will be for Designated Objects, 
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“Jn Memoriam ": $500 Gift. 

During this past month, one other event has 
occurred which is such a boon to the parish that 
its occurrence just at this time gives me almost hap- 
piness enough on my return to offset much of the 
grief that I have felt at being away so long.

The donor 
is one whose generosity in point of fact is equalled 
only by his keen, good judgment in matters of 
method and whose sane, clear-headed way of doing 
good is excelled only by his modesty in actually 
desiring that his name be not known in connection 
with this gift. It is a gift “in memoriam" and the 
general purpose to which it is to be put is one 
that could not have been more beneficious if it were 
inspired: as who, indeed, shall say it is not? It 
was the wish, during life, of one who “being dead 
yet speaketh:” of one who in one life spake by 
the many good works and alms deeds which she 
did and who now, not in death but in still larger 
life, speaks to a loved and loving one who in re- 
sponse does this large deed commemorative and 
commendable.

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Regarding Thank Offerings. 

A few weeks ago there appeared in the Church- 
man these words which deserve to be pondered well, 
as the question that they raise is one that deserves 
much consideration. 

“The general thank-offering feature of the Pan- 
American Congress occasioned much heartburning 
after the event. The secretaries of many of the 
Church societies are complaining that their causes 
have been seriously injured by diversions of con- 
tributions, ordinary made to them, to the great 
spectacular thank-offering. All societies seem to 
have suffered alike, irrespective of the causes they 
represent. The S. P. G., for example, despite the 
great advertisement of its work throughout the. year, 
shows a decided shrinkage in income. For the first 
half of 1908, Bishop Montgomery announces that 
£2,557 less have been received than during the cor- 
responding period of the year before. It is plain 
that if the practice of collecting great thank- 
offerings is to continue, care must be taken that 
the thank-offering feature is sincere, that is, people 
must be requested and taught not to contribute to 
them if they propose to withdraw their contribu- 
tions to ordinary objects.”

TO THE PEOPLE OF EPIPHANY CHAPEL, 
My Dear Frienps: This is the first opportunity 

I have had of reaching you in any way since the. 
fire on March 2d. At the very beginning of then 
Lenten season, before we had quite dOmpleted one 
week of the daily services came this fire, suddenly 
and with serious consequences. Because some of 
you have had only the exaggerated and unreliable 
reports of the newspapers, I wish totell you in 
place the significant facts. You may safely с 
clude that all other rumors have in them noth 
which it is worth your while to consider, 
Some time after twelve o’clock on Tuesday 
March 2d, the Verger, after looking at the fire un 
the boiler and that in the heater under the chap 
locked up as usual and went to his luncheon. On 
returning within an hour he found the fire comp- 
anies arriving in response to an alarm. Immedi- 
ately an entrance was made and the firemen at о 
attacked the problem of locating the fire. 
smoke was very dense and very bitter; it filled 
lower part of the Parish House, the Sunday-sch 
room and the Chapel. But the fire was soon 
cated in the basement between the Chapel and t 
Sunday-school room. 
Nothing but commendation is suitable for 
work of these firemen. The place of the fire wi 
inaccessible; it had a good start; the woodwork w: 
thoroughly dry and burned readily and the smol 
was stifling. The men did splendidly. They 
serve and they have our gratitude and admiratio 
When the fire was finally extinguished we b 
to look about to see conditions. The thing that 
presses me now, as then, is the fact that, with 
the damage, serious and disturbing and costly 
it is, we are far more fortunate than we might 
been under other circumstances. Given a fire 
that partieular place at night and we would ha 
had to-day only blackened walls to show where o 
beautiful chapel stood. Given a fire in that pa 
ticular place during a service, and there wou 
probably have been to-day many injured, if 
killed. Under almost any other circumstances, 
almost any other time, the consequences, serio! 
as they are, could not well have been so sligt 
Therefore we cannot be too thankful that we far 
so fortunately. 
The cause of the fire we will probably never 
termine with certainty. It was not caused by the 


by the 
amount 
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heating apparatus—the fire started and all the burn- 
ing occurred far away from either the boiler o. 
the portable heater, or the flue with which both 
were connected. No slighest blame can attach to 


‘anyone about the chapel, least of all to our faith- 


ful and conscientious Verger. It may have been 
due to defective wiring for the electricity, although 
the whole series of buildings had been carefully 
inspected only a few months ago by the Board of 
Fire Underwriters and changes. desired by them 
had been made, the buildings again inspected and 
their condition approved. 

Of course, at first the damage seemed most ap- 
palling. There is much to do in order that our 
buildings may be restored to their original condi- 
tion; but it might have been worse. Our serv- 
iees have been interrupted and we are hampered 
and hindered in doing our work; but what you 
wish to know is the present condition of the build- 
ings; what has been done, and what remains yet 
to do. 

At this present writing, March 18th, we are for 
the first time ready to go ahead with the task of 
restoration. We have had to wait until the in- 
surance was adjusted. This took us two weeks, 
and even that is less time than we might have ex- 
pected. Often in such cases delays occur which 
make a settlement impossible for two or three times 
this long. We were fortunate in having considerate 
adjusters and brokers who helped us all they could 
in the mere matter of routine. There were num- 
erous things, however, we could do, and did, without 
waiting for this matter of insurance to be settled. 
For instance, we had some windows repaired; we 
had the broken windows boarded up; we succeeded 
in getting electrie current supplied in the Parish 
House so that we could have the regular meeting 
of the confirmation class on Wednesday evening, 
the next day after the fire. There has been no 
interruption in these meetings; we have had them 
every Wednesday evening in one of the rooms in 
the Parish House. There is still time for any 
who are thinking of confirmation this year to join 
the class and receive any help T can give them. 
Tt will be a pleasure for me to know of any others 
who wish to do this. 

Secondly, we arranged to continue the Sunday- 
school without interruption. We brought chairs 
to the gymnasium, converted for use the separate 
rooms in the Parish House where the larger classes 
have met and in this building we have continued 
with the Sunday-school undiminished in numbers 
by the five. We have had our largest attendance 
of the year on the Sunday after the fire. 

Thirdly, all the work in the Parish House has 
continued as before, with the one exception of the 
gymnasium classes. The work of the different or- 
ganizations has gone ahead, the interest has con- 
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tinued unabated and we have lost no ground in 
ihese important particulars. | | 

Just what then was the damage? First of all is 
the building as such. The fire burned out and de- 
stroyed a partition in the cellar, a stairway leading 
from the cellar to the vestibule between the vest- 
ing room and the chapel, the floor of the vesting 
room and the rug and furniture of that small room 
and the front portion of the floor in the Sunday- 
school room. The smoke stained the walls of the 
same room and the water damaged in large part or 
destroyed entirely the following: the carpet and 
cushions in the Chapel, the organ in the Sunday- 
school room, in part the organ in the chapel, the 
embroidered silk hangings for the altar and pulpit, 
the music in the choir library, the chairs in the 
Sunday-school room, the large piano used for the 
rehearsals of the choir, the small organ in the 
Primary Sunday-school room and the woodwork 
in various places, for instance in the vesting-room, 
the Sunday-school room, the entryway between the 
Sunday-school and the Chapel. In order to let out 
the smoke a number of the leaded glass windows 
were broken out, the skylight in the Sunday-school 
room included. To the roof, to the walls of the 
building no damage, fortunately, was done. 

In the cellar, the steam pipes conducting steam 
to the Church were knocked down, as was also 
the smoke pipe of the furnace under the Church. 
These two facts and the fact that the floor of the 
Sunday-school room will have to be™rebuilt make 
it impossible for us to get heat in the Church proper 
and the dirt and litter of preparation for rebuilding 
make it unwise to put down any carpet on the floor. 
This is the reason we cannot have service at pres- 
ent. 

We began, as soon as a settlement of insurance 
was in sight, to get to work on the Chapel organ, 
on the carpet for the Chapel, on the chairs for the 
Sunday-school room, and this very afternoon we 
are putting the finishing touches on the estimate 
and contract for the restoration of the building. 
Т sincerely hope the actual work of restoration may 
begin this very week. 

The date when we may resume our services in 
the Chapel is still uncertain. We are all extremely 
anxious that that time may come as soon аз роз- 
sible and everything we can do to hasten the date 
will surely be done. In the proper columns of the 
Public Ledger and of the Evening Bulletin on 
Saturdays will appear notices with regard to this 
and to these notices T direct your attention during 
these weeks when the normal and ordinary facility 
of communication between and among us is so 
greatly decreased. 

Already some have indicated a desire to do some- 
thing to help restore our building and equipment 
to their former condition. There are, of course, 
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others who will want to help. How near the in- 
surance money will come to putting the buildings 
back into working condition we do not yet know; 
but there will be opportunity for those who are 
willing at this juncture to do something toward 
restoring the altar vestments and hangings and the 
embroideries which were damaged or destroyed by 
fire and water. Already one friend is donating « 
white super-frontal and pulpit fall as a memorial. 
These are being made. Any others who wish to 
take advantage of such opportunity should let me 
know their wishes as soon as convenient. 

Hoping that we may soon have our building en- 
tirely restored and ready for use and that the set- 
back we have had will be more than made up in 
more effective work in the future, I am,

To the People of St. Luke and the Epiphany: 
My Dear Friends: 
"There is one subject that, with the sudden advent 
air weather, the abrupt breaking up of home and 
hurch life in the city, the fateful flight to the coun- 
у of those who carry on church work here in socie- 
s, schools, clubs, etc., you will naturally expect me 
‚ devote this letter to this first of May; the subject

- To begin this, let me go back to October. This is 
not hard for me, personally, for I seem thus to begin 
just where I left off. If, however, by the way, any- 
insists on having “told you so," and knows that 
n unlucky case of illness had the slightest or faint- 
st relation to last summer’s work at Belmar,—well, 
if they do, there is no use arguing with them. I 
сап but invite them to lay down this leaflet and to 
walk no further with us on this page. Moreover, he 
who was sick expects, this summer, to be far away. 
o let this criticism abate at the outset. This has 
‘no whit to do with the subject in hand. The founda- 
tions of the work are all laid; its value is proven 
beyond possibility of question; the equipment we 
have in possession; the experience gained last year 
will make it easy for the half dozen persons in charge 
of one part and another last year to go on this year 
and any future year. All they will need is your 
help. And on this they are counting. 
` То revert to October. On this page of THE PARISH 
Herrer that month I wrote, in a letter reporting the 
work for the summer: 
“For beginning this work this year there were at 
least three principal reasons, three ends I have long 
thought such work would serve. As you realized 
after reading the Year Book last spring, there are 
some 900 persons, big and little, old and young, per- 
sons all of whose names and most of whose pictures 
appeared on those pages, connected with this Parish 
in a multitude of ways—Church, Chapel, St. Luke’s 
Home, Societies, Associations, Schools, Sunday and 
weekday—whom certain other hundreds of you never 
see at any one time, whose estate you do not know,

but whose names and necessities the clergy do know. 
Their chance for a summer’s outing is more likely 
to be for one of six days than six months. 

Of these the first, of course, was the most practical 
aim—that of providing a place where a week’s holi- 
day could be spent at most moderate cost and with 
most return of pleasure and profit. A place which 
could provide this needed to be subsidized, hence the 
request for contributions from you who are able to 
help, although asked only to help. As you would 
expect, the benefit in this regard was very great. 

In the second place, the thing I longed for was 
an opportunity, under conditions of home life, in 
their own rented house, for the Clergy, Parish Work- 
ers, ete., to establish intimate acquaintance, to know 
and become known, the people by their priests, the 
shepherds by their flocks. This has resulted in many 
surprises, in many firm friendships, in new under- 
standing, in new bonds of sympathy. This probably 
has been the greatest benefit of all. 

In the third place, I longed for some object that 
would hold the interest of people widely scattered, 
members of a parish all disorganized, as this one is 
each summer for a season so long, interest in the 
parish on its own account and, too, on theirs. This 
also was accomplished. We are ready now to begin 
work this fall, not, as has been all too likely, where 
we began last fall, but where we left off last spring. 

The work for the summer I have no hesitation in 
pronouncing a success, and I do this, of course, 
with a feeling both of gladness and of gratitude. 
All the benefits we planned accrued, unwonted health 
and happiness resulted, twice as many people asked 
to go as I had thought would do so, they paid will- 
ingly all that they could for their own outing—and 
you have paid all the rest. This venture this sum- 
mer has proven abundantly that such work is worth 
while. There is no reason why, from this season on, 
it should not be a regular one of our Parish activi- 
ties. 

We closed the house last year on Labor Day, the 
end of the first week in September; it was opened 
for guests beginning the last week in June. During 
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those three months 472 people visited the place.

Who were the people? They were all our own 
people: no others were sought or admitted; in fact 
many were turned away—they had to be. There 
was not room for others. The people were parishion- 
ers. The work was not a charity in any conven- 
tional sense. A church such as ours in a city such 
as this must perforce leave much work outside to 
outside agencies; to such things as country-week 
associations, free ice funds, crèches, playgrounds 
and pavilions. Newspapers, lodges, theatres, etc., 
finance these. These do their work and, to the 
measure of the benefit they plan, they do it well. 
They do it, theoretically, apart from the church, and 
do most of it, theoretically, for people who are 
equally estranged from the church. They do it, 
therefore, naturally their own way. 


But the duty of the church is something else and 
more than this. The ideal church is a family. After 
we have given charity outside (some even think be- 
fore), there still remains the need for fellowship 
within. This holiday house, note, please, was not an 
institution but a home. For the church is more than 
a club; it is a household. Herein is the motive and 
here is the manner for all Christian folk to help and 
be helped in just such ways as this. Such help is in 
place; it is permissible; it is enjoyable—since “it is 
all in the family.” 


And, now, regarding the cost. There were four 
things that made last year’s, the first year’s, cost 
larger than it should be any future year— provided, 
of course, that the number of persons to go were to 
be the same. Already it is plain that this year there 
will be more to go instead of fewer. However, the 
points that I started to cite, things that ought to 
decrease another year's expense, will offset a very 
large increase in numbers. These are the points. 


In the first place, several hundred dollars which 
last year looked like running expenses ought rightly 
to be charged to permanent equipment. Many things 
had to be bought which, being purchased, ave our 
own. They will be of use year after year. 

.In the second place, far more people presented 
themselves to go than we had expected. At least 
four different weeks overflow parties had to be 
boarded out in ways that cost a little more, per- 
haps, than the cost would have been in our own 
house—and surely with less comfort. We thought 
the house would have been amply large. Rooms were 
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available for two dozen inmates a week Thi 1 
too small Next year a larger house can be u 
less than relatively larger cost.

In the pref- 
ace to the service on page 278 of the Prayer Book 
the answer is stated: “Children, being now come 
to the years of discretion and having learned what 
their godfathers and godmothers promised for them 
in baptism, may themselves, with their mouth and 
consent, openly before the Church, ratify and con- 
firm the same; and also promise, that, by the 
‘grace of God, they will evermore endeavor them- 
selves faithfully to observe such things as they, 
by their own confession, have assented unto." 

Confirmation is the ratifying of the agreement 
which was made at the time of baptism; it is also 
a new step to be taken. It looks both backward and 
forward, back to baptism, forward to life. In the 
question which the Bishop asks the candidate the 
same answer is given in somewhat different words, 
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“Do ye here renew the solemn promise and vow that 
ye made, or that was made in your name at your 
baptism, ratifying and confirming the same?” This 
is the first part. Then follows: Do you acknowl- 
edge “yourselves bound to believe and to do,” ete. 
According to the service itself confirmation has a 
twofold purpose, a ratifying of a previous step and 
the taking of a new step. 


What now was the previous step and what ів the 


new step? The answer to the first is to be found 
in the first section of the Catechism, on page 266 
of the Prayer Book. This comprehensive document 
is made up of five sections: (1) the agreement; 
(2) ereed; (8) commandments; (4) prayer; (5) sac- 
raments. The agreement made at baptism was with 
God. God promised to do three things and we 
agreed to do three things. 

In the divine part we are to be made members 
of Christ, children of God, inheritors of the King- 
dom of Heaven; in the human part of the agree- 
ment we are to give up something, to believe some- 
thing, to do something. What these various things 
are the Catechism goes on to state, giving reasons 
sometimes which we no longer believe nor accept, 
€. g., “for being by nature born in sin and children 
of wrath,” etc.; but expressing spiritual ideas which 
are as true to-day as when they were first expressed. 
It is this agreement which we ratify at confirmation. 

The new step is in line with the previous step. 
It adds no new element; it says simply that we 
have come to a realizing sense for ourselves of the 
meaning of that previous step and now intend, God 
helping us, to go forward in the direction there indi- 
cated. In no manner does it suggest that we have 
attained it; when people say that they are not good 
enough to be confirmed they show that they have no 
true conception of confirmation. 

Confirmation is not a vow of attainment but of 
aspiration. It is the act by which we put ourselves 
in the environment where we may grow. It is re- 
sorting to the helps of religion, private prayer, pub- 
Пе worship, the sacraments, for strength to fight the 
good fight of faith in the midst of life and to lay 
hold on that life which does not pass away but 
which abides the shock of time and circumstance. 
What is more beautiful and encouraging than the 
sight of boys and girls, men and women enlisting in 
such a campaign!

The aim of this volume is to present to the reader 
a fair idea of the charm of Horace, so far as this 
is possible in English poetical translation. Nearly 
every versifier has tried his hand at Horace, and in 
every style. The editors have selected translations in 
verse of over fifty of the Odes and Epodes, with bits 
from the Satires and Epistles. There are half a 
dozen little introductions giving what little is known 
of Horace, his loves, his religion, his habits, nearly. 
all drawn from his poems. Considering that one 
of the editors of this volume is a medical professor 
(the other brother a librarian) it is interesting to 
read the autopsy: 

*Horace died suddenly at the age of fifty-seven. 
The cause of his death is unknown; but when we 
consider that he had at times lived somewhat riot- 
ously; was never strong, yet kept up occasional dis- 
sipations; was cholerie and passionate, amd to the 
last fond of his wine and his Chloe, we may prop- 
erly infer that he had an arterial sclerosis and a 
heart, and died either from a cardio-renal trouble 
or from some form of cerebral apoplexy." 

Apart from the excellent selection of translations 
we particularly commend the series of old engrav- 
ings here reproduced. It is an admirable edition 
for the general public. 


The Fact of Conversion. By George Jackson, B.A. 
The Cole Lectures for 1908 delivered before Van- 
derbilt University. New York: Fleming H. Revell 
Company. $1.25. 

This is an attempt to restate the doctrine of con- 
version and to interpret it to this generation. 'The 
author evidently believes that with the passing of 
the terminology of the old doctrines there is danger 
that the present generation will lose some of the 
essential things thus connoted. He therefore is oc- 
cupied with an adjustment, in view of the findings 
of science, in view of the revival in psychology, of 
the primary facts of the religious life to a sane and 


scientifie philosophy.

Carruth. New York: ©. Р. Putnam's Sons. $1.00. 
Professor Carruth is chiefly known outside the 

University of Kansas by the title poem of this vol-

The Victoria Falls. 


(RY LORD CURZON OF KEDLESTON.) 


The Victoria Falls of the Zambesi River are 
among the great sights of the world. Where only 
ten years ago they had been seen by a few hundred 
Europeans at the most, perhaps only by a few score, 
now that the railway has been opened and that 
express and excursion trains are run from the great 
cities and the coast, they are attracting a yearly in- 
creasing stream of visitors. The South African, 
with pardonable pride, declares that the African 
greatly surpasses the American spectacle, and that 
it ranks first, for beauty and grandeur combined, of 
all the famous waterfalls of the earth. Circum- 
stances have enabled the present writer to visit 
the great majority of these in both hemispheres. 
Perhaps, therefore, he approached the Zambesi with 
some title to frame a comparison. 

To a certain extent it is difficult to compare water- 
falls, as difficult as it is to compare mountains. 
Beauty, or even splendour, does not necessarily con- 
sist in breadth, or height, or volume; and a smaller 
fall in a noble or romantic setting may excel its 
bigger rival. Still, there are certain features which 
characterize, and therefore differentiate, waterfalls. 
These are the size and appearance of the river above 
the fall, the amount of water ordinarily pouring: 
over the edge, the nature of the cataract, whether 
broken or unbroken, the depth of its plunge, the 
character of the pool or eaíion—if there be а cañon 
—below, and the aspect of the surrounding scenery. 

In all countries where there is a dry and a wet 
season a waterfall will differ greatly at different sea- 
sons of the year. Gersoppa— the little-known but 
magnificent waterfall on the west coast of India 
south of Bombay—is nearly dry before the end of 
the cold weather; but after the rains the volume of 
water discharged into the chasm, which is nearly 
900 ft. in sheer depth, is so great that the fall itself 
is rendered almost invisible by the spray. 

The same holds true of the Victoria Falls. They 
are at their lowest before the rains which begin in 
December, and visitors in the dry season—ie. 
between September and December—console lion: 
selves for the relatively meagre wisps and driblets 
of water which in many parts of the fall are all that 
come over the edge, by the better opportunities that 
they enjoy of examining the walls of the great 
chasm which through unnumbered ages the resist- 
less river has been eating into the heart of the black 
basalt. At that season a man can wade across many 
parts of the river at no great distance from the top 
of the fall, for the water is seldom more than 2 ft 
to 3 ft. in depth, and often much less. i 

It is in April and May, when, though the rain has 
ceased at the falls, the swollen water from the up- 
lands far in the interior reaches them, that they are 
at their highest, and then the river pours in a flood 
like that of Niagara over the lip, and plunges in an 
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unbroken sheet into the shrouded abyss below, Thi 
is a glorious spectacle. But such is the density 
fury of the spray-storm rising into the air lik

The two islands ra Мы visited, bee 
they are on the lip of tne fall, are Cataract Is 
and Livingstone Island; on the latter, the tree up 
which the great missionary-traveller cut his initi 
still exists (although no trace of the inscription n 
survives). From either of these islands some of 1 
most awe-inspiring views of the falls can be 
tained. 
_ This breaking-up of the river above the fall 
giving it the appearance of pushing its way throv 
& rock-strewn trough or shallow depression in thé 
surrounding jungle, rather than of carrying islam: 
upon a broad and liquid bosom, is perhaps dis 
pointing to the stranger, and renders it surpris 
that so relatively moderate a volume of wate’ 
though more than a mile in width—can produce 
amazing a spectacle when it falls. It also expla 
why the crest of the cataract, instead of bein 
at Niagara, a glittering sweep of green, curving 
some monstrous billow to the fall, is broken im 
separate foaming channels, which sometimes sw 
asunder as they leap the edge, and are churned 
rocky saucers at the very summit of the catara 
before they take the final plunge. С 
But, the edge once passed, the Victoria Falls ap- 
pear to the writer to excel in grandeur any specta ] 
of the same kind in the world. For they possess ty 
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incomparable features. In the first place the cliff- 
wall down which they are hurled is sheer from top 
to bottom, 350 feet to 400 feet of perpendicular 
descent. Conceive a black wall over a mile in 
length, and over the top of this tremendous preci- 
pice à continuous cataract of water toppling down 
from the sky, save in the three places where larger 
islands, carrying their growth of jungle right to the 
edge of the abyss, have protected a section of the 
cliff and interposed a gleaming surface of rock 
between the snowy fleeces of the falls on either side. 

The second feature is more remarkable still. The 
majority of falls can oly be seen at an angle from 
the banks of the river below, or from a considerable 
distance, should the river make a bend, or from some 
convenient artificial standpoint, like the Suspension 
Bridge at Niagara. But here, at the Zambesi, 
Nature herself has supplied the most wonderful plat- 
forms which it is possible to conceive, with belve- 
deres or outlook towers built out at convenient points 
for the spectator to take his view. 

The formation of the gorge is responsible for this 
astonishing feature. Although the river discharges 
itself in an almost straight line into the chasm 
below, there is only one outlet from this chasm and 
that is about three-quarters of the way across from 
the left or southern bank, where the entire water 
that has come over forces its way through a single 
aperture only 100 yards wide into the whirlpool 
known as the Boiling Pot, and commences its zigzag 
descent through the 45 miles of cafion towards the 
sea. 

From left to right or from right to left we can 
walk along the near side of the chasm from end to 
end, save at the point of exit, and gaze at the falls 
immediately opposite as though we were standing in 
some showman’s panorama and were looking across 
an intervening hollow, devised to assist the illusion, 
at the painted canvas beyond. Only here is no arti- 
ficial picture, but the living masterpiece of a more 
than human showman; tangible, because the seud 
of the spray-strom lashes us in the face; throbbing 
with movement, because the heaven above and the 
earth beneath appear to be equally in travail; 
audible, because in our ears is the rattle of eternal 
thunder. 

Along the strip of land, which constitutes the 
eastern boundary wall of the chasm and is exactly 
on a level with the lip of the falls, a pathway has 
been made through the sodden grass and the dripping 
trees; and from this pathway, at the distance of 
every 50 to 100 yards, smaller tracks strike out to 
the vantage points at the edge of the chasm. At 
any one of these bastions a mau can walk to the very 
brink; immediately opposite him, and so close that 
he can almost pitch a stone into it, is the descending 
wall of foam; and from the pit below there leaps 
up in volleys like small-shot, and with a fury that 
blinds and stuns, the eternal spray-storm. 

There are many points of view from which we can 
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study the mile-long race of water thundering like a 
cavalry charge to its doom, and then perishing in 
the clatter of its terrific downfall. We can cross 
the gorge by the filigree span of the railway bridge— 
an ornament rather than a desecration to the scene— 
and inspect the furthermost fall close to the northern 
bank; we can clamber along the thin, serrated ridge 
of rock known as the Knife Edge, which connects 
the further bank with a big rock buttress, which 
here projects like a huge pyramid into the stream 
and forms one pillar of the gateway through which 
the river rushes into the Boiling Pot 400 feet below; 
or, crossing again to the near bank, we can enter 
the Rain Forest and scramble out on to the aerial 
promontory known as Danger Point, where, crouch- 
ing on a hummock of slippery stones, within a foot 
of the edge, we can look straight opposite at what 
is ealled the Rainbow Fall. i 

This is by far the most imposing spectacle. The 
spray-storm surges upwards from the bottom of the 
chasm with a concussion like the firing of machine 
guns and with a force that takes away the breath. 
But as the mist-wreaths waver and divide, through 
the rifts are seen the parallel and interminable files 
of the cataract, careering to the edge and leaping it 
in a hurricane of foam. Here it is that the thunder 
echoes most loudly from the gloomy caverns of the 
abyss; here the stinging buffets of the whirlwind 
lash the face with the most pitiless fury; and here 
the smoke-clouds, spouting like portentous geyser- 
jets into the air, scatter aloft, and, dissolving, 
wreathe the chasm with a perpetual crown. 

The next most imposing view is from Cataract 
Island. One can stand here on the upper lip of the 
fall and look down the whole length of the prodigious 
trench or fissure into which it plunges. The bottom 
is only dimly visible through the watery whirlwind 
but now and again amid the swirl can be seen the 
sullen and foam-flecked surface of the river in the 
pool. From the jagged rocks at the bottom the 
foam spurts upwards with a rush and the detonation 
claps from crag to crag as though concealed forces 
were firing volleys at each other from emplacements 
in the confronting cliffs. No waterfall in the world 
can show any spectacle—though it is sound as well 
as sight—to compare with this. . 

At one place on the further or northern bank we 
can descend by rocky path to the bottom of the 
gorge, and, passing through the exquisite jungle 
known as the Palm Grove, where the fronds of the 
overhanging trees drip with an everlasting shower, 
can reach the level of the river, at the point where 
it forms the backwash of the Boiling Pot. This 
is not to be compared with the rapids or with the 
vast circular basin known as the Whirlpool at 
Niagara, for the space is confined. 

A swimmer might have trouble in the eddies, but 
there is no reason why he should be drowned. In 
fact, the Zambesi rapids are not at any point in the 
сайоп to be compared with those of Niagara. 


s 
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In scenery, the surroundings of the Victoria Falls 
greatly surpass their American rival. For every 
pinnacle and rocky buttress is clothed from top to 
bottom, at least in the rainy season, with a clustering 
forest-growth; and the contrast of the white storm 
of the cataract and the gloomy swirl of the torrent, 
with the brilliant green of the verdure amid which 
it pursues its course, is a fascination that never 
palls. But here again, though we are in the tropies, 
the vegetation, with rare exceptions, has none of the 
exuberance which those who know Asia associate 
with the term; and the surroundings of the Indian 
waterfalls immensely exceed in natural beauty any- 
thing that the Zambesi can show. 

Thus we arrive at the conclusion that in all those 
attributes which concern the fall itself, and are of 
primary value, it is pre-eminent, and may deservedly 
be called the greatest river-wonder in the world. 
Never can there fade from the mind of one who has 
seen it the vision of those towers of descending foam, 
the shouting face of the cataract, the thunder of the 
watery phalanxes as they charge and reel and are 
shattered in the bottom of the abyss, or the spray- 
spumes whizzing upwards like a battery of rockets 
into the air. 

As the train plunges slowly into the forest and 
takes us back from the Falls Station into the every- 
day world, the mist-clouds streaming like smoke 
through the trees and forming a dense white canopy 
1,000 feet in height in the sky, and the low thunder, 
whose reverberations still fill the air, conclude a 
unique experience and crown an imperishable 
memory.

Girls are like politicians. One looks forward to 
matrimony, the other to holding office. And just 
as politicians too often study how to make them- 
selves popular, rather than how to be competent 
public servants, in other words, how to gain publie 
offices rather than how to administer them, so girls 
as often study how to win a husband, rather than 
how to perform efficiently the work of a good house- 
wife. Instead of learning how to cook, sew and 
keep house, the modern gitl learns how to play the 
piano. 

Housewifery must be always the prineipal work 
of women, and every woman ought to learn the trade 
thoroughly. The art of keeping house must be 
learned, like any other art, though a good many 
women seem to think it comes by nature. 

Parents are quite as much to blame as girls for 
the fact that so few girls attend housekeeping and 
cooking schools. Fathers laugh at the girls and 
mothers resent the idea of ?ny person pretending 
to be able to teach their daughters more about cook- 
ing than the girls can learn' at home.

My dear Friends: 

Tn this season after Easter and before the warm- 
est weather comes there is one work to which I 
wish to ask your attention, in which I desire espe- 
cially to arouse your interest, and for which I am 
about to ask your enthusiastic support. Iam think- 
ing and writing now of the Summer Fresh Air 
Work for our people. 


Change of Place. 


This year we have rented a house suited to our 
purposes in Cape May, N. J. The place has all the 
advantages we found at Belmar with the addi- 
tional features of a better bathing beach and 
greater accessibility to the city; while the location 
of the house Изе is nearer to the railroad station 
and nearer to the ocean. 


Purposes of the Work. 


We are already familiar with the fact that this 
method of supplying, or helping to supply, to our 
people the opportunity for a vacation of a week 
at the seashore gives us a desirable and favorable 
chance to know them better, to continue their in- 
terest in the work of the Parish throughout the 


‘warm weather, and especially to give the sort of 


vacation and recreation which many of them un- 
aided would not be able to secure. We found last 
year that these objects, by and large, were all 
achieved; our plans were more than realized, and 
we are anxious to repeat something we believe was 
well worth doing and fairly well done. 


The Question of Expense. 


By referring to the October number the Tne 
Paris: Нкгрев, it will be found that the total ex- 
pense of this work last year, everything included, 
was $3,063.35. Of this amount from the offerings 
and contributions at the Chapel we received the

This year I hope that each of these items may be 
at least as large, and there is one which I think 
we have a right to expect will be larger. This is 
the item: “Contributions from 22 Individuals." 
The work is now well established; the preliminary 
experiments have all been made successfully and 
the results are convincing evidence of the full 
value return from every dollar expended. I there-

This matter of expense is one of interest also to 
those who are planning to spend a week at the 
Vaeation House. 'The cost per week, for each per- 
son, including car fare on the trains to and from 
Cape May will be, for those under sixteen years 
of age, three dollars ($3.00) per week; for those 
over sixteen years of age, four dollars ($4.00) per 
week.

On Thursday evening, June 10th, all who have 
by that time decided to go for a week to the Vaca- 
tion House, should be at the Parish House at 
eight o'clock, ready to receive final instructions 
as to the date of their going to Cape May, regula- 
tions regarding place of meeting, ete, and also, 
and particularly, to pay the amount as indicated 
above. These charges are not so much for board 
and so much for car fare; the amount of three 
dollars in the one case covers cost of board and 
car fare; in the other case, four dollars, board 
and сат fare. This charge is for all necessary ex- 
penses from the time the train leaves Market strect 
ferry to the time it returns there. Any extra 
"spending money" is entirely a matter of personal 
need. One could get along perfectly well and have 
a good time without it.

e The Girls’ Friendly Society. 


On Sunday evening, April 18th, the annual re- 
ception service was held in the Chapel, at which 
time thirty-seven (37) girls were admitted to mem- 
bership after a year’s probation, and five (5) 
associates were received for active work. During 
the past year the membership has increased fifty- 
four (54), the total now being one hundred and 
fifty-two (152). One hundred and thirty-five girls 
and associates marched into the Chapel for this 
annual service. There was a large congregation, 
the choir sang splendidly and the service was the 
best we have had. 

One of the working associates, Miss Edith Bregy, 
gave a cake and candy sale at her own home one 
afternoon in April, the proceeds of which amounted 
to $35. This has been donated for the work of 
the Vacation House at Cape May, and together 
with the proceeds of the play given by the girls 
makes a total of ninety-five (95) dollars secured 
through the Girls’ Friendly for this purpose. 

Miss Bregy also altered the lettering on the 
beautiful banner of the Friendly. so that it now 
reads “Epiphany Chapel.” The work was done 
neatly and ingeniously. 

During the past month the girls have been enter- 
tained by Miss Kromer. who brought to the gym- 
nasium her dog “Terry,” and gave a unique and 
interesting exhibition of his many tricks. 
was thoroughly enjoyed by all the girls. 

Mrs. Caley, of the Church of St. Jude and The 
Nativity, gave a talk to the girls on G. F. S. work 
at one of their meetings in Lent. 

Mrs. Holman presented a very good sideboard, 
with drawers and closets, in which the materials 
in use in the work of the Friendly may be safely 
and conveniently stored. She also gave ten dollars 
with which to replace the materials on which the 
girls were working at the time of the fire. These 
had been stored in one of the rooms where the fire 
was worst. For this same purpose Miss Bryant 
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also contributed five dollars, and Mrs. Conrad five 
dollars. This total, twenty dollars, was sufficient 
to replace the articles lost. 

On Easter Monday evening Miss Holman pre- 
sented to each member and to each associate of the 
Friendly a candy Easter egg. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary, Miss Pearsall and Miss 
Wallbridge made contributions for the work of ће 
Friendly which are acknowledged in the proper 
column. 

The Lenten work of the Friendly is now com- 
pleted and will be divided between St. Augustine's 
School, Raleigh, N. C., and the maternity ward of 
the Woman's College Hospital on North College 
Avenue, Philadelphia. This work consisted of 6 
children's aprons, 14 women's aprons, 20 baby slips, 
5 baby sacks, 3 baby skirts, 4 shirt waists, 5 dresses 
for little girls, 7 bureau covers, 9 tray cloths, 15 
towels, 15 scrap books, 2 dolls and 95 bean bags. 
Total value, 124 articles, $38.97. This makes a 
total of six hundred and seventy-two (672) articles 
made or contributed by the Girls’ Friendly since 
last May. Contributed for missions in money and 
boxes, $165.80; for parochial objects, $174.25; for 
philanthropic objects, $81.00; for endowment fund 
of С. Е.

for this much of this year you will come regu- 
larly? 

And, there is one group or class or type of per- 
sons I would urge especially to come to church 
this year, to this church, this season. They are 
persons whom I have often heretofore seen’ in 
church occasionally, but know only by sight and 
can thus address only at random through the 
mere chance of this paper falling into their hands 
or of its being placed there by some of their 
friends who are here more regularly. These are 
they, who although technically strangers, we con- 
sider friends already. 

In the matter of pews, there will always be 
a place for you. The custom in this parish is to 
consider the pews downstairs “rented pews” and 
those in the gallery “free pews;" so that any one 
may be satisfed whichever is his or her prefer- 
ence in a matter which is after all a mere matter 
of method. Even though the gallery pews are 
free, certain persons who pay pew rent down- 
stairs sit upstairs from preference; while, even 
though the pews below are rented, that would 
not mean they were all full every Sunday. There 
are always places for visitors. 

Personally, if I were a visitor in church I 
would as lief sit in the gallery as in the nave, - 
in an un-rented pew as in a rented one; but there 
are many people who would not. And they 
should have every cónsideration. Visitors are 
entitled to courtesy whether 'they visit one's 
church or one's home and, in this church, every 
living member of the same is eager to make them 
feel that this is true in every way in their power. 
I hope that you will take these words as full 
assurance of that fact. If a play upon words may 
be pardoned, when they come to our service we 
are eager to be at your service. - 

That being the attitude of cordiality and cour- 
tesy on the part of pew-holders, no visitor can 
well meet it with less consideration than to be 
patient for a few minutes at the beginning of the 
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service until these have had time to be seated. 
And they always are. If you who read this hap- 
pen to be one such a visitor, please take this as 
an urgent personal invitation to come here to 
church and to come often. There will always be 
a place for you. 

And there will always be a welcome—in so far 
as a church can extend a welcome. 

In so far as a church can extend a welcome? 
Yes, for that is a point by itself.. What is a wel- 
come in church? How can it be extended? and 
upon what conditions? Is there anything incum- 
bent on a stranger in a city or community who 
wishes the acquaintance, services or ministrations 
of the people or the clergy of a congregation? 
If so, what is it? And will they do it? 

T cannot speak for other parishes, but only for 
this one. But, speaking for it, I declare there is 
no other single thing the clergy are so anxious 
for as to know the names and to have the ad- 
dresses of every person who throughout the year 
enters its doors to worship. They do everything 
within their power to seek them out. They want 
to know them, welcome them and be of use to

Young gentlemen, graduates, students, profes- 
sors, alumnae; 


I think this is the fifth year you have done us 
the honor and given us the pleasure of coming 
here for service on this Sunday of your gradu- 
ation week. I not only think, I know, that each 
year we are, if possible, more glad to have you 
than the year before. I only wish there was good 
ground to hope that each year you were being re- 


‚ paid in the same increasing ratio. 


The feeling of one who stands in the pulpit 
and looks toward the pews to-day is a mixed 
feeling. There are in this feeling two elements: 
there is much pleasure and as much regret. It 
is pleasant beyond words to look out over a con- 


` gregation so large as this in which the majority 


is one of men over women: it is with regret as 
keen and poignant that one realizes that this is 
not always so. Is there any reason for this 
(other than the patent one that there are more 
women in the world than men, and consequently 
more always in evidence) ? 

Ah, yes. The fact is sterner and its import 
deeper than one to be either denied or derided. 
Is there any valid reason for it? And, even be- 
yond general reasons, to be quite specific, is 
there any reason why men of your own and al- 
lied professions, doctors, chemists, druggists, 
physicists, pathologists, pharmacists, least of all 
men, go to church? This is about the situation. 
This has been almost your status as mere stu- 
dents: it is likely to become still more so when 
you become druggists. At the outset, therefore, 
at this your Commencement time, I want to stop 
and talk this whole thing out with you. Why do 
you not go to church? Or, if that is not a flat 
enough way to put it, why are you not more re- 
ligious ? 

I think there are several minor reasons and 
then one main опе. The minor are the ones you 
give, both to yourselves and to others; the major, 
the real one, is one you never give and one may-

` sons І spoke of: there is still a major one. Most 
of you go further than this—and, alas, fare worse. 
Because of your dealings with matter you are 
likely to become materialists. Your whole life's 
task consists in dealing with matter, and in deal- 
ing with it, too, in special and peculiar ways. 
You deal in particles and minutiae; you analyze 
substances to their farthest dividing point and 
you combine them again by fixed rules of propor- 
tion. You work with exactitude and precision. 

The point is you do everything by fixed laws. 
There must be no mistake in the conditions and 
there can be no uncertainty in the result. There 
js no room for conjecture and no place for guess- 
work; you act upon knowledge and not by faith 
and you abhor a mystery as Nature does a vacu- 
um. When you stand over your crucible and 
mortar and retort and test-tube, and see the 
strange things that go on there, you seem to be 
watching the work of creation itself and (mean- 
while mistaking, I feel sure, mere effects for 
causes), to see a creation which needs no 
Creator. 

Now, let us look at this for a moment. To me 
all this would seem to tend in the very opposite 
direction. Far from being rendered callous, flip- 
pant, blasé, skeptical or irreligious by the things 
I see in nature, I am given pause in all my 
thinking, rendered sober, thoughtful, fearful al- 
most, at the awful earnestness of it all; aye, at 
the very mystery of it. When even I, a merest 
tyro, contemplate the marvels in the field you 
work in, I can only gaze in wonder. I gaze and 
I wonder until I begin to adore. When I gain 
—even.a little text-book knowledge, hear certain 
definitions and discover a few fixed and fearful 
laws; when I hear of compounds and elements, 
molecules and atoms, ions and electrons; when 
you tell me about radio-activity, and the periodic- 
law; I feel that every commonest thing I handle 
| 18 obeying laws that are as stern as destiny— 
laws, too, that rule my destiny. 

Moreover, when I discover that the laws of 
matter and of motion are the same in every part 
of space: that chemical, physical, electrical phe- 
nomena are constant and unvariable, consistent 
as far as discernable everywhere, whether in the 
flame of a Bunsen butner in a laboratory on 
“North Tenth street or in the whitest-heated 
‘Speck of nebula millions of light-miles away, I 
am surprised, startled, appalled.

These foregoing three, then, are the minor Tea 
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sea-shore to the suns that throng the Milky Way, 
is intensely real, and that he is a part of that 
reality, a factor in its creation and an agent in 
its direction, the conviction of the seriousness of 
his every thought and the consequences of his 
every act is enough to sober any man and make 
him feel that life is real, life is earnest." 

‚ Are you materialists? Then, so am I. But 
instead of that taking aught from my devoutness 
it only adds to it. I am so dazed and mystified 
that I cannot stop there. I must go you one bet- 
ter. While I gaze on matter thus, itself becomes 
a spirit. Nor am I alone in this. On all hands 
to-day amazement at the newly-discovered prop- 
erties of matter outflanks the onslaught of the 
old crass form of Materialism, so called, in all 
our thinking. The New Materialism is so much 
better than the Old Idealism that it, in its turn, 
has become an Idealism of its own and is in all 
things Spiritual. 

When one enters your field of study, passes 
the verge even of the field at large of Science, a 
field including so many special fields each care- 
fully defined, named, circumscribed and eulo- 
gized, the thing he first expects to be impressed 
by is the exactness, the reliability, the cold, hard 
logic, the mathematical certainty, the clear ap- 
parency of everything that goes on there. He is 
in search of facts and feels he has no need of 
faith; he goes after certitude, he will take with 
him no credulity; he is clear-headed, cold- 
blooded, cold-hearted if you will. He is a ration- 
alist, not a mystic; he will learn all things, he 
will believe in nothing; everything that he finds 
here he expects will be reasonable, understand- 
able, believable. 

Now, as a matter of fact, the thing that really 
does impress one in this realm is the profound 
mystery, the sheer unreasonableness, the utter 
unbelievableness of the facts, features and pro- 
cesses that one meets with, happens on or sets in 
motion. Even common observation provides il- 
lustrations here. I walk out in the country, for 
example, and I see a line of copper wire hanging 
from a series of supports. It seems to have no 
power nor force nor art to produce motion. Yet, 
while I look, I see a car. weighing a dozen tons 
come into sight propelled at forty miles an hour 
beneath that wire—propelled by some power 1n it 
I cannot see. This seems unreasonable. Yet, аз 
a reality, it is the merest commonplace. 

Or I walk the deck of an ocean steamer and 
look about in all directions, seeing nothing, hear- 
ing nothing. The vessel is out of sight of land, 
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out of the horizon-circled range of vision of pass- 
ing ships even, surely out of reach and touch of 
everything and everybody and, if ever human 
sense taught common sense, there is here no 
earthly means of getting news from home or 
sending messages without a messenger. But lo, 
the while I am reflecting on this certainty, and 
definitely determining this impossibility, Т am 
handed a wireless telegram, in name as strange 
an anomaly as in fact it is a marvel beyond all 
belief. Р 

Or І turn from the field of mere observation 
to the still more mystic realm of hard research. 
I learn somewhat of the “Three Entities"—Mat- 
ter, Ether and Energy. Ihad supposed that mat- 
ter was substance ; it becomes plain that it is not. 
I supposed it was material; it seems rather to be 
only motion, or at best only material in motion. 
I am told of the Conservation of Energy and the 
Correlation of Forces. I discover that, just as 
you can turn snow into ice and ice into water and 
water into steam and the whole thing back again 
into water, and have just the same quantity left 
at the last as at first, so you can turn heat into 
power, power into motion, motion into electricity, 
electricity into light, changing thus the form of 
force or energy and maybe dissipating its units, 
some of them, off to the ends of the universe, but 
that you cannot by any possibility annihilate it or 
destroy it. 

And then you tell me about Ether: tell me that 
this planet, with its neighbors, with the suns and 
stars and constellations, is floating in an ocean 
which no man can see but which is as vast as the 
realm of space itself, an ocean which is not wet 
but dry, something more translucent than air yet 
which is not an airy thing but a solid, a substance 
so thin that light waves tremble through it at 
the rate of 186,000 miles a second, yet so dense 
in some other ways as to be as impenetrable as a 
wall of granite! Now, what can I make of that? 
You teach me facts that sound like fiction; you 
impart such knowledge as sounds more like faith ; 
until my head fairly goes round with thinking 
on seemingly senseless, irrational, ununderstand- 
able and unbelievable facts—which yet are facts. 

Moreover, of all the strange things in this 
whole strange realm, the strangest, I have 
thought, are those in your especial field, in chem- 
istry and pharmacy. When you take up your 
test-tube and blow-pipe, your tables of elements 
and formulae of abstracts, use solvents and bases 
and get reactions and precipitates, observe crys- 
tallization and immiscibility, you seem to be an 
operative in the very factory in which worlds 


have been made and are still being made, 


which bears no resemblance, either in its appear- 
ance or its properties, to its progenitors. The 
question rises: is it possible that divinity may so 
act upon humanity as to produce a “New Сгеа- 
ture"? 

When, for example, the combining equivalents 
of Sodium and Chlorine are brought together, we 
see these two elements disappear and a third 
something, which we know as common salt, take 
their place. Do we have here something more 
than a mere illustration? Is it not the case that 
“the original qualities of a man's character, like- 
' wise struck upon by some influence from without, 
unthought of by himself, combine with this new 
element to produce a human result as different 
from the first as water is different from either 
the Hydrogen or the Oxygen out of whose union 
it has been formed"? As students of pharmacy, 
your whole course of study has been the reading 
of one long story, the story of that perpetual 
transformation, in which, under the action of 
chemical affinities, matter is ever changing its 
shape, dropping old powers and qualities, and 
taking on new. The question I ask; therefore, is 
whether a precisely similar law is not discernible 
in the innér life; whether, in short, there is not 
a chemistry of the soul with its law of combining 
proportions, and consequent disappearances and 
transformations. Т quote this illustration and 
some of these words from one, Professor Brier- 
ley. 

At least this is certainly true in many of the 
commonest affairs of daily life, in many every 
‘day experiences. It is apparent that what things 
are in themselves is nothing: it is what they are 
in relation to men that counts, с. g., one walks 
through a city and observes its buildings. 
What are they? So much stone and lime, iron 
and timber? If that were all they would not be 
buildings, but heaps. The structures are, in fact, 
embodied ideas, the ideas of the architect, the 
contractor, the artist who, constructed and em- 
bellished them. Besides, some of these buildings 
have more in them than that. Here, for exam- 
ple, is the house in which the beholder was born. 
He returns from far pilgrimage in the world, 
stands within what once was his old home, on 
the worn hearth-stone, and what is it causes his 
heart to throb and his eye to moisten? The

It is not without significance that 
Cupid is pictured as possessed of a bow and a 
quiver of arrows. Something may come into life, 
new and curious, shot as it were from some point 
at a distance. And it strikes—so I am told— 
deeply, and works transformation (I have ob- 
served), radical and lasting. Nothing more tell- 
ing could be cited, perhaps, by way of illustrating 
the concordance of an outside impact with an in- 
ner power of response. 

Now this is true also in religion; in fact, just 
this is religion, Thinkers from the earliest 
ages have tried to trace a correspondency be- 
tween the two realms of the inner and the outer 
in the midst of which we stand. As man and 
nature are studied more thoroughly in our day 
so much the more is the impression growing on 
us that the pulsations of the human spirit are 
an answer to the pulse which throbs through the 
outer world. 

To sum up, and again to use quotation, “When 
we study men, we find the phenomena of their 
lives resolving themselves substantially into two 
things—first, the sum of their original qualities, 
and second the currents of external influence to 
which those qualities are being constantly sub- 
jected. And, more, of all these outside solvent 
and transforming forces, the most stupendous is 
the Spirit of God as it strives with the Spirit of 
Man. Especially does Christianity, in its doc- 
trines, its history, its claims and its conquests, at 
once assume and prove the operation of such a 
chemistry of souls as we have been discussing. 
Its whole appeal is based on the possibility of a 
new human product being obtained from the 
combination of original qualities with a special 
influence. Man may become a new creature by 
union with a spiritual power which waits to com- 
bine with him. This is in essence the Gospel it- 
self and it is as scientific as it is inspiring.” 
“The spirit itself beareth witness with our spirits 
that we are the children of God.”

But that has always seemed to 
due a poor reason for urging men to do а thing 
е this. There is a better one. 


— The Church, like the Sabbath, was made for 
man, not man for the Church. The Church is 
ant to serve people primarily, not people to 
€ it for its sake especially. No Christian 
Ives a church by going to it, as a pilgrim goes 
| Mecca, as a savage goes to tithe his altar, as 
heathen dances round a sacred shrine, or as 
lolaters prostrate themselves before their 
Shrines—for the shrines’ sake.. No more, it 
ems to me, is it permissible—it certainly is 
г profitable—to urge проп any one the duty 
church- going for the Church's sake. 


TRector's Letter. 


Especially to strangers, transient residents in city, and visitors in church. 


How many, by that form of false reasoning, 
would go to-morrow, for example, to a shop or 
factory, a market-place or counting-house? How 
many, for that reason, of a Sunday, tour the 
town in automobiles, spend hours poring over 
pictorial pages, play golf or go * * œ ah 
there! I have it. There’s the exact illustration. 
Think of going to Atlantic City for Atlantic 
City’s sake! 

No. They do these things because they be- 
lieve these do them good. Maybe they don’t; 
but that is no matter, They serve those because 
those seem to be of service to them. That, pre- 
cisely that, is why I ask you to go to church: it 
will do you good. O, yes, it will: more than you 
think. And maybe (I whisper this only to one 
at a time), maybe you need it more than you 
know—or let on. 

I make no apology for this frankness. It is 
but the frankness of a fact. All people are the 
better for saying their prayers. No one is “just 
as good,” not having the church-going habit, not 
making this a practice, as they would be if they 
had or did. One may be good. That is not the 
point. The point is he is not as good. I am 
not even sure that he is very good at all; for he 
is not trying to be good as hard as, maybe not 
even in the way that, he ought to be. The Church 
has something to give those who need it. And 
this church, this parish, has something special 
to give to you especially. I know that it has— 
and so will you if you try it. I urge you to do 
this this winter, | $ 

Please do not mind the brusqueness, if this 
should seem brusque. I have tried hard to be 
honest and have tried hard to be plain. Iam try- 
ing to induce you to do what you ought to do. 
I know you òught and so do you.

My Dear Friends: 

When it comes, once a month, to choosing a 
theme for this letter, the possibility of choosing 
one at all is almost every time precluded by the 
fact that there are half a dozen all ready to 
choose themselves and thrust themselves forth, 
clamoring for space, the principal purpose of 
printing the paper being, of course, as you know, 
simply to have here a medium through which 
to make announcements and present reports, to 
say “Thank you” for things and to ask for 
other things, in ways not proper and at a length 
inappropriate from the chancel, in church, on 
Sunday mornings. 


This entire department of the paper I have 
once or twice been tempted to entitle—the al- 
literation itself is so tempting—“A Pastor’s Per- 
plexities.” I say one or twice; what I really 
mean is once or twice a year. For at two times 
especially each year one is hard put to it. One is 
when, so early in the season, you all go away; 
the other is when, so late in the season, you do 
not come back. I mean this at this time only in 
regard to the work of the parish, although I 
feel it also full as keenly in the matter of the 
church’s worship. 


If one spoke of this too often, or spoke of it 
in ways that did not concern him, it would be 
out of place, But twice is not too often; it af- 
fects the church's work just half the year. And 
there is one regard in which it is not out of 
place. It is this: The work of this parish halts 
unreasonably long—for want of workers, For 
example, here is a good case in point. When 
as late this year as the first of October, we ге- 
sumed the sessions of the Sunday School—ses- 
sions that had ceased since May, five months be- 
fore,—we had to do it without a single teacher. 
The school numbers, all told, all winter, in all 
departments, say three hundred and fifty. Five 
departments, however, could not begin at that 
time at all, nor some for a month or more 
later. On one Sunday, as late almost as the first 
of November, in the morning school, one hun- 
dred and twenty out of one hundred and fifty 
scholars were present and seven out of ten 
teachers were absent. What can a superinten- 
dent do? What can you expect any one to do?

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Young ladies, 1 hope you all have sense of humor 
enough to see the humor of this situation. hope 
you all agree with me regarding the entire unfitness, 
the total and utter inappropriateness, the complete, 
thorough and full ridiculousness of my attempting to 
make this address. The idea of my trying to talk about 
your profession, to you who are my betters, in the pres- 
ence of these who are both your and my own elders! 


There is only one possible qualification I can think 
of that I possibly possess, that is my subtle and pro- 
found, my boundless and exhaustless, my thoroughly 
accurate, minute and detailed ignorance of the entire 
subject І must be supposed to dwell upon. The advan- 
tage is in this: I have always heard that those who have 
had the least experience in doing any special thing can 
always give the most advice about the doing of that 
very thing. If this axiom be sound, then, a young gen- 
tleman who knows, by such process of reasoning, every 
thing there is to know about this subject, giving advice 
to a group of young ladies who have just completed 
the task of learning, theoretically, a few things, in the 
presence of a company of parents and elders, who, of 
course, know nothing either way about it—this ought to 
be the perfection of speechmaking. 


There is one point at which everyone, addressing 
every such company, at every such season as this, begins, 
and that even before beginning his speech. Some do 
this out of habit. I only know that I do it to-night 
because I am eager to, because I want to, because, in 
short, I can't go any further until I have done it. 1 
begin with a word of congratulation; of con- 
gratulation and felicitation. I congratulate you 
heartily upon having completed so well and 50 
creditably the course of study of which this even- 
ing marks the completion; I felicitate you, and 
I wish you well, upon that longer course of work, added 
to study, of which this day marks the commencement. 
More than that, I make bold, even beyond this, to go 
one cautious step farther, I congratulate a multitude of 
parents not here present and a generation of children 
yet unborn upon their future great good fortune, parents 
and children alike, in that they are to have, although 
they know it not, the trained and practised aid of 
teachers who are kindergartners. 


But now, as a stranger to you in the same manner 
and degree as to my theme, I most naturally begin by 
wondering who you are and what it is you are going to 
do. I might think of you as coming, some each from 
two different environments and as going to each of two 
different tasks. But I do not. I might think of your 
homes as unalike and of the fields of labor to which 
you will go as divergent. But, on the whole, in one 
regard, these origins are similar and all these des- 
tinations are identical. 

What I am hinting at is this: Regret it as we may, 
we cannot help but think, in some of the relations 
of life, of people under that great two-fold classification,

the rich and the poor. While the line between these 
classes is one not easy to draw, even in imagination, 
there is one place in which approximately it draws itself; 
that is, in the sharp line of distinction that exists between 


our public and our private schools. Between the 
groups of pupils in schools of these two divergent types, 
in a city such as this, there is a great gulf fixed. 

Now, some of you have been trained in one of these, 
some in the other; which means that you come from 
homes, some technically rich, some technically and pro- 
verbially not so. You will go also to the training of 
children, some of you to those of one type as definitely 
and some to those of the other. The point I am coming 
to, and the thesis I am getting ready to defend, is that 
this has made no difference whatever in your purpose 
up to this point, and that it will make as little differ- 
ence in your practice in the future. You yourselves are 
all alike in this; you have one calling. The children 
you teach will all be alike in one thing also, that is, 
they present one opportunity. 


First, I say, you are all alike in that you have one 
calling. 

You have come from different homes and you will go 
to different schools. You were born in different cir- 
cumstances; you will work henceforth in different fields. 
There are some of you who will make of the work for 
which this course has trained you a means of livelihood; 
there are others in the case of whom this will not be 
so at all. To some of you, in other words, teaching 
children will be an occupation, while to others it will be 
an avocation. And yet I contend that, to all, it will be 
& vocation, a calling. 

"Calling" is good; for, in every case, there is some- 
thing back of your resolution to take up this work 
which is more than mere volition, more than a mere 
act of will on your part. There is something native and 
instinctive; something clamorous, insistent, urgent. You 
enter this profession, if at all, in answer to a summons. 
You do it because you are constrained to by an apti- 
tude. People who have no ear for music do not study 
the piano. People who have no taste for literature do 
not train themselves to write. People who “simply hate 
children" do not study to be kindergartners, There is 
one thing I repeat, that you all have in common, one 
regard in which you are all alike. No matter whence 
you come or where you go, you are all called to your 
work; you all do your work in response to one calling. 


In the second place, I observe that children are all 
alike in this, that they present one opportunity. 

The tasks to which you go will be, in one regard, all 
similar. You will all deal with children, with chil- 
dren under half a dozen years of age, and at 
that age, all children are alike. At least they are alike 
in this: that their little lives are yet unformed, their 
characters as yet unmoulded, and their instincts, tastes,

With these statements in mind, I would like now to 
make two suggestions, and then venture two, ‚ог рег- 
haps even three, pieces of advice. The suggestions are 
general and regard the mere treatment of children x 
such; the advice is specific, at so many points, a 
pertains to the teaching of them in particular. : 
suggestions, I say, have to do with the treatment o 
children in general, by anybody; the advice has to do 
with the teaching of them, and by you in particular. 

And I make these sugestions in earnest. I cannot 
help but feel that there are two grievous mistakes 
which so many well-meaning folk make in their treat- 
ment of children and that these two mistakes account, 
the one for most of the ignorance of the average 
child, the other for most of its unhappiness. 


The first suggestion, if I can make my meaning plain, 
is this: Be sure that you take children seriously 
enough. i 

One who teaches children is so often cautioned: 
Don't talk over their heads. On the contrary, І am 
more inclined to give the caution: Don’t talk under 
their feet. Putting yourself en rapport with a child, 
putting yourself in the child's place, does not песез- 
sarily mean making yourself childish. The fact As, 
children always know more than we are apt to give 
them credit for. It is a disputed question just how far 
back as my own memory goes, before it comes to the 
of six years, some to two. I do not know which are 
the nearer right. What I do know is that, as far 
back as my own memory goes, before it comes to the 
vanishing point, I can remember being vexed and 
troubled by one thing (something, by the way, for 
that matter, which has annoyed all of us in like man- 
ner ever since) that is, I knew more than anybody 
gave me credit for. When I was fifteen, or ten, or 
eight, yes when I was seven or six years of age, I 
knew things that nobody knew that I knew. . h 

This first, therefore, of my two suggestions is this: 
study always to know how high is a child’s level of 
intelligence, not how low it is. Never give a child's 
serious question a foolish answer. And the child will 
thank you for your courtesy and admire yott for your 
rare power of comprehension. - When they ask you 
questions, say you don't know, if you must; talk of 
something else in hope that the inquiry will pass, if 
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you would rather; but don't, by some silly, trifling, 
flippant answer, meet the little, keen, clear eyes, as 
big as silver dollars with expectancy and leave. the 
question to become a lump of disappointment in a 
quivering little throat and the child itself to become 
contemptuous of you for your lack of understanding 
of a child’s capacity to understand. 
And a second suggestion, one which follows hard. 
upon this first and were corrective of it if it should. 
be followed to too great extreme, is this; Never stare 
a child's self-consciousness in the face. - 
This suggestion must be heeded by those who would 
gain the confidence of children. You may look into 
a child's soul through its eyes for something you w: 
and draw it away as with a hook and line; but that 
child will never let you look that way again; it will 
avoid you, shun you, and in time, if you persist, wi 
hate you. "There are certain things in childhood, 
surely as do others in maturity, that go by favo 
And favors here, as elsewhere, come most often 
those who seek for them least—certainly least direc 
The one great favor that a child has to give is 
confidence. Every child has this to contribute, to g 
and every child is profligate wherever a gift is соп 
cerned, 
So let it be therefore in all things intimate betw 
you and your tiny pupils. If you would teach 
instruct, inform or advise, exhort or admonish, do 
if you can without causing self-reproach, self-de 
self-conceit, or self-consciousness of any kind. 
these exhibit themselves, be blind. Do not see th 
Remember you are old by comparison and they 
young; you are wise, they are not; you are big, th 
are little; and they expect you to deal with those 
“your own size” if you wish some one to combat w 
or tilt with, to test wits against and to fend гер 
and badinage and argument. ‘All which is my se on 
suggestion. Remember, the longest way round is | 
shortest way home. 


crave change thus continually and are never happy save 
when they are going somewhere: going away for the 
summer, going away for the winter, going away for 
the week-end, going to Europe, going South, going 
North, going to the city, going to the country, going 
to and fro about the earth, going everlastingly, hasting 
and never arriving, seeking and never attaining, rush- 
ing and never reposing? What is the cause of it? 
Where did the practice begin? Where does this pro- 
pensity first show itself? 


The cause lies deep hidden, maybe, but the custom 
itself lies on the very surface. It is one, moreover, 
a trait, a custom, a practice, a habit, what you will, 
that is amendable. It is one that can and ought to 
be condemned and counteracted. To this end there is 
at least one place, and that the most important place, 
in which training is possible. Go into the average 
school-room and as you are told to do at a railroad 
crossing, “stop, look, listen.” There is the quiver of 
restlessness on every hand; there is the nervous tattoo 
of shod toes on the floor; there is the trembling clat- 
ter of pencils on slate or on paper or desk-top; there 
are squirming bodies, roving eyes, wondering thoughts, 
fleeting attention and, above all, the bombardment of 
teacher with needless petitions. For the sake of self- 
control, of self-sufficiency, of simple sanity in the next 
generation, put a curb on this. Teach your children 
to sit still.

As surely as they must learn to obey in order some 
day to command, so surely must they learn to think 
in order in future to know, They must learn how to 
think. They must learn the power of‘ application, con- 
centration, fixation of interest. This is not a native 
instinct; it is an acquired one. Even to want to do 
this they must be urged; to learn how to do it they 
must be taught.

short cut to wisdom. To sing and to play and to drill 
and to dance, to be the “Leader of the outdoor line" 
or "Monitor of the gold-fish bowl" are all very well 
and are in place as pleasures and as pastimes; but to 
learn how to study is the chief object and end and aim 
of their school days. "Teach your children to think. 


In the third and last place, I advise you to teach them 
to pray. 

Just so surely as children, whether of smaller or of 
larger growth, must learn to obey in order to com- 
mand and must learn to think in order to know, so 
surely must they be good in order to be great. Now, 
to be good, in any worthy sense, it is necessary in some 
sense, to be religious. Nor will any substitute avail 
for this. "There are several phrases nowadays con- 
sidered "catchy." And they do catch the unwary. 
One of these is "The Religion of Nature" as though 
there were anything in Nature's realm not thoroughly 
exploited in this manner and for this sole purpose cen- 
turies on centuries ago! And with what result? The 
results are whispered in the Groves of Daphne and are 
graven in the Halls of Bacchus. 


Yet another and a more enticing phrase is "The Re- 
ligion of Democracy." A fetish is being made at pres- 
ent of "good citizenship." Instead of their church's 
Bible we will have our children read their country's 
Constitution; instead of the Missal, the Prayer Book or 
Psalter we will have them study history, sing patriotic 
songs and salute the flag. Alas! Believe me. There 
is nothing in it. They who counsel this, mistake ef- 
fects for causes; they confuse an end with a beginning; 
they would build a structure from the roof down- 
ward, and not first from the foundation upward. You 
can make good citizens out of good men—but not vice 
versa. Because, in one order, the second proceeds from 
the first, you cannot reason that the order may be 
readily reversed. You cannot make good citizens out 
of bad men. “Ex nihilo nihil fit" (Out of nothing 
nothing comes). There is only one way to become 
great; that is, to begin by being good. Teach your 
children to say their prayers, 


Let me close as I began, by congratulating you. As 
kindergartners, you are fortunate above all other kinds 
of teachers. You are favored in the fact that while 
you teach you will yourselyes be taught. You may 
even possibly acquire more wisdom than you impart. 
While you mould their minds, in this their first devel- 
opment, these mentors of your conduct will teach you 
lessons profound. At least they will if you allow them, 
They will do it thoroughly and well. There are no 
such candid critics as small children; there are no 
such monitors and censors; there is no reproof quite 
like their frown, ito absolution like their smile of wel- 
come and no benediction like the hand clasp of their 
confidence. If you keep an open mind and a tender 
heart, they will make you humble, keep you sane and 
give you courage. They will reprove and instruct, 
amuse and rejoice, enthuse and inspire you to better 
and still better living. You have chosen wisely your 
class motto. For are not these “children God's own 
best interpreters?"

Winning the Boy. 


In his parish paper, The Vineyard, the Rey, 
Malcolm Taylor, rector of St. Thomas’ Church, 
Taunton, Mass., presents the outline of an ad- 
dress to a “Mothers’ Meeting” on the subject 
“Winning the Boy.” 

The speaker first told those present what he 
is trying to do for the children in the Sunday 
School. He showed that unless the mothers _ 
stood back of the Sunday School teachers the 
work of the school would fail, and the children _ 
would miss that knowledge of the teachings of 
the Bible and of the Church which they ought. 
to obtain in the Sunday School. 

He then spoke of some of the ways by whi 
in the home, we can win and keep the confidenc 
of our boys. While recognizing the difficulty: 
controling high spirited boys, he insisted th 
the only authority which will last must be bas 
upon affection rather than on fear, not breaki 
an obstinate will by punishments, but controlli 
him by the unbroken love of the mother. 

Next to affection Mr. Taylor placed trust 
a power in winning the boy. A boy enjoys 
ting ahead of anyone whom he believes is spy 
upon him; but when his sense ‘of honor is rel: 
upon he hesitates to betray the trust. “You s 
that you trust me, mother," exclaimed a 
fellow, “then why do you always keep the 
on the top shelf?” 

Lastly Mr. Taylor spoke of the vital nee: 
full confidence between boys and their par 
questions of physical development and 
laws governing their bodies. The majori 
children enter the outside world, when they 
School, in total ignorance of all physical 
They pick up whatever they learn from i 
coarse talk of playmates, often wholly untri 
facts, and leading them into evil habits. 

Mr. Taylor pointed out the necessity of | 
ing the confidence of boys in these vital ma 
not hesitating through false modesty to an 
honestly their questions instead of evading 
The responsibility, he pointed out, lies with 
ents, and it is they who should teach those 
of life to their children, which they would o 
wise gather from the talk of the street or 
other unreliable and unsatisfactory sources.

In my pastoral work I have found chut 
members divided into four classes: | 
First were those who had no idea of Chr 
work, to whom religion was only a luxury, 
best a comfort, and who thought of thems 
as completely fulfilling all church obligatio 
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they attended church on pleasant Sundays and 
paid their pew rents. 

Second, those to whom the church ministered, 
but who did not minister to the church because 
other duties demanded all their time and strength. 
They were entirely right in not doing any church 
work. For church work and Christian work are 
not synonymous; and to them the church was 
not an opportunity for service, but an inspiration 
to service done elsewhere. 

Third were those who, driven by their con- 


sciences, or coaxed by their companions, were 


enrolled among the church workers, but never 
gave themselves to their work. They were ap- 
pointed on committees, but rarely attended; be- 
longed to the church societies, but were non-at- 
tending members; taught in the Sunday School, 
but never studied the lessons which they taught. 
They always served with reluctance, and early 
resigned because they had “done their share." 


Lastly were those who undertook some specific 
piece of work and did it with their might. 
Neither guests nor rain kept them from their 
self-selected tasks. These are they who give the 
church its real strength. А half-hearted and 
reluctant worker in the church is only one de- 
gree better than none—yes! often worse—a hin- 
drance, not merely not a help—Lyman Abbott.

My dear Friends: 

It would be a joy to its author, indeed, to feel 
that, to any extent, this page of print has helped 
increase the gratifying number of visitors and 
strangers who have been in church on Sunday 
for these past two months; That long ago we 
set apart this page for the exclusive purpose of 
presenting as pressing an invitation as the editor 
knows how to phrase to you especially to whom 
it is addressed. 

In this parish, be it said and re-said, clergy, 
vestry, congregation, choir, ushers, verger, all 
combined, have one earnest wish, one eager hope; 
that is, that we may make our Sunday services 
in church appeal tọ you, our neighbors, you who 
are in this part of the city only transiently, in 
hotels, boarding houses and apartment houses 
and that, by saying it a sufficient number of 
times, and by really meaning it with sufficient 
earnestness and seriousness, we may persuade 
you who are strangers and visitors and transients 
that you are in a very real and actual sense wel- 
come to any of the ministrations of the church 
you may need or desire. 

It has been to press this point and to extend 
this invitation that I have, for these months past, 
devoted this page to this letter exclusively, I 
have tried to address the letter to those members 
of just this community who seem to me to fall 
so fairly in this class, to whom I am so really 
eager and anxious to minister, and for whom we 
are all so anxious to make. this church a church- 
home in fact, as well as in name, while you reside 
in this part of the city. You will, of course, real- 
ize perfectly well that the only way in which I 
can say this is a wholly impersonal way. Not 
being able to say it by word of mouth to those 
whose names and addresses even he does not 
know, the best one can possibly do is to say it in 
print, then try to circulate this printed page as 
widely as he can and as definitely as he may 
among those to whom it is his desire to speak. 


I wish with all my heart that it were in our 
power to do even more for strangers than we 
are able to do. I wish that the clergy might 
know you all personally, or at least that they 
might know in which cases you wish to know 
them or wish them to know you. I wish also it 
were possible-—if І were sure it were desirable— 
that the clergy on Sunday could do in this church 
what I know is done often elsewhere, i. e. could 
take their stand at the church door and greet 
strangers as they come to worship and bid them 
Godspeed on their departure. But there are 
practical as well as theoretical difficulties. 

Personally, I find myself as time goes on, the 
more and more convinced that people do not 
come to church to "visit" either the clergy or 
each other; that they come to say their prayers, 
to offer their alms and obligations, to perform an 
act of worship, to enjoy communion, to be edi- 
fied, and to go home in peace and quietness, I 
feel that Sunday is conspicuously not the day for 
visiting in any such sense and that the church is 
above all places, not the place. My observation 
leads me to believe that people are more fre- 
quently annoyed than gratified by being too effu- 
sively greeted or welcomed. 

I simply want to say, and to say over and over 
again until it is as thoroughly believed.as widely 
known, that this:church aims to be a church for 
strangers and a home for visitors, that there is 
always a place for you here and a welcome as 
well, and that whether expressed from the chan- 
cel by the clergy, at the church door by the ver- 
ger, in the vestibule by ushers, in the church it- 
self by pewholders, parishioners, or others—and 
even, indeed, although it should not be expressed 
in words at all. Please believe that it is meant 
without being said and in such case say it to 
yourself. Go even and step further: Say it to 
each other, j

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My dear Friends : 

It is surprising, as it is each year, to think that 
Christmas is so nearly here. Before another 
month’s paper appears it will be too late and yet 
it really seems absurdly early in this issue to say 
the conventional thing. But, no. Rather than 
make some error of omission, let me make this 
one of commission; let me wish you in advance 
A Merry Christmas, If I have even the dis- 
tinction of being the first of those who will do 
this, this season, I will count that in itself an 
honor. 

This season this year, let us suppose, will bring 
the same rejoicings and the same responsibilities 
as usual. Let us hope the latter will be just as 
welcome as the former. In due time, I shall be- 
gin most probably to tell you in church of some 
things we will need to make the season what it 
should be in the matter of meat and drink, health, 
friends, food and raiment, and certain other com- 
forts and conveniences of life to those who have 
fewer of these and of all things than you have. 
When that time comes I am sure you will be 
glad—you always have been—to do your full 


duty. 


Two or three years ago an effort was made to 
meet what at that time seemed to be a real want 
by organizing, in the name of the parish, on a 
comparatively small scale, not a competitor of, 
but a parallel organization to the Women’s Ex- 
change. It was thought that there were con- 
nected with the parish in various ways a con- 
siderable number of women, gentlefolk, who to 
some extent at least supported themselves by 
their needles, by their skill in handicraft of one 
sort or another, and for whom it would be a 
privilege to have a market provided for such 
articles through the aid and agency of a com- 
mittee of ladies, who, of course, would ask no 
commission and in this way the makers of such 
articles for sale might receive a larger return. 
It was proposed in this connection to have a 
sale once or twice a year and it was hoped that 
the ladies of the parish would patronize such sale. 

. It was such a society that was organized three 
years ago under the name, The Stitch in Time 
Society. 


Its work.met with some measure of succese 
and in the two or three sales conducted the ladies

of the parish did show their interest and did give 
their patronage; but several circumstances have | 
from time to time within the past year raise 
questions in the minds of the committee them: „Йй 
selves regarding the vital need existing in the - 
parish for such effort. Several things also have 
so happened by coincidence that this year the | 
society suddenly finds itself out of existence, By 

coincidence, during last spring and the early 
summer, several members of the committee re- 
signed and removed from the parish. In the 
early summer both the Treasurer and Secer 
were compelled, by force of circumstances, fo | 
resign. Lastly the Directress herself resigned in 
the fall. I have gone over the society’s affairs 
thoroughly as I know how with several of | 
ladies who were those most interested in its wel- 
fare and it seems utterly impossible this year 
go on with this work unless We begin all 

again in the new with almost an entirely ney 
committee and with an entirely new set of 
ficers. The ladies I have spoken with, witho 
exception, advise against this for several go 
and valid reasons and it seems to me that th 
are right. The real truth is that the society h 
not found existing in our own parish the ne 
which it was thought existed. The persons w 
have been their beneficiaries, in the sense of b 
ing consignors, have practically all been perso: 
living at a distance, some as far removed even. 
Trenton, Scranton, Washington and New Yor 
Upon the whole, after taking into account all t 
circumstances and conditions, it seems wisest 
the present to let The Stitch in Time Society ¢ 
into a state of suspended animation. 


In response to the request made by the 
tor from the chancel the last Sunday in Novel 
ber, enough money has been contributed to m 
possible the printing of the Anthem Book, Se 
eral persons have from time to time express! 
a desire to have before them in church the prir 
ed words of anthems rendered at the servii 
and even to possess such a book in their homes 
order that they might peruse it and thus becom 
as familiar with the words of certain of the 
thems, with whose music they are now fami г, 
as they are with the words of hymns rendere 
in church with about the same frequency. _ 

Т have asked the choirmaster to compile a list 
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of about one hundred anthems. This he has 
done and he assures me that this list makes up 
in general the choir's repertoire for these past 
several years and that, in all probability it will 
contain all the anthems to be used at services this 
Winter as well. I have had the words of these 
copied out and copy prepared for the printer. I 
have also had the printer's estimate for such a 
book and find that it will cost about $100 for 500 
copies. The little volume would be paper bound. 
This, of course, means twenty cents a piece. 

I have thought it too petty a proceeding to 
undertake to have these sold one by one at that 
small price to. that large number of persons and 


so. for the present, these will be distributed 


throughout the pews in church. So long as they 
remain in the pews they will, of course, be con- 
sidered church property and treated as such; 
which means to say, of course, that they must 
not be.taken away. In any cases, however, in 
which the persons wish to take them home and 
keep them there, for their perusal, it will be more 
than gratifying indeed to find that they desire to 
do-so. But in that case they will naturally want 
individually to pay for the books which thus be- 
come their own, If anyone wishes to carry the 
books away with them, they may feel entirely ‘at 
liberty to do so by handing twenty cents to the 
verger. He will keep the proceeds of which sale 
in a fund by itself which can be used, if occa- 
sion arises, to purchase more books to replace in 
the pews those carried away in this manner. 


Since we began putting the PARISH HELPER in 
the pews, as well as every time that it is neces 
sary to distribute in the pew cards, envelopes, an- 
nouncement cards, Lenten service cards, sub- 
scription cards, etc., and now especially when we 
are preparing for use these new anthem books as 
well; ever since we have done this, I say, and 
every time it becomes necessary to do it anew, I 
regret more and more the absence from the pews 
of anything in the form of a book rack to hold 
even books already there, Prayer Books and 
Hymnals, Bibles and Psalters, to say nothing of 
these other things additional. 

When I raised with some members of the 
Church Property Committee of the Vestry re- 
cently the question of the wisdom of equipping 
the pews with some form of rack or holder for 
this purpose, they recalled the fact that once, 
long ago, when this matter was considered, there 
was some objection on the part of some, perhaps 
only a few, but of some at least, because they 
thought the pews too narrow as they are and

from the Church, on Wednesday afternoon, Oc- · 


tober 27. It was surely an impressive scene, 
With six bishops in the chancel and eight in at- 
tendance withal; with a hundred clergy in vest- 
ments and a hundred and fifty in all in the 
church; with a full choir in the chancel and an 
overflowing congregation in the church, the last 
sad rites were performed over one of the great- 
est missionary leaders of the American Church. 

Bishop William Hobart Hare was born in 
1838. He was educated at the University of 
Pennsylvania, and in 1859 began his work in the 
ministry of the Church. After serving for 
eleven years in Philadelphia parishes, the first of 
which was this parish, he was elected Mission- 
ary Bishop of Niobrara. At first his work was 
the care of the Indian people in the Dakotas, in 
Nebraska and in Wisconsin, In 1883 he became 
Bishop of South Dakota. 

With rare statemanship and endless patience 
Bishop Hare laid his plans and entered upon his 
work. He made the Church boarding schools 
for Indian children, an important feature of his 
programme. Through these schools hundreds of 
Indian youth have been trained to decent living 
and to telling service on behalf of their own peo- 
ple. The Indians learned to look upon him as 
their father and friend, He never betrayed their 
confidence. 

If one goes to the central section of South 
Dakota to-day, where the Indian reservations 
are located, he will find the whole character of 
Indian life utterly changed. Of the 25,000 In- 
dians, more than 10,000 are baptized members of 
the Church. This means that the Church has a 
larger proportionate membership among the 
South Dakota Indians than among white people 
in any part of the country. 

Bishop Hare's work among the white people of 
South Dakota was no less successful. Year by 
year the Church in his district has grown strong- 
er, and year by year his own saintly life has 
made an ever deepening impression upon his 
neighbors. In spite of his affliction with a pain- 
ful and incurable illness for the past nine years, 
he had, until the last few months, kept steadily 
at his work, giving to the Church an example of 
heroism and fortitude that cannot but enrich the 
lives of all who know of it.

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Sermon ELE 


Preached a couple of years ago, on Bible Sunday, the second Sunday in Advent, E О 
и т by Rev. David М. Steele. EYE JS 


3 for the testimony of Jesus is the 
spirit of prophesy."— Revelation, 19:10. 


There are two divergent views of the Bible’s 
quality, rather two distinct points of view from 
which two types of persons approach it as an 
object of study. The first start with an assump- 
tion of inerrancy. By this term I mean a definite 
conception of a unique and peculiar sort of ideal 
perfection which marks this book off from all 
other books in the world. Proceeding from this 
starting point, such persons consider it their duty 
to “reconcile” with this assumption every newly 
discovered item of the world's fast growing fund 
of knowledge—knowledge of geography and 


. geology, of astronomy and chemistry, of biology 


and sociology, of history and archeology, aye, 
even of comparative philology and comparative 
mythology—to bring all things into subjection to 
an ideal already set up. 

The other method is to start with the facts as 
we know them, in all these various fields of re- 
search, build up on them a theory of the Bible, 
ascertain what is the actual truth regarding it, 
and with that truth be satisfied. And, let me say 
in passing, satisfied one may well be indeed. He 
тау even be more than that: he may be gladly, 
rapturously and exultingly grateful for what he 
finds, 

But T anticipate. A word regarding the two 
methods, as a mere comparison of methods, must 
precede laudation. The first of these methods is 
one which modern scholarship, in every other 
realm of study, has totally and thoroughly dis- 
Paraged. As applied to the Bible in particular, 
the second is at once the more scientific and the 
more reverent. It has not the sanction of age: it 
is a method but three centuries old, while the 
former is thirty, However, this is not its defect, 
but its excellence, I take it, since Т write for those 
who believe that the gifts of modern times are 
good, It is a part of a larger process. It is 
merely the application to the study of the Bible, 
as to that of other subjects, of the inductive in 
contrast to the deductive method, the a posteriori 
instead of the a priori. 

Now, there is a great advantage in being able 
to deal with a question that is settled. The ad- 
vantage is that one can dispense with argument, 
The point I cite here is a point that is settled. 

True, now and then one meets, even to-day, 


with obsolete ideas as with antiquated methods; 
but it is seldom, and the Occasions are becoming 
more and more rare. There are those who use 
such phrases as “tampering with the Bible,” 
when no one has any thought of doing anything 
of the kind; there are those who ask for the 
“authorizing,” by act of Convention, of a certain 
version, forgetting that our present version, the 
King James one of 1611, is by actual count the 
seventh or eighth version, every one of which 
have been for a longer or shorter period approy- 
ed versions in series; who laud the "splendid 


accuracy of interpretation ; who revere the 
"matchless English" of that version, forget- 
ting that. there is no such thing as an 
English Bible any more than there is an 
English liad, a French Hamlet, or an 
American hieroglyph—that the Bible is es- 


namic inspiration, plenary inspiration, inspira- 
tion of illumination, etc., ignoring, in the inter- 
est of theory, the fact that the power the Bible 
holds to inspire men is the best proof that it is 
itself inspired of God; who are speechless if the 
infidel taunt them with “The Mistakes of 
Moses,” not pausing to reflect that an inspired 
book need not of necessity be a faultless book, 
and that truth and accuracy are in nowise 
Synonymous; who try to “harmonize geology 
and Genesis,” or to combat the astronomer with 
“proof texts,” seemingly oblivious to the fact 
that the purpose of the Bible is not to teach men 
how the heavens go, but how to go to Heaven; 
who construct theological dogmas out of “paral- 
lel passages” and “cross-references,” in spite of 
the fact that the Bible is a religious book rather 
than a book about religion; who are shocked if 
one speak in their hearing of “The Bible as 
Literature,” when it is that very thing par excel- 
lence, not so much a volume as a school, not only 
a tome but a library, containing in epitome all 
kind of classic structure—law and history, drama 
and tragedy, idyls and, epics, proverbs and 
poems, acrostics and sermons, wise saws and sa- 
cred sagas, legend and tradition, narrative, rom- 
ance and rhapsody. Truly the Bible is а. “Grand!

old Book ;" it is not grand, however, merely be- 
cause it is old—nothing is that; it is old because 
it has been grand enough to persist through all 
these ages. Misconstrued, misunderstood, 
wrongly conceived and mistranslated often, it is 
still abiding, permanent, pre-eminent, divine, 
eternal. 

To those—now growing very few indeed— 
who fall within this group described, there is 
little or nothing to say. In their eagerness they 
do the Bible grave disservice; but they do not 
know it. If they can be told facts, and if facts can 
mould opinions, well and good; but, if not, there 
is nothing to do—nothing at least but to wait. 
Above all else argument is useless. For this is a 
realm in which argument has very little place. 
Opinions never count for much in the face of 
facts, There are matters, belief in which or dis- 
belief of which are of small importance. I know 
a man who still believes that the earth is flat; I 
know another who does not believe in the germ 
theory of disease; I know one who believes it is 
morally wrong to have his life insured; and I 
know another who believes the world is coming 
to an end in such and such a year because he 
reads it in the book of Daniel. I do not argue 
with them; no one does. Such persons need one 
thing, not only one, they need information, The 
vast majority of men are gaining this very rapid- 
ly. In the days of a certain “heresy trial,” then 
very popular although now as widely lamented, 
in a neighboring city, fifteen years ago, a lead- 
ing daily paper remarked editorially: “We are 
embraced in a campaign of education that will, 
in a reasonably short time, change the attitude 
of the whole Christian world toward the Bible." 
That attitude in general is now a sane and seri- 
ous one. The result of the change is a new in- 
terest in the whole subject—an interest as wide 
as the new form of devotion growing out of it 
is deep, profound and reverent. 

But again I pass too rapidly. It is difficult here 


to repress enthusiasm and to hold back eulogy, ' 


until the time for it. I must revert once more. 
There is a slightly different group of persons, 
different from those characterized in the fore- 
going paragraph, who yet will not share this en- 
thusiastic estimate, who will take exception to, if 
not indeed umbrage at, this conclusion. They 
are not in sympathy with those who view the 
Bible in this second manner. They seem to fear 
something, to apprehend some danger to the sa- 
cred writings at the hand of modern scholarship 
and to demand for the Scriptures exemption 
from close scrutiny. What shall be said of them? 

They are in no sense ignorant and unlearned

men, That may not be said. They are learned 
enough—in many matters; they are not, how- 
ever, students, in any worthy sense of the Bible, 
Moreover, there is one other thing that differen- 
tiates them from the group of merely guileless, 
naive and unscholarly folk, that is, the mood in 
which they meet discussion. Too often, alas, 
that mood is one of bitterness, of scorn, con- 
tempt or ridicule. Perhaps it is induced by natu- 
ral process. Perhaps men here, as else- 
where, fear the unfamiliar. Perhaps it is natur- 
al to suspect behind every novel thing one hears 
more than is unheard, and, because unspoken, of 
dire import. Perhaps they feel no need of new 
knowledge of any kind, making that unpardon- 
able remark, “The old is good enough for me." 
Perhaps the Bible is to them not really a living 
book at all, therefore, "they jest at scars that 
never felt a wound.” Ве this аѕ”і may, the im- 
portant thing, the sad thing, is that they who op- 
pose the work of critical examiners of the Word 
of God too often manifest but little of the Spirit 
of God in their temper and mood. Too often 
that mood is controversial, polemic and defiant 
and their language acrimonious and bitter. In 
other words, they are the critics bf the so-called 


One may say if he will that he does not be- 
lieve in Higher Criticism. It makes very little 
difference. He might also say he does not be- 
lieve in the law of gravitation. His credence or _ 
lack of it will not affect the workings of one | 
law any more than the other, Such criticism to- 
day is inevitable. The real question is not 
whether it shall be allowed or not, for all already 
use it in some manner, but only whether it shall 
follow an orderly and scientific course or follow! 
the vagaries of individual caprice. Of course, 
much that goes by this name is far-fetched and 
fanciful; but that is not the point. No one con- 
tends that all critics are right in all their conclu- 
sions; all should agree, however, that they ате 
justified in their method. 

Once again, let me go back to the beginning” 
and, having tried to disarm prejudice, and to pre- 
pare the way for them, lay down in series 
plain, simple propositions. For there are thr 
ways in general of regarding the Bible’s claim to 
inspiration, the first two, I believe equally false, 
the third true enough to enable the Book to w 
stand any attack. They may be called the М 
chanical theory, the Naturalistic theory and 
theory that the Bible speaks a Growing Revela- 
tion. Two statements I would make under each 
of these three headings. і 

The Mechanical theory is that according to 
which the sacred writers were mere penmen o! 
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‘the Almighty, mere human amanuenses, inscrib- 
ers who wrote something indited—something dic- 
tated, passage and phrase and letter—and thus 
something word and fact and precept perfect. 
But the simple truth is that the Bible is not per- 
fect in any such sense. There are errors of two 
general kinds, 

First, there are errors of detail, discrepencies 
of number, date and fact. There are irreconcil- 
able parallel accounts of the same occurrence; 
there are cases in which the literal is confused 
with the symbolic use of numbers, and there 
are, in numerous places, indisputable evidence of 
corporate authorship. The fallacy of the dogma 
of inerrancy is apparent to any student of the 
originals. Moreover, grant anything regarding 
the originals, the record has been sadly mutilated 
in transcription, Nor is the difficulty here in any 
scarcity of manuscripts, but in their abundance. 
Behind the printed text which goes back only to 
т ‘98 lies a great mass of these. In 1776 the Eng- 
lish Bishop Kennicott published collations of 634 
manuscripts, while the Italian scholar De Rossi 
shortly afterward added 825 more, without by 
any means exhausting the number of extant 
copies. From a comparison of these there are 
scores, nay hundreds of cases in which, after 
the most laborious critical research, scholars are 
unable to determine the exact words of the orig- 
inal text. An inspired book does not necessarily 
mean a faultless book, This book is faulty, but 
only as a book; it is inspired, but only as to con- 
"tent. 

But, secondly in this connection, there are in 
the Bible grave moral incongruities. There are 
inconsistencies and imperfections in the ethical 
sphere, Spiritual and moral imperfections as 
well as intellectual limitations of the authors 
must in many cases be conceded. Conceptions 
of God follow one another which are grotesque 
"and unworthy. Не is conceived of as angry in 
the Garden of Eden, jealous at the Tower of 
Babel, showing favoritism to his servant Moses 
and enjoining strange acts in the Wilderness. By 
what they plead as His commands, men do most 
questionable things. Elisha at Dothan smites a 
people with blindness; Joshua exterminates the 
“inhabitants of Canaanitish cities; Samuel hews 
Agag to pieces before the Lord; a small boy is 
-stoned to death for gathering sticks on the Sab? 
bath. One.is shocked at the black treachery of 
Jael, violating the laws of hospitality assassinat- 
ing Sisera ; he is distressed to find untruthfulness 
endorsed in Samuel's going to the house of Jesse 
"under the pretense of sacrifice; but most of all is 
he amazed at some of the expressions in the so- 
called “Cursing Psalms." The assertion cannot 
readily be refuted that there are laws in the Mo- 


saic code that would disgrace any modern stat- 
ute book—laws with bloody, cruel and shocking 
penalties; nor that there is on record here a long, 
dark catalogue of crimes and wrongs—polygamy, 
slavery, divorce, revenge, deceit, extortion— 
practiced and permitted in the name of religion. 
At the opposite extreme to all this stands the 
Naturalistic theory of inspiration. This regards 
the Scriptures as inspired only in the same sense 
as are the works of all men of genius—Homer, 
Virgil, Dante, Shakespeare, etc. Those who 
hold the theory compare the Law, the Prophets, 
the Megilloth, the Psalter and the Proverbs with 
the Book of the Dead, the Rig Veda, the Sayings 
of Confucius, the teachings of the Buddha, etc. 
Or they scrutinize the canon and say: Why is 
the book of Esther taken into the Old Testa- 
ment and that of Judith left out in the Apocry- 
pha? Of the New Testament they ask: Why 
are the Epistles of James and Jude included and 
Tatian’s Diatessaron and the Gospel of Peter ex- 
cluded? Or, in more definite ways, they com- 
pare St. Paul and St. John with Seneca and 
Marcus Aurelius, Moses with Plato, Solomon 
with Socrates and Job with Omar Khayyam. 
They ask: Wherein consists the excellence of 
the Twenty-third Psalm, the Psalm of death, 
over Longfellow’s Psalm of Life? Or what 
merit has the Book of Revelation over Dante’s 
Divina Commedia? The answer to all this again 
is twofold. Not to quibble over details, but to 
take the Bible as a whole, its superiority over all 
the rest of the world’s literary appears, first, in 
its superiority of substance—in its subject-mat- 
ter, and, secondly, in its purpose or purport. 
First, consider the subject-matter of the Bible. 
Its teachings are addressed to that part of human 
nature which is most susceptible to impression 
and which is most influential over life’s actions, 
especially in those not trained to abstract thought, 
who, after all, constitute the great bulk of man- 
kind. Men never become weary of hearing 
“Bible Stories,” and that because their lessons 
of faith, obedience and courage on the part of 
men and of wisdom, love and power in God are 
such as sink deepest into their hearts, It is the 
universal applicability of the Bible’s teaching 
that has made its influence so enormous, 
Again, there is in the Bible superiority of aim 
or purpose. These books are bound together by a 
spiritual unity closer than by binders’ thread. In 
secular history, religion is incidental; in Biblical 
history, it is central. The dominant idea in the 
Bible is God’s effort to make men godlike. There 
is here the story of the gradual imparting by the 
Creator of his Spirit; the infusing of it into 
jurisprudence, into national consciousness, into 
social activities and into family life. There are 
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records here of a spiritual consciousness in cer- 
tain souls which is possible in varying degrees 
to the souls of all. This is “the mighty influence 
of that whole mass of history, prophecy, psal- 
mody, biography, gospel and epistle, witnessing 
in human souls to the authority of the unseen, 
and vindicating ‘the claims of eternity against 
those of time and sense.” 

As a third general theory we are ready now to 
notice this, which rather than a theory is a patent 
fact, namely, that in the Bible there is a grow- 
ing revelation. We have seen that this book is 
by no means perfect in detail as regards mere 
numbers, facts, etc. It does not pretend to be 
and does not need to be, There is probably only 
one book of that kind in the world, i. e., Euclid’s 
geometry. In like manner it makes no claim to 
be an instantaneous and complete gift; of that 
sort are the Koran and the Book of Mormon 
alone. Let there follow then two final proposi- 
tions, 

First, the right study of the Bible involves a 

study of the origins of parts and of the order 
of development these parts present in sequence. 
As one can see in many an ancient building, a 
cathedral, for example, indications of successive 
periods of architecture, so here he cannot help 
but observe, built one upon the other, different 
forms of literature. The revelation does not 
clothe itself in a unique garment of its own; it 
takes and uses human thought and human lan- 
guage as it finds them. The product comes to 
us stamped with the intellectual and moral char- 
acteristics of the writers of the different ages in 
which it was being formed. It comprises sixty- 
six books, written by more than forty different 
authors, who wrought throughout a period of, 
perhaps 1000 years. The most sincere and schol- 
arly effort is now being made to have this book 
tells its own story. When it is thus told, no small 
proportion of its statements are seen to be rela- 
tive and transient, and large sections to belong 
to an abrogated dispensation. But to view it 
otherwise is to do violence to its structure and to 
spoil its realism and effectiveness. When we do 
view it thus, what we see is inspiration in per- 
.sons rather than in documents, or, at best, in 
documents informed with personality. To re- 
peat, revelation is essentially progressive. God 
advanced from revelation by symbols to revela- 
tion through the prophets, from revelation 
through the prophets to revelation through—Ah! 
but that’s the next and most important point. 

For everything that moves must have a ter- 
minus ad quem, Development must be toward 
some point. And there is here such a point, All 
that is the Old Testament. every dramatic and 
didactic element of revelation, is ancillary and 


preparatory to one thing alone, i. e., the revela- 
tion of personal truth and grace in the Christ of 
the historic Gospels. The great gulf stream of 
prophecy is the Messianic current. The ideal 
that grew most persistently was that of a King of 
Righteousness, His work and His kingdom. In 
His coming He was perfectly all that every one 
before was partially. And, more than that, He 
was all that any coming after Him might hope 
to be. Thus is the story of Jesus of Nazareth 
the central point and focus in which all converg- 
ing lines of scripture meet. The message of the 
prophets was prospective, of the glory that 
should follow; that of the Apostles was retro- 
spective, of the perfect glory that had shone. 
The whole of the Bible thus becomes the history 
of one process, the breaking of one light, the 
true light that lighteth every man that cometh 
into the world, £ 
That light now shineth and little by little it is 
scattering the world’s darkness. Anything in the 
Bible that does not agree with the life, the teach- 
ing and, above all, the character of Jesus Christ, 
may safely be regarded as human, fallible and 
imperfect. Nothing is more misdirected than 
are the attempts of certain commeritators to find 
remote and recondite intended allusions to Him 
where there are none. This is not merely nega- 
tively harmless, idle and useless; it is positively - 
sacrilegious; it is to make the Holy Spirit speak 
in riddles and conundrums. Putting aside all 
such childishness, we may say that the Bible is — 
full of Christ; not every word of every line, not 
even every isolated statement of every narrative, 
but the content and purport of the whole series. 
of writings. Every unfulfilled aspiration of hu- 
manity, every sacrifice of prayer and penitence, 
every partial representation of perfect character, 
every longing for the realization of ideals, every 
claim established for God’s power to direct the 
history of the world in conformity to a long 
predicted and faithfully followed purpose, every 
poem giving scope to faith and wings to aspira- 
tion, every prophet laying emphasis upon God's. 
certainty to fulfill His purpose and His power to 
bind to His will all the forces of history, evem 
every flash of anger which illuminates Godi 
majesty, His justice, His divine hatred of man's 
moral perversity, and every lamentation bemoan- 
ing his blindness and his sin—these all point to _ 
the fulfilment of divine desire, bespeak the work 
of God in Christ reconciling the world unto Him- 
self. From Genesis to Revelation, more Шег- _ 
ally than might be supposed, is this the case; 
from the forecast “Thou shalt bruise his heel, but - 
he shall bruise thy head,” to the exultation of 
the text, “The testimony of Jesus is the spirit of - 
prophecy."

My dear Friends: 


This new issue of this paper should be in your 
hands the first day of another new year. Its 
first word, on its first page, therefore, ought to 
be a word of greeting. And a greeting, in the 
heartiest, best sense, it shall be. May you have a 
Happy New Year! And may it be as good as it 
is glad! 


There is one other thing also that almost says 
itself: that is, this is a time for making resolu- 
tions. Once again, to be prosaic, the only such 
worth making are good resolutions. And, of all 
such, once again and lastly, is it altogether bro- 
midic to say that one of the best you can make 
this new year is that, this whole year, you will 
- more regularly go to church? 


Prosaic and bromidic, commonplace, old-fash- 
joned and conventional advice? ^ Church-going, 
- as a custom, obsolete and out-grown; as a prac- 
tice, puerile, effeminate and pharisaical? You 
can be as good without as with the practice? Is 
it not a mere matter of custom, anyway? No. 
I think not. I cannot with patience even ask the 
question. 


I certainly do not think it is an open 
question. If by any chance it should seem one to 
you, the answer depends partly upon you and in 
E rt upon the church. I can't answer for you: 
Т don't know you. I can't answer for churches 
in general: I don't know them all. I can only 
wer for this church in particular. And, even 
rit, Т can speak only in terms of its willingness 
and eagerness to do you good,—to help you to be

Especially to strangers, transient residents in city, and visitors in church. 
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good. This page bears this entreaty to you to 
make this new resolve to go to church this new 
year; it bears also an invitation to you, in carry- 
ing out this resolution, to make this church in 
particular your place of church-going. 


I say I cannot answer for you, and yet maybe 
I сап, ina measure. If you are living in a hotel 
or boarding house, in lodgings or apartments,— 
like myself ; if by chance you should have come a 
stranger to the city and have no local allegiance 
or alliance with any one church; if you live in this 
part of the city, further from some other 
churches than you are from this one; if you 
should be living here but transiently, or even 
for the winter only, and not feel like breaking 
bonds with a home church; if you should pre- 
fer a free-church or a church where pews are 
rented, i.e., want to sit up-stairs or down-stairs; 
you would be at home here. 

If you have gone to church,—or if you 
in mind of duties to keep obligations pressing, 
and to be encouraged into good works and 
shamed out of bad ones; if the act of worship 
makes you worshipful, the reading of the Scrip- 
tures devout and the Church's ritual as a whole 
reverent; if hearing sacred music in some way 
inspires you and if saying your prayers makes 
you behave yourself the better therefor; in short, 
if you can appreciate an extraordinary service 
and can put up with quite ordinary sermons; I in- 
vite you and I urge you, this year, this winter, 
this coming Sunday, to come here to church.

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My dear Friends: 


If this January copy of the Partsn HELPER 
should prove to be a weck late in making its ap- 
pearance, you will understand the reason. It is 
because that, for the week or more preceding the 
actual New Year, the clergy were all so busily 
engaged with work and with worship, with meet- 
ings and with services, incident to the Christmas 
season, that it was impossible to prepare copy 
for the printer in time for a more prompt issue 
of the paper. 

This excuse, however, is not an excuse; it is 
rather matter for congratulation that, owing to 
your bounty and your generosity, so many ways 
were provided of doing good for people at this 
season that we were all kept busy doing it in your 
behalf. This is indeed a labor of love. It is the 
kind of work in which no one is ever overworked. 
It is the kind of pressure you might put upon 


your clergy all the year and only all the more de- 
light them. 


It is exceedingly difficult—more difficult I 
sometimes think in this parish than in any other 
that I know—to induce the people who make con- 
tributions for the doing of such work at such a 
season actually to give themselves, that is, to give 
their time or their attention, personally, to seeing 
and inspecting and, in consequence, to realizing 
just what is done at a time like this, in just what 
ways, to what extent, and with just what result- 
ing benefit. 

This is in no sense a complaint. I merely men- 
tion with regret the fact, and not on our account 
but on your own, that you do not have, or do not 
tale, more opportunity to participate in the ac- 
tual doing of such work as giving out these gifts 
and thereby share the joy which really of a right 
belongs to you: the joy of those who give, the 
blessedness of giving over that of receiving. I 
know that the confusion of the season and its 
manifold engagements make this possibly more 
difficult and less to be expected in this parish 
than in many others: I do not complain; I only 
regret.

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The Church Property Committee will equip 
the pews with, book-racks at a cost somewhere 
between $roo and $125. This subject was 
broached in the last issue of the PARISH HELPER 
and several forms of racks have been made by a 


` builder and experiments made with them 


during the past month. In addition to these 
having been needed for many years to hold the 
mere prayer-books and hymnals alone, this neces- 
sity has become very pressing recently with the 
introduction into pews of PArisH HEeELrers and 
now lastly of the Anthem Books. These racks 
are being made and ought to be in place in all the 
pews within a very few Sundays to come. 


Speaking of the Anthem Books reminds us that 


to mention them is to miss them. In my own 


feelings upon the subject of having them carried 
away from church I am equally drawn between 
satisfaction and solicitation, It is indeed a de- 
light to see how eagerly these books have been 
welcomed, how generally they are used in church 


апа how promptly has arisen the desire to carry 


them home for perusal. Those of you who were 


in church the day the announcement was first 


made will realize how and at what price these 
books were procured. І asked for $тоо to print 


_ 500 copies. 


When the books were thus prepared this 
meant they represented a value of about twenty 
cents apiece. When this issue is exhausted—and 
Т hope it will be soon, for this will mean that you 
delight to take these books home and peruse 
them and familiarize yourselves with the words 
of anthems as with the words of hymns and pray- 
ers, which is appropriate and fitting—we shall 
want to reprint and perhaps by that time print 
also other and still other anthems in the book 
from time to time. This means it will be well to 
have accumulating slowly a new fund with which 
to print. some day, another such edition. There- 
fore, when you take these home, if you think of 
it, and if it seems not too petty, won't you hand 


- the price thereof to the sexton. 


The Church Directory is being printed this 
month, for the first time this year, on the pages 
of two sheets of paper separate from the regular 
bound pages of the PArisH HELPER. The rea- 
son for this is two or three fold. First, it is 


- impossible early in the year to print this in any- 


thing like stable form inasmuch as committees 
and officers of societies, etc., are slow in being 


definitely arranged and if printed too soon these 


pages must perforce be changed. In the second 
place, the expense of printing is such that it does 
not always seem worth while to print this every 
month. Tt has seemed possible that every de- 


mand will be met and every interest served if it 
were to be printed in one definite form, say once 
a year, and left loose from the bound pages of 
the paper in the way it appears this month. 

In the third and most important place, however, 
the reason for leaving the pages unbound is that 
they are only inserted in those copies of the paper 
that go to our town people, or into the pews in 
church. The circulation of the PARISH HELPER, 
being as it is about three thousand copies, and 
the paper going as it does to many places and 
falling into the hands of many strangers (to do 
which is its chief endeavor and purpose), it seems 
unwise and unadvisable to have too wide a cir- 
culation given to the names, addresses, etc., of 
persons, the privilege of doing which has not 
been asked. There are canvassers, solicitors and 
agents and who-not and what-not who might take 
undue liberties with such a list. 


I have, one time after another, tried, failed, 
and then tried again and failed, to get up my 
courage to the point of speaking to the people 
about a matter which I am sure would not need 
to be spoken of if those who thus need to be spo- 
ken to were at the time in the position of the 
speaker. It is regarding what seems to me to be 
unnecessary and undue conversation and confu- 
sion in the vestibule on leaving the church after 
service on Sunday mornings and especially in 
leaving while the service in fact is still going on, 
after the Prayer for the Church Militant on Com- 
munion Sundays. 


Now, certainly not for a moment do I mean 
that any of this is in the slightest way inten- 
tional; nor for a fraction of a moment would I 
speak reproof or reprimand. I am merely say- 
ing what I fancy you have not discovered. It so 
happens that the arrangement of our vestibule 
with its low ceiling, its solid, ringing floor, the 
resonant arches of those inside stairways, and 
the ease of echo from the marble stairs them- 
selves, all combine to make anything in the way 
of conversation or confusion in the vestibule re- 
sound and ring beyond what were expected, and 
cause interruption and make some things seem 
irreverent to those who remain behind for the 
rest of the service. This is particularly so on 
Communion Sundays; but it is no more nor no 
less unnecessary and out of place on other Sun- 
days. The real truth is that the vestibule is, in 
fact as well as in theory, a part of the church and 
there is no good reason why this ought ever to 
need to be said regarding the one any more than 
the other. The only thing, I am sure, that does 
need to be said is that in the church these sounds 
from outside do sound very loud. 


There is one other matter which, although it 
has no relation to the paragraphs immediately 
foregoing is worth speaking of, and at this time, 
just while we have in mind these matters of book 
racks, supplies, church comforts and conveni- 
ences, etc. It is a matter related to the one im- 
mediately foregoing in that it is a thing embar- 
rassing to think of. What I am trying to work 
up to is the subject of the shabbiness of carpets in 
many of the pews in Church. The real truth is 
some of these are ridiculous. A number of pews 
have had carpets renovated or renewed within 
the past year and, in doing this for those who 
asked him, the sexton has, just out of accident, 
hit on a color and a quality of carpet which is 
fortunate in that it makes for uniformity and 
would make more attractive many more pews if 
he were more often asked to renew carpet for 
you where it is faded or torn, discolored or de- 
crepit, or in any one of many ways, in short, 
worn out. 


Of course I realize that it is an open ques- 
tion always whether owners of pews ought to do 
this for themselves or whether the church ought 
to do it for them. Personally, I think the former 
is the case; but even apart from anything T 
might think or not think, precedent has decided 
this and custom has kept itself well established 
in this matter in this church for forty years—in 
too many cases maybe has kept also the same car- 
pet. Within the past year those of you who rent 
pews have had expended on them by the Church 
Property Committee $225 for cleaning carpets, 
cushions and upholstery, $тоо and more for has- 
socks and now $т25 for book-racks—in addition 
to the $100 gift of Anthem Books. There is 
grave danger that the church might do too much, 
even supposing that it could. It cannot put these 
carpets in. There is no money for the purpose. 
And it ought not to do so in any case. 


This wereagainst all precedent and custom. 
But there are a score of cases in which some one 
should do it, and speedily. When strangers come 
here to church, whether to services, weddings, 
funerals or functions of whatever kind, I am 
embarrassed when I think of some things that 
they see. And when I go on these same errands, 
- missions or adventures to neighboring churches, 
and note there the contrasts (to carpets alone let 
us confine ourselves), I am surprised that the 
state of things continues as it is, in this church. 
It is not nice. Tt ought to be remedied. 


In looking over the list of objects for offerings

of $12 per month per inmate. But when all thes 
sources have supplied their quota it remains 
the church to subsidize the enterprise in e 
at least $400 or $500 every year. It is the giv 
of this as a gift that makes of the Home not 
boarding-house but an institution, not a mer 
nary enterprise but a philanthropy, not a s 
supporting business but a charity, This offer:

He has either dwelt on 
their peculiarities or scoffed at their limitations, 
an age-long chronicle of comment on them 
such as this having culminated in the title of that 
book of Edward Arber's “The Story of the Pil- 
grims as Told by Themselves, Their Friends and 
Their Enemies." 


The week before Christmas two boxes contain- 
ing about 150 valuable books were packed 
sent to St. Mary's School, Sewanee, Tennessee, 
by the joint Church Periodical Clubs of the Di 
cese. The report of this work does not belo 
especially to the report of the work of this parish, 
except that it was our own local branch of 
С. Р. С. that became the recipient and custod 
of these books and it was here they were p 
rared for shipment. This has been а most exc 
lent effort indeed and we congratulate the Î 
that they met with such success in securing 
a large number of such good books.

Now I hope it is not without significance in 
this connection that your toastmaster has called 
upon me as second speaker out of three. “As 
Told by Themselves?” That, alas, T regret to 
admit, I am not. “As Told by Their Enemies?” 
That, ah, with shame, I confess I did pose as, 
upon one occasion, and in this room, more’s the 
shame. But, believe me, it was a mere pose. To- 
night I would come back, a penitent, and by your 
leave would rank myself as your devoted friend. 


But there is still another reason for my change 
of heart: it is in a change of theme. Last year 
the thing they tried to make me do was to eulo- 
gize the Puritan; to-night the thing I want to 
do is to speak well of the Pilgrim. For the two 
are by no means the same. In one sense, they 
are one ; but, in a large sense, they must ever con- 
tinue to be differentiated. In general, a rough 
distinction may be made by saying that all Pil- 
‘§tims were Puritans, but not all Puritans were 
Pilgrims. And yet there is a much more certain 
and more subtle distinction to be drawn. It is

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the drawing of just this distinction that now 
forms my task. 


AN HISTORICAL TASK. 


To do this is a task of historical research ; so 
let me begin at the beginning. And yet, after all, 
what is the use to begin anywhere? You all 
know all about it already. You know the story 
of that terrible half century between the death of 
Queen Elizabeth and that of Cromwell; between 
the accession of Charles the First and the Stuart 
Restoration. You know those words that flash 
so quickly after one another in the great kaleidos- 
cope of change:—The Monarchy, Protectorate 
and Commonwealth, 


You know the history of the Puritans in gen- 
eral in England from their first emergence above 
the general level of Protestants in the time of 
Henry the Eighth and Edward the Sixth until 
they were driven by hundreds and thousands to 
these shores. You know how, as the conflict рго- 
ceeded, the Puritan or reforming party in the 
Church became identical with the political party 
which was opposed to absolutism in the State. 
You know the persecutions to which they were 
subjected both by governmental and ecclesiastical 
tribunals until they rose in indignation and de- 
spair, rebelled against the Archbishop and the 
King at once, and cut off both the head of Laud 
and that of Charles the First." 


So much for Puritanism in general. But to 
point that more subtle distinction between Puri- 
tan and Pilgrim in detail Т must once more go 
back to the beginning—and even beyond it. For, 
as you зо well remember, the beginning of this 
movement antedated even the reign of Elizabeth, 
You know how the Reformation in England un- 
der Henry the Eighth was unsatisfactory to many 
because that, in their view, it accomplished only 
a partial elimination of the corruptions and 
abuses of the Church of Rome. “Through the ec- 
clesiastical alternations of the reigns of Edward 
the Sixth and Queen Mary, these recusants grew 
in number and influence. But, considered alto- 
gether, two different groups of them essayed to 
accomplish the same purpose in two different 
ways.

That is to say, there were Puritans and there 
were Independents. The Puritans adhered to 
the Church, striving to mold it to their own 
views; those originally called Separatists and 
Brownists despaired of accomplishing the needed 
reform in that way and insisted upon an absolute 
separation from the Church and the forming of 
a new organization. Both went to school to study 
their lesson ; but they went to two different lands. 
One little group—the Puritans—went to Geneva. 
There they learned Calvinism and, upon the 
death of Queen Mary, came back to England de- 
termined as before to stay in the Church, but de- 
termined now to make that Church itself Presby- 
terian. The other group went to Holland. They 
had already learned Calvinism, but they never 
learned Presbyterianism : they continued to be In- 
dependents. Nor did they return to England at 
all; they came directly to America." 


And what is more important they came first. 
I know that members of the New England So- 
ciety have stolen your date and have crowded 
their Puritans into your Mayflower; but I know 
also that it is a mistake. It was as Pilgrims and 
not as Puritans that those came who landed in 
1620 and founded the Plymouth Colony. No 
Puritans came until 1629 and then they came to 
the Salem and Massachusetts Bay Colonies. And 
for one other reason they should be more gener- 
ous. It is a case of the many imposing upon the 
few; for of them there were many and of you 
there were few. Of you there were only one 
hundred and one souls in all; while of them five 
shiploads, two hundred and fifty strong, came on 
the first expedition alone and shortly afterward 
they came in perfect shoals. 


And, too, for one other reason, let me whisper 

it, they ought to be more modest. It is not on 
record that, when they left England, England 
was sorry to have them leave. Some there are 
who assert, with more keenness than kindness, of 
course, that England was glad to be rid of them. 
Certain it is that when your progenitors left Eng- 
land for Holland, the King tried hard enough to 
keep them at home: tried to the point of sending 
soldiers with halberds to scare off that worthy 
: Dutch skipper they hired to take them. When 
the Puritan forebears left England for America 
the King himself gave them large grants of land, 
loaned them ships of his own and bade them 
Godspeed as urgently as ever did Pharoah bid 
Hebrews begone. 


A MARKED CONTRAST. 


For all of which it is natural to expect a rea- 
son. And there was a reason. The reason lay in 
a contrast of mood and temper, a contrast be- 
tween the very dispositions of the two peoples 
themselves. For there was a contrast. The one 
group were harsh; the other were gentle. The 
one party learned their theology from Calvin, 
with all that that meant; the other learned theirs 
from Cranmer, before leaving England. The one 
party had stayed in England and taken their 


mood from the manner of Cromwell; the other - 


had gone to Holland and caught there the spirit 
of William The Silent. The one party learned 
their patriotism from {йе burghers of Exeter and 
Bristol; the others learned theirs from the weay- 
ers of Brughes and Ghent. The one party stayed 
in England and fought, hewing Agag to pieces 
before the Lord, being sorry for Agag all the 
while, of course, but still putting him to death; 
the other were a very different sort indeed. 

The result was that when the one party sailed 
from England they cried, “Farewell Rome, fare- 
well Babylon”; when the other party passed out 
of Portsmouth harbor, they sighed, "Farewell, 
dear old England.” ‘This is the difference which 
has so often been pointed out between having 
opinions and holding convictions. This is the 
age-long, world-wide contrast between all those 
who have ever played upon the harsh pipe of Pan 
and those who have voiced the gentler lute of 
Apollo. This it is that has pointed the phrase, 
“As solemn as a Puritan, as grave as a Pilgrim.” 


A STORY RETOLD. 


But I feel as though, even yet, I have not got- 
ten rightly begun, as though I have not yet 
touched the real charm of the story of the Pil- 
grims. I would, I might go back, begin all over 
again and trace the real pilgrimage of the real 
Pilgrims. Merely to mention a half dozen 
places,—Gainsborough, Amsterdam, Leyden, 
Delft-Haven, Southampton, and Portsmouth is 
to outline six volumes of history. Merely to call 
the roll of a half dozen names, Smyth and Robin- 
son, Carver and Winslow, Bradford and Brews- 
ter is to open six books of biography. To but 
mention those vessels, “The Speedway,” “The 
Mayflower,” “The Anne” and “The Little Prin- 
cess” is to summon up courage, high hope and 
endurance. While still other names such as 
Standish, Massasoit, and Samoset, all conjure up 
visions of valor. 

And then, too, the voyage itself; the signing 
of that compact in that cabin; the incident of the 
mistaken reckoning by which the vessels came to 
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Cape Cod instead of to the Hudson, or the 
James; the going ashore of the stalwart young 
Captain of Plymouth with an army (!) of four- 
teen men on their first, second and third Dis- 
coveries ; the building those nineteen log cabins; 
the return of that rattle-snake skin stuffed with 
bullets instead of the arrows sent in it; the sail- 
ing away of the Mayflower for England, and the 
lingering on that little hill outside of Plymouth 
of the little company to watch through tears its 
dimming sails; those battles with the climate and 
the forest and its wilder human denizens; those 
graves made level for that sad deception, and that 
corn planted above them! Ah, sirs, those were 
times to try men’s souls. And they were souls 
of men who could withstand such trials. 

But why tell the story? It has told itself over 
and over. Truly, “Their voice has gone into all 
the earth and their words unto the ends of the 
world." So long as in this world there shall be 
men who can admire deeds of men who can hope 
and endure and be patient, generations of par- 
ents will continue to tell to myriads of children 
yet unborn the story of the Pilgrim Fathers. 


NOW THE QUESTION. 


So much for the first, the main part, of my 
theme. “It is a glorious thing to be well des- 
cended,” and well descended indeed you are if 
you represent and perpetuate the memories and 
traditions of that noble group of men. But now 
for the second, the latter, the lesser half of said 
theme! I am constrained to ask, What of it? 
That is to say, What of it for you? The glory 
belongs to whom? To the ancestors—primarily. 
ТЕ can belong to you, secondarily, only in so far 
as you make it your own. 


Here is the point, And will you pardon me 
if here also I try to be serious over something 
regarding which others have sometimes been 
flippant? The fact is that such occasions as this 
are in danger at times of degenerating into some- 
thing not far removed from a farce. There is 
nothing so easy as to get together once a year 
and to boast of your ancestors; nothing so easy, 
I say, unless indeed it be boasting of them without 
meeting together. There are some who do the 
one and some who do the other, and some, one 
sometimes fears, who oft do both. Now, there is 
nothing quite so easy as this and, naturally, 
nothing quite so futile. Why can those who do 
this never learn that ancestors, simply as such, 
are of no earthly use? that mere ancestor-wor- 
ship, in itself, is the most barren of rituals? 


Why, there is nothing unique in the mere pos- 
session of ancestors. Most people have them— 
of a sort. The trouble is there are too many. 
Most men have too many—often more than they 
want; always some they could spare. And, mark 
well, when it comes to a contrast between 
those who boast of ancestors and do nothing 
else, and those who do something in life and 
make no claim to heraldic descent, the second 
have a right to cry out to the first in the words 
of Tennyson to Lady Clara Vere de Vere: 


"Your pride is yet no mate for mine,— 
"Too proud to care from whence I came." 


No, no. In the case of a family-tree as of 
every tree, the fruit ought to be in the branches 
and not in the root, It still remains true as it was 
when Young phrased this stanza in his Love of 
Fame, that 


""They who on ancestors enlarge, 
Produce their debt instead of their discharge." 


Itis a glorious, as well as a desirable thing, to 
be well descended; but the glory belongs chiefly 
to the authors, creators, originators, ancestors, 
and not to those who have merely descended. 
This last, the descent, is quite often inglorious. 
And this is strange enough, once one has come to 
think of it. It ought to be so easy. It would 
seem that almost any one could do it. There is 
nothing to it except to come down and yet many, 
God wot, have done it very badly. To point a 
moral, glory is one thing; gratitude is another. 
Their task in life they performed; our task is a 
different one. I note, therefore, that the task 
of glorifying one's ancestors at all is a futile task 
unless that task be one of emulation. And that 
brings me to point out two mistakes so often 
made. 


TWO COMMON MISTAKES. 


The first, as I see it, is this. Too often the 
emulation we attempt is merely imitation. The 
mistake we make is in trying to be like some 
group of men as they were in their day and gen- 
eration and not like them as they would be in 
ours. To strive to be like them in this way is 
deliberately to strive to be old-fashioned. In 
doing this the thing that we behold is the product 
of their spirit expressed in the things of their day 
and of their generation. But it does not follow 
that their spirit would take the same form in our 
age, with our problems. Thus it is that not only 
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is there no merit in ancestor-worship, merely as 
such, nor is there any merit in being old-fash- 
ioned, merely for the sake of being so. There 
is even worse than no merit: there is positive 
fault in such striving. 


And this points the second mistake. Many 
there be who do nothing because they can do 
nothing. They reach the limit of their small en- 
deavor and then ever afterward move around in 
a circle, Wherever there appears old-fashioned- 
ness of this sort it is merely a mark of limita- 
tion. Too often, however, and unfortunately, it 
is made an excuse for idleness and a cloak for 
incompetency. The mere building of the tombs 
of the prophets, the mere saying to themselves 
that they have Abraham for their father has been 
the curse of every race and every people who 
have ever practiced doing it for long. 


Some folk there be who whisper, with some 
mischief let us suppose, but no malice let us hope, 
that there is a city not a thousand miles from 
here in which there are just traces of these mis- 
takes, errors, faults or foibles. In all good

My Dear Friends: 


This month, in trying to write this letter to you 
especially, and in trying to phrase it in some way 
that will make it influential in constraining you 
to come to church somewhat regularly during 
Lent—more regularly, maybe, than has been your 
custom— I cannot do better, probably, than to 
borrow the words of another. They may seem 
more forceful because more impersonal. 

In the Philadelphia Press of January 22nd 
there appeared an editorial under the caption, 


High Tide in Churches. 


“The churches of the city in mid-January are 
going through the high tide of the year. Church 
attendance in these Winter Sundays and in those 


‘near at hand, Lent, is the largest and most rep- 


resentative of the church-going period, or ‘sea- 
son,’ which begins in September or October and 
ends in April or May. 

"The Sunday Schools are fuller from the mid- 
dle of December to the middle of February than 
in the other ten months. All the various organ- 
izations connected with churches are now doing 
their most active work and bringing together 
all those connected with their various tasks. 

“These diverse activities were once extended 
over the year. A half century ago in Philadel- 
phia practically no one was away in the Sum- 
mer except for July and August, and many fami- 
lies were only away for one of these months. To- 
day a great host of families are away from three 
to four months and church work suffers in con- 
sequence. 


Nothing Should Interfere. 
“With this Winter period of great religious 


activity, brief as it is, nothing should be allowed 
to interfere. Those who do not take hold of 
church work now and interest themselves in it, 


make their attendance regular, their personal ef- 


TRector's Letter, 


Especially to strangers, transient residents in city, and visitors in church. 


forts effective and continuous and their gift of 
self large and constant, will gradually lose their 
touch with the church to which they belong and 
cease to do the work in it they should. 

“Such work is of priceless value to the com- 
munity and to the individual. Were the mani- 
fold work of religious institutions removed from 
a great city a vast and powerful stream of good 
influence would be dried up and its source and 
origin. Charities would suffer. The moral 
training of the community would receive a 
deadly blow. 

“The ‘vision’ would fail and grow dim among 
men, and ‘where there is no vision the people 
perish? The sense of spiritual things would 
weaken and die for lack of its systematic use 
and training. The horizon and outlook of the 
whole community would narrow and grow dim, 
dull, dulling and earth-bound, as the personal 
consciousness of the far past and of the distant 
future, cultivated by religion, was destroyed. 


Individual Interest Needed. 


“These mighty and elevating influences can 
never be maintained in any religion or,in any 
communion by minister and meeting house, priest 
and church, rabbi and synagogue alone. They 
call for individual effort. They demand personal 
interest. They require the due discharge of the 
church and religious activities of every order, 
now at high tide. Let these cease and all for 
which they stand and upbuild would disappear. 

“This is not a general but a personal duty, and 
there is probably scarcely a person reading these 
lines, whatever his work or belief, but has at 
some point, directly or indirectly, in himself, her- 
self, family or children, a duty to meet in foster- 
ing the activities associated with religious bodies 
now most rife and active in the Winter months."

month are distributed 
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to the hotels, apartment-houses and boarding- 
houses of the immediate vicinity. The aim of 
this is of course, as I have rehearsed repeatedly, 
to bring strangers in touch with this church and 
to bring to such strangers in turn an invitation 
to come here to church. How far this succeeds 
is told only by, but is told by, the fact that the 
paper is welcomed, that it is read, and that cer- 
tain of these readers do accept the invitation and 
do come to church, They speak to me about the 
paper, they express their gratitude and they act 
on its suggestion. 


Another 1,000 copies are distributed in, and are 
carried away from, the Church and the Epiphany 
Chapel, on the Sundays, all told, of each month. 
Three or four hundred of these are distributed 
at the Chapel, and five or six hundred at the 
Church. The custom has been to place these in 
the pews this past winter instead of sending them 
through the mail, in order to save sometimes ten, 
sometimes twenty dollars’ worth of postage each 
month. 


The remaining 500 copies are mailed each 
month to names and addresses on a carefully 
compiled mailing-list, made up of friends of the 
parish, former parishioners, occasional attend- 
ants, persons living in various distant parts of 
the city and in the suburbs, persons who come 
to church occasionally, persons who contribute 
to various funds in the parish regularly, persons 
who have been parishioners for a winter at a 
time, at one time or another, and will be maybe 
again, but who for other winters, notably the 
present one, are in residence elsewhere. Of this 
lot also perhaps half a hundred copies go to rec- 
tors of other parishes who are faithful and con- 
stant in sending us their papers in exchange. 


Subscription or Contributions. 


During these past half dozen years there has 
at no time been any subscription price nor any 
charge of any kind made for any of these issues 
of the paper. The objection to doing this, in any 
form, at any time, was the fear that it would 
defeat the very end we were most anxious to 
accomplish: namely, having the paper welcomed 
and received and read by strangers in its several 
fields of distribution, where the chief thing to be 
Said was that it was for free distribution. 

This being the case it is not out of place to re- 
mind those of you who are in no sense strangers 
that, inasmuch as there has never been any 
charge made, free gifts instead may now be asked 
with more propriety toward the expense of print- 
ing the paper. Herein is the same distinction as 
that between charging admission to an entertain- 
ment and the taking of a “silver offering” at the 


door. The result should be the same: the motive 
and method are not quite the same, 

As a second class of persons to whom I turn 
hopefully for contributions, there are certain 
persons who have often and definitely opposed 
any attempt to fix a circulation or subscription 
price. ‘These, therefore, now have opportunity 
if they desire, to make contributions in the form 
of more indefinite amounts if they desire. 


Once again there are those who raised from 
time to time objections last year, or the year be- 
fore, to the size of the paper and the number of 
advertisements that appeared, saying that they 
would be more willing to help pay for a paper 
that came less near to paying for itself. In pro- 
portion, therefore, this year as these advertise- 
ments are the fewer, such contributions are all 
the more needed. 


On the whole, in every way, I consider the 
PARISI HELPER a distinct help to the parish in 
doing its work, and that both within and with- 
out the fixed limits of the parish itself, Among 
ourselves it serves as a place and as a medium 
for the making of reports, acknowledgments, an- 
nouncements, etc., in ways and at lengths not 
proper and not possible from the chancel on Sun- 
days in church. To these outside it serves as a 
means and as a medium of making announce- 
ments and extending invitations that are well 
worth making and are well received. In my 
judgment, it is well worth all the labor of its 
composition and more than repays its cost of 
printing. If you will help to provide the second 
I will gladly perform all the first. 


Date for Confirmation. 


The Bishop of the Diocese has appointed Sun- 
day, March 6th, at the four O'clock afternoon 
service, as the day and hour of visiting the 
parish for the purpose of administering the rite 
of confirmation, The visiting Bishop on that day 
will be Bishop Jaggar, acting for the Bishop Co- 
adjutor. He will confirm a class at that hour 
and preach a sermon at that service. 

Up to this point this note is the conventional 
note of announcement of such a Service as it is 
announced each year at about this time. Just 
who shall comprise the class, that is, just who 
shall by that time have made up their minds to be 
confirmed, is this year as it is every year at this 
season, of course, an open question. Tt is as yet 
an unanswered question in proportion perhaps as 
it has been up to this date an unasked one. 

T can think of several reasons why this year the 
class should be exceptionally large. In detail, 
there are three types or classes or groups of per- 
sons whom T am anxious to see comprise such a 
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of many reasons and because of one or another 
of many excuses, they have simply left undone 
and go on leaving undone although they admit 
that it is something that they ought to have done, 

Of these also I can think of perhaps a dozen,

The purpose is to speak with you—I say with 
and not ѓо you—in regard to something over 
which I cannot help but feel we all are, and have 
all been, for a long time, alike perplexed. It is 
regarding the subject, in general, of Missions 
and, in particular, of a special kind of missionary 
meetings. In general we all think and talk, plan 
and pray, to create an interest in missions; does 
it always strike us with sufficient force and clear- 
ness that the best aid—aye, the one, first and 
sole aid to this—is the gaining and giving of 
information about missions? 

Three Common Perplexities. 


In my own work—is it not so in yours—I find 
myself handicapped constantly by, say, three 
things. There are three questions all of which, 
as a matter of fact, narrow down at last into 
one question. In the first place, whose business 
is the business of dealing with matters of money 
for missions? In my parish, presumably it is 
mine: in yours, with a like presumption, yours. 
In my parish, mine is the responsibility, mine is 
the task, of raising the voice of appeal; mine is 
the duty of making the claims of this work, as 
of any good work, known to those who are, 
ought to be, want to be, willing contributors. 
But, to do this, it goes without saying, I must use 
my own method; you must use vours; and so on 
and on, | 


An Open Letter 


To Rectors of the Churches of this Diocese by Rev. D. M. Steele. 


The point is this. In doing the work the whole 
Church sets itself to do year after year, that is, 
the raising of money for defraying the annual 
cost of the Church’s missionary work, there is 
regularity and also diversity. There is solidarity 


and there is flexibilty. There is fixity in the 
framework or scheme; there is liberty for rec- 
tors in the making of that scheme effective. 


Regularity with Diversity. 


Coming down all through the scale, there is a 
regular and orderly gradation: the General Con- 
vention, Board of Missions, Dioceses, the fram- 
ing of the Budget the making the Apportionment 
i. с. of different amounts to different dioceses, 
then some method, theoretical or practical, un- 
written or written, of apportioning this further, 
piecemeal, out among the parishes, But parishes 
remain parishes. Here is the stopping point in 
the process of division, long division and short 
division, division and sub-division. Here is the 
unit, Here must the rector respond for his peo- 
ple and, to this end, he must Speak to his people. 
Herein, in my own case,—may I say in our cases 
—is our first difficulty, handicap, perplexity. We 
are hindered rather than helped, too often, by 
too many helpers. In many dioceses, maybe, 
maybe in this one, there are too many people 
raising money and not enough people giving 
money. 


This is the first of three questions in series. 
It may not be the first in importance: it is one, 
however, that every rector must deal with some. 
time, must face sooner or later, if he does his 
duty. He must decide whether he will ask his 
people for money for missions himself or 
whether he will leave this to some one else—not 
to say some several else, Having taken up this 
task himself, if he is honest and earnest, con- 
vinced and courageous, he will need no Бер; 
none, certainly, he asks not for. Не has a voice: 
he has a vestry: he has men to help him: he 
has, or ought to have, a woman’s auxiliary, will- 
ing as always. He can need little else, nothing 
surely from strangers,—not even advice. 

The Second Perplexity. 

Thus equipped and all ready, he begins; but 
only to find himself in a new quandary, He has 
cleared the air only to find it darken again, to

find clouds return after the rain. He comes up 
to the second of those three questions. He has 
set out to deal directly with the Board of Mis- 
sions: he finds himself encompassed by appeals 
for Specials. He saw the reasonableness, inevi- 
tableness, logic, justice and fairness, the wisdom 
and necessity, of the Board's assuming obliga- 
tions in advance and then turning to him to ask 
him ask his people to help them keep faith, meet 
obligations, in short, pay their bills. This is what 
they are for and what he is for. They perform 
their function; he must perform his, They are 
part, he is part, of an organization. It must have 
an aim and object; it must have a plan and pur- 
pose; it must have a policy; and which is more 
important, it must make plans in advance. It 
must incur obligations—and on no small scale. 
indeed no: may be a million dollars a year 


But no sooner, I say, is this plan launched than 
it seems to break down. No sooner does he be- 
gin this work than he is interrupted. Тһе inter- 
ruption comes by correspondence and by visits; 
it comes by letter and it comes in person ; it rings 
his phone, it rings his door-bell; it comes from 
North, South, East and West; it is sent by, and 
is borne by, bishops, arch-deacons, priests, and 
laymen, by neighboring bishops, visiting bishops, 
missionary bishops, by returned missionaries, 
home-missionaries, foreign-missionaries, appeal 
on appeal, from schools, | hospitals, churches, 
cathedrals, for funds, salaries, debts and endow- 
ments. I have in one drawer of my own desk, 
for instance, one year’s accumulation. In num- 
ber, there are 360, almost averaging one a day ; 
in amount they also total a million dollars. 


Confusion Worse Confounded. 


Good? Worthy? Deserving? Yes: every one 
good; each one better. Don't, please don't, now 
don’t miss the point. The point is, while trying 
to do one thing I am besought to do another. 
If I try to do both shall I fail to do either? If 
I choose either one shall I offend the other? Is 
this my fault? Is it our fault? Is it anybody's 
fault? It is certainly all of our grave misfor- 
tune. By doubling endeavors we are certainly 
halving efficiency. Is there any way out of this 
bedlam? Is the way out being pointed at all? 
Is it any one's duty to point it? Has the Board 
any power in this matter? Should they exercise 
such power if they did have it? Has any one 
power to bring order out of this confusion, a 
stable state out of this anarchy? 


i uthor- 
No. No one has power in the sense of author 
йу. And it is well for other things that this is 


so. Ours is a free Church in a free Country. In. 
such a country I suppose that any Churchman. 
has a right to ask the Church for money. It does 
not follow that he ought to get it. Maybe so, 
maybe not. It does follow that he ought to have 
a hearing. But it also follows that he should 
be heard by experts. Such experts are who? 


Who but the Board of Missions? 


As a matter of fact, this is all far more simple 
than sometimes appears. If the Board of Mis- 
sions had the money, and the men in question 
had the hearing, they would both—and so would 
we—be better off. If we had one method of 
contributing instead of two, we would not de- 
crease our gifts; we would double, we would 
probably quadruple them. And, most important 
of all, the men in the field could not help but do 
more work and better work if they stayed at 
work, instead of spending—by compulsion, do 
they say?—one half their time, and more than 
half their energy, at home, pleading for ways 
and means who should not. Possibly the results 
of their work in the field do vary at present di- 
rectly as the square of the mass of the money 
they raise while far from it; even so, do they 
not also vary inversely as the square of the dis- 
tance they are from the field and the length of 
time that they stay away from it? 


Now, here is a method. And, mirable dictu, all 
three or four parties agree in regard to it. The 
missionaries long for it, beg, plead and pray for 
its adoption. They do not enjoy coming home 
to ask for money: no one ever in his maddest 
moments could or would or did or will accuse 
them of that. The Board of Missions longs for 
it: their members, officers, spokesmen and secre- 
taries, urge it, recommend it, speak and write and 
work for it, as for no other one thing so unceas- 
ingly. The Clergy are for it: it would be a т 
of peace so pleasant they would almost fight or 
it. Who is there, then, to hinder? Why is this 
method not the one, sole method? Who are 
they who do not adopt it? To whose perver i 
is it due that this plan does not prevail?

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wonder? Is there not a valid reason? The rea- 
son is the plainest and simplest of reasons: they 
know, in such cases, what they are giving for. 
They know this by having been told. They have 
‘information on that point. They have not on 
any other, at that moment,—often not even at 
any moment, This is no fault of theirs. I did 
not say that it was. Far from it. It is the fault, 
I say it carefully, not carpingly, not for the sake 
of finding fault, but of correcting it, not foolishly 
but feelingly,—and frankly,—it is the fault of 
the Board of Missions. 


The failure is the people's: the fault is the 
Board's. The Board do not give the people in- 
formation. Worst of all, they do not give the 
clergy information—not of a kind and quality 
they can use in informing themselves as they 
would like to and as they were compelled to do 
in order to inform those of theircures. There 
is no good reason for this, none that I know of. 
There can be no reason good enough why a work 
so big as the work of the Church in the Mission 
Field, done or attempted by a Board so large, 
should not be known in a big way, known as well, 
as fully, as inteligently, as is the work in 
some one little region, of sometimes a little man. 
It could be and it ought to be. Tt is one task, 
maybe the chief task, of the Board of Missions. 


The Third Difficulty. 


The third then of our difficulties, perplexities 
‘or quandaries, is this. The third of our ques- 
tions is: How can we get this information? How 
can we get a large and right perspective? Have 
we not all felt that what we need, upon occasion 
at least, is less exhortation and more information, 
less agitation and more education? Is it possible, 
I wonder, to get it? Is it possible to get it in 
this diocese? Is it feasible to have this year, this 
Lent, in some one church of this city, a series 
of Missionary Meetings so broad in their plan 
and so large in their purpose that they will take 
precedence, for a season at least, over little local 
ones? Is it possible for such to be diocesan, in- 
stead of, as is more common, parochial? Is it 
possible for speakers at such meetings to be held 
down to their tasks: can they be compelled to be 
informative instead of hortatory? These are 


questions I have asked the Bishop, at home, and

House, to ask those there who ought to know 
best.

Memorial Flowers. 


Each Sunday there are placed upon the altar, 
as a floral decoration, two vases'of flowers. As 
these are all ordered from one florist, we secure a 
very good selection for a very reasonable price. 
This price is $1 or $2 per Sunday for the two 
bouquets. Nearly all the Sundays throughout 
the year have been reserved at the request of 
certain members of the congregation as “memo- 
rial days." On the particular day designated in 
each case these persons provide the money for 
the expense of this supply of flowers. The flow- 
ers thus serve as an offering in memory of some 
one deceased, or as a visible token of some sacred 
association in connection with that date or with 
some date near that Sunday. There are now but 
four vacant dates, however, and these are at the 
disposal of any who wish them reserved for them 
in this way. The Vicar will be glad to arrange 
for the assignment of these dates upon request 
at any time. 

The Girls’ Friendly. 


The members of the Friendly are preparing 
two plays, both to be presented on Monday even- 
ing, February 7, and repeated on Tuesday even- 
ing, February 8. These plays, with music and re- 
freshments, make up the program for the two 
evenings. By providing for two nights the girls 
are endeavoring to eliminate the loss which some- 
times ‘results because of unpleasant weather. 
Tickets are now for sale for this entertainment, 
the charge for adults being 25 cents, for children 
15 cents. Refreshments, то cents additional. The 
tickets will be good for either evening. 

The proceeds and profits of the two evenings 
are to be given by the Friendly for the benefit 
of the Summer Fresh Air Fund and Vacation 
House Work. The price of admission may be 
paid at the door, and it is hoped that all mem- 
bers of the congregation will patronize this un- 
selfish work of the girls,

My dear Friends: 


Even though the season is so far advanced 
that those to whom, in largest number, this 
page heretofore has been addressed may have 
long scattered and hence may be far away, I 
want in any case to address at a venture these 
few notes to you this month. 

I hope it is safe to assume and that one may 
take some slight pleasure in believing that the 
Parish Helper has been missed to some extent 
by you during these few months past in which 
it has not been possible to print it. The lapse 
has been only an accident, due to some slight 
and untoward circumstances which are quite 
unlikely ever to recur. 


Reason for this Letter. 


Often heretofore, in former ‘months this 
season I have written to exhort you to come 
to church. Writing this month, almost in 
midsummer, and therefore at a time when 
church activities cease rather than begin, and 
when church attendance in the city is at low- 
est ebb as everything else is at lull on Sundays, 
I am writing rather to thank you for your past 
patience and courtesy, and even for that mat- 
ter to announce the closing up entirely for a 
few weeks of the church. 

The afternoon service in particular is being 
discontinued this week, as it has been for a 
long series of summers past, all of the two 
months, July and August. In connection with 
this statement I am eager to announce that, 
when these services are resumed next fall, it 
is intended, and it is already planned, to have 
them of an even better and still better form 
and character thanth ey have been heretofore, 
We are making engagements for special musi- 
cal features, are making plans for special musi- 
cal services, and are looking forward to a form 
of special sermons or addresses. 


Closing the Church, 


One other thing it is as important to an- 
nounce to you as to another whole circle of 
readers on another page, in another depart- 
ment of the Parish Helper. This is the fact 
that, for perhaps six weeks of the later mid- 
summer, even the morning services will have 
to be suspended. But this is for a reason 
which brings much more joy than regret, and 
is Scarce of satisfaction rather than lament, It 
is because that, during that season, we are 
to carry on an unusually extensive work of 
housecleaning, of re-construction and repair 
work, which is going to complete, I think, a 
task we have been trying to perform, though 
in installments, for several summers past. 

This taken all in all involves the flooring, 
tiling, carpeting, electric lighting, organ clean- 
ing, painting and decorating. In some meas- 
ure each of the church edifice in its many 
parts. It will be, as those will know best who 
have had the most experience in doing such 
work in their homes, a work involving time 
and making large drafts on the patience, toler- 
ance and tact—not to say funds— of the 
Church Property Committee of the Vestry. 

The reason I have said anything at all of 
this to you, who are addressed as strangers, 
is that I no longer think of you as such in fact 
but only upon paper. It is because I know 
already huw virtually and really you are inter- 
ested in that which in any way concerns the 
church's work and welfare. I know you will 
rejoice with us, and be grateful with us,

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My dear Friends: 


There are three subjects in general upon 
which I consider it so important that you 
should have definite information, that I am 
devoting this entire letter this month to these 
subjects alone. It is for this reason also that, 
having printed the paper mainly for the pur- 
pose of addressing you thus in this letter, I 
am trying to follow you with it by mail to 
your distant addresses. I hope that neither 
of these attempts may be quite without avail. 

The subjects are: First, the work of re-con- 
struction and redecoration and repair to be 
done in the church during the season of mid- 
summer. ; 

Second, the work, or rather the halting of 
work, along lines of our Summer Fresh Air 
Fund, and the reasons why ,this summer, this 
must be altered and amended, although only 
in form and though only temporarily. 

Third, the status and the needs, both pres- 
ent, past and future, the condition of and the 
outlook for, that institution of the parish, St. 
Luke’s Home. 


Repairs to be made. 


At the last of a series of meetings of the 
Vestry held several months ago it was decid- 
ed, after full discussion of all four or five feat- 
ures involved, to go on this summer and com- 
plete outright that task of re-construction and 
repair, of rebuilding and re-decorating, etc., 
which has been in process for these several 
years past, and in accordance with a plan 
which has involved expenditure only in in- 
stallments and only as we felt that we could 
meet it—out of church-income and in the form 
of church-expenses. 

You will remember that the expense thus 
far has been, upon an average, a matter of two 
or three thousand dollars a year for perhaps 
four years. The items have been such things 
as new entrance stairways, new vestibule at 
the church front, new chancel-floor, new altar 
rail, new organ-console, etc. This summer the 
task that remains is one task: the items how- 
ever are, to be specific, five or six. 

It is purposed: 

First: to take up the carpets from the pews 
and aisles, thoroughly clean the church and

Fourthly; to paint and varnish and further 
to treat in such a way as is necessary, all the _ 
wood-work of the pews, etc. in the church 
downstairs as to bring this into harmony with | 
that which now prevails in tone and color ini 
the vestibule and in the chancel. a 

All the other decorating and re-decorating of 
the wood-work in the -church has been done 
piecemeal and this, the main portion, has been. 
consequently left untouched unti] now 1t 15 
out of harmony and not in keeping with Ше 
style ‘which should be uniform and the color 
which ought to prevail throughout. 


Fifthly, to remove and rebuild, for sake of 
safety, and in order to insert some form of 
ventilators in them, all the windows in the 
galleries, both north and south, that is to say, - 
eight windows in all. These have been in place | 
for many years and consequently, being only 
leaded glass, are falling apart. Having chad 
their surface painted also and re-painted of- 
ten, they are marred and in bad repair. 
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Altar Society’s Task. 


In ‘addition to these tasks, which will be 
outlined, supervised, and paid for by the 
Church Property Committee of the Vestry, 
the Altar Society are, in conjunction with 
them, entering upon a task also of decoration, 
in the chancel, which it is their pride and privi- 
lege now to keep for a province all their own 
They are for the time being able from 
their treasury, to keep in repair and to keep 
renewed from time to time, all the chancel 
furniture, as they have always done the altar 
hangings and vestments. 


In pursuance of this practice they undertake 
this season to remoye the pulpit and the lec- 
tern and to have them re-built and re-burnish- 
ed and re-lacquered as they have done hereto- 
fore, the altar vessels and altar cross, vases, 
etc. Already they have replaced the old hymn 
boards with beautiful new ones, in material 
and style and pattern uniform with the oak 
wood-work of the chancel. These are already 
paid for. 


The Church to Close. 


Of course it goes without saying, and of 
course it is this to which I am coming by way 
of announcement, that in order to do all this 
work the church will have to be closed and 
the services suspended for a season. The only 
point is, what season? The only question is, 
how long? It is estimated by all those who 
will be employed that six weeks is abundant 
time, yet, inasmuch as most of these jobs 
must be done in series and no two or three of 
them to advantage can be done at orice, this 
time is none too long. 


In order, therefore, that we may be assured 
of having the church ready to open for ser- 
vice, as is absolutely essential, by the first 
week in September, we must close no later 
than the second or third week of July. Due 
announcement will be made, however, both to 
the congregation present by that time and to 
those not in church that day through the 
church announcement columns of the daily 
papers. It is expected that some form of ser- 
vice cam be arranged for and :onducted in 
some one of the rooms of the Parish House 
downstairs for those Sundays, if it shall seem 
necessary and expedient. It is the full inten- 
tion to have both the 8 A. M. and the 11 A. M. 
services as usual, and in the usual place, up 
to and including the second Sunday in July. 


Summer Fresh Air Work. 


Up to this point it has not seemed feasible, 
and does not yet seem wise, for us to rent for 
the summer, for our own exclusive use, this 
year as we have done so gladly for two sea- 
sons past, a house all of our own in which to 
carry on our Summer Fresh Air Work. The 
reasons for this, as they affect this special sea- 
son, are two, both of which in the end, how- 
ever, narrow down to one main reason; that 
is, because we have no assistant at the church 
at present. l am sorry: sorry for the sake of 
those whom this will most affect. There are 
ways, two ways, or rather reasons, a couple of 
reasons, why this year, equipped or rather un- 
equipped as we are, those who should profit 
most must suffer seemingly the most. The 
thing I am however, most anxious of all about 
is that this shall not affect other years in fu- 
ture. This pause in this work is only a lapse. 

A's some of you know, we have no assistant: 
at the church at present. This, together with. 
the fact that the Vicar at the Chapel also— 
in part consequently—has his hands more full 
than usual, has made it difficult, impracticable, 
in fact impossible, to do the work this summer 
in the way it was done last. The impossibi- 
lity is to have any of the clergy in residence, in 
any way with any consistency, in such a home. 
The impracticality is the doing anything worth 
the endeavor without this one special thing. 
This has been the first prime requisite in hav- 
ing such a home at all. It seems better there- 
fore, for this year, though, of course, for this 
year only, to do such work as we do through 
other institutions than our own. 

This we are planning to do, indeed have al- 
ready begun to do. We will send away per- 
haps not the same number of people, but per- 
haps as many as must be. We will not ac- 
complish the same results and we will not 
give the same amount of pleasure, nor al- 
though this does not offset it at all—will it cost 
the same amount of money. Already there 
have been such contributions as will help us 
with this work to a large extent and there will 
be more forthcoming, I know, if it is needed, 
and when needed, and as needed. 


Outing to Valley Forge. 


It is in view of this also that, in order to 
soothe the disappointment of as many persons 
as may be and to give as much pleasure as 
possible, and in the way they most expressed 
a desire for it, that we are planning to make 
and hope to havethe most enjoyable and satis- 
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factory excursion of its kind we have ever 
had. It is to be on the second Saturday in 
July, that is July the 9th. Don’t confuse, mis- 
take or forget the date. The day’s outing is 
to take the form of an excursion, by special 
train, on the Reading Railroad, to Valley 
Forge. The train is to leave the Reading Ter- 
minal at 8 A. M. and is to return, leaving Val- 
ley Forge at 7 P. M. The tickets will be good 
also on a train leaving the terminal at 1.30; В: 
M. This second provision is made for the 
sake of those who, possibly having to work for 
the half of that Saturday, but also possibly 
having that day a half-holiday, can come out in 
the afternoon and, having enjoyed the picnic for 
at least half the day, can return with the party 
at 7 o'clock in the evening. 


Why the late date ? 


The date of the whole affair is made later 
than usual this year for several reasons. 

First, it is hoped that the half holiday system 
may by that date have come to apply so nearly 
universally that all concerned can get away 
for at least half of the day. 

Secondly, the Sunday School is continuing 
so much later than usual this year and with 
such good attendance and such happy spirit 
that we do not want to have the outing until 
time to close the School; and this date in July 
seems to be early enough for either or both, 

The outing is, of course, primarily a Sunday 
School Excursion, and for all the members of 
both Sunday Schools, at the Church and at 
the Chapel. It is for all the classes, from Pri- 
mary Classes to Bible Classes. For all mem- 
bers, both old and young, from infant to aged, 
free tickets will be provided. This is their 
picnic proper. 

A Parish Picnic : 

But more than that we want this year es- 
pecially to make this. in a sense, a parish pic- 
nic, and to this end we invite to go along all 
those of any age or any allegiance to the par- 
ish, church or chapel. For all these tickets 
will be provided at a cost of 50 cents apiece— 
i. e. members of the congregation not enrolled 
in the Sunday School, provided they secure 
them from some members of the Outing Com- 
mittee. Do not try to buy these tickets from 
the railroad at this price. They would not be 
tickets for our train. Admission to the outing 
trains will be by tickets that may be secured 
by asking either of the clergy or someone of 
the officers or teachers of the Sunday School 
and paying 50 cents apiece. 

The picnic is, of course, a basket picnic and 


this means, of course, that the baskets are 
your own baskets which is to say—hoty shall. 
I say it?—Maybe this way: you must fale 
your own baskets along. Everything else t 
Is necessary, or that we can devise, for со; 
fort and amusement, for delectation and f 
edification, both on the way and in the park 
itself, from the Terminal to Valley Forge к 
and back, we will provide right gladly and in 
this we will be hosts. A committee of a doz 
officers and teachers of both schools are 
ready having meetings and making plans ay 
everything combines to promise a deligh 
outing. Don't forget the day, July oth, and 
the hours, 8 A. M. and 1.36 P. M. Г 

I had purposed, as I outlined in the list 
subjects at the outset of this letter, to speak 
you more fully than proves to be possible 
this point on the subject of St. Luke's Hom 
This has been recognized as a subject needi 
much and serious consideration for a lon 
time past by those who have been most 
tensely interested in it for these many yea 
Matters have now reached a point where 
presents a problem which must sometime be 
solved. 1 

Beginning with a vestry meeting early la 
fall the subject of the Home's continuam 
was considered and discussed at length, am 
the Committee of the Vestry on St. Luke 
Home was instructed to take up and look ini 
the whole problem of its status and utility, 
They did this and reported. 

The Board of Managers of the Home 
took up the subject and considered it in all 
phases. As a result of this, and as a result o 
certain threatened deficiency in income for th 
year's running expenses, the Secretary for th 
Managers made a report to the Rector 0 
about May Ist, advising him that, in th 
judgment, the whole subject oi the Hom 
financing must be taken up with a view t 
some radical change by the Vestry. 

About the middle of May, the Board 
Managers, together with the Committee 
the Vestry and the Rector, met together fo 
conference upon the subject, at the home 0 
the Directress. The result. of this me 
was the calling of still other Vestry Meetin 
at which a report was made of that meeting 
with the Board of Managers at which, amon 
other things, two resolutions were passed. 4 

As the summer passes there will no doubt 
be important developments. 4

A Work of Mercy. 

Each year for several years past, at about 
this season, I have received letters, sometimes 
‘from individuals, more often from societies, 
making suggestions and sometimes even mak- 
ing generous offers, that there should be 
placed, or even that they themselves would 
be glad to place, in front of the church, in con- 
“nection with the free ice water fountain there 
in constant use from April or May until No- 
vember, something that could be made of use 
by merely making use of the waste water; 


something which ought to appeal to all those 
who delight in works of mercy as in works of 
charity; in short, a trough of some kind to 
be placed beside the pavement which would. 
become a receptacle for the overflow water 
while the fountain is in use and thereby be- 
come a convenient drinking place for horses, 
dogs, cats and even birds, during the long 
dusty, sultry, summer season. 

This has been done and done by one who 
did it gladly. As soon as he learned that this 
was desired, or even desirable, the generous 
donor himself, in the name of the family whose 
memorial the fountain is, gave orders to have 
such a further monument prepared, got all 
the needed permits from the city for its place- 
ment so that for two months past it has been 
in use, indeed in almost constant use.

My dear Friends: 

Beginning with this month we undertake 
again the pleasant task of calling upon you,—in 
print,once а month through “The Season," 
October, let us say, to June; "you" meaning, of 
course, any one who, running, pauses long 
enough to read. This page of this paper, as 
you who have had it for two years now know, 
but as you will pardon repetition while others 
are told, is addressed directly, solely, gladly, 
eagerly, to those who are strangers for the time 
being in this region of the city, and so strangers, 
pro tem., to any one church or to any particular 
parish. It is meant to speak an urgent invitation 
here and to assure you of a welcome—always. 


Purpose of this Letter. 


The purpose—do not be impatient if it is re- 
peated over and over—is to extend an invitation, 
in as urgent terms as its author knows how, to 
you who may be transients, strangers, visitors, 
sojourners, in this immediate vicinity, to come 
here to church, to come often, to come regu- 
larly, to come occasionally, to come at any time 
you wish in any manner that you will. 

I have tried, from time to time, to repeat this 
invitation without seeming to be clamorous; to 
ask you, not to coax you; to urge vou, though 
not to exhort you; to reason with you and yet 
not to argue with you; to try to constrain and 
yet not to coerce you; to point out how I think 
the church can be of use to you, more use than 
it asks vou to be to it. In short—though it may 
seem in long—to bid you welcome, to invite you 
and to urge you—and yet not to overdo it. 


Unusual Conditions. 


I do not want to coax, I say, to clamor or ex- 
hort, and yet there is one time in the year when 
it is hard to repress eagerness and to refrain 
from exhortation. That time is this time. There 
are two marked seasons in this city's church life, 
more marked in this city than in any other, and 
as marked in every other line of endeavor or 


field of activity as in those of the Church and 
felt in all of them in about the same way; a 
season of presence and a season of absence, ab- 
sence as complete as abnormal; a season of work 
and a season of languor, languor absolute and 
utter: a season in which people go to church 
generally and another season in which they stay 
away, without a parallel, determinedly and uni- | 
versally. 
A Special Invitation. 

It is because this second season is now 
past and it is the turn of the other, because this 
is the month in which so many kinds of work 
will be resumed and so many persons will return 
to town—and to apartments so near us—and 
because, consequently, the: church likewise is 
opening its doors, resuming its services, plan- 
ning its work, increasing its hours and its forms 
of worship, that I so urgently advise you and 
so eagerly invite you to begin rightly and to 
begin early, to come to church and to come here.

My dear Friends: 


As of course you all know, the church was 
compelled to be closed for a month in the sum- 
mer while the work of reconstruction and re- 
pair went on. As you also doubtless know, this 
work has been completed, was completed on 
time, was exceedingly well done, and the results 
are in every way most satisfactory. We were 
able to resume the services, as we had planned 
the first Sunday in September, and it now only 
remains for you to hasten back to see and to 
enjoy the benefits accruing, 


Repairs and Improvements. 


The work that was planned in the early sum- 
mer, and begun as soon as the seasons advance 
made feasible or possible the closing of the 
church, was outlined and forecast for you in the 
June number of the PARISE HELPER. It con- 
sisted, as you know, in perhaps a half a dozen 
features. Chiefest of these were the change of 
the structure of the chancel front, and with this 
the replacing of the carpeted wood floors of all 
three aisles as well with a tile floor, in color and 
material in harmony with that placed in the chan- 
cel some three years ago. It was hoped that 
this would accomplish two purposes, and in both 
ways it is already fully apparent that our hopes 
have been realized. The first object was to in- 
crease the resonant quality of the church, for 
aid to the choir and clergy both; the second 
was to heighten the effect of cleanliness and to 
facilitate the work each week of cleaning the 
church and of keeping it clean with less labor. _ 


Perhaps this, together with the other items. 
may be tabulated best in the words of a report 
on the morning after the church’s reopening 


Clipped from the Public Ledger: 


“The wood floor has been replaced with a 
floor of tiles, with steps of marble leading to 
the chancel, and with marble bases for lectern 
and pulpit. This required fifteen hundred square 
feet of Welch quarry tiles. Being red the tiles 
have the appearance of carpet but their weight 
is several tons. All wood work in the church 
has been repainted or regrained; the 150 pews 
have been recarpeted; the interior walls from 
vestibule to chancel repainted; two memorial

A Progressive Policy. 


This work this summer completes a series of - 


alterations and improvements that have been im 
progress, piecemeal, for five years. I think we 
have now finished that which has been absoluteh 

necessary, which has been essential to the clean- 
liness, efficiency, utility and safety of the church 
both in its structure and in its equipment, We 
have practically a new chancel, a new vestibule, 
a new organ, a new floor, new carpets, new pul- 
pit and lectern, sanctuary lamps, hymn boards, 
and complete electric lighting and power systems. 


Plans for the Future. 


This has really all been necessary on the mere 
ground of utility. These are things I have felt 
free to urge as one would, urge the need for im- 
plements or instruments or tools or equipment 
of any sort, in any kind of working plant. The 
increase in adornment has been only incidental. 
It is only the adornment of things being in re- 
pair instead of in dishevelment. There are, of 
course, from this point on, no end of things 
that may be added; but what has been done has 
been done of necessity. These things were in 
no cases luxuries, Of other hopes and plans and 
projects, of ways and of means of further beau- 
tifying the church, and the placing in it of mem- 
orials, and for its further enhancement and for 
its increase in beauty, I shall have some things 
to speak with you about when you have come 
once more within hearing. - | 


Summer Fresh Air Work. 


There were two reasons why, this year, for 
the time being, for this season only, as excep- 
tional and not as changing definitely any plan or 
withdrawing suddenly from any project or fail- 
ing with intention in discharging any duty, it did 
not seem feasible or even possible to rent out- 
right and to conduct as an institution, a house

all our own in which to do this summer's Fresh 


Air Work. 


Both these reasons I spoke of in June in fore- 
casting in the Parish Helper the opportunities 
and possibilities of the summer. The first was 
the fact that it was not possible for the same one 
of the clergy and his wife who were in residence 
last year to live in this way just this year, there 
being now three—which as every one knows is a 
crow d-instead of two, and there was no one else 
to act as executive at all, not to say to do it so 
well, The other reason was that the sudden de- 
parture of an assistant whom we had had at the 
Church left us entirely without help, left abso- 
lutely no one to do the work here in the city, the 
work of making up the parties, and successfully 
embarking them. 

The Same Work in Different Ways. 


It was therefore necessary, this year, to do the 
work in a slightly different way. We but made 
a virtue of necessity in doing five or six things 
instead of one larger one. But they all got them- 
selves done, and well done, in the end; so every- 
one was happy after all, What we had to do, in 
part, was to make use of other agencies and in- 
stitutions and, in the case of the’ groups we 
dealt with ourselves, to deal in extremes of num- 
bers, large and small. Thus: The Mercer Home 
at Atlantic City, The Girls’ Friendly House at 
Cape May, Camp Hill, and The Country Week 
Association, were all brought into requisition, be- 
sides the several parties and groups we could 
provide for in company. 


Of the former, a dozen old people went to the 
Mercer Home; a dozen others went to Camp 
Hill; sixty or more persons, all from the Chapel, 
went in parties scattered through five weeks to 
Cape May; some {у children had their outing 
made possible through The Country Week meth- 
od. Of the latter, those we served in groups, 
there were three main methods. First, I gave 
to the Parish Visitor outright a round sum of 
money, of that given to me for such purpose, to 
be given by her priv ately, discerningly, diserimin- 
atingly, wisely, to those of her wards whom she 
knows so well, to take their own wee outings, 
sometimes for a day, in a few cases for a week, 
in some cases merely trolley rides and river boat 
excursions as surcease of labor gave them maybe 
only hours instead of days or weeks of leisure. 
Secondly, we sent in wagons, Kerr & Cots four- 
horse tallyhos, parties to the number of about a 
hundred and fifty children, from both Church 
and Chapel, to the Park on Saturday outings. 
Thirdly, lastly, and as climax, there was

The Picnic. 

A picnic, of course, is of interest primarily to 
children, and a Sunday School Picnic, to narrow 
down the genus to a species, ought, presumably, 
to be for Sunday School children. The one we 
had this year was rather more than that, some- 
what more and different. In the opinion of the 
children, big and little, Sunday School and 
others, it was a success. And the opinion is sus- 
tained, if what those of us who looked on saw, 
and if what we saw we interpreted rightly. For 
it looked like pleasure, looked like unadulterated, 
unalloyed, unmarred enjoyment, happiness, fun, 
a good time—well worth the money that it cost. 
But why philosophize? Here is the simple nar- 
rative, as simple as the picnic was complex. 

Some Details. 


It was Saturday, the oth of July. It was a hot 
day. The place was Valley Forge. The special 
grounds were those kept for this purpose, three- 
quarters of a mile back from the station, from 
the river and from The Headquarters, The rea- 
sons we went there were: First, that we might 
have а place all to ourselves,—not à public 
picnic place with a thousand other people, as in 
several previous years; secondly, in order that 
the children might see the place and have im- 
pressions made upon them of their country’s his- 
tory. There were 425 persons in all. The train 
was a special one; it left the Reading Terminal 
at 8 A. М.; it got back at 8 Р. М. We had 
twelve cars, an engine all of our own, and a bag- 
gage car all to ourselves. And that car was full- 
est of the twelve—which is another story, or at 
least the most important part of this one. 


The Supplies. 

It was a basket picnic, to be sure, and every- 
body was supposed to have a basket; but for 
fear they might not have, or might not have it 
full—and the precaution was well taken—the 
committee had along these few things, no раг- 
ticle of which remained over and above to 
bring home: Six hundred sandwiches, 500 lem- 
ons, fifty pounds of sugar, 1000 bananas, twenty 
pounds of cookies, crullers, cakes and ginger 
snaps, two ten-pound quantities of candy, 300 
hard boiled eggs, a two-bushel bag of peanuts, 
500 candy cones with which to eat 100 quarts, 
five giant freezers full, of ice cream. 

What Happened. 

Arriving, we found two hay wagons we had 
hired for the day ready to haul mothers with 
babies, baskets and things to the grove and, af- 
ter that, all day, to take parties of forty or fifty 
on drives over the roads of the National Park; 
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found a forty-acre field for baseball games, cro- 
quet, quoits, tennis, etc., etc. The equipment for 
which, in quantity, had been purchased and taken 
along. There was ample shade, abundance of 
good water, a man to haul ice, a river to row on, 
to swim in and, not far distant, a place to dance. 


More Details. 


It would take too much space to become de- 
scriptive; I must hold my pen to narrative. Just 
to jot down items, items of expense, may convey 
two ideas, serve two purposes at once, Githens. 
Rexamer & Co., edibles; Wanamaker, baseball 
and other equipment—to be kept for other years 
as well; mimeographing letters, notices, post 
cards, etc.; postage, mailing same; Everett's Ex- 
press, hauling to and from the Terminal; hire of 
hay wagons and of horse and buggy; perquisites 
to park guards; hire of musicians taken along; 
tennis racquets, new and old ones restrung; 
megaphone, three dozen flags, three dozen 
glasses, for lemonade; spoons, dipper, 100 
pounds of ice, two boxes paper napkins, 200 
wooden plates, rope for swings, sugar, salt, lem- 
on squeezer, five large paper balloons, firecrack- 
ers, bottle Phenol Sodique, bandages, absorbent 
cotton, one bottle Perry Davis’ Pain Killer. But 
no accident befell, no one was hurt, nobody 
quarreled, no one complained, no one got sick or 
lost or fell into the river or fell off or missed the 
train. It was a great success. But oh, it was 
a hot day! 


A Word of Thanks. 


Special thanks are due to three or four good 
friends, who furnished special features: Mr. 
French, and Mr. Doan, and Mr. Clay, Ben Had- 
dock, Mr. Clarke, Miss Toler, Mr. Bell. Everv- 
one who saw anything to do, did it right gladly ; 
to tabulate names would be to draw needless dis- 
tinctions. There was a Committee, a Refresh- 
ment Committee, a Program Committee, etc. ; but 
all worked together and worked well: they work- 
ed as one committee of the whole. | 


St. Luke’s Home. 


For the June number of the Parts HELPER 
the copy for which of course had to be prepared 
in May, and that before the date of holding’ an 
important Vestry Meeting at which certain defin- 
ite steps were taken and some resolutions passed 
upon the subject of the Home’s disposal and 
the disposition of a fund therefrom resulting, 
I wrote those few paragraphs which, if reread, 
will assist the reader to retravel a few stages 
and, rehearsing these few steps, refresh the 
mind and serve as introduction to a longer story. 


On May т9 the Board of Managers, to- 
gether with the Committee of the Vestry and 
the Rector, met together for conference upon 
the subject, at the home of the Directress. The 
result of this meeting was the calling of a spe- 
cial Vestry Meeting, at which a report was made 
of the above mentioned meeting with the Board 
of Managers. This meeting of the vestry was 
on May 26th. At the close, adjournment was 
taken to another special meeting on May 31. 


At this meeting every member of the vestry 
was present. After full discussion, action was 
taken, of which this abridged extract from the 
minutes of the Secretary will convey report. 


Extract from Minutes. 


“On motion duly seconded it was resolved 
that the Managers of St. Luke’s Home be re- 
quested to take all necessary steps to close the 
Home not later than October 31st, Тото. 


“Оп motion duly seconded it was resolved that 
the consent of the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese of Pennsylvania be obtained for th 
sale of the property. | 


“On motion duly seconded it was resolved that 
the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen ot 
the Church of St. Luke and the Epiphany sell 
the properties and real estate Nos. 1315-1317 
Pine Street in the City of Philadelphia, and 
that the Committee on Church Property is here- 
by authorized to place said messuages and lots 
oi ground in the market for sale and authorized 
to close a sale of the same and to report to the 
Vestry on so doing for any further confirma- 
tion if necessary to perfect the title to the pur- 
chaser, possession to be given on such confirma- 
tion by the Vestry.” 

The Legal Question. 


It was natural also that the Church Property 
Committee of the Vestry should be instructed, 
meanwhile, to obtain the opinion of counsel 
learned in the law regarding the right of such a 
grantee corporation as that named in the deed 
of trust which conveyed the property now used 
as a Home to sell the premises and the condi- 
tions under which the trust can further be ad- 
ministered. This has been done. Та fact, all 
these steps have been taken in the manner fol- 
lowing: 

(1) The Secretary of the Vestry communi- 
cated to the Directress of the Board of Mana- 
gers of the Home a copy of the resolution de- 
termining the date of the Home’s closing. 


(2) The Rector placed before the Standing 
Committee of the Diocese, at their regular meet- 
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ing on June oth, such formal request as required’ 
by the Canons for permission to sell the property. 
The request was as formally granted. 

(3) The Church Property Committee took up 
the matter of selling the property. The ser- 
vices of a real estate agent were secured, a no- 
tice "For Sale" placed on the building and it 
only now remains to secure satisfactory offers. 


(4) Last in series, although first in order, the 
opinion sought of counsel was obtained. lt cov- 
ers all points, ison every point explicit and in 
all ways satisfactory. lt is naturally lengthy 
and at some points technical. The following 
therefore is only by extract and is a layman's 
abridgement for equally lay readers. It is in 
this form plain, | think, and of such interest 
that it justifies the space required to print it. 


Abstract of Counsel's Opinion. 


"Asa Whitney -and wife, by Deed dated 
March 17th, 1871, conveyed to The Rector, 
Church Wardens and Vestrymen of St. Luke's 
Church, for a nominal consideration, for the 
purpose of aiding and contributing to the sup- 
port and comfort of aged indigent women, etc. 
atk "premises on the north side of Pine 
Street west of Thirteenth Street." 


The conveyance was declared to be ‘in trust,’ 
[ji M Dy the Deed it was provided that it 
might be lawful for the grantees 'to sell and 
dispose of the said premises to any purchaser 
or purchasers thereof; the whole of said pur- 
chase money to be immediately applied by the 
said The Rector, Church Wardens, etc., with or 
without the addition of such other funds as they 
may see fit to incorporate therewith and apply 
to the same uses and purposes, in the purchase 
of other real estate to be held in trust for the 
uses and purposes of said Home for aged, in- 
digent women’, etc...... 


‘And provided further, that the said The Rec- 
tor, Church Wardens, etc., shall at any and all 
times hereafter have full power to lease or rent 
the said above described premises, if they should 
deem it advantageous to this trust, to do so, all 
rents received for the same to be applied for the 
support and comfort of the above mentioned 
aged indigent women.” 


It has been found that the Home has outlived 
its usefulness; and that, to occupy the premises 
as a Home, will be very much less advantageous 
to the trust than to sell the premises and to 
apply the income of the proceeds to those who 
would be the inmates of such a Home. 


Бе 


| am further advised that The Rector, Church 
Wardens, etc. are prepared, from time to time, 
to designate aged indigent women to whom the- 
benefits of the conveyance shall be applied. 


| am asked whether the premises can be sold; 
whether the proceeds can be invested in legal 
securities other than real estate, if desired, and 
whether the income of this fund can be applied 
for the ‘support and comfort of aged indigent 
women as may, from time to time, be design- 
nated.’ 

In my judgment the primary object of the 
conveyance was to provide for such aged in- 
digent women as should, from time to time, be 
designated for the purpose. Whilst the prem- 
ises were conveyed as a Home, to be occupied 
for that purpose, it was not the primary intent 
of the grantor that they should be used as such 
Home: because of the unqualified permission to 
sell and dispose of the premises free of trusts. 


I therefore think that there will be no viola- 
tion of the trust by making a conveyance of the 
premises, and I think that such aged indigent 
women as shall be, from time to time, selected 
by the grantee corporation, may receive the ben- 
efit of the grant, although the Home shall be 
sold, 2. е з 

I think the corporation may, after a sale, in- 
vest the funds in legal securities, pending their 
determination that they will or will not buy 
another house, and may, from time to time, de- 
vote the income to the comfort and support of 
such aged indigent women as shall be selected.

A Serious Dilemma. 

From a very interesting—and always welcome— 
Exchange, The Lion of St. Mark, Evanston, Ill., 
I have clipped the half column below and re- 
print it with rejoicing. It presents, in terse 
style and in frank manner a subject, and sets 
forth a solution of a vexed problem that is so 
simple withal one wonders why he never thought 
of it himself. In the case of the parish in ques- 
tion the Vestry settled the matter. They de- 
cided and declared that all persons renting pews 
should do so with one clear, explicit understand- 
ing, and a very reasonable one at that. It is a 
subject I have personally puzzled over a good 
deal It may be this is the solution we should 
come to. We have not done so at present and—

“A number of years ago the Rector, Church 
Wardens and Vestry unanimously passed a reso- 
lution that all persons renting pews should do 
so with the understanding that they must be in 
their seats promptly at eleven o'clock, or run the 
risk of having their seats filled. The reason for 
this was obvious then, as it is now. Tt so hap- 


Quoted with Approval. 

"Visiting after service is a bad practice. Every 
well wisher of a church wishes that it could be 
stopped.

is responsible at once to them and to the God 
they worship in the ‘cure of souls) "

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Envelope System. 

As the contribution of this congregation to- 
ward the expenses for the Maintenance of Ser- 
vices there are placed on the alms plates Sunday 
by Sunday some hundred and twenty individual 
envelopes containing the weekly offering of these 
persons for this object. The total amount 
throughout the year has been increased from 
about six hundred dollars ($600.00) four years 
ago, to about fourteen hundred dollars 
($1400.00). This is, then, the total which we 
as a congregation turn over to the Accounting 
Warden of the Parish, to be applied by him in 
paying the expenses involved in the maintenance 
of services here at the hapel. 

. This is quite apart from the work carried on 
in the two other buildings, the Sunday School 
and the Parish House. Those bills must also be 
paid, and we do something toward that. But 
just now especially the subject is this of the en- 
velope system. 

There are a number of attendants who do not 
contribute at all in this way. It is to them that 
this matter is of present importance. 

As they read these words, will they not decide 
upon some amount which each Sunday will rep- 
resent their valuation of the services to them 
measured in terms of their ability to give regu- 
larly for this purpose? 

We have here no rented pews or sittings. We 
have no other method of raising this money for 
this purpose. We have no desire to reiterate 
these statements, and there will be no need for 
this if each one will attend to the matter 
promptly. 

This is a peculiarly appropriate time, as we 
are getting back to our worship and our work. 
for the businesslike adjustment of this matter. 

Will every one who reads this speak signifi- 
cantly to the vicar about this matter—or write 
him a note?

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My dear Friends: 


The most important thing to report in this 
month’s Parish Helper, in the way of news 
of last month’s “doings,” is a meeting at the 
church which took upon itself the form of a 
reception one evening the middle of the month. 

For a long time past I have been restive 
under the feeling that there are so many peo- 
ple who come to church so regularly on Sun- 
days whom I have so little chance to meet 
on week-days. many of whom I have never 
met in person and none of whom I have ever 
been able to know with as much intimacy as 
I wish I might. 

On their part, some at least, they prac- 
tically never have, none have had, opportun- 
ity to visit the church building or to explore 
the “plant” far beyond the mere church 
doors; have never been in this part of the 
building, have never seen the church-rooms, 
parish house, little chapel, rector’s study, 
meeting place of schools, classes, organiza- 
tions, clubs and societies, etc. Thus they can- 
not—never seeing for themselves nor ever hav- 
ing been told—know much about the church’s 
work apart from, or rather in addition to, 
its worship. 

This seemed to me unfortunate. My fear 
was that they would, for too long time, if not 
indeed for all time, continue to feel too much 
like strangers, at ‘best feel that they were 
but visitors and, at the worst, consider them- 
selves mere spectators. They were too likely 
to feel forever looking on, however longingly, 
at what seemed or was claimed to be some- 
body’s else church when in reality it is, and 
must be made plain that it is, as much their 
own as yours or mine or anybody’s. 

This group, first of all, I had in mind. To 
make out of a meeting a reception, however, 
there must be somebody to receive: Tt was 
necessary that there should be those here also 
who had long been here and who could thus 
make those here for the first time feel at 
home. There must be also a committee to 
plan and prepare, and workers to bring pro- 
jects to fulfilment. A program, an informal 
one at least, was necessary also and that 
called for services of some who could especial- 
ly assist to entertain. These various things 
account for all the several groups to whom I

sent this letter. To print it in full is the best 
way to explain what was proposed and what 
it was planned for. 

The Letter. 
My Dear Friends: October 6th, тото. 

On next Thursday evening, October 13th 
at 8 o’clock, we are going to have a little 
reception here at the church rooms, to which 
I am writing this letter especially to invite 
you. It is typewritten, because there are 
about one hundred and fifty to write. Ў 
_ Those to whom I am writing. are a special 
list of persons who are associated with the 
parish in several ways. Many of them are 
communicants, many of them not; members 
of schools, clubs, societies, of whatever kind ; 
persons living at all sorts of distances, near 
and far; attendants at the services with all de- 
grees and kinds of regularity; some of them 
old, some of them young; pilgrims and so- 
journers, some, old residents and life-long at- 
tendants, others; some of them strangers, all 
of them welcome; in short, persons who have 
every form of allegiance to the parish—except 
being definitely pew holders. 

There is something I want to talk with 
you about that I cannot write or print; some- 
thing I must find a chance to say to you that 
I cannot say in public in church; some things 
at just this juncture of exceeding great im- 
portance; some conditions in the parish, at 
just this time in particular, that I most urgent- 
ly desire to talk over with you, and at some 
length. There are certain matters of church- 
membership, church attendance, church-loy- 
alty and church-support that we are passing 
by too lightly and that it is neither to the 
benefit of the church nor to the welfare of 
church people to pass by in this way indefin- 
itely. 

Of course, I need not explain, that I would 
infinitely rather visit you in your home than 
ask you to come all the way to mine, and this 
I hope very soon to do again, and often; that 
I would rather talk with people one by one 
than try to make a matter plain in company, 
and this also I want more than ever to do and 
for reasons you will see; but this matter is 
pressing and there is not time enough this 
week, not even this month. I hope there may 
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be time this winter. One of the things I want 


most of all to do is to make up an accurate 
rector’s calling list of right addresses from 
those whose acquaintance I can further make 
on such an evening. 

There is one other reason why I urge your 
presence at this time. That is, we are short 
of help, professional help, I mean, short of 
clergy, having no assistant at the church at 
present and with the whole of the season's 
services beginning at once and the whole 
work of the parish awaiting workers to help 
with it. In some ways 1 am coming to have 
less and less faith in the kind of help that 
can be hired and paid for and to look more 
hopefully upon that which is given voluntarily 
by members themselves of a congregation. 
When “the people have a mind to work" there 
is nothing that they cannot do. 

More than this, and most important of all, 
when they understand conditions thoroughly 
there is often much work that does not need 
so badly to be done. It is seen to have done 
itself. However, this is another subject. But 
it is one about which. incidentally, I want to 
say some things to you on Thursday night. 

By the way, I forgot to say that, this being 
a reception rather than a meeting, after the 
first part of the evening is over, I hope we 
may have an hour of social pleasure. A com- 
mittee of ladies will have charge and there will 
be some light refreshment. Do not fail to 
bend every effort to come. There will be those 
here whom you know. Any way, I want to 
see you very much. 

In the meantime and always, please believe 
me,

Well, the evening came and with it came 
two hundred and ten persons. it took a 
half hour to assemble during which there was 
chance for some greetings and some intro- 
ductions, and at half past eight an opportunity 
for the Rector, at the length of half an hour, 
to talk in terms of confidence and intimacy 
with those whom he had invited to the Church 
to meet him, while all of this left still a full 
hour in which all might explore the Church 
and Parish House in all its ramifications. Those 
who did this gained, at first hand and for the 
first time mostly, information in regard to 
the Church in its parts, the parish in its or- 
ganization and workings, and the congregation 
in its personnel. 

[n the reception rooms downstairs the larger 
part of this hour was spent, and pleasantly, 


the company being regaled with good music 
and the meanwhile being served with light 
refreshment by the ladies of a most active com- 
mittee. Those to whom thanks are due for 
providing the former were Mrs. Daseler, wel- 
come and welcomed as always, Miss Bloomer 
and Miss Stafford who sang some selections, 
and Mr. Bergner, Mr. Kyle and several friends 
who furnished instrumental music for a pur- 
pose. 

The ladies of the Committee to whom all 
thanks are due for decorating and making at- 
tractive the rooms and for preparing and serv- 
ing in excellent manner the refreshments, were

Altar Society Meeting.

A new dossal or new pulpit 
fall, or new book markers, or new stoles, any 
or all of these, would make beautiful and ap- 
propriate memorial gifts. 
Moving Picture Entertainments. 

Out of a discussion and consideration of 
the general subject of the Sunday School 
teachers’ meeting in October there has arisen 
a project which, in its out-working and future 
development, bids fair to furnish a most in- 
teresting series of evening meetings for the 
Sunday Schoof and all allied organizations 
using the Parish House this winter. Several 
false starts have been made in several pre- 
vious years along the line of a consistent and 
consecutive series of monthly entertainments. 
This year it is believed that such a series is 
possible and that we have settled on a form 
which may make quite as much for profit as 
for mere pleasure. 


The starting point of our project is this, 
namely, the recognized fact that, of all things 
in this immediate epoch that young people 
seem most to enjoy, the favorite in form— 
and yet the most dangerous in perversion—is 
the moving-picture show. This being the 
case, why not attempt to “develop people 
along the lines of their expressed desires,” and 
have some form or adaptation, the right form 
and a legitimate kind, of moving-picture ex- 
hibition for our monthly entertainments at 
the Parish House? 


We have a well equipped room for this pur- 
pose; we have an excellent stereopticon; we 
have an abundance of electric current and we 
have easy opportunity, through personal ac- 
quaintance with some members of the com- 
pany who make all kinds of moving pictures, 
to secure at first hand our choice of such sub- 
jects as we want. It only remains to work 
out a plan in detail. The plan is to have, on 
perhaps the second Wednesday evening of 
each month, for the months November to 
June inclusive, this form of entertainment, in 
the Sunday School room down stairs, continu- 


ing from 8.30 o'clock until 9.30, this hour be- 
ing preceded on each evening by half an hour 
and followed as well by another half hour 
each of something more like a reception, giy- 
ing opportunity to cultivate acquaintance with 
strangers, with each other and especially per- 
haps with the Clergy and Sunday School 
teachers, Parish Visitor, etc. B 


The first of such evenings will be Wednes- 
day evening, November oth, and to this enter- 
tainment there are invited, first of all, all the 
members of the Sunday School, both big and 
little, old and young, together with such visi- 
tors as may be of their own families. Un- 
fortunately the pictures this first evening will 
not be moving ones. There has not been time 
for that this week.  Hereafter they will be 
The slides for this particular evening are se- 
cured by rental from the New York Sunday 
School Commission, 416 Lafayette Street, New 
York City, a Commission who have set them- 
selves the task of preparing certain "Illus- 
trated Lessons in Morals.” То this end they 
have also enlisted the services of the Moral 
Education Society of Baltimore. They have 
prepared some series of one hundred slides 
each upon a number of general subjects and 
for each of these series they llave prepared 
and printed a readable lecture which accom- 
panies and comments on the pictures that are 
being shown. Do not forget the date: Wed- 
nesday evening, November oth, at 8 o'clock. 
This is meant primarily, of course, for the 
Sunday School; but any other members of 
the parish will be welcome as well. 

Special Music Sunday Afternoons. 

One.feature which is new this season in 
connection with the 4 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon service in the Church deserves a word 
of special comment. The very speaking of 
this word should in itself create an interest 
and convey a suggestion to those who have 
not heretofore been regular attendants at this 
particular service, Sunday afternoons. 


| This service is, of course, as has been said 
time after time, essentially a musical service, 
the thing around which its parts in detail re- 
volve most definitely being the anthem, even 
the address taking its theme and subordina- 
ting its spirit to the text of the anthem which 
appears in print each day on such and such a 
page of the Anthem Books in the pews. It 
has been customary to prelude this service 
for a few minutes, as the morning service 
also, with one or maybe two selections on the 
harp and organ for the five or ten minutes 


in which the people are assembling for ser- 
vice. 

Beginning with last year, moreover, in ad- 
dition to this, there sprang up perfectly natu- 
rally and began to develop most interestingly, 
a desire also for some form of postlude such 
as this prelude, after the service proper of 
Evening Prayer was ended and the choir had 
departed and the benediction was pronounced. 
A few at first, afterwards more, and at the 
season's end practically every member of the 
congregation fell into the custom of remaining 
in their pews for some five minutes, some- 
times ten minutes, and sometimes half an 
hour, the while the harp and organ discoursed 
melody, improvised at will, rendered some set 
selection, and otherwise enlightened and de- 
lighted those to whom such music is a form of 
inspiration and a means of revelation. 

Sunday Sacred Concerts. 

Elsewhere one hears of sacred concerts Sun- 
day evenings which are not, to say the least, 
at all times sacred. There would seem no good 
reason why in hotel, club, or drawing-room 
there should be Sunday evening musicales or 
Sunday sacred concerts which excel and con- 
sequently supersede like forms of worship or 
attempts at praise in Church. It is for this 
reason, holding to this belief, and ambitious 
to provide in church that which the church 
should provide better than can be had else- 
where, that the Rector and the Choir Master 
have wrought out a plan together which it is 
now hoped may meet approval. They have, 
with some special funds held in hand for this 
purpose, engaged the services, occasional at 
first, but regular a little later if it proves suc- 
cessful, of two other musicians most skillful 
in their own way each, with two other instru- 
ments, as well as the organ and harp which 
we have already. 


One of these is Mr. Bertram Austin, Cellist ; 
the other is Miss Hedda Van den Beemt, Vio- 
linist. Beginning with the first Sunday in 
November, one or the other of these instru- 
ments, harp, violin or cello, and perhaps some- 
times two or all three, will supplement, en- 
hance, elaborate and prolong by a quarter or 
a half an hour, the Sunday afternoon service. 
Elsewhere organ recitals, introductions, over- 
tures, preludes, etc., have become familiar : 
this idea of a postlude may not be quite so 
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familiar. Its merits seem to be three; first, 
the choice of instruments the most appropri- 
ate and most ecclesiastical that could be 
chosen; secondly, the fact that the musicians 
are all known to us, are personal friends, and 
have all played in the church acceptably often 
before; and thirdly, that the feature follows 
and does not precede the service, thus allow- 
ing opportunity for any who have been to 
church already to withdraw at their own con- 
venience if they do not care to stay. 
Appointed Objects for Offerings. 
Beginning with the first of November, as 
of course you will all recall, the offerings on 
Sunday mornings begin to be for definite, spe- 
cific, appointed objects. Under the proper 
heading, namely, Parish Record, you will find 
the appointed objects for this month. 


You remember that this series of definite 
appointments only runs through about half 
the year, only those six months, say, out of 
twelve in which the congregation, in anything 
like entirety, is accustomed to assemble. With 
this in mind. you will not be surprised, for 
these coming months, if money is spoken of 
somewhat frequently from the chancel, in pro- 
portion as absolute silence upon that subject 
has been preserved for a corresponding period 
of about six months just past. 


It may be a surprise to some to realize the 
results obtained by counting up some figures 
in this connection. For the six months past, 
May, June, July, August, September and Oc- 
tober, twenty-six Sundays in all, the sum-to- 
tal of money contributed by congregations in 
Church at Sunday morning services was $948.- 
90, less than a thousand dollars for one half 
of the entire year, an average of less than $40 
a week. Now, in view of this long session of 
exemption from such obligation, you will be, 
I think, the less surprised to find me asking 
frequently for special offerings for special ob- 
jects in these weeks to come, and to find me 
expecting them to be of a size somewhat more 
commensurate with the ability to give, the op- 
portunities to enjoy and the privileges pos- 
sessed by those who worship here on Sundays 
from this season, All Saints’ Day at least un- 
til next Easter.

From the last printed report such figures 
as these stand out: “The whole number of 
bouquets made of all flowers received was over 
30,000. The treasurer’s report shows figures 
representing a total of over $1,500. Among 
other things some of this money was expended 
for ice, furnished for four months to 400 
persons. There were 750 visits made by 
Flower Mission visitors, volunteers and 
deaconesses to homes of the needy with 
flowers, fruit and delicacies for the sick, aged 
and poor. There were 900 visits made іс hos- 
pitals where flowers were distributed among 
patients in the wards. Country friends gave 
splendid support. From May 13 to October 
14, flowers came pouring in from all around 
the country every Wednesday morning."

Parish Visitor’s Petition. 

The Parish Visitor also, at this season, finds 
low her stock of material for her work among 
the poor and makes the same request. This 
is the season of housecleaning, the season of 
discarding much that is old for more that is 
new. Please don’t forget to do up parcels of 
clothing of any or of every kind and send here 
to the Parish House. There is nothing that 
cannot be made of use—nothing too good to 
be humbly received and profitably used in 
charity, nothing too long worn or out of fash- 
ion to be made of use. It seems strange, some- 
times, that our own people will send to the 
Salvation Army or to the City Mission, literal- 
ly by the wagon load, things it never occurs 
to them to send here to the Parish Visitor at 
the Parish House. If you are in doubt call 
her up on the ’phone: if you will be assured 
without this, just send, any day, at any hour, 
by any kind of carrier, to 330 South 13th St., 
care of the Verger, the Parish Visitor—or even 
just carelessly. If for any reason you wish, 
send anonymously. 

Our Telephone Number. 

Repeatedly the rector hears complaints from 
those who try to call him about trouble reach- 
ing him by 'phone or finding the right num- 
ber in the book. Of course, this is more often 
than it ought to be the fault of the telephone 
service which, throughout the city everywhere, 
is much more inefficient and incompetent than 
it has any right to be in any city of a mil- 
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lion population. This is common knowledge 
and common complaint: just why it is so, 
nobody seems to know. But sometimes the 
trouble is due to a common error in looking up 
the number on the part of those who call. 
The church ’phone is not entered alphabetic- 
ally under S: this is not "St. Luke’s Church." 
It is entered under C, the *Church of St. Luke 
and The Epiphany.” There is a separate 
entry under the rector's name, inasmuch as 
there is a personal 'phone on his desk in his 
study. The other ‘phone is in the corridor 
of the Parish House. Both have the same 
number and the number is 2883 Filbert. Any 
of the Clergy, the Parish Visitor, the Verger, 
the Choir Master, can all be reached in this 
way at any time. Call Filbert 2883. "This is 
important enough to make a special note of.

| | The Sunday School. 

| The different departments of the Sunday 
School have met regularly during the past 
month. The school is well graded, the teach- 
ers are faithful and enthusiastic, and there is 
every promise of a continuation of the good 
work carried on thus far. i 

A new System of attendance records has 
been put mto use. Each scholar has a card 
upon which is written his or her name. These 
cards are brought each Sunday by the schol- 
ars, who must be in their places as the hymn 
before the lesson is being sung. At this time 
the cards of those present are collected and in 
due time the date is punched from the card 
indicating punctual attendance. 

These cards are returned to the scholars at 
the close of the session and constitute the rec- 
ord for purposes of the Honor Roll throughout 
the year, for the making of lists at Christmas 
and for the Picnic or Summer Outing. Late 
scholars have their cards marked differently. 
Cards lost are replaced, but the record previ- 
ous to the date of re-issue is blank. 

_ There has been a noteworthy improvement 
in punctuality thus far. Presumably it is one 
of the noticeable good effects of the new sys- 
tem. Another effect is the freedom from inter- 
ruption insured after the lesson has begun. 

The Vicar will be glad to have the names of 
any children living near enough to the Chapel 
to come here to Sunday School, provided they 
do not already attend any Sunday School 
meeting in the afternoon. 
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The Woman’s Auxiliary. 

The topic of chief interest at this time is the 
Annual Fair for Missions. This is the main 
work for the autumn season and plans are now 
well under way for this event. The dates se- 
lected are the afternoons and evenings of 
Thursday and Friday, November 17 and 18. 
Tickets may be had from members of the 
Woman's Auxiliary, from members of the 
Girls’ Friendly or from the Verger. The ad- 
mission fee may also be paid in lieu of a ticket 
at the door on the afternoons and evenings. 

An entertainment will be a special feature 
on each evening.

Articles, 
whether useful or decorative, may be sent in 
quantities large or small at any time to the 
Parish House, marked, “For Woman's Auxili- 
ary Fair." It would be well also, if desired, to 
add the donor's name. There is small danger 
that the supply will be too large. 

The entire net proceeds of the fair are dis- 
tributed and disposed by our branch of the 
Auxiliary during the rest of the season. The 
ladies are thus enabled to assist missionaries 
known personally to them, or of whose work 
at home or abroad they are informed. 

All are invited to attend the fair, to send 
articles suitable for the sale, to become inter- 
ested in this and in the other phases of the 
work of our Auxiliary. 

Acknowledgments. 

Clothing has been sent recently to the Par- 
ish House by Mrs. Duane, Miss Fernberg and 
Mrs. Christman. There are always opportun- 
ities for using partly worn clothing in helping 
the poorer and less fortunate members of the 
community. Packages may be sent at any 
time and their contents will be put to use. 

A box of toys sent by Mrs. J. W. Brock af- 
fords amusement for the children. Such things 
are in constant use; and this wears them out, 
literally and completely. If at any time any 
one in the parish will pack up such articles as 
they are willing to give, they may be very sure 
that they will thus afford many pleasant hours 
to the children as they come to the Reading 
Room. Picture puzzles, games of all kinds, 
toys and children's books will be most accept- 
able. 

Mr. J. Wilson Scott, proprietor of the Frank- 
lin Electrotype Company, and a member of our 
Chapel choir, recently had made for us in his 
completely equipped works, and without 
charge, a set of electrotypes, copies of the half 
tones used in our printing. This gift has not 
only the practical value of insuring the origi- 
nals against damage or wear, but it has that 
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even more significant characteristic of gener- 

ous and willing interest in doing all one can 

do to forward our work. We, therefore, 

doubly appreciate what Mr. Scott has done. 
The Girls’ Friendly. 

The new rules are in force and already, dur- 
ing this one month of October, give evidence 
in their working, of the wisdom of their adop- 
tion. Within this time there have been added 
fifteen new members, all members of the Sun- 
day School, Some of them joined the Sunday 
School first, others were already members of 
the school and became interested in the 
Friendly. The organization is thus increasing 
the influence of the teaching on Sundays and 
is serving directly the main purpose of all we 
are trying to do with and for those who come 
here week by week. 

The members of the Friendly are busily en- 
gaged in work for the Fair to be given by the 
Woman's Auxiliary on the afternoons and 
evenings of Thursday and Friday, November 
17 and 18. They make a large supply of ar- 
ticles and thus do their share for the mission- 
ary work in this one direction, 

The Men’s Club. 

The first meeting of the season occurred on 
Wednesday, October 26. The attendance was 
forty. Men of the choir again gave their con- 
tribution toward the entertainment by singing 
in quartette and solo, ‘The music was well 
rendered and well received. 

J. Kingston, of the Traveler's Insur- 
ance Company, gave an interesting account of 
a trip he took through the Canadian Rockies 
and into Alaska. This was illustrated by pic- 
tures through the stéreopticon, and gave pleas- 
ure and interest in the meeting. 

The next meeting will be that of the fourth 
Wednesday in November, which falls on the 
234 of the month. There are no dues, no mem- 
bership lists, no formality; all men of the con- 
gregation and their men friends are as wel- 
come as those who have already attended these 
meetings. A post card notice will be sent to 
anyone who will be good enough to send his 
name and address for the purpose to the Vicar. 

Thanksgiving Supplies. 

Before the issue of the next number of the 
*Parish Helper" the festival of "Thanksgiving 
will have been celebrated. The traditional 
feast of good things which many of us enjoy 
at that season will not be so readily shared by 
some whom we know, here among us and of 
us. Each season contributions of money have 

been given by a number of the members of the 
congregation, such money to be used in pro- 
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viding a dinner for a number of families whose 

means are inadequate. There will be an offer- 

ing in church for this purpose on the morning 

of November 20. At that time, or in the mean- 

while, the Vicar will hope to receive a goodly 

amount for use in this way at this season. 
Envelope System. 

This is already familiar as the one way in 
which, as a congregation, we may regularly 
contribute toward the expense incurred in 
Maintenance of Services. Cards will be found 
upon the table in the vestibule, upon which 
those who do not contribute in this way are 
asked to indicate an amount they themselves 
elect and choose as their weekly contribution 
for this object. Envelopes for their use, Sun- 
day by Sunday, will be sent them, if after indi- 
cating the amount and signing their name and 
address, they will then send or hand to the 
Vicar this card, or if they will place it in the 
alms plate at any service. 

Sunday Night Services. 

We have begun a series of post card services 
on Sunday nights, to be continued throughout 
the winter season. As those who come to the 
service enter the church they are given a post 
card picture, which will serve as an illustration 
or text for the address. These pictures are re- 
ferred to in the course of what is said and they 
are to be retained and taken home by those 
present at the service. 

From time to time throughout the season, the 
service will be largely musical in character. 
After a short form of evening prayer, the choir 
will sing several pieces and the organist will 
play selections suitable for the occasion. At 
several of these musical services we will have 
the harpist from the Home Church, whose part 
of the service will be a most welcome addition. 
All are invited to attend these services, and 
the invitation may be extended as widely and 
as generally as any desire.

This means, of course, a $500.00 set, and, 
made in this way, its parts in this proportion 
and the whole of this excellence in quality, 
the set would correspond in every way to the 
purple set secured a year ago, and also to the 
set of beautiful white hangings, of which we 
are so proud, completed several years since. 
This ought by all means to be done; it ought 
to be done this winter, and the set should be 
of at least this quality. There is every reason 
for this last; but most important among these 
reasons is the fact that one of these times our 
chancel will be still further enhanced in beauty 
by possibly some windows or mosaics in the 
panels which are now comparatively bare and 
adorned.

There is a certain matter regarding which,

though it might be better to say such things 
only in the presence of people who come to 
church, and not to set such matters forth in 


print for circulation beyond the most narrow 
possible limits, 


Be this as it may, each time I have thought 
that I had gotten to the point of doing it I 
have put it off; my courage has failed me; I 
have feared that, for some especial reason on 
that special day, the statement might seem per- 
sonal and that someone might by some chance 
think the suggestion too definite, the hint too 
pointed, the direction misdirected. 


To cease circumlocution and come to the 
point: I wish we could get on without so 
much coughing in church. | This is bad enough 
in any church; it seems sometimes to me to be 
unusually bad in this one. It is a problem 
every person has to deal with who leads any 
form of service, conducts any form of worship, 
presides anywhere in any assembly, or address- 
es any company. But then there are some 
normal limitations even to perplexities and 
problems. These limits it ought to be possible 
to narrow, by a word of information, by a hint 
by a suggestion and by a ' 

Word of Exhortation. 

What people in pews can never realize, what 
perhaps they should not be expected to appre- 
ciate—not having listened or heard at a dis- 
tance, and not having tried to speak or read or 
preach or pray the meanwhile—is that cough- 
ing, sneezing and other things called only by 
good, homely, old fashioned names, may make 
just as much noise, may be just as loud, just 
as disconcerting and just as distracting, both 
to priest and people otherwise engaged at that 
especial moment, as though the person doing 
this rose from their places in pews, and spoke 


out loud—not to say called, applauded, clapped 
or shouted. 


Moreover, the effect of this is strangely 
psychological. A congregation is subject to 
moods; it is the victim in proportion of occa- 
sional distractions, disillusionments. It is 
susceptible to strange influences. Now, most 
potent of all among the forces sometimes that 
conduce to reverence, devotion, worship, etc. 
is the power of stillness, the constraining force 
of mere unbroken silence. Let this mood be 
superinduced by whatever method or endeavor 
or at cost of whatsoever effort, it is valuable. 
Let it be destroyed, shattered, broken, a real 
and serious loss occurs. It is noticeable on the 
instant. A spell, as it were, is broken. 


Embarrassing as Dangerous. 

Now, I know full well the danger is as great 
as the embarrassment is real in even speaking 
even in hinting at this. The embarrassment 
is in the fact that someone will think I mean 
that one. I mean no one. Of course, I don't 
If I did I could not speak of it at all, The dan- 
ger is in the fact that the having of some slight 
negligible, insignificant complaint, sore throat 
or cold, may come to constitute all too gladly 
and willingly a seemingly more valid excuse 
than it did before for staying at home from 
church. That would be calamitous. Do not 
please, let the Evil One, so ready with sugges. 
tions of excuse, triumph so easily as this. 

The important point at just this juncture— 
and this please note with all care, for it is this 
more than anything else that makes necessary 
such bold mention of this matter this winter — 
is that, since our work of reconstruction of the 
church building, in so far as vestibule, chancel 
tile floors. etc. are concerned, the whole purpose 
being to make the auditorium more resonant 
this purpose has been accomplished. The іт. 
portant point is that this were quite as likely, 
under wrong, unfortunate or ill conditions, to 
work for detriment as, in other cases and in 
other ways, to result in benefit. The tiniest 
sound is perceptible. Ordinary noises are mag- 
nifed in volume. What would otherwise be 
incidents are now more likely than formerly to 

be annoyances. 


There are Ways: 


All this is something, I know, that has 
scarcely been thought of by those outside the 
chancel ' but to those in the chancel and pulpit 
who either try to pray or praise, to preach or 
sing, it is really a sore grievance. There are 
all sorts of things that make necessary some 
slight noises and confusion ; but to stick closely 


to this one. point, there are likewise all ways of (С! 


coughing. There are those who do this'and do 
it often but who cause thereby not the slightest 
annovance; they do it consciously, self con- 
sciously, quietly. "There are others who do it 
thouehtlessly, carelessly, unnecessarily, aye, 
boisterouslv. I know perfectly well that in 
no such case has it ever cost a thought to those 
who do it. It is not their fault; they have 
never been told. What I am trying to say, 
and say in as roundabout and non-committal, 
as inoffensive, innocent and Little-Lord-Fon- 
tleroy way as I know how, is that it causes 
interruption and annoyance and distress. Т 
wish, Т do wish, it could be lessened. I wish 
this on my own account and, as well, on that of 
the organist, the harpist and the choir. 4

Music at St. Luke’s.

The postlude recital later was an added treat. 
The subdued light in the church, with the beau- 
tiful chancel all glorious with light as though to 
intensify the heavenly strains coming from it, 
could not help but make those who were fortu- 
nate enough to be there think it was an echo from 
those ‘choirs that dwell on high, shouting their 
alleluias.’ It is to be hoped these services may 
be continued indefinitely.”

Sunday School Teachers’ Meeting. 

On Thursday evening, December Ist, oc- 
curred the Monthly Teachers’ Meeting of the 
teachers of the Sunday School.

and at Easter, will be a Sunday morning one. 

Second. In view of the series of entertain- 
ments that are being given to the Sunday 
School and their friends once a month on 
other dates, it seems especially desirable this 
year that the Christmas Entertainment when 
it comes in Holiday Week should be an enter- 
tainment given by the School. The evening 
decided upon for this entertainment, which it 
is purposed of course this year as always, to 
have attended by all members of all depart- 
ments, schools, classes. clubs, etc., is Wed- 
nesday evening in Holiday Week, that is, De- 
cember 28th. A committee of teachers and 
scholars of the school has been appointed, and 
they are already at work, making plans for an 
entertainment, which will be given by a group 
of the members of the Sunday School them- 
selves. 

Intermediate Department Paper. 

A new departure this past month in the 
Sunday School is the editing of a little special 
paper for the Intermediate Department. This 
department consists of one class with forty or 
fifty members, and is in may ways the most 
active and interesting, because presumably 
the largest, single department of the school. 
The little publication which is edited by their 
teacher, Mrs. J. B. Hutchinson, contains in 
its first issue this paragraph: 

“Here is the first copy of our new paper. 
We are going to call it Sunday School Sun- 
beams. We have all been very much interest- 
ed ever since Mr. Steele proposed it to us last 
week, and promised us that, if we would be 
good, we might have this little paper all for 
our own.

| Moving Pictures December 14th.

There are many reasons why these tardy ones 
should be toned up, why attendance at the s 
ice on the hour of service should be prompt The 
main one is one on your own account. There is 
every reason why you should be prompt at this 
as at all other engagements. "The second reason 
however, and one just as valid as the former is 
on their account. The second reason is that 
other people want to sit in your places if you do 
not mean to and only wait to learn whether or 
not you are coming. Please allow this to be 
done as soon as may be—on account of the serv- 
ice, which ought not to be interrupted, on account 
also of the gucsts and visitors, whom you would 
not keep waiting at the door of your own house 
and should not any more be willing to kee 
standing at the door of your own church. : 

| Stay Late. 

Quite as bad a practice as that of coming late 
to service is the other one of going home too 
early. It is well known, thoroughly compre- 
hended, understood and realized that there are 
persons in church every Sunday who must leave 
to catch trains—notably at Broad Street at 12 45 
It is not of these we speak. They are exempt 
from comment in this paragraph as they were 
also in the one above. There are these excep- 
tional cases among those who must go early as 
there are among those who come late ‘even some- 
times a whole half hour or an hour late. 


There are good and valid reasons and the Rec- 
tor knows them in each case. It is an honor to 
have such persons in church. They come from 
far, or come at a busy hour; they must return 
home by a tedious journey, or must hasten to at- 
tend to duties professional or personal, They 
are welcome to come any time, go any time, come 
often and stay late or go early as they elect or 
as railroad and other schedules permit. i 


But then there are others. These are they who 
without rhyme or reason, just sort of get up and 
wander out. They begin to shuffle and put on 
overcoats, gossip and look about for umbrellas 
start ambling, rambling down the aisles the while 
the anthem is being sung, the offering presented 
or the collects read—long, long before the reces- 
sional hymn has even begun. Now, there are 
codes of good manners in church as there are 
everywhere else. There is stich a thing as dig- 
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nity deserving in the house of prayer as in the 
house of feasting. Ata dinner, ten people would 
rise at once when—and not until—the meal was 
ended and the hostess gave the signal and the 
circumstances gave permission: it seems strange, 
does it not, that a hundred people at one time 
should act with less regard for the proprieties in 
church. 
Let it be said again, the moment one has made 
a request like this or pointed out a fault like this 
he must hasten to grant exceptions and beg not 
to be misunderstood. This does not apply to 
those who every Sunday must leave early for 
good reason, nor to many who, on Communion 
Sundays, must leave after they communicate be- 
cause the hour has grown so late. It merely ap- 
plies to the average case of the average person 
on an average Sunday. The last five minutes 
of an hour of service are as sacred, as important 
as the first five or the middle five, and ought to 
be as free from all disturbance and unnecessary 


interruption.

A grateful expression of appreciation is made 
to them in this notice of their valued assist- 
ance; and the thanks of all interested and par- 
ticipating in any way go to all who by their 
generous gilts made possible this work of good 
will. 

The Altar Guild. 

An offering for the work of the Altar Guild 
will be received on the second Sunday in De- 
cember. There are several incidental expenses 
in connection with the work each year. These 
are such things as materials for renewing and 
for keeping in repair the vestments and hang- 
ings; the work of making these is done gra- 
tuitously. In'addition to these charges the 
guild is responsible for the expense of flowers 
lor the altar on days not assigned in the list 
of Memorials.

The Girls’ Friendly.

Envelope System. 

Instead of renting pews and sittings we have 
this Envelope System as our method of con- 
tributing toward the expense of maintenance 
of services. The amount of each weekly con- 
tribution is optional and voluntary, but there 
is a reasonable obligation upon every individ- 
ual in the congregation to give something 
each week for this purpose.

These envelopes were placed in the book- 
racks in the pews in the gallery on Sunday 
morning, January Ist, and on that morning, 
from the chancel, in church I made an announce- 
ment, in some such words as these: 


І feel sure no one will misunderstand or mis- 
interpret the reasons for beginning this system 
of envelope offerings at this time. И by any 
chance they should; if by any conceivable роз- 
sibility anyone, from any quarter, should be 
discouraged from coming to church, or be made 
to feel in any way the less welcome to come 


when they wish, as often as they will, and to 


sit in undesignated pews wherever they like, it 
would be calamitous. Nothing could be further 
from our thought, intention, or design. We are 
bending every effort and making every endeavor 
to make visitors and strangers, transients and 
sojourners, guests from every place at any time, 
feel welcome and at home. This plan is not 
meant to apply to any person in whose case there 
is any reason for not contributing regularly, or 
for not contributing at all, in this way, but only 
to those who are regular communicants and 
worshippers here, who have a definite desire to 
contribute money thus, and who have often ex- 
pressed to me this desire. 


| Traditional Method. 


Traditionally, for many years past in this 
parish, the attitude toward ‘a so-called Free 
Church versus a Church having the Pew-rent 
system has been this: The pews down stairs all 
for rent; the pews in the gallery are all free. 
There is no intention to break with this tradi- 
tion, or in any way to change this custom, in so 
far as “free” in the case of the gallery pews 
means, as it always has meant free to sit in any 
place one chooses. So far as “free” means free 
for nothing, free to enjoy something and con- 
tribute nothing, free to take anything from man 
and give nought to the Lord, this never has 
been, never is, hor ever can be a ctistom in any 


church. Even the churches in which most em- - 


phasis is laid upon the idea of “free pews” are 
invariably the ones in which most emphasis is 
laid also on the matter of regular and definite 
subscription for the support of the church. This 
is as it should be; is indeed the only way that 
anything can be. A free church in the sense of 
the former unworthy, anomalous conception, 
were as foolish and fool-hardy as the idea of 
free silver, free house rent, free street cars, free 
taxes, free food or free anything else. There 
could be no stich things. 


Three Important Points. 


The points immediately involved in the adop- 
tion of this system in this parish at this: junc- 
ture are then, to be specific, three. 


First. A considerable number of persons, in 
number certainly as many as twenty, thirty or 
forty, have at different times expressed to me 
their wish to pay something corresponding to 
pew-rent; but one circumstance. or another 
makes it not feasible for them to rent entire 
pews or designated sittings in the body of the 
church, where pews and sittings are for rent by 
number; that is to say, downstairs. 


Secondly. Even if this last were not the case, 
it so happens by coincidence that we have reach- 
ed the point where these pews and sittings re- 
ferred to are practically all rented. (Don’t pause 


with this, nor get a wrong impression. Read 
below). 


Thirdly. Those whom I have referred to, in 
expressing the desire mentioned, have coupled 
it also oftentimes with the wish that such pay- 
ments might be made in lesser instalments than 
yearly or half. yearly, as is the case with pew- 
rents, might indeed be so frequent and recur- 
rent and consequently of such small amounts at 
once as once a week or once a month. 


It is to satisfy these three conditions, to ac- 
cede to a request of at least this number of -per- 
sons, and to provide a method which will be at 
once convenient, business-like and practicable, 
that we are instituting this system of envelope 
subscriptions for non-pew-holders, making. un- 
appointed amounts, and of course various un- 
equal amounts, apply to undesignated sittings 
where you will, where such are available. 


There are Dangers Also. 

The letter I have tried to write, which has 
béen printed and is for distribution in the book- 
racks in the gallery this morning, along with the 
envelopes also placed there will, I feel sure, ex- 
plain all this in full. 

Three things I want so much to guard against 


that I run the risk of wearying you with repeti- 
tion by saying them over and over again.’ There 


are three dangers that I foresee possible in the - 


case of three groups of people, namely: those 
who still want to rent pews and sittings down- 
stairs; those who make tp the group I speak of, 
who already sit in the pews in the gallery and 
want to contribute in this way; and those who, 
even apart from these, or in addition to them 
are visitors and strangers, and so only incident- 
ally attendants here and who must not by any 
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chance misinterprét this announcement’ or re- 
quest, who possibly do not feel free to do either 
of these former two things and who must not, 


as.a consequence, feel in any slightest degree ' 


less welcome in church, or less ready and will- 
ing to come at any time and sit in any place. 
The Three Dangers. 

First. I say any persons wishing to rent pews 
or sitting downstairs are referred as always to 
the Verger. The fact that the pews in the church 
are nearly ali rented at one given moment does 
not mean that from one week to another any- 
time there may not be a vacant pew or sitting 
just such as is wanted. Please, always, under 
all circumstances, consult with the Verger about 


.this—if this is what is wanted. Nothing pleases 


him so much; nothing rejoices all of us so much. 
He has many ways of designating sittings, of 
combining pews and half-pews, which he alone 
knows how or when to do. He has also abund- 
ant sittings ordinarily, on any Sunday in which 
to seat many strangers. ИЕ 


Secondly. І realize that it may take a week 
or two for these letters, envelopes, etc., placed 
in the book-racks today, to find their way into 
the hands of the persons wishing to use chem. 
There may be necessary some littie time for con- 
sideration and determination of amounts and 
methods. I shall not speak of this repeatedly or 
urge or exhort regarding this matter. The envel- 
opes will not be thrust at you or imposed upon 
you. Please look for them yourself in the book- 
racks. Take the letter home and read it. Think the 
matter over carefully and determine your 
amounts, if you wish to adopt the method for 
yourself. 


Thirdly. In the case of everyone else, please 
be assured that this Church desires you much 
more eagerly than it desires your money. I 
would infinitely rather have in church every 
Sunday people, even though they should be, or 
should feel themselves to be.unable to support 
the church with large amounts of money, than 
that there should be large numbers of people to 
support a church by paying pew-rent, who them- 
selves however practically never came to church 
or were never seen in their pews. This method 
of envelopes for sittings in the gallery is a good 
one for just the purpose it is meant to serve. 


Cost of Parish Helper. 

You will notice by referring to the page “Par- 
ish Record," on page 12, under Objects for Of- 
ferings in January, that for the third Sunday, i. 
€, January 15th, the designated object is “For 
Expense of Printing Parish Helper." I speak 
of this object in particular in order to call very 


special attention to it. For the past two years, 
that is, during the time in which the paper has 
been published in its present size and form, 
which means without so many advertisements 
you will understand as the experiment was made 
at one time, I have asked an offering in church 
on one Sunday of each year to meet, or rather 
to help.meet, the expense of this printing. In 
neither of those two years past was this offering 
as large as I believe it should have been, nor did 
the object win as general or generous support 
from the congregation as it should. 


Facts and Figures. 

Some facts and figures in this connection are 
these: It costs $75 a month during 6 months of 
the year to print 2500 copies each month of the 
paper. This means $450. It costs in addition 
perhaps $50 a year for postage to send the paper 
to a rather extensive mailing list of persons who 
appreciate it, read it, and are eager for it. These 
are sometimes parishioners. out of the city-—late 
or early; they are oftentimes persons who are 
distantly or remotely connected with the parish, 
some of these latter being persons who have been 
parishioners at one time or another during the 
past half dozen years but who now possibly live 
at a distance. This makes the total venture cost 
about $500.a year. The income from advertise- 
ments in the present form of paper nets about 
$200 a year. This leaves, as you see, a $300 
expense budget which I ask the congregation to 
meet, and which I have less hesitation in asking 
since I know so well how valuable an agent the 
paper has come to be in the work of the parish. 


To put it. differently, here are some other facts 
and figures. Last month there were more than 
1900 actual copies of the Parish Helper carried 
away one by one.and, by that token, appreciated, 
read and perused. By carried away Í mean both 
from the church and from the places in which 
it is made available, as for example in hotels, 
apartment-houses and boarding-houses. For il- 
lustration, in these latter places 500 copies were 
put last month; of these not two dozen copies 
remain unused and unread. It is the best meth- 
od that І сап conceive of by which to extend to 
the people that ме: are most anxious to invite 
an invitation to come here to services, and it is 
one of the things which, more than anything 
else, is conducive to the increase of attendance 


on the part of strangers, both at morning and 


at afternoon services. 


A Valuable Aid. 
I firmly believe this much money is well ex- 
pended in this way. That is to say, I believe 
this is in part at least an investment that brings

This help, remember, is both within and with- 
out the fixed limits of the parish itself. Among 
ourselves it serves as a place and as a medium 
for the making of reports, acknowledgments, 
announcements, etc., in ways and at lengths not 
proper and not possible ‘from the chancel on 
Sundays. in church. To those outside it serves 
as a means and as a method of making an- 
nouncements and of extending invitations that 
are well worth making in proportion as they 
are well received and accepted.’ In my best 
judgment, the Parish Helper is worth all the 
labor of its composition and more than repays 
its cost of printing. If you will help to provide 
the second I will gladly perform all the first., 
No Suescription Price. . 

At no time have I asked апу. subscription 
price or allowed any charge at any time to be 
made for the paper, month by month, or year by 


year. The objection to doing this is first of all 


-on the ground of its pettiness. To divide а $300 
amount into 2500 parts would be ridiculous. The 
method .in proportion would be fruitless. The 
second and more important objection to charg- 
ing a subscription price, in any form, at any 
time, is the fear that this would defeat the very 
end we are most anxious to accomplish; namely, 
‘that the paper should be welcomed and received 
and read by strangers їп its several fields of 
‘distribution, where the chief thing to be. said is 
that it is for free distribution. This being the 
case, I now feel all the more free, and am all 
the more ready, to remind those of you who are 
in no sense strangers that, inasmuch as there is 
not, and, never has been, any definite charge 
made, free gifts instead may now,be asked with 
ore propriety toward the expense of printing 
br pape The offering will be on January

Elsewhere I have made report of the amounts 
‘of money received under the head of Christmas 
Bounty Fund. It is not possible for me to give, 
at this moment, as I wish it were, an account- 
ing, item by item and in full detail, of the way 
in which all was expended. This is partly be- 
-cause all bills are not yet іп and partly because 
the labor of doing all the things that this money 
made possible has. been so arduous, and so involv- 


ей that it will take some time to count up charges, 
separate out items and check up receipts. The 


record will fill, as it has done each year, a col- 


umn of fine print, and will involve scores of 
separate amounts. I expect to find a moment, 
or an hour—or maybe a half day will be more 
like it—of something more nearly like leisure 
next month than I have known last, in which to 
prepare for the February Parish Helper such a 


- definite, detailed and business-like account, head- 


ed. Received and Expended, as I always like to 
make and as may give you pleasure in perusal. 

One or two things should be noticed. For 
example, many contributions came to hand with 
requests that they be applied in special ways. So 
they .were. The moneys were so applied but, 
on page 12, they all appear reported as under 
Christmas Bounty Fund. Again, it is worth while 
to remember that, of this money, a goodly amount 
had to be expended on affairs at the Epiphany 
Chapel as well as at the Church itself. Once 
more, recall that Christmas, coming on Sunday 
as it did this year we were thereby robbed of an 
opportunity to take on Sunday adjoining, as tor 
three years past, an offering especially for the 
‘Sunday Schools; Expense for this as well as 
‘other things this year had all to be. charged 
against our offering taken on only one Sunday 
for the Christmas Bounty Fund. However, we 
got on. We had to go on. There was no place 
to stop. | 

Events of Christmas Week. 

In the Church Rooms there were many scenes 
during that period of ten days which I do wish 
more of you could have looked in upon. In 
briefest serial narrative there were such happen- 
ings as the following. Besides, remember while 
you read, all these occurrences were duplicated 
at the Chapel—duplicated save only that, in sev- 
eral cases, all those in fact on week-days, the 
numbers were multiplied. 

Monday, Dec. 19, А half-ton of coal was or- 
dered to be delivered to each of 26 homes of poor 
parishioners. . 

Tuesday, Dec. 20, The Dorcas Society met on- 
ly to disband for two weeks, the 50 beneficiaries 
being given $1.00 each and exemption from duty 
for the Holidays. (This was not Dorcas money 
but Christmas money). 


Wed. Dec. 21. On Sunday before Christmas, 


the sight of Mrs. Neilson in Church, returned 
traveler and only passing visitor in town, had 
been the signal for the half-hundred women of 
her former Bible Class to accept an invitation

Friday, Dec. 23. Some of the young ladies 


came to decorate the Christmas Tree—one tree 
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which was designed to serve a dozen purposes, 
It has been moved from room to room, upstairs 
and down again, until it is but a reminder of its 
former gorgeous self. 


Saturday, Dec. 24, was a day of rather mad 
delerium. While costumes were being. made and 
the Christmas Play was being rehearsed, the 
young ladies in charge of the Saturday, Sewing 
School had their wards gathered about them, had 
a party, gave the children gifts and fed them 
with ice cream. Meanwhile, Mrs. Stafford, with 
some help, was packing twenty-four large Christ- 
mas Baskets for that many families’ dinners 
next day, and Miss Cowell was tagging for dis- 
tribution, gifts, cards, reminders, flowers, pres- 
ents, which went later in the day to names and 
addresses enrolled. Of all such things.as bore 
cards and went on their cheerful way that day 
there were 180. It was a busy and a bountiful 
Christmas Eve. 

Sunday, Dec. 25. An attendance of 700 at the 
Eleven o'clock and of 800 at the Four P. M. 
service, together with the roo communicants at 
the Eight o'clock early celebration, the 125 Sun- 
day School Scholars meeting at Ten o'clock and 
perhaps 50 others here at Three P. M., totalled 
& goodly number of people to go to church in 
one place on one day. It was a delightsome day. 
It was a better holy-day than ordinarily it is a 
holiday. 

Sunday School Entertainments. 

Thursday, Dec. 29, came the Primary “B” 
children’s party in the afternoon. There had 
been invited, along with the actual members. of 
the Class of which Miss Muriel Smith is teacher, 
twenty other children, younger than of Sunday 
School age, all children of members of the par- 
ish—with their mothers, fond aunts or admiring 
guardians. There was a tree, some candy and 
gifts, some games, songs and stories—not to for- 
get the ice cream. 

Wednesday, Dec. 28, came the General Christ- 
mas Entertainment of the Sunday School. This 
year this entertainment was given entirely by the 
School for the School and the attendants were 
all of the School. It was thoroughly enjoyed by 
the 400 or-more who were present. The best 
proof of the company's enjoyment of the little 
play itself was the fact that the moment it was 
ended the auditors and on-lookers so applauded 
and approved that the players had to turn direct- 
ly around, begin at the beginning and do it all 
` over again. They did it even better the second 
time than the first. They did it all so well, ia 
fact, that when a motion was made to thank 
them one and all it was voted with a hearty, 
rousing, fairly screaming "Aye!" 


Vote of Thanks. 

They were the dozen impersonators of Joseph, 
Mary, the Shepherds, the wisemen, aye even to 
the.very oxen in the stall ; and last, and some of 
them the least, well, little, large and small, some 
tongue-tied and some talkative, some silent and 
some singing, some winged, in sight, some care- 
fully. kept out of sight, angels, whole bevies 
of them, wings and robes and all.

Other Special Gifts. 

A gentleman, not a member of the parish, but 
a constant attendant at services here for two 
years past when in the city, did what he has 
done three times before; but each time he has 
threatened me severely if I dare divulge his name. 


° He gave me twenty dollars at Christmas, as he 


did before Thanksgiving, . to provide certain 
things, of a kind he wished, for a group he 
designated. May he come back to town again 
frequently, may he come to church regularly, 
and may Christmas come again right speedily. 

Mrs. Fox, Mrs. Garges, Miss Trotter, Miss 
Goddard, Mrs. Creswell and Miss Toler sent to 
Mrs. Stafford special consignments of toys for 
her Primary Sunday School Party; while Mrs.

Date for Confirmation. .

The time to 
organize this year's Confirmation Class and to 
prepare for the visitation this year of the Bishop 
to administer this rite to those requesting it.

We print this month a corrected and revised 
list of dates for the year 1911, showing initials 
and names of those by whom or for whom the 
flowers on the altar will be placed as memo- 
rials. Dates left blank are at present unas- 
signed, and are at the disposal of any persons 
who wish on such dates to provide for the ex- 
pense of the two bouquets used each Sunday 
on the altar. By a satisfactory arrangement 
with one florist these flowers are supplied for 
each Sunday by him at a uniform cost of one 
dollars ($1) for two bouquets of average size; 
or two dollars ($2) for two bouquets of double 
size and better quality. 

'The custom is one which is well-established. 
Some days have more sacred associations than 
others. On such days or upon the Sunday 
nearest such a day, these flowers upon the 
altar serve as a memorial of such association. 
After the services of the day these bouquets 
are sent to those who are ill, to the shut-ins 
.in the hospitals, to any one whose name is 
supplied by the one who provides the flowers 
for the particular day. 

During the present month there is presented 
this opportunity for others to take the dates 
left vacant as changes have occurred. Will 
anyone who wishes to do this please speak to 
the Vicar at once, in order that the desired 
date may be assigned to them.

This year was entered with a deficit, and un- 
ustial expense has been incurred owing to the 
presence of contagious diseases during the past 
five months, for which no local cause has been 
discovered in spite of careful investigation. 

In addition, the management is confronted 
with the necessity for radical changes, at an early 
date, іп the plumbing, which, though pronounced - 
sanitary by the Board of Health, is inconvenient 
and altogether out of date.

The Home is for girls of from four to sixteen 
years of age, who are trained as domestic ser- 
vants, and taught the faith of the Protestan 
Episcopal Church. | 

The girls receive the rudiments of а plain 
English education, remaining under the control. 
of the managers until eighteen years old. After 
leaving each girl can depend upon the guidance 
of a manager, chosen by herself, to whom she 
may go, as to a friend, this relation often lasting 
many years. | ;

This Year’s Confirmation Class. 

I have reprinted the above from the last num- 
ber,.the January number, of the Parish Helper. 
‘I do very much wish, and I very fondly: hope, 
that the confirmation class this year, when the 
‘date above announced arrives, may be the largest, 
and withal the. best, that we have had in this 
parish for at least the seven years that I have 
-known it. There are several reasons why I think 
this should be so this year, and there are several 
indications that lead me to believe that such will 
be the case. | ^ , 

There are, this year, as.of course there are 
‘every year, three groups or classes or types of 
‘persons ‘who taken together should comprise one 
Confirmation Class. Characterizing them crude- 
ly, they are perhaps the following: 


The Three Groups. 

. First, young. people of confirmation age who 
‘have grown up in the Church and Sunday 
School, and who ought thus to come as naturally 
to this event as they did to their baptism, or as 
they will to their marriage. It is impossible, of 
course, to say what special age this shall be, but 
it is the age of mature boyhood and girlhood, 
perhaps the age of fifteen, sixteen or eighteen, 
^ Of this. group I already. know a dozen who 
have definitely expressed their intention to be 
confirmed this year. I want to urge in this way 
as strongly as I know how upon any others of 
this class, under whose eye this page may fall, 
that they also give diligent heed to this matter, 
and give earnest thought. to the subject. They 
may express their intention when they have 
reached this decision either to their teachers or 
to their parents, or, best of all, to their Rector, 
at any time, in any way, in person or by letter. 


A Second Group. 

The second group into which every confirma- 
tion class resolves itself in part is made up of 
those persons who have all their lives grown up 
in the Episcopal Church, but who have long 
since passed this designated age of confirmation, 
and yet have never been confirmed. Of such 
persons I have in mind at least a dozen also in 
this congregation. _ _ 

One is always at a loss to know just what to 
say to these; for often they are older in years, 
and have been coming to Church for a longci 
'term of years maybe even than their Rector. It 
is his duty, however, and he considers it his privi- 
lege, to urge and to invite, to reason. with and 
labor with these persons as parishioners. I wish 


‘more than for anything else in this parish this 


year, as every year, that these who are already 
patishioners in fact should become communicants 
in reality, and to that goal the gateway that the 
Church provides is the rite of Confirmation. 
: Also A Third Group. 

The third group, of course, are those who re- 
main—regular attendants year by year, or month 
by month, in Church, who by this token аге 


“Church. people to intent and purpose, but who 


theoretically still continue to be Presbyterians, 
or Methodists, for example, members of what- 
ever church or cult or sect has been by accident 
that of their birth or former choice. Here again 
one is divided in his efforts, between an eager- 
ness to urge upon these Churchmanship as a 
reality and his diffidence and hesitation about 
seeming to find fault or criticise their member- 
ship somewhere else, in some other way, or from 
‘some other motive at some previous time. | 
The only satisfactory way to speak upon this 
subject is to speak individually to individuals. 
There are so many reasons and. so many circum- 
stances which are specially appropriate in spe- 
cial cases that one cannot, without danger of: 
over-statement, or something that is almost sure 
to be interpreted as arrogance, speak here in 
generalities. The thing I so much wish, there- 


fore, is that such church-attendants—and there 


are a number in this congregation—would speak 
with me, or give me opportunity to speak with 
them, upon this subject. Let tis try to think the 
matter out together and see if we cannot arrive 
at the same conclusion. 
What Confirmation Preparation ? | 
As a matter of method, plan and policy, I 
want to make also, as carefully as I know how, 
this announcement with regard to confirmation 
preparation. . We will pursue this year the same 
plan as for two or three years past namely:

ent time being so very well done that, both by 


way of thanking the workers, and also of edify-. 


ing the people of the congregation who contri- 
bute the money each year, it is worth while to 
make this statement of facts and figures in this 
column. :

For. the many years in which this Society has- 
done such good work, and of the many societies 


`- here-and. there that bear the same name апа: 


strive to render benefits in the same way, I doubt ` 
if any have been more successful in their opera- ` 
tion than has our own particular society, and es- : 
pecially during this particular year. : 

The Annual Offering, taken in due course in. 
November, amounted in total to $485.74. Тһе 
ideal way in which to use this money is to ex-: 
pend it all in wages, not to be compelled to use. 
any of it as capital, investing it in the purchase 
of material: This is an ideal toward which the: 
Society has been striving for several years, and 


_ which this year it has indeed attained. 


The doing of this is made possible by the fact: 
that practically all the work that is done is done 
in filling definite orders for certain hospitals and ' 
institutions which themselves provide the ma- 
terial, even, cutting most of it out and sending 
it here to the Parish House. 

Up to date, that. is, to February 1st, there have 
been 1,588 "pieces" made by the fifty or more 
beneficiaries. They are paid for that work or- 
dinarily 50 cents a week. The aim of the Society 
this year is to have these items total up as many 
as four thousand "pieces." To do this they still 
have in their treasury unexpended about two- 
thirds of the annual offering in money.

With Stevenson in Samoa.

The portrait of Stevenson which is the frontis- 
piece of this volume is entirely different from 
anything that has been published before. It 
shows traits in Stevenson’s character which are 
not commonly attributed to him, апа yet which 
are often’ suggested by the side-lights cast оп: his 
career. 

The author has added something original to 
the material already in the possession of the pub- 
lic because he lived in Samoa wheri Stevenson 
first came there and assisted him in many ways 
in his efforts to make a home in that charming. 
corner of the world. | 

This sketch adds nothing to our knowledge of 
Stevenson’s genius and literary work; but it does 
show how hé lived, what kind of a man he was 
in private life, and what he did to make life more 
endurable for the nativés to whom, according to 
his ability, he became а friénd and guardian. 


Books for Reference. 


Perhaps as many as half a dozen persons 
have asked. the Rector, subsequent to the 
preàching of a sermon a couple of Sunday 
mornings ago, the title, the publisher's name, 
etc., of a book from which he had occasion to 
quote twice in preaching a sermon on the story 
of the Prophet Jonah. This book is one which 
it would serve a valuable purpose for many to 
procure and to peruse, not only that chapter 
dealing with this particular subject but the 
dozen other chapters as well.

Loss of a Holy Day. : 

The Lord's Day was intended to be a day of 
rest, a day when men would have more leisure 
to attend to the needs of their religious nature; 
but it is fast becoming secularized and made a 
time for mere entertainment. Who are they 
who are most responsible for this change? 

Dr. Rainsford gives the answed to the ques- 
tion in a recent sermon. Says he: “Тһе worst 
sinners against the law of rest are not the poor. 
They are the rich, the cultured people, the social 
magnates who without cause or excuse are lead- 
ing the nation astray on the question. They do 
not lack for pleasure or recreation during the 
week. Why should they turn the Lord's Day 
into a day of mere pleasure? . 

“At the club in the morning, calls in the after- 
noon, then dinner parties, etc., thus they pass the 
day. They are without excuse. The day is one 
to remind us that we are more than the butterfly, 
more than the brute, and it is used for nothing 
higher than the resting or amusing of the ani- 
mal within us. The day is degraded, making it 
a day of pleasure, working servants and horses 
and turning the day meant for the development 
of the highest in man into the development of 
nothing higher than what may afford passing 
pleasure or amusement. Sunday ought to be 
spent as far as may be in the bright reception 
room, and not in the basement, of the soul.”

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My dear Friends: 

This month, in trying to write this letter 
to you especially, and in trying to phrase it in 
some way that will make it influential in con- 


straining you to come to church somewhat 


regularly during Lent—more regularly, may- 
be, than has been your custom—I cannot do 
better, I think, than to borrow the-words of 
another. They may seem more forceful because 
more impersonal. 

In the Philadelphia Press a while ago Беж 
appeared ап editorial under the caption, 


High Tide in the Churches. 


“The churches of the city in February are at 
the high tide of the year. Church attendance 
on these Winter Sundays and on those near 
at hand, Lent, is the largest and most rep- 
resentative. of the church-going period, or 
‘season, which begins in September or Oc- 
tober and ends in April or May. . 

“The Sunday Schools are fuller from the 
middle of November to the middle of April 
than in the other months. All the various 
organizations connected with the churches 
are now doing their most active work and 
bringing together all those’ connected with 
their various tasks. 

“These diverse activities were once ex- 
tended over the year. A half century ago. in 
Philadelphia, practically no one was away in 
the Summer except for July and August, and 
many families were only away for one of 
these months. To-day a great host of families 
are away from three to four and even six 
months and church work: suffers in conse- 
quence. 

Nothing Should Interfere. 

“With this special period of religious 
activity, brief as it is, nothing should be 
allowed to interfere. Those who do not take 
hold. of church work now and interest them- 
selves in it, make their attendance regular, their 
personal efforts effective and continuous and

their gift of self large and constant, will grad- 
ually lose their touch with the church to 
which they belong and cease to do the work 
in it. they should. 

“Such work is of priceless value to the com- 
munity and to the individual. Were the mani- 
fold work of religious institutions removed 
from a great city a vast and powerful stream 
of good influence would be dried up: so would 
its source and origin. Charities would suffer. 
The moral training of the community would 
receive a deadly blow. 

“The ‘vision’ would fail and grew dim 
among men, and ‘where there is no vision the 
people perish.’ The sense of spiritual things 
would weaken and die for lack of its system- 
atic use and training. The horizon and outlook 
of the whole. community would narrow and 
grow dim, dull, dulling and earth-bound, as 
the personal consciousness of the far past and 
of the distant future, cultivated by religion, 
was destroyed. 

Individual Inteoest Needed. 

“These mighty and elevating influences can 
never be maintained in any religion or in any 
communion by minister and meeting house, 
priest and church, rabbi and synagogue alone. 
They call for individual effort. They demand 
personal interest. They require the due dis- 
charge of the church and religious activities 
of every order, now at high tide. Let these 
cease and all.for which they stand and all 
that they upbuild would disappear. 

“This is not a,general but a personal duty, 
and there is probably scarcely a person read- 
ing these lines, whatever his form of belief, 


. but has at some point, directly or indirectly, 


in himself, herself, family or children, a duty 
to meet in fostering the activities associated 
with religious bodies now most rife and active. 
The Church's 'season' comes to its climax in 
the season of Lent."

‚ My dear Friends: 


In printing the words I am about to write I

most verbally some. words, that I have copied 
from another parish paper, an “Exchange” that 
comes to my desk.

"make a statement it was necessary to make 
` plainly, formally and in the presence of the con- 


gregation as a whole. His was a statement that 


' had made it of the utmost importance to make 


in this way, and in church. | 
I have a statement of interest and importance 


` to the people of the parish to make in church 


next Sunday morning, March 19th, at the 
eleven o'clock service. It concerns the people 
and it concerns their priest. It concerns each 
individually and it concerns all corporately. It 
concerns us as a Rector, as a Vestry, as a con- 
gregation, as pew-holders, as communicants, as 
the children of strangers in the parish and as 
those born in the land. 

I most earnestly desire that all who have any 
connection with the Church of St. Luke and The 
Epiphany shall hear this statement. I use the 
word “all” advisedly, literally and seriously. I 
mean those who are definitely members. of the 
parish, those who are regular attendants and 
those who, even with more or less irregularity, 
come here as to the place of worship of their 
choice. I make this personal request and beg 
you to make every possible effort to mould 
every other plan. Be here next Sunday morn- 


‚ ing, March 19th, eleven o'clock. 


Rector’s Visit to Cincinnati. 

Several months ago І accepted an invitation 
extended that far in advance to go to Cincin- 
nati to be preacher there the second full week 
in Lent, at a series of noon-day Lenten ser- 
vices, held there as here, and which I believe 
are considered of wide interest and much im- 
portance. I have felt honored, of course, by 
this invitation, but more than that I have felt 
it a duty to accept. The truth is I have ac- 


. cepted more from a personal than from ап а 


truistic motive. I have been thinking not so 
much of anything I may be able to do for Cin- 
cinnati as of what may possibly be done for 
me. It is not good for one man to preach too 
often, for too long. a time, and at too unbroken 


‘and unrelieved a series of services to one con- 


gregation, and never to try the same thing 
with any other. Not only is he likely to 
weary them, but, which is worse for him, he 
is. likely to get into a rut himself. He needs 
to be shaken up and taken out of himself, and 
shown new fields of endeavor and new meth- 
ods, because other people's methods, of work. 
I am sorry, of course, to be away at this busy 
season. І do not expect, however, to be away 
over Sunday, but only between two Sundays, 
i. e, for the week between March 12 and 
Mareh roth. 
Sunday Afternoon Services. 

The 4 o’clock Sunday afternoon musical ser- 
vices, which have been so interesting in that 
they are novel in form, and which have proven 
so profitable and enjoyable in that so large a 
number of persons have made a point this 
winter of attending them, will be-continued, of 
course, all through the six weeks of Lent. 
There will be a special anthem each Sunday 
afternoon, and its words will form the theme 
of the address. There is also each Sunday a 
special benediction hymn. And there are, as 
everyone by this time knows, the musical 
postludes after the hour of service; organ, harp, 
violin and 'cello. | 

It 15 мой while to make special mention 
of this, inasmuch as otherwise, some might ех- 
pect the course of services of this order to be 
interrupted to make way for something more 
nearly in the nature of confirmation lectures 
or forms of instruction, as has sometimes been 
the case at four o'clock on Sunday afternoons 
in Lent. There is no intention this year of in- 
terrupting the order of these musical services 
on this account. All confirmation instruction 
will be given at other times and in other 
places. Services in the church at four o'clock 
on Sunday afternoons will continue in their 
present form. Their beauty will even be en- 
hanced by the addition of more musical fea- 
tures, and more special ones, instead of being 
robbed of any such.features in the interest of 
other things. | 

Series of Six Anthems. . 

The entire list of the six anthems, together 
with that number also of benediction hymns, 
to be sung at the afternoon services, has been 
prepared in advance by the choir-master. 
These have been set forth, in the form of a 
little programme, on. printed folding postal- 
cards which have been distributed for the past 
week or two т the pews.

Rector’s Bible Class. 


The Rector’s Bible Class began its regular 
meetings on the usual day and hour of Lent 
this year; that is, Monday afternoon at five 
o'clock. There appears: below in this column 
the list of subjects for study as they had been 
forecast, outlined and planned for} for the 
customary series of six meetings on six Mon- 
days. I am printing this series in full in order 
to set forth this plan in completeness, even 
though the plan had been broken and the 
series interrupted at the very outset. Next 
week it is purposed to go on with this ser- 
ies, considering the subjects that remain in 
the order of the dates assigned. 
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Subjects: Messages of the Bible. 


March 6. The Early Prophets. 

March 13. The Later Prophets. 

March 20. The Law Givers. 

March 27. The Historians. 

April 3. The Sages. 

April то. The Poets. 

The Bible in the Making. 

The interruptions on those first two Mon- 

days were both, I feel sure, most welcome ones, 
and the things that took the place of lectures 
more agreeable and interesting and instructive 
than mere lectures im themselves could pos- 
sibly have been. . The first Monday afternoon 
we spent the hour together looking at and 
studying some facts in connection with a 
series of fifty pictures which had been made 
into magic lantern slides, pictures that were 
actual photographs of places, objects, manu- 
Scripts and printed pages, arranged in a series 
historical in order, showing in a way more in- 
teresting and instructive than could possibly 
have been imagined, just how our present Eng- 
lish Bible has come into existence, by what 
process, through what a length of time, in spite 
of what difficulties, and by means of what 
labor. | 

To see this series of pictures passed in ге- 
view, all in one hour, beginning with photo- 

‘graphs of actual hieroglyphics on Phoenician 
tombs, Babylonian monuments and Egyptian 
papyri; seeing these reduced to alphabets and 
seeing letters take on cursive form in Hebrew, 
Aramic апі Greeki parchment manuscripts; 
then to follow the development of the crude 
text through early codexes, through Coptic, 
Syriac and Armenian parallels, up to the earli- 
est Early English translations; then to note the 
influence of the printing press, the Reformation 
and the: Counter Reformation on the moulding . 
into shape of that which is our present author- 
ized version, was to gain an “orientation” of 
the subject in the very best sense of that word. 
Pictures of Passion Play. 

On next Monday afternoon, the day of the 
second regular meeting of this Bible Class, that 
is, on Monday, March 13th, at five o'clock, in 
view of the Rector's absence from the city, he 
has had to ask a substitute to take his place. 
This is a case in which his loss is going to be 
distinctly your gain. By a fortunate coinci- 


dence it is just at this time that Miss Earle, 
whom so many of üs know so well and regard 
so favorably, as a traveler and as a lecturer, and 
who spent a part of this past summer in person 
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i 


at Oberammergau, has offered to repeat, for.the 
sake of many who have asked for it, her lecture 
which she gave a month ago to the Sunday 
School in particular and to their friends in 
general, and which I am now so anxious to 
have her give for a slightly larger and different 
‘group of persons, older and other than the 
members of the Sunday. School. 

The lecturer rs Miss Anne М. Earle, having 
visited Oberammergau the past summer, seen 
the play, talked with the people who have given 
their lives to this noble work, visited them in 
their homes, and become thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with their methods and with their purposes, 
she is peculiarly fitted to lecture before church 


‘people on this subject. In view of the deep re- 


ligious impression that the play itself made 
upon all who saw it, and added to this, the 
fact that those who have heard this lecture 
have also experienced the same impression, one 
is justifed in bringing this matter before the 


' people of the congregation, especially in Lent. 


The lecture is entitled, А twentieth Century 
Pilgrimage: Oberammergau, The People, The 
Place, The Passion Play, and is illustrated by 
lantern slides, which are unüsual in their per- 
fection of artistic merit and coloring. 

: Not to be Missed. 

These photographs are the very best of their 
kind that have ever been taken. They have 
been made up into very beautiful and wonder- 
ful lantern slides. There are between seventy- 
five and one hundred of them. "They will be 
shown in the same room,—the Sunday School 
room, with the same lantern and by the same 
operator as were the pictures last Monday. 
Miss Earle in her own good way, will describe 
the pictures and will tell the story of her visit 
to the. Passion Play last summer. In every 
way and for every reason I feel confident that 
every person who may care to come will be re- 
paid and more than edified: they will be en- 
thused, indeed, inspired, benefited. Let it be 
understood that any person who may read this 
notice is invited. Anyone will be welcome, 
whether they have been in the habit of coming 
to the Bible Class in former years, or formerly 
this year, or not. Simply come to the church 
at five o'clock Monday afternoon, March 13th. 
You will have no trouble in finding the Sunday 
School. room. The Verger will be expecting 
you and will show you the way. 

Friday Afternoon Addresses. 

On Friday afternoons in Lent this year, as 
in former years, the announcement on the card 
describing week-day services reads, "Evening 
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Prayer and Address.” This is the one week- 
day address at service in church that the Rec- 
tor tries to make each week and to this service 
he urges with all the insistency he may as 
many of the people as can do so to come. On 
Friday, as on Wednesday the choir is aug- 
mented by the presence of four men, two 
tenors and two basses, added to the number 
of ladies who comprise the choir on Tuesday 
and Saturday. It is purposed to have these 
two services as well rendered as is in any way 
possible.

group of whom I have so often spoken, I mean 
that. group of adults who may have thought 
or may be thinking of confirmation, to make 
this fact known, to express to the Rector their 
desire to be. members of this year's confirma- 
tion class. I say this in this way because I 
have so strong a. feeling that confirmation 
preparation for such persons consists more 
properly in going.to church than in anything 
else. I realize how many years these persons 
have been receiving in every way possible 
everything that would correspond in more 
special cases, or in the case of younger persons, 
to definite and detailed confirmation instruc- 
tion. The church for them has been their 
best school, and whatever teaching. the preach- 


. ing has conveyed has been their, let us hope, 


sufficient instruction. 
Bishop's Letter Reprinted. 
“The Church House,

phany. It is probable that this appointment 
will be kept by the Bishop of Wyoming, the 
Rt. Rev. N. S. Thomas.

I have reprinted the above from the last num- 
ber, the February number, of the Parish 
Helper. I do very much wish, and I very fond- 
ly hope that the confirmation class this year, 
when the date above announced arrives, may 
be the largest, and withal the best, that we 
have had in this parish for at least the seven 
years that I have known it. There are several 
reasons why I think this should be so this 
year, and there are several indications that 
lead me to believe that such will be the case. 

Confirmation Alumni Meetings. 

Nothing that we have undertaken in the 
parish for a long time has proven so success- 
ful, or withal so interesting, interesting cer- 
tainly to him who has tried to give the lec- 
tures or addresses, as the Thursday evening 


meetings or services under the auspices of the 
Confirmation Alumni Association. Beginning 
with fifty persons on the first Thursday even- 
ing, there were seventy-five the second, one 
hundred the third, and one hundred and fifty 
on last Thursday evening. The purpose has 
been to gather together all those who could 
find it possible to come, of probable or even 
prospective confirmation candidates, together 
with all those persons who from year to year 
have made up such confirmation classes in the 
past half dozen years but to whom the Rector 
has never had an opportunity to speak directly 
in the way of giving confirmation lectures. = 

We have planned to study together, on 
five Thursday evenings preceding the actual 
date of confirmation this year, and more espe- 
cially, of course, on such Thursday evenings 
as fall in Lent, a series of five subjects, 
subjects suggested and in part discussed in a 
little book by Dean Hodges, Dean of Cam- 
bridge Divinity School, the title of which, in its 
several parts, phrases these subjects. These 
he treats himself as headings for chapters: 


The Episcopal Church. 

February 23—Its Doctriné. 

March 2—Its Ministry. 

March 9—14 Discipline. 

March 16—Its Worship. 

March 23—Its Sacraments. 

Thursday Evening, March 16th. 

This little course of lectures must also be 
interrupted this coming week, on account of 
the Rector’s absence from the City on that 
Thursday evening; but here again the loss is 
going to be transmuted into gain. This would 
be the regular Thursday evening, in any case, 
for our monthly semi-social meeting, service 
‘and entertainment combined, of the Sunday- 
School. In order to keep unbroken this series 
of evenings once a month with the Sunday- 
School and all their friends, I want to have 
that meeting that evening in .the Sunday- 
School room downstairs instead of in the chapel 
upstairs. It is possible also to continue even 
their form of entertainment, in that we will 
be able also that evening to use the lantern 
with a series of pictures. The purpose is to 
have repeated on that evening, for the Sunday- 
School and for all those who have been coming 
up to this date to the Thursday evening meet- 
ings, the series of pictures shown last week to 
the Monday Bible Class, pictures of those 
monuments, manuscripts, translations, ver- 
sions, etc., setting forth the history of the Eng- 
lish Bible in its process of making. 
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In the Rector’s absence Mr. Steinmetz, who 
has already gone all over this ground, and who 
has used these same pictures in the same way, 
will show them on that evening, and will tell 
the facts regarding them. Anyone who did not 
see these pictures when shown Monday after- 
noon is, of course, invited, and will naturally 
bê more than welcome. Anyone who did see 
them may want to see them again... Do not 
forget the time, and do not misunderstand the 
meeting, where it. is, or when, or for whom: 
It is for anybody, everybody, ‘Thursday even- 
ing, March 16th, at eight o'clock, in the Sun- 
day-School room. 


Souvenirs for Sunday School. 

On .each Sunday morning all through this 
season the superintendent of the Sunday- 
School has been making a practice of showing 
to the scholars assembled, and of trying to say 
something interesting in regard to, or tell some 
really true story about some authentic relic, 


souvenir or object of interest from some place . 


in the Holy Land, or to illustrate by use of such 
things some incident or narrative connected 
with the lesson for the day on places in the 
Holy Land, with which they should become 
familiar. 


He has been fortunate in securing from 
friends, travelers, relic-hunters, antiquarians, 
etc, a number of such objects. Не has had, 


Хог example, wood from the Mount of Olives, 


Water from the River Jordan, pebbles from 
the Dead Sea, pressed flowers from the Fields 
of Hermon, relics purchased near the Holy 
Sepulchre, parchment copies of early Bibles, 
an actual shephard’s crook, a  watchman's 
sling, a priests phylactery, etc., etc. . These 
have proven valuable, in that they both created 
interest and conveyed information. They were 
object lessons, and through them it has been 
possible to impart instruction. 


The point is, he has about exhausted his sup- 
ply, and does not know which way to turn for 
other things or new ones. Are there not per- 
sons in the parish who have such things, 
objects of interest, real and bona-fide which 
they can vouch for and which they know are 
genuine? If you have any in your homes, if 
you would be willing to lend them to him for 
a Sunday, please be good enough to write a 
note to the Rector, call him on the "phone, 
2883 Filbert, or speak with him in person, 
or in any way make the fact known to him that 
you are able and willing to help in this way: .

Rt. Rev. Ozi William Whitaker, D. D., LL. D. 
sometime Bishop of Pennsylvania, has, by his 
recent passing into Paradise, left a great void 
in the hearts of many persons in this Diocese, 
where he had been chief Pastor for a quarter 
century. Thousands remember with great 
satisfaction that he was the Bishop when they 
were confirmed. | 
He was a modest man. He was also 
a generous man, full .of sympathy for 
everybody who ‘was compelled to battle 
with ‘serious problems and conditions, and 
what he did for worthy people and causes, 
if we could get the full record, would fill a 
large volume. The following words, which are 
the facts of his life, work and death: у 
“Bishop Whitaker was born in New Salem, 
Mass., on May 10, 1830. He was graduated 
from Middlebury College in Connecticut in , 
1856, and was a teacher in the high school in 
North Brookfield, Mass., for four years. In 
1863, upon his graduation from the General 
Theological Seminary in New York, he volun- 
teered for missionary work in Nevada. In the 
same year he was ordained Deacon and Priest 
by Bishop Eastburn, of Massachusetts, and 
became rector of St. John’s Church, Gold Hill, 
Nevada. 
“From 1865 to 1867 he was rector of St. 
Paul's Church, Englewood, N. J., after which 
he returned to Nevada as rector of St. Paul's 
Church, Virginia City. He was consecrated 
first bishop of Nevada in St. George’s Church, 
New York, on October 13, 1869, and for seven- 
teen years did a splendid pioneer work in the 
cause of religion and establishing the Church 
. “In 1886 Bishop Whitaker was elected As- 
sistant Bishop of Pennsylvania, and upon the 
death of Bishop Stevens, less than a year there- 
after, he became the head of the diocese. His 
death came at the end of a long period of fail- 
ing-health, Through trouble with his eyes, he 
had been unable to read or even to distinguish 
the faces of his friends for a good while, but 
although feeble in body, he kept constantly at 
work, and his presence was an inspiration 
whenever he visited the churches for Confirma- 
tion or spoke to the people upon any phase of 
the work of the Church. His funeral was at- 
tended by a large number of Bishops from 
the neighboring dioceses and by almost three 
hundred of the clergy of this and other dio- 
сезез. Не rests from his labors and his works 
follow him.”

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Annual Confirmation Service. 


The service in.Church on Sunday afternoon, 
March 26th, I. mean the Annual Confirmation 
Service this year, was in every way the most 
interesting and delightful that many of us have 
attended for many years. Bishop Thomas of 
Wyoming, assisting for a season in the work 
of confirming -classes in this diocese, was the 
visiting bishop. He confirmed the class and 
preached the sermon; he also made an earnest, 
well-phrased and definitely pointed address to 
members of the class in a group. 

The class numbered fifty-five. It was the 
largest class of any that I can find memoranda 
of in the records of the parish back as far as 
I could search them, i. e., for twenty-five years. 
Indeed it was more than twice the size of the 
average class during that period. More than 
this, the class was also one, I think, the per- 
sonnel of which was unusually interesting. I 
have had the feeling myself, and have heard it 
remarked by the Assistants, by both Parish 
Visitors, and by all those who had any part in 
the task of confirmation preparation, that this 
was a group of the most serious and most 
earnestly devout candidates for a long time. 

The group was unique in that it was made 
up in about equal halves of men and women, 
girls and boys. It was unique also in one other 
way, i. e., in.the fact that so many of its mem- 
bers—practically all of the adult members— 
were persons who had already been members 
of cther Christian bodies, who had "joined the 
church" at some previous time but who were 
now taking this step of confirmation as a spe- 
cific and definite one and as a voluntary action 
on their own part. Among these were all such 
diverse and divergent types as Roman Cath- 
olics, Presbyterians, Methodists, Lutherans, 
Unitarians and the Society of Friends.

This is a perfectly practical, feasible and in 
every way desirable method of accomplishing 
many results at one time and of achieving an 
end that has long been sought for. I shall, 
from time to time, have many things to say 
about this plan as a. plan, and shall speak in 
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detail, as often as may be necessary, of. the 
project itself. I also, of course, go out of my 
way, every now and then, to suggest to in- 
dividuals here and there’ the desirability of 
their enrolling themselves, and will do my best 
to explain the method and the reasons for in- 
stituting it. I have possibly spoken of it often 
enough in church and have probably already 
written enough letters to those whom I had 
especially in mind—for the present. 


Objects for Offerings. 

It will be noticed from the announcement of 
Objects for Offerings, on page 14, that the 
usual objects fall in the usual series for the 
several days and services of the Holy Week 
and Easter Seasons. These objects are all 
worthy ones and are all important ones. All 
have by this time become familiar to those, 
who have wotshipped here for one or two or 
three or, for that matter, for the past seven 
years. It will be well to take these all, not 
only some one in particular but all together, 
under advisement in advance, and make plans 
and preparations in good season to meet the 
calls to duty that the announcements bring. 


The Rector’s Discretionary Fund. 

Regarding the Rector’s Discretionary Fund 
in particular І am, when the time comes each 
year to speak of it, equally drawn and divided 
between two desires; I am harassed by two 
perplexities; I am burdened with two fears. 1 
am afraid of saying too much; 1 am equally 
afraid of saying too little. Т am afraid of 
seeming to over-exhort and to be too impor- 
tunate; but I am equally afraid of not making 
plain, clear and definite, the need that exists, 
or the multiform and manifold needs rather, 
for this fund as one from which to supplement 
all other funds and from which to meet de- 
mands in hundreds that come to the Rector of 
your.parish, in your absence, even more than 
in your presence. 


I shall have occasion, I shall make occasion, 
and I shall take every opportunity to speak of 
this, to speak as truly, tersely, pointedly and 
definitely as I possibly know how, several 
times between now and the time for taking 
this offering. I know you will want all the 
facts; І know also that the Rector will need all 
the money before Easter comes again next 
year, before the date comes on which to take, 
as each yéar, as every year, the one offering, 
the Annual Offering for the Rector's Discre- 
` tionary Fund. 


To Sing “Gallia” Palm Sunday Afternoon. 
One thing that compensates for what may 
have been judged by many a real loss, that is 
in the accident that befell the organ on the 


first Sunday in Lent, when Gounod’s Gallia . 


was to have been rendéred at the. four o'clock 
afternoon service, is the fact that, by coinci- 
dence, this anthem was also planned in ad- 
vance to have been repeated at the service ой 
the same hour of the last Sunday in Lent as 
well, that.is to say, on Palm Sunday. 


The special list both of anthems and of post- 


‘ludium hymns to be rendered at the Sunday 


afternoon services for the entire series of six 
Sundays in Lent was made up with care at the 
outset and were pritted, as will be remember- 
ed, not only on cards in the pews, but on a 
page of last month's Parish Helper as well. 

This special note is inserted here that it may 
be a reminder of this one rather unusual an- 
them and of the day and hour of the service at 
which it is to be rendered. It has been sung 
on Palm Sunday afternoon each year for sev- 
eral years past, and has come to be as generally 
expected in advance as it is thoroughly appre- 
ciated and enjoyed at its rendition. 

Thursday Evening Service-Meetings. 

The Thursday Evening Services, which have 
been a new departure this year in: Lent, have 
been very successful indeed, both from the 
point of view of the numbers who attended. 
them and from that of the interest shown on 
the part of those who participated. This has 
provided opportunity for the making of some 
addresses in the form of Confirmation Lectures 
and on subjects that have been maybe of in- 
terest to many who have been confirmed in 
other years, as well as to those who were di- 
rectly preparing for that rite this special year. 
The attendance has ‘totaled some evenings а 
hundred, some others a hundred and fifty. 


Even after the Confirmation there still 
remain available for this same purpose two 
other Thursday evenings before Maundy 
Thursday. At the last meeting before Con- 
firmation therefore it was resolved to continue 
these services in the same way for the same 
group and for further consideration of some 
subjects for which there had been all too little 
time on former evenings. A list of all these 
subjects appears on another page. Especial 
attention is herewith called to the one evening, 
that is April 6th, which remains before ‘the im- 
portant evening, Maundy Thursday, which of 
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éourse is the time when all the members of 
this group will naturally be most anxious to 
be present, for another and more special rea- 
son, namely to attend the service in the church 
that evening. ' 

Maundy Thursday Evening Service. 

The attention of every communicant. in the 
parish is called to this somewhat unique ser- 
vice, Especially, perhaps, it is in order to em- 
phasize to members of the Confirmation 
Alumni Association that this service has реси-, 
liar claim on them. This is the only organi- 
zation in the parish that ever has what is com- 
monly called elsewhere a Corporate Commun- 
ion, and this service on this evening is one of 
the few occasions in the year when even these 
persons do this in company. Maundy Thurs- 
day they will assemble for the service, as they 
have done for several years, will all sit togeth- 
er in church, and will go to the altar rail in 
company. To this end, they should take pains 
to arrive at the church well on time, say at 
least fifteen minutes before the hour of service, 
in otder to join their friends downstairs and 
from there to proceed to their places in church 

A Season of Home Coming. 

In addition to this Corporate Communion of 
this special group, moreover, this service has 
for many years past been made an anniversary 
of home-coming in this parish. To this service 
people have been wont to come who did not 
come to any other service in the year, and that 
because they live at long distances and only 
once in a long while come home. They come 
to this service because they once lived in this 
part of the city, because in those days the ser- 
vice was held on this evening, because they 
derived benefit from it, and because, therefore, 
to it they still look back with longing and with 
gratitude. 


Under the circumstances of its celebration, the 
sacrament on this anniversary is of special 
.solemnity. Do try by all means to be here. 
There ought to be present at this service every 
communicant who is enrolled in this parish, 
everyone who has been enrolled for as many 
years past as it is reasonable to expect, and 
any other communicants of the Church in this 
part of the city who may be absent from their 


- own home church and may value this oppor- 


tunity to come here to service this evening 
with us. To these as strangers, as much as to 
those, our own people more properly speaking, 
this invitation is extended and this exhortation 
is spoken as earnestly as may be or can be. 


Sunday School and the Easter Service. 
On Easter Day the Sunday School will par- 


` ticipate in the morning service at II o'clock 


in the same way as on Christmas Day. It is 
hoped that the same number will be present 
and that all will have the same enjoyment and 
delight. This proved, on Christmas Day this 


‘year, to be a happy solution of a problem, 


which has been a somewhat vexed problem 
for many years, namely, the kind of service to 
have for young people on such a morning 
when services for the day are so numerous 
and when time for them all is so short. The 
right answer to this question, like that to so 
many questions, proved to be the simplest one. 
The important fact is that the 11 o’clock 
service on Easter Day is a service in which 
everybody connected with the church in every 
possible way, whether big or little, old or 
young, should participate; to which they 
should come and to stay away from which 
there would seem to be no possible, or even 
plausible, excuse or reason. This is a service 
for everybody. The congregation therefore 
should comprise every member, and the ser- 
vice should conduce to the enthusiasm, wel- 
fare, inspiration and uplift of every member 
of every organization in the parish. | 


Sunday School Assembles as Usual. 


On that Sunday morning, therefore, the 
Sunday School will assemble, as they did on 
Christmas morning, in the Sunday School 
room downstairs, at the usual hour of their 
session, namely, то o'clock. There will be a 
half hour in which to greet each other and ex- 
change the happy good wishes that belong to 
the season. There will be time in this half 
` hour, also, for all the members to assemble in 
one place of the Confirmation Alumni Associa- 
tion, and in every way to make full prepara- 
tion for the hour of service. j 

Then at half past ten, which will be neces- 
sary in order to make sure of space reserved 
in the church for so large a company, this 
whole group, one hundred, two hundred, as 
many or more as may be, Sunday School, 
Bible Classes, Confirmation Alumni Associa- 
tion, etc., will all pass upstairs to the church 
and will be in place. well before the moment 
for the service s beginning at тт o'clock. 


Easter Carol Service, Easter Afternoon. 


Another plan that worked so well at Christ- 
mas time, and another project that proved to

` Memorial Flowers for Church on Easter. 


'The custom now so well established of hav- 
ing the flowers for the chancel on Easter take 
the form of memorial offerings willsbe follow- 
ed this year a8 usual. This practice needs no 
explanation this year; the fact is mentioned 
here merely by way of reminder. There will 
be abundant space in the chancel, and conse- 
quently ample opportunity for all who wish to 
do so, to place their floral tributes there. Per- 
sons wishing to participate in this excellent 
labor should speak with the Rector, or with 
some officer or member of the Altar Society, 
or write to them or "phone to them if possible 

This is important, if they wish to reserve 


for themselves some special part of the task, 
the decoration of some special feature, as, for 
example, the pulpit, the lectern, the altar, the 
font, etc. If nothing special is intended the 
flowers may merely be sent to the church on 
the day before Easter or early on Sunday 
morning before the eight. o'clock service, either 
as early or as late as the nature of the flowers, 
whether potted or cut, will permit. In any 
case, however, it is desirable, and indeed es- 
sential, that the Altar Society should know 
some time in advance what is coming in order 
to know what to expect and what provision to 
make for the grouping of things, as a whole, 
and to perform the task of grouping these in 
this way on Saturday, Easter Even. 


Bishop Whitaker Memorial. 


Perhaps it is well once again to print at 
least this portion, an extract from the Bishop's 
circular letter printed last month in the Parish 
Helper, in regard to the- Bishop Whitaker 
Memorial Fund. It is by this time well known 
that Bishop Whitaker had regarded St. Barna- 
bas Mission in the Western part of Philadel- 
phia as one of great promise in the diocese, 
and that a plan has been placed on foot since 
his death to build there a fifty thousand dollar 
church in his memory. 


The present Bishop now commends this 
project to the diocese and suggests that the 
raising of money for this purpose should, in 
order to express the affection of the Church 
at large, take shape in a general subscription, 
by all members of the diocese, of one dollar 
apiece from every man, woman and child, who 
belongs to:any parish within its borders. 


The Rector has already spoken of this mat- 
ter in church and has recommended and urged 
and advised. every person so disposed—and 
that should mean literally every communicant 
in the parish of course—to make this contribu- 
tion. Such contributions should be sent di- 
rectly to him. No one is to imagine that this 
is a trouble or burden, or in any way an ex- 
traneous task. Such matters as this are not 
an interference with his work; these things 
are his work—and they are not anybody's else. 
All contributions sent in this way. will be grate- 
fully received on behalf of this work. The 
amount in the end will be passed on to the 
committee who under the Bishop's direction 
have the matter in charge.

Easter Day this year is April 16th. The ser- 
vices will be the early celebration of the 
Holy Communion at 8 o'clock; Morning Prayer, 
Sermon and Holy Communion at тт o'clock, and 
the Easter festival of the Sunday School at 8 
o'clock in the evening. 

All communicants of the Chapel congregation 
are urged and expected to attend at least one of 
the two morning services. Whatever reasons or 
excuses there may be for absence from church at 
other seasons, nothing but necessity should pre- 
vent any one from being a reverent member of 
the congregation on this great festival, The Fes- 
tival of the Resurrection of Christ. 

To the evening service, for the children and 
young people. all are invited, of all ages. Every 
effort will be made to have the service embody 
the spirit of the day. 

Easter Flowers. 

An offering for the flowers used in decorating 
the Chapel on Easter Day is appointed for Sun- 
day, April oth. The amount required for this 
purpose, covering the expense as for several - 
years past is thirty-five dollars ($35.00). Con- 
tributions for this purpose may be sent to the 
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Vicar at any time, or placed in the alms plate on 
that Sunday. Don’t overlook the date, Palm 
Sunday, April oth. 

In addition to this regular.provision for suit- 
able decorations, a considerable number of flow- 
ering plants may be used to advantage. If any 
persons desire to send such plants for this put- 
‘pose, these may be left at the Parish House on 
Saturday, April 8th, in care of the Verger. They 
will be placed in the Chancel in appropriate po- 
sitions. They will be of real value in enhancing 
the beauty of the Chapel on Easter. The next 
day they will be sent to those who are ill and un- 
able to come to church. - 

If these flowers are merely loaned, as many 
might be, a tag should indicate the fact that the 
particular plant or plants will be called for on 
Monday. Otherwise the plants will be sent where 
they will bring cheer to some unfortunate per- 
son prevented by illness from sharing in our 
celebration of the festival.

` Rector, after reading from the chancel steps 


the usual announcements, and before the ser- 
mon, made the following statement. It is 
not customary. in this parish, and indeed 
were not appropriate in any parish, to speak 
in public or io print in this place words of 
personal praise, to preach a funeral sermon 
or print an obituary. But these are circum- 
stances quite so extraordinary that both to 
speak and to print these few words can be 
nothing but appropriate. 

“Yesterday .afternoon there was laid to 
rest, in a place of his own choosing, in that 
burying ground where cluster memories so 
many and so sacred, in the graveyard of Old 
St. David's Church, at Radnor, ali that was 
mortal of one, in the passing of whom his 
family, his friends, his business associates, 


‘the Vestry of this parish, and the Parish 


jtself have, each and all, sustained a loss ir- 
reparable. |. 

Three days before, there had passed from 
life to death the human body, and had pass- 
ed from life to more abundant life the super- 
human soul of Malcolm Lloyd; of one who 
in his life had typified, and in his death who 
glorified, abundantly, the virtues of the great 
and good; the attributes of those who are 
great simply because, and in direct propor- 
tion as, they are good; of one who was ex- 
emplary in his life, patient in his illness,cour- 
ageous in the facing and triumphant in the 
meeting of, his death. 

Mr. Lioyd was the oldest member of the 
Vestry from the point of view of term of 
service. For thirty years a vestryman, for 
twenty-seven years, more than a quarter oi 
a century, he had been Accounting War- 
den. Forced by illness to relinquish this 
task, it was singularly fitting that фе fil 
thenceforth the office of that other warden 
the office made vacant by the death, a year 
previous, of his lifelong friend, then Rector's 
Warden. Herein is a great, a grievous 
loss: a loss parochial, professional and per- 
sonal. In his death this parish. has lost a 
most loyal supporter; the Vestry, a revered 
and honored member; and the Rector, for 
the second time within two years, a Rector’s 
Warden, and cne of his warmest personal 
friends. 

In his family, among his business asso- 
ciates, within the circle of his friends And 
especially in this his office in this parish, he 
wilf be missed; he will be missed because his 
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place is empty; it will long be empty for 
it cannot soon be filled. It is not clear to 
me as yet just what we will do in this par- 
ish without him, here where, in the quan- 
daries the Rector finds himself placed in at 
times, and in the counsels of the. Vestry as a 
whole, for so many years there has been one 
way at once so easy and so satisfactory, so 


simple, yet so sound, so nearly certain to be 


the right way to find the answer to all ques- 
tions, that is, merely by the asking of an- 
other: ‘What does Mr. Lloyd think about it?’ 

Mr. Lloyd was a man altogether unusu- 
al. He was devout and yet cheerful withal; 
of forceful character and yet of genial spir- 
it; of firm convictions yet always most rea- 
sonable; a man conservative and cautious, 
yet broad in his sympathies; a man stern 
with himself, yet oh, so generous, in all his 
judgments of his fellows. He was strong 
and yet gentle, powerful yet humble, suc- 
cessful yet sincere, industrious yet cautious, 
a man forceful by the very power of pati- 
ence. His was a rare combination of qual- 
ities, most rare of all perbaps in this, that he 
was fervent in business yet serving the 
Lord, a man of singular sagacity yet lit- 
erally a man without guile.”

. Summer Work at the Vacation House. 

The past season was the third one in which 
we have had, at the seashore, a house wherein 
we entertained for a week each, a considerable 
number of people from the Church and Chapel 
each. A report of this work at the end of a 
third season must necessarily, to be a com- 
plete report, reiterate and duplicate much that 
was included in the reports of former seasons.

Being oppressed with this fear, І am 
at a loss for words by means of which to put this 
matter into form that may not be time dishonored 
rather than time honored. 
An Invitation.

I have set myself the task this month of phrasing this letter in such a way that it may serve 
two purposes; that is, may be suitable for use under two forms. It is to appear in the November 
Parish Helper and to be mailed, with enclosures, to some home addresses the week following. 
Please take into account, therefore, in reading it, whether its statements seem to you too personal 
or too impersonal, that it is

In a column on a page to follow I have had set up in type as bold as it is black the list of 
(all at спее) all the Objects of all Special Offerings for the year— this year, last year, next year, 
any year. It is a list of names familiar, as names, but not so familiar as a list. It is because the 
series is never seen at one time, is never taken in review in one view, and because, in consequence, 
the scope of it is never comprehended as a whole, that I am doing this. $ | ` 


And more: I. have told the printer to keep it standing in his galley and to reprint it {as a 
whole) each month. The list is 


(a) First, for serutiny, and, 


(6) Secondly, for reference. 


(1) The list.—It is a list of the conventional, traditional objects with all of which you have 
almost always been familiar—one by one. The feature that is novel is not any one or other 
of the objects in themselves: you have known about them, severally. It isthe fact that there is 
this round number of them, that they cannot be fewer, and that there are not Sundays enough on 
which to repeat or duplicate a single one of them. The printing of this list in this manner ought 
to bring the task of meeting these requirements under survey as one task instead of, as formerly, 
only monthly or, worse still, only from Sunday to Sunday, i. e., week by week. Please scan this 
list. .. .. Then turn back to this page and read ор. And read?attentatively. Aye, Nota Bene. 


(2) The task.—This task, I say, isa year's task. But, more than that, it has оре performed 
in half a year. Why ? Why only in six months? Why are these many objects scheduled for- so 
short a season ? For the simplest of all reasons; simply because, in this one regard certainly, this 
parish is a half-year parish. For a moment face this cold, hard fact and look—for many moments— 
at the following cold, hard figures. 


(3) The figures.—Last year, out of а “Total Offerings in Church,” enumerated, tabulated, 
totaled and reported in the April Parish Helper, as of March first ; out of a total, I say, of $11,000 
for the year, the amount for the six months, May to October inclusive, was a little less than $700. 
That is to say, for one entire half of the year, less than one-sixteenth of all the contributions of the 
year are given. Or, to-put the facts the other way about, in the other half year more than fifteen- 
Sixteenths of the entire total must be asked for. АП Saints’ Day to Easter seems to be our 
church’s “season.” It is for the services of this six months season, then, November to April inclu- 
give, that the schedule appended must be drawn. : 


Now, naturally, no one objects to this total,—as а total Eleven thousand dollars, as a large 
round sum, is large. But then, like every other fact expressed in figures, the amount is wholly 
relative. 


(1) It must be related to the number and the need of objects, maybe thirty, which claim each 
its part of the total amount.  .- . 


(2) Tt an be related tc the number and ability to give of those who form thi ,congregae

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dollar endowment), holds іп the mind and the imagination, in the estimation and the judgment of 
the Church in general and of this Diocese in particular." 


(4) It must be related also,—this is all-important,—to the fact that, in this parish, not one 
dollar has been asked in church in seven years for any single item of mere Church Expenses, not 
even for Church Repairs; that this congregation has exemption from all this and is left free (to 
such extent as are the members of no other congregation in the city) to give all their offerings, 
“offerings,” notice, of their freest free will. Not having to give of necessity, the more reason there 
is, Noblesse Oblige, why they should give all the more cheerfull 


The people of this parish have freely received, in this Diocese, a large endowment : they are 
trustees, for the Church at large, of much Church Property ; the Church in general, and this Diocese 
in particular, look to this parish (and as a parish) for offerings, in terms commensurate. They 
make, and it is natural that they should make, request for contributions larger in proportion to this 
larger liberty. "They lay requirements upon us for the General Church Funds and for such Funds as 
are Diocesan. Members of this parish ought to do (and to do through their parish) what ‘they can: 
and they ought to do it in terms of those four considerations. 


; And they do, the majority of them,—majority counting numerically. *But.my passion, and 
almost my despair, is to get this task apportioned properly, to get this burden (while I do not like 


E co distributed so that those most able to do much shall not continue to be those who bear 
the least. . 


This is what it comes down to. We are “whipping the horse that pulls the hardest." By our 
present method, we are asking the most from,—that is, we are asking the most frequently,—those 
who are most often in church ; which is to say, those who are in town the longest season and who 
are in church the largest number of Sundays. In other words, we are asking most from those who 
are least able to live in the country longest, or to spend week-ends there oftenest. It is an anoma- 


lous condition. Is it not, honestly? It is a condition that must be corrected. Really, must is 
the only word. 


For the failure of those who fail in such measure, in this matter, there are reasons ; Teasons 
unexpressed but operative, reasons given and reasons unframed. These last are perhaps even 
unrecognized. There are one or two false reasons, that is, reasons which are mere excuses ; there 
are two more reasons, real but utterly invalid; but then there are reasons in addition, at least two 
I think of, that have, up to date, been valid ; two which I believe a method, а new method, or at 
least a change of method will remove. 


In order, here are those first four and these last two. ' 


(1) “ Why don’t you send out appeals ?" Well, I could do this, say once or twice or three 
times, but not thirty. There would be time left for nothing else. After all, why should 1? Who 
am І that I should beg? This is not my parish: it is yours. This is not my problem: it is a whole 
parish problem. These are not personal petitions: this is the great Church’s work. If you know 
the facts, then my part is performed. I would be remiss in duty if I did not make these facts 
known. This printed list does make them known. This is the year’s list, full, complete, entire. I 
am sending it out at the year's beginning. If you wish to call it by a name, this is an “appeal.” 


(2) “But we have so many appeals!" Indeed you do: far, far too many. Ido not wonder 
you are driven to distraction; I wouid be; I know, even to worse,—to outspoken exasperation. 
The trouble is not that these appeals you speak of are unworthy but that many of them are unwise.

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Worse yet, they are issued by persons utterly unauthorized; by visionaires, by persons with one = 


| hobby, by solicitors but self-appointed ; by committees too often self-constituted. There is danger 

i of this being so at any time, in any city; for reasons manifold, in this great Diocese at just this 

| juncture, there are far too many people “raising money ;" as many too many as there are too 

| few intent on “giving money." There are too many people planning for somebody else; too 
few having their eyes fixed upon their own obligations. 


(3) “But there are so many objects that are worthy: so many agencies to be supported 
besides the church.” Precisely. That is just the point, “besides” the church. Do not forget that 
these are in addition, that they come after the churchand not before it. ‘They are ancillary, 
secondary, all of them and always. By ‘the church” I do not mean mere Church Support. This 


And it must be related to the place this parish, with this personnel (and with its half million · 
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schedule has nothing to do with that. > These offerings are, not one penny of them, for Church 
Expenses; they are, every dollar of them, for Church Work. They are for the agencies, the recog- 
nized, authorized agencies, through which, and by the aid, the methods, the machinery of which, 
the Church does its essentially church work. And we are, І submit, Church People. That is the 
chief merit of the name Churchmen, Churchwomen - 


(4) “But the same appeals are made to us in summer, in the country.” They ought not to 
be. And, to be accurate, not many of them are. Where they are, response to them is a mere 
matter of record. In some instances, some persons do make this response ; in others, they do not. 
Where it is made, one knows of it, sometimes ; where it is not made he knows of it also, all times: 
all statistics of all parishes, country as well as city, are printed in Convention Journals. Where this 
statement is not accurate, or this response not evident, this reason is no reason: it isfan excuse. 


& And, frankly now, to take all this for what it is, those are, when al is said and done, your 
country churches; this one is your city one. You “live in the city; you “go to the country.” 
If I am wrong in this, or in such cases as those in which the reverse is true, if you “live in the 
country” and “ come to the city," do your duty where you are,—just so you do it. Let us not 
fall into error and delusion: let us not halve sums by counting twice. As a fact, however, the city 
is, and it ought to be, your home ; the country is your pied a terre. In the state, this practice 
which some cite in the church so naively, is one not highly approved. There are those, I have heard 
whispered, who technically take their residence from some large centre to some small one. I have 
heard it has somewhat to do with taxes. Let it not be so of tithes. 


But invalid reasons and excuses all apart, there are two validireasone why so many fail to have 
share in this work, at home, in church; fail to take part in the making of so many of the year’s 
offerings, offerings made on the Sundays they are not in church, or on the Sundays when they are. 


(1) The first is, they did not know in time. 
(2) The second is, they have no money at the time. 


It is to amend the first of these that I am printing, and am sending into every home, this 15%, 
this full, complete annual list. Tack it up. Paste it up. Hang it,anything—except fold it up. 


It is to provide a method, systematic, simple, sensible, against the second fault, or rather mis- 
fortune, that I have prepared these packages of envelopes. 'Їһеге 1з an envelope for each important 
object, named and dated, grouped and classified, even to the point of being varicolored. Hang this 
holder of these up also. Hang it where it may be seen on Sunday mornings. Use the envelopes. 
Use them even on the Sundays—use them most of all on those Sundays—you are absent. Their 
chief charm is that they may be used as well by absentees as by those present any Sunday. 


And yet no. Not quite the chiefest. The chief point is this: the two together, list and envel- 
opes, make possible the making of plans in advance. With these one can have in place for survey 
at one time the whole year, as a whole. This one would want todo in any other matter that 
involved more than mere trifles. There are income seasons, dividend periods, rent collecting dates, 
salary days, etc. These are times to frame plans, times to make commitments. There are other 
seasons when demands are heavy and expenses burdensome and, consequently, money neither in 
hand nor available. For most of us both kinds of times come regularly ; but they do not recur so 
often as weekly. That is why it is unfortunate to have the church’s offerings viewed only from the 
outlook of one day, one Sunday, one week or even one month at once. 


Those to whom these, lists and envelopes, go may be said to be of three classes, — 


(1) There are some, of course, who will not need the printed column as informative: they 
know already the objects of offerings, prepare for them accordingly and place money, as money, in 
its place in the alms basin on Sundays. This is good. These are faithful, staunch contributors. 
They deserve all praise. No word above applies to them. The method, as a method, of using the 
envelopes, they will most likely be the first to adopt. They do-everything with diligence as it is. 


(2) There are some, of course, likewise, who may not need the envelopes even as a means to . 


systematic giving, but who will be glad, most glad of all, to have the printed list for scrutiny. They 
do not remember; they have not been told ; they have not long been pewholders in this parish and 
do not know what these objects are. Then, too, some objects appeal much more strongly than 
others. They want to discriminate, and they will be glad to have time in advance to do во. 


сы | 
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(3) Third, there are those s» often absent. These are they who need both, list and envelopes. 
| And they will be glad to have them. If I did not think 80, rest assured I would not send them. 
$ This is not an accusation. No. It is an inspiration. You will use these; you will see the 
value of them; we will all together wonder, in а year’s time, why we did not begin this long 
years ago. It was not wholly your fault that you have thus neglected things: in some ways 
you have been neglected.- Whichever way it was, it was unfortunate. So often you were not here 

_ to be told when offerings were coming until they had come. Then, when told, when you were here, 
you went home and—well, you went home and forgot. Here are the objects. Here are all of them. 
Here they are in advance. ' And here are their reminders. When you do come, bring your back 
numbers with you. It will never be too late to mend. We will not forgive you for your absence Н 
but your envelopes will be extemiation. 


These objects themselves, you will note, are of four general classes. Assembled in groups, the 
elasses would eomprise about an equal number of objects each. The amounts would total also 
maybe about the same sums. This is as it should Бе: this proportion is perhaps the proper one. 
As classes or groups, the four may be named these: General, Diocesan, Institutional, Parochial. 


The envelopes are grouped in colors corresponding to these classes. The colors the printer calls 
fawn, canary, cherry, azure ; they are really brown and yellow, red and blue. But, of all colors, all 
the envelopes are of one size, Each is the size of a bill, a five or a two or а ten ora one (or one 
hundred) dollar bill. Each will contain a check of any size ; size, that is, literally or figuratively. 


The names of these four groups are familiar names. 


(1 Ву “General” I mean those whose appeal comes from, and whose funds are administered 
by, the Church at large, in its corporate capacity. Such funds, for the same objects, are named in 
terms the same in all dioceses; e. £., Edueation for the Ministry, Woman's Auxiliary, Aged and 
I firm Clergy, Missionary Box Society, Domestic Missions, Foreign Missions. 


(2) The “Diocesan " needsfare such as Sustentation Fund, Episcopal Hospital, Chure^ Peri- 
odical Club, City Mission, Church Work among the Deaf, and The South Convocation 


(3) . Of “Institutions.” for which this parish in this diocese for years has had a special feeling 
of responsibility, and for which each year one offering each is asked, there are The Lincoln Insti- 
tution, Church Home at Angora, In-as-much Mission, Italian, Colored and Seamen’s Missions. 


(4) "This leaves, lastly, those more distinctively “ Parochial ” activities; і. e., societies and 
forms of work and worship for which money is needed,—and in quantity,—to do church work and 
to enhance church worship, all of it good work and all, it is hoped, worthy worship. These are 
needs within the more local bounds of our own parish. They are, for instance, The Dorcas Society, 
Altar Society, Sunday Schools, Parish House Clubs, Sunday Afternoon Musical Services, the 


Expense of Printing the Parish Helper, Christmas Bounty Fund, Rector’s Discretionary Fund, and 
Summer Fresh Air Fund. : 


So now, there we are. I can think of nothing else to say that will elucidate this matter. If | 
you think of anything, when you think of it, tell me of it. I will no doubt think of some things 
overlooked after the envelopes go out. When I do, I will tell you of them, from the chancel. on : 
Sundays. Аз I see the situation, as I know the facts and as I estimate the possibilities, this is the i 
most careful, accurate, sane and temperate, honest, sober, serious and earnest statement of a case : 
that I know how to phrase. If it does not bring results, I shall be sorely disappointed. 


If the letter is not plain on the first reading, it is the fault of my halting speech. Reread it, 
please. I have rewritten it a dozen times. If its theses are not sound, I shall be sorry : I have } 
labored and prayed over them. I, for my part, believe them. If its argument is not convincing, if 
| its premises are not the right ones, or if its conclusions do not seem to follow, tell me how, which 
ү ones and why. І think its points are plain., If you will tell me which are not, I will try to make 
| them more.nearly so. For myself, I am fully, firmly convinced that this is the right solution of this 
problem. I believe this method ought to solve it. And it ought to solve it now. The problem has 
awaited its solution all too long. I have tried to do my part: may I now ask that you do yours. 


| I have said all these things fully, freely and as graciously as I know how. And I have tried to say 
| them forcibly.

Altar Society Meeting: New Green Hangings. 


At the October Monthly Meeting of the Altar 
Society, held on Wednesday, October 11th, the 
chief matter of importance, and the subject that 
claimed chief attention, was the new set of green 
altar hangings. These have been completed dur- 
ing the summer and are now ready for use; but, 
unfortunately, they are not yet paid for in full. 

The facts and figures in this connection are 
the following: First of all, these hangings have 
been sadly needed. They have been. needed pri- 
marily because the green hangings, of all the 
four colors, have been in use for the longest time 
and, naturally, have been in use each year the 
longest season. Consequently, the old set were 
entirely worn out. But, in the second place, they 
were needed, all the more, because the other three 
entire sets have been made anew, in the past few 
years: this left the green set sadly out of har- 
mony with all the others. 

It was, therefore, decided six months ago to 


give the order for this new set and at a cost such ` 


as to make them correspond with all the others, 
that is $500. At that time, this fact was made 
known and some special contributions were asked 
for. Four such were given, and in sums of wor- 
thy size. To those who gave these, hearty thanks 
are due. When the time comes now to begin the 
use of these this fall, however, there still remains 
a shortage. At the date of the meeting this de- 
ficiency amounts to $125. | 

‘It is a very serious question, indeed, whether 
anything of this kind, in view of the fact that it 
is used literally on the altar, should be used in 
the Church’s service until it is paid for. On the 
other hand, it would be too bad, during this spe- 
cial season, the season above all others in which 
the green hangings are required, to have these 
kept stored away and not in use. It is for this 
reason that the Society make a special appeal at 
this time for some special contributions to apply 
to this particular object. It is for the special 
purpose of encouraging these gifts, I have been 
asked by the Society to print a formal notice to 
the following effect : 

“The new green hangings are completed and 
may be seen in the Parish Building at an exhibi- 
tion of these, together with all the other altar 
hangings, altar linens, vestments, vessels, etc., on 
Friday forenoons, November 10th and 17th, 10 to

be present to show these to those who are inter- 
ested, and they feel certain that this will be an 
opportunity of which many of the ladies of the | 
congregation will want to avail themselves."

“Go hang yourself,” wrote. Henry of Navarre 
to one of his tardy generals, “we met the enemy 
at Arques and you were not there.”

But more than that; he 
states the true reason for all noble action and 
unselfish service. Men render service to others 
not only because they see the need and desire to 
help, but also because their own self-respect de- 
mands it. This is the deeper motive. A nobler 


life must thus express itself or it loses its nobil- 


Have you ever realized to what an extent the 
practice of going to church is an expression of 
nobility? There are ways in which it may possi- 
bly be a selfish thing to do. There may perchance 
be, in a thousand, an exceptional case of one who 
falls in with a church-going custom. merely be- 
cause it is a custom, or in otder thereby to seem 
the more respectable; but this is rare; it is ex- 
ceptional. Ordinarily people go to church because 
they want to. They ought to want to, and one 
reason among others, why this ought to, is that 
they may help and encourage by example, by en- 
couragement, by their very presence. °

“Given a. healthy subject, who has taken the 
vows of Baptism and Confirmation and entered 
upon a normally healthy spiritual life, the first 
symptom is a disinclination to work, the second 
is a sort of lassitude in acts of worship. 

“The victim begins to show signs of weariness 
in well doing. There is no kind of service which 
quite approves itself to him. Following this 
there is a marked neglect in attending the ser- 
vices of the Church. 

“The patient gradually becomes querulous and 
extremely critical. The music, the sermon, the 
minister, the people, the ritual, the temperature, 
become fatal obstacles to devotion. In place of 
worship, the patient finds it necessary to thor- 
oughly digest the Sunday morning paper, and to 


.take long naps of a Sunday morning. 


“Following this, there is almost a complete 
cessation of church-going. Services become very 
wearisome. As a rule the next step in the prog- 
ress of the disease is to give up whatever finan- 
cial support has been given to the Church. | | 

“Tn the final stage the patient lapses into com- 
plete spiritual insensibility; becomes very sus- 
ceptible to new cults and religious fads, and is. 
fully persuaded that God has rewarded (!) him 
or her for their spiritual lethargy by some agree- 
able and delightful. path to glory.”

“The Minister of every Parish shall often ad- 
monish the People that they defer not the Bap- 
tism of their Children longer than the first or 
second Sunday -next after their birth, or other 
Holy day falling between, unless upon a great 
and .reasonable cause. And also he shall warn 
them that without like great cause and necessity 
they procure not their Children to be baptized at 
home in their houses.”

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.My dear Friends: 

During the past month, the actual sale has 
"been consummated of the property on Pine 
Street, formerly occupied as St. Luke’s Home 
-for Aged Women. It is now almost a year and 
a half since the work of this institution, in its 
then existing form, was formally, definitely and 
legally brought to a close and the property it- 


--gelf placed on the market for sale. The price 


received for the property, of which actual trans- 
fer has been made and for which the actual 
money has been paid, was fourteen thousand dol- 
lars. 

This, together with the. six thousand dollars 
separate endowment for this special work, has 
been invested by the Finance Committee of the 
Vestry and the administration of this trust, from 


this point on, as for the year past, will be accord- 


ing to a plan and by means of a method upon 
which the Vestry have taken full advice of “coun- 
sel learned in the law.” By this plan they are 
‘certain to administer the trust, as trustees, in 
terms of the trust created by the original be- 
-quest, the details of which will later be set forth 
more fully and the results of doing which it is 
-confidently expected will be even better results 
than have been obtained in the past. 

. Altar Society Exhibition. 

On another page appears a reproduction of a 
-photograph taken on Friday, November 17, of 
the altar hangings and altar vessels exhibited 
‘by a committee of the Altar Society at their An- 


‘nual Exhibition held on two Fridays in Novem- 


ber. This photograph was taken and this pic- 
‘ture is printed here for the purpose of showing 
4o those, more especially of course the ladies of 
-the parish, who did not find it possible to attend 
гоп either of those days, what а very large num- 
ber of these have now been acquired and how 
‘very beautiful and suitable in every way they 


n ‚аге. 


The Altar Society has made very large ad- 
-vance in the past four or five years in this work 
and has been instrumental in securing full and 
complete sets of hangings, stoles, book markers, 
-etc., of all four colors, for the Church’s four sea- 
sons. “There are, of course, continuous demands 
-upon the funds of the society and this may nat- 
-urally be expected to continue, but the ladies 
have certainly reached a point where they are

to be congratulated and where for all their inter- 
est and service in this regard they deserve the 
thanks of the congregation, whom they have 
served so well, in equipping the Church with 
these beautiful hangings and these very com- 
plete sets of vestments, altar linens, etc. 

Most Important Matters. 

Three matters of much more than ordinary 
importance to the parish, in the field of church 
adornment and decoration, have become, this 
present year, subjects for consideration. АП 
three are, very soon, it is hoped, to become mat- 
ter for congratulation. There have been three 
tasks slowly shaping themselves, three ideals 
which bid fair soon to become realities, three 
things, the procuring of which will certainly com- 
bine to enhance in beauty, beyond anyone’s 
earlier hope or dream, the church interior. 


By sudden good fortune, by the willing co- 
operation of a number of persons at one time, 
and by the opportune and seasonable gift of one 
devoted and loyal parishioner, it looks now as 
though, even before the present winter’s season 
shall have passed, we shall see in place all of 
these things of all threé classes. 

-- Altar Hangings. 

The first is something already referred to, 
something a year ago projected, now completed 
and in full paid for; that is, the beautiful new 
set of green altar hangings. These have been in 
place, on altar, pulpit and lectern, this month for 


the first time. They cost something over six. 


hundred dollars. They now make complete and 
consistent the entire four. sets—green, violet, red 
and white—of hangings. 

Gallery Windows. 

The second thing projected, the second plan 
formed, dream indulged in and ideal set up to 
work forward to, has been a series of new win- 
dows for the gallery. . In the gallery there are ten 
spaces, the plan for filling which has been to try 
to get that number of persons or families to take 
one or more each of these as places for mem- 
orials and thereby to put in, at one time, a com- 
plete and harmonious series of subjects. 


One experiment after another has been tried in 
shaping up a fitting sample window and, although 
no such is yet in place and although several of 
the experiments have been unsatisfactory or at 
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least incomplete, it is believed that an appropri- 
ate design has now almost been arrived at, and 
that in a very short time a new and satisfactory 
specimen window will be in place. 


- Tt is also encouraging to have to record that 
as many as six, and possibly seven, definite prom- 
ises have been made by that number of persons 
to participate in this work. It only remains for 
two or three more persons to express this same 
willingness and intention for us to see in this 
plan a possibility in this proposed way to convert 
this ideal into a reality.. Will not any of those 
who are even thinking of doing this, if they have 
not yet spoken with the rector about the matter, 
olease do so soon? He would like to know of 
their interest, would like to have ideas and sug- 
gestions and would like to ask their aid and coun- 
sel. | 

Chancel Decoration. 

The third thing is something even more im- 
portant and one which it gives more pleasure to 
record than either of the other two. About a 
year ago there began the creation of a fund for 
“Chancel Decoration.” This was begun by a 
lady who, for the present, desires her gift to be 
known only anonymously. Up to date the 
amount, which has been steadily growing, is al- 
most a thousand dollars. Her hope has been to 
see some possible way of treating, in a proper 
manner, the three chancel panels. 


Two of these are now blank spaces, the third 
being filled in part by the sadly discolored and 
somewhat unsightly life-size figure of St. Luke. 
A number of architects, artists and stained glass 
window people have been consulted and sugges- 


tions and ideas have been, during the past year, 


collected from as many sources. All have been 
told, before they designed or submitted any 
sketch or made any suggestion, that because for 
so many years there had been in this central 
panel this figure of St. Luke, it would be соп- 
sidered imperative to continue there, in some 
form and by some method, whether of paint, 
glass or mosaic, some life-size figure of the same. 


This has been a central idea from. which to 
work, but it has been the only fixed idea we have 
had. ‘The’ chiefest difficulty has been to find 
some treatment that would be harmonious and 
descriptive at once for the other two panels, one 
on either side. It begins-to look now as though, 
out of chaos of ideas and confusion of sugges- 
tions, a feasible plan and a suitable method was 
at last evolving itself. It ought to be possible 
very soon to take up this matter and to press this 
task to completion. 


Special Vestry Meeting. 

The Rector has called a special Vestry Meet- 
ing for a date in the near future to consider some 
designs submitted and to take up their part in 
the performance of the two of these tasks yet in- 
complete. If it shall prove feasible and possible 
to do these things this winter, we will indeed be 
able to spend the season in pleasant anticipation 
of some most important work to be executed and 
some beautiful memorials should be in place be- 
fore the end of the season. If this can possibly 
be done, if these plans can be pressed and these 
memorials created, and these windows and pieces 
bf chancel decoration installed before that time, 
it will indeed provide for us a happy, joyous, 
glad and glorious Easter season, such as I think 
we have never had precedent for, nor ever known 
the equal of in this parish. I do devoutly hope it 
can be done. 

ы The Sunday School. Е 

The work of the Sunday School has been go- 
ing so well this season that both those who do 
this work as officers and teachers, together with 
the members, the scholars themselves, deserve to 
have made public this record of their progress in 
order that they may be all the more encouraged 
and. enthused to do still better things in those 
weeks and months of the season yet tc follow. 

On Sunday morning, November 12, there. was 
the largest actual attendance of the Sunday 
School that there is record of for ten years past. 
There were present in school that morning 218 
scholars. This, together with an attendance of 
60 children.in Mrs. Stafford’s Sunday Afternoon 
Infant Class and the 40 members enrolled in 
Mrs. Lennon's Bible Class, makes a total attend- 
ance of 318 persons in all. 


The school at present is splendidly well organ- 
ized and the teaching force is most efficient. The 
Sunday School problem has, at different times, 
been a grievous problem; the task of superin- 
tendency has not always been equally well per- 
formed, more especially perhaps because it has 
had to be so frequently the task of different per- 
sons, i. e., of successive assistants, and the teach- 
ing staff has often times, especially at certain 
seasons of the year, been inadequate in point of 
numbers because of changing conditions and be- 
cause of enforced absence for a long season from 
the city. E 


At present these difficulties seem to have been 
reduced to a minimum and any fault, so far as 
there has been fault, has become a diminishing 
quantity, has reached, it is hoped, a vanishing 
point. Тоо much credit, too high praise and too 
much gratitude cannot be expressed for these 
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results, because of their faithful work, diligent 
attendance to duty and unfailing industry, to the 
present Superintendent, Secretary, Parish Visi- 
tor and all the Teachers, and to the scholars 


themselves, for their several parts in bringing 
about this present status and condition. 


Sunday School Entertainment. 

On Wednesday evening, November 22, occur- 
red the November Monthly Entertainment and 
Social of the Sunday School. ' Mr. Hodge, who 
has been for many years interested in City Mis- 
sion work, who has had opportunity to study life 
in so many of its phases in certain parts of the 
city, more especially in those inhabited by our 
foreign population, and who has from time to 
time taken photographs and had these mounted 
as magic lantern slides, was the guest of the 
Sunday School for the evening. 

He showed a series of fifty or sixty lantern 
slides and gave a most interesting and profitable 
address. After an hour spent in this way, an- 
other hour was given over to music and general 
sociability. ‘The plan for the past couple of win- 
ters has been to have one such entertainment 
each month, and with this one has begun the 
series for another year. 

Christmas Entertainment. 

The next entertainment, and, of course the 
most important one of the year, the one to which 
all look forward with most anticipation and ёп- 
joy with the most riotous delight when the time 
for it arrives each year, is the Christmas Enter- 
iainment. This will take the place of any other 
for December. A committee of teachers and offi- 
cers of the Sunday School is already at work 
preparing for this evening, and a large number 
of the scholars themselves have been enlisted to 


take part in the play which will be given at that 


time. The date is not definitely determined as 
yet, but due notice will be given to all the mem- 
bers of the Sunday School in order that they may 
invite their friends when the time draws nearer. 


Confirmation Alumni Association. 
This past week a copy of the letter below has 
been sent by the Rector to each member of the 
Confirmation Alumni Association.

This Monday morning, Iam so glad and grat- 
ifed over the outcome and success of yester- 
day's service in church that I am writing this 
note, in duplicate, to all the members of the 
Confirmation Alumni Association.

that 1 am going on one step further in this case 
to write this one after the service is over to com- 
mend and to congratulate. 


I am sending the letter to all the hundred 
and sixty or seventy-five members of the Con- 
firmation Alumni Association. If you happen 
to be one of those who were absent, it is to tell 
you how much you missed. If you are one of 
those who were present, it is to rejoice with 
you over how much you gained.

such days claiming special interest this month 
there are two. 


December 17th, the Christmas Bounty Fund.— 
It is well understood by this time just what is 
the nature of this fund and what are the many 
purposes to which it is put. Those who realize 
the number of demands and feel the pressure 
of requirements for money, even in so small a 
circle as a family, at: this. season, can well mul- 
tiply this in imagination and sympathize with 
the Rector of a parish. To him the circle of 
these demands is a very much wider circle and 
the pressure consequently is as many times 
heavier as the number of persons in the second 
group is likely to be larger than in the first. 


Year by year, 1 have made detailed and full 
report of the administration of the Christmas 
Bounty Fund in all its parts and for its many 
purposes. I can only refer to those tables of 
statistics, lists of items, and columns of figures to 
remind you of the needs in former years. It is 
safe each winter to estimate the Christmas sea- 
son in terms of the one before and then to add 


.each year a little more to, it. I will have occa- 


sion to speak of this in making the announce- 
ment from the chancel, when the time comes 
for the offering; but, in the meantime, I write 
this in advance in order first to bring the mat- 
ter to your minds. 


December 31st, Sunday Afternoon Musical 


Services——This object also deserves a special 
word of commendation, partly because this of- 
fering is for an object so important, partly be- 
cause for one comparatively novel. This object 
has not quite so long held a place established by 
tradition and consequently is less likely to be 
reckoned at its full worth just out of mere cus- 
tom. 


The Sunday Afternoon Services are еѕѕеп- 
tially musical ones and are services deliberate- 
ly planned for strangers. "There is a tradition 
—one with which I have no desire to break— 
that offerings are not to be taken at two services 
in this church on one day; 7. e. that there shall 
be no offering at the afternoon service, But the 
special features of the Musical Postludes cost, 
for the year, about $400. This must therefore 
be found in some other way. A small portion 
of this is contributed personally, individually, 
privately. But half, at least, of it is not now 
in hand. Hence this offering asked at a morn- 
ing service from the morning congregation. 


Thanksgiving Day Service. 

The thanks of the entire congregation present 
on Thanksgiving Day, at the service in the 
church at тї o'clock, are certainly due to’ Dr. 
George C. Foley, professor in the Philadelphia 
Divinity School, for his kindness in coming to 
us that day as special visiting preacher. We 
have been fortunate in securing, for two or three 
summers past, the services of Dr. Foley as 
preacher at the Epiphany Chapel for the month 
of the Vicar's vacation. 


It was for this reason, because he has be- 


'come so well known and so highly esteemed by 


those who worship there, that it seemed unneces- 
sary and inadvertent to go on having two ser- 
vices in the same parish, at the same hour, on 
this day and that, therefore, the service at the 
Epiphany Chapel for that morning was sus- 
pended and the congregation there invited to 
come here, to worship with the congregation at 
the Church, in order that both together might 
hear, might enjoy and might have chance to 
profit by a very good sermon and a very interest- 
ing one. 
Books for Girls’ Club Library. 

The above petition goes out also in the name 
of the Girls’ Club, the ladies in charge of which 
eagerly ask for books to increase the supply of 
their newly instituted library. Are there not 
many persons who have in their homes books, 
the better class of comparatively recent fiction, 
books of travel, etc.; or even, unused and never 
more to be used in their homes, readable edi- 
tions of older novels and standard works, which: 
they would be glad to part with if they felt sure 
they would be of use? Good books can be made 
of use in abundance by the ladies in charge of 
this work, who are eagerly endeavoring to build | 
up a creditable library of readable books, and in 
bindings that are not too sorely used, or too bad- 
ly abused. Anything of this kind may be sent 
in the same way, at the same times, to the same 
place. Please do not take this as a stereotyped 
request or a pitiful plea. Do not think it is an 
old story; it is a new one. It is a real need the 
means to meet which maybe are in your very 
homes.

One other, request is that which has become 
familiar, going forth every year also at this sea- 
son, in the name of the Parish Visitor. Tt is for 


clothing, new and old, for distribution among 


those to whom she ministers and whose wants -. 
she alone, best knows and she alone can best sup- 
ply. It would seem natural to expect that, at

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this season of housecleaning and: house closing, 
at this time-of moving from one home to an- 
other, there would be many wardrobes in which 
are many things to be discarded.

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TRector's Letter. 


To the People of St. Luke and the Epiphany. 


My dear Friends: 

There are three things of importance about 
which it is in place for me to speak to you in this 
letter this month. The first is the subject of 
“Chancel Decoration,” to which I have referred 
several times within the past year. The second 
is the matter of the series of new Memorial Win- 
dows now in process of construction. The third 
is a subject entirely new, but one closely in keep- 
ing with the two foregoing. 

Mosaic Panels in Chancel. 

"Within the past month, a most important step 
has been taken by the Vestry. The accomplishment 
of something long desired is now in sight and 
upon this everyone concerned is to be congratu- 
lated. That is to say, a design has been approved 
for, and work has been begun upon, three beauti- 
-ful glass mosaic panels for the three spaces in the 
«chancel above and.on the two sides of the altar. 


The middle panel will cost one thousand dol- 
lars and is the memorial gift of one parishioner, 
of one who, for the present, desires to remain 
anonymous. This panel will contain, in glass- 
mosaic, a noble figure of Saint Luke, the back- 
ground being of gold and the colors in the robes 
and figure being closely in harmony with the 
rich color of the new altar hangings, purple, red 
and green. | 


The two side panels will cost five hundred dol- 
lars each, which thousand dollars represents also 
a memorial and will be paid from a legacy of that 
amount left to the parish recently for some such 
purpose. In addition to this, there will be a 
charge of about three or four hundred dollars for 
installation. Individual members of the Vestry 
have subscribed personally to a fund to meet this 
«ost. 


Each of these two side panels will be of rich 
:golden color also, containing in the center a sym- 
bolic emblem of the Epiphany; that is, а group- 


ing of the ecclesiastical symbols, a cross, a star 


and three crowns in the one, and in the other, a 
cross, a star and the three caskets, symbolizing 
the gifts of the Three Wise Men. 

This work is being done by Sawyer & Flintoff, 
of 96 Fifth Avenue, New York City. They have 
already submitted: their design and it has been 
approved. They have taken measurements of 
the chancel and are at work at this moment in 
their studio, promising, without fail, to have the 
panels all completed and in place before Easter. 


‘New Gallery Windows. 

The series of ten gallery windows will contain 
a life-size figure of each one of the twelve Apos- 
tles; that is, the twelve, omitting Judas, and in- 
cluding only one of the two Saints James. These 
figures will be made of glass identical with the 
glass of the figure in the specimen window now in 
the north gallery, and will be set each one in a 
border or frame almost identical with the bor- 
der portion of that specimen window as it has 
come into shape after a third and a fourth trial 
or experiment. 

This design has been approved, in due and for- 
mal fashion by the Vestry, also at a special meet- 
ing, and the work on these windows is also now 
in progress. i 

All ten of the windows have been taken as 


memorials. 'The order in which they will stand , 


is the Scriptural order in which the names of the 
Apostles appear in series in the tenth chapter of 
St. Matthew’s Gospel, ап. excerpt from which ap- 
pears in quotation, on another page. The series 
will begin with St. Peter in the window next the 


chancel on the north side of the gallery and pro- - 


gress around to St. Simon, the one nearest to the 
chancel on the south side. 


As I write, six of these figures are already 
drawn, the glass cut and the windows on the 
easel in the studio of Alfred Godwin, 1343 Arch 
Street. He promises hopefully to have in place 
by Easter at least those eight on the two sides, 
even though there should be some delay in fitting 
in the two at the organ end in the east gallery. 

Another Important Memorial. 

One other subject follows close in this connec- 
tion, І want to broach this all in the new.. There 
is lacking in this church something in our series 
of memorials, which lack I have often noticed 
and lamented, and the absence of which I have 
recently brought to the attention of some faith- 
ful friends, who are friends of his and of my 
own at once. 

In the series more especially of memorials to 
former rectors of the parish, there is none as 
yet to Dr. Currie. ‘There is, as you know, the 
splendid bronze tablet bearing tribute to the work 


_and worth of Dr. Howe, and also that inscribed 


with the name and bearing the figure of Mr. 
Bradley. Between these two, in most appropri- 
ate position, since it is between them and thus 
in due place in sequence of the three rectorships, 
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is a window space which could be used, and 
should be.used, for a memorial to Dr. Currie— 
should be used some day; the only question is 
when? : 


Would it not be a suitable and seasonable ac- 
tion for us, those of us who know him well and 


love him much, who know his worth and profit. 


by the fruits of his good labors for so many 
years as Rector long ago, and that not after he 
has gone from us at some date—may it be a date 
far distant—but even while he is still with us 
and as able to enjoy it as we are to have the joy 
of giving him this joy; were it not in place and 
would it nót be proper for us to do this now? 
Why not? 

‘This is the question that has shaped itself to 
my own mind, the question I have put, as I have 
said above, to several parishioners. The fact 
that they approve the action is proven by their 
having given, and at once, some money with 
which to. begin a fund for this laudable pur- 
pose. This money amounts, up to date, to one 
hundred and twenty-five dollars. I have reported 
it in its place among the figures of moneys re- 


- ceived for many objects during the past month, 


on page 13. 

I expect to speak of this matter from the chan- 
cel on the Sunday that this copy of the Parish 
Helper appears in the pews in print. I am say- 
ing this in this way at this time and in print in 
order that the project may perhaps become more 
widely known and in the hope that in this man- 
ner it may come to the attention of some who may 
possibly not be in church or might not other- 
wise become conversant with the plan. "Those 
who wish may begin now to send to me subscrip- 
tions. 


Let us take this matter under advisement; let 
us think it over and become enthusiastic over 
it. I, personally, approve of it heartily. All those 
to whom, up to date, I have had opportunity to 
speak in person have approved italso. More than 
this, I may say—perhaps I ought to say—that I 
have told Dr. Currie himself in advance that I 
was going to say this and for him not to be sur- 
prised or shocked when these statements appear 
in.print He assures me, in his own good way 
that he will not be. 

New Anthem Books. 

One of the things for which those of.us who 
are especially interested in the continued success 
and increasing popularity of the four o’clock Sun- 
day Afternoon Musical Services, are grateful is 
the fact that, within the past month, we have 
succeeded in having placed in the pews an entire- 
ly new edition of four hundred copies of the An- 
them Book. This second edition of this book 
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is a distinct improvement over the first. It is neat 
in appearance, pleasing is cover design, conven- 
ient in size and contains the texts of about fifty 
additional anthems. | 


The entire series of anthems now in print com- 
prises a complete repertoire of the anthems sung, 
not only in the afternoon services, but at the 
morning services as well, by the choir, through- 
out the year. It contains also the favorite among 
the classic Christmas and Faster Carols and, in 
every way, serves well its excellent purpose of 
making the people conversant with the words of 
anthems before and after, as well as the while, 
they are being rendered. 


In another column appears the list of special 
anthems chosen in advance by the choirmaster 
for the series of six Sunday Afternoons in Lent, 
together with information regarding the instru- 
mental musical postlude to follow each service, 
with the names of musicians who, in order and 
in turn, assist the choir and supplement their 
number. 'Phese instruments comprise in all, to- 
gether with the organ and harp, a 'cello, violin, 
Hute and French horn. These services are de- 
servedly popular and to them, of course, it goes, 
without saying, everyone in invited who may care 
to come, and that whether regular parishioners 
or merely guests and visitors; in other words, to 
use Scriptural phraseology, “whether strangers 
or born in the land.” 

Pre-Lenten Service for the Clergy. 

On Monday, February то, the Bishop of the 
diocese made choice of this church as the place 
in which to hold the annual Pre-Lenten service 
for the clergy. The services were in order: Holy 
Communion at 8 A. М., Morning Prayer at 10 
A. M., Public Conference at xr A: M. and a 
special Service of Intercession for Missions at 
noon. At nine o'clock, breakfast was served in 
the.Parish House to such of the clergy as had 
come from a distance and at one o'clock one hun- 
dred and seventy-five sat down to luncheon. 


All were the. guests at both these times of 
che Bishop himself who acted as host. All pres- 
ent were clergy, of course, and that being the 
case, this is the report of a diocesan and not of 
a parochial affair. Report is made of the event, 
however, inasmuch as it provides opportunity to 
say how glad we have all been to be able to lend 
the Church and the Parish House for such a 
service, and how gladly we congratulate ourselves 
upon the fact that our location is such in the 
city that our church building can thus be made 
of use for purposes other than merely our own.. 

Bishop Rhinelander to Confirm, 

As I announced in last month’s Parish ‘Helper, 

the date appointed by the Bishop for confirma- 
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tion in this parish will be the F ifth Sunday in 
Lent, March 24th, at the four o'clock afternoon 
service. I am advised from the Church House 
to-day that it is Bishop Rhinelander who will 
make this visitation and who will confirm the 
class. We will all be glad, of course, and eager 


- to welcome him upon this his first official visit to 


the parish since his consecration. It is matter 
for congratulation, also, that there is likely to be 
for presentation at that time an even larger class 
than that of last year, which, as a matter of fact, 
proved then to be the largest class in the parish 
for twenty-five years. 


This may be the most appropriate place and 
the most stütable connection in which to say that 
there is still time for anyone to make known to 
the clergy their intention to be confirmed this 
year. The class, up to date, numbers about for- 
ty. There is no reason why anyone who desires 
should not join the class even yet. To do this, 
all they have to do, or at least the first thing that 
needs to be done, is to notify any one of the Cler- 
gy or the Parish Visitor of their desire or inten- 
tion, 

Weekday Lenten Services. 


In arranging for the Lenten weekday services 
this year, I have purposely planned to have ser- 
vices of as many different kinds as possible, and 
even at different hours on different days in or- 
der to minister, as well as may be, to many dif- 
ferent groups of persons and thereby avoid the 
danger of falling into mere monotony of having 
repeatedly the same service of the same kind for 
the same persons, at the same hour, every day in 
the week. For this reason I have the less hesi- 
tation, and indeed feel more free to urge. upon 
every member of the parish, the duty of coming 
at some time in the week to some one of these 
services in this their own church. 


There is a celebration of the Holy Communion 
every Wednesday morning at 11 o’clock. There 
is a Litany Service every Friday forenoon at тт 
o'clock. On Monday afternoons, at 5 o'clock, the 
Rector's Bible Class is planned for all those who 
Wish to attend such lectures, and who value, in 
so far as he is able to impart it, information 
rather than exhortation. 


Each Wednesday afternoon, at 5 o’clock, there 
js opportunity to hear some words of counsel and 
advice from Dr. Currie, who is giving a series 
of ‘addresses on “Points in the Spiritual Life.” 
On Thursday evenings, at 8 o'clock, the Confirma- 
tion—lecture-class-service-meeting—it is difficult 
to know just which to call it—is one that appeals 
especially to those who are about to be confirmed, 
and also to those who during the several years 
past have been confirmed, who consequently form 


now one group and who call themselves by the 
appropriate title, "Confirmation Alumni.” 


_ To this Thursday night meeting all are welcome 
and all are urged to come whether younger ot 
older, whether confirmed or not, whether desirous 
of being confirmed this year or desirous merely 
of improving this opportunity to learn some of 
those things which can only be taught in the man- 
ner of the class room, and for which there is all 
too little opportunity in church to speak of, year 
by year, from chancel or from pulpit. 

On Friday afternoon, at 5 o'clock, the Rector 
is pursuing a course of studies in the Litany, 
attempting therefrom to draw some lessons and 
to make some addresses, a connected series more 
especially on the general subject, “The Place of 
Petition in Prayer.” 

Change of Address. 

Last month the Rector, in his letter, spoke of 
the importance of persons sending—it only re- 
quires а postal—their new, their correct address, 
from time to time. He desires again to phrase 
this urgent request and ќо make this earnest ap- 
peal to. those who may think of themselves as 
possibly falling in any of several classes, to send 
in such addresses. This applies to everyone with- 
out regard to class, or group, or coterie. It ap- 
plies to rich and poor, to high and low, to young 
and old, to anyone who may have moved, who 
may have changed their address, oh, let us say, 
any time within the past year. 


We try to keep all names and addresses ac- 
curate, corrected and amended up to date. A 
little, just a very little, effort on the part of those 
we try to serve would make this service so much 
more easy in the rendering. It is also important, 
in view of the number of times that we try to 
make use of the postman’s aid, in view of the 
amount of mail matter that goes out from. such 
an office as this one, in view of the frequency 
with which the Parsa HELPER, for example, 
must be mailed, in view of the time and labor, 
not to say of postage, that is wasted in pursuing 
wrong, unknown, or unfamiliar, or inaccurate ad- 
dresses. 

. Church Periodical Club Plea. 

At this season of the year the Church Peri- 
odical Club find their store of books, magazines, 
papers, etc., not only depleted, but almost 
literally exhausted. If those who read this no- 
tice could by any possibility be made to realize, 
even in some partial measure, how really excellent 
is the work done by this society, how great a 
demand exists for that which they try to supply. 
and how perfectly pathetic are the notes of 
thanks that. come to them from places far off, 
far scattered and far isolated, they would not 
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need these repeated reminders and reiterated 
statements, month by month, and these imploring 
requests. 


‘They would not ask and wonder and misun- 
derstand and not understand how or where or 
when to send things to the Church Periodical 
Club. : They would learn once for all that 
that which has been stated and restated, repeated 
for years, that the rooms of the church build- 
ing are open daily, all day, every day; that 
the Sexton, Parish Visitor, Clergy and work- 
ers make their headquarters there; that any mes- 
senger can find admittance and can bring and 
leave any parcel at any time. Simply send him 
to 330 South Thirteenth Street. The telephone 
also is here; there is always someone to answer 
it, to receive messages and to reply to inquiries;

Historical Data of Interest. 

'The following few extracts from an article in 
the Evening Telegraph will be of interest to many 
of those who have never had opportunity to 


know the historical facts presented and who will - 
be glad to have set forth in print these state- 


ments of fact in this order. 

'Ihere are many things of interest about the 
Protestant Episcopal Church o£ St. Luke and the 
Epiphany. It is one of the largest churches in 
the city; its history is peculiar in church annals; 
it is the place in which all the diocesan conven- 
tions аге held and bishops elected; it has grown 
from a comparatively mediocre parish to one of 
the richest and most important in the city, and its 
original, businesslike method of handling parish 
work has been copied by many other churches. 


St. Luke and the Epiphany is the outgrowth of 
a consolidation between old St. Luke’s congrega- 
tion and that of the old Church of the Epiphany, 
formerly at Fifteenth and Chestnut streets. 


St. Luke’s was a large church building. The 
Epiphany Church was sold for a goodly sum, and 
the consolidation of the two parishes was effect- 
ed. At that time Rev. J. Leverett Bradley, D.D., 
was rector of St. Luke’s and Rev. Thomas A. 
Tidball, D.D., was rector of the Epiphany 
Church. 

The corner-stone of St. Luke’s was laid by 
Bishop Onderdonk, May 24, 1839, and the church 
was opened October 14, 1840. The means for 
erecting it were advanced by seventeen men be- 
longing to seven of ‘the city churches, and they 
were in part refunded by the sale of the pews, 
sixty-seven of which were at once sold for $35,- 
000. The church, with ground, organ and furni- 
ture, cost $58,000. б 


Several years before this, ок {о be more accur- 
ate, on October 1, 1834, the Church of the Epiph- 
any was consecrated by Bishop White. The 
church stood at the northwest corner of Chest- 
nut and Fifteenth streets. Each church had its 
own communicant list. In April, 1898, after 
many conferences, the two churches were consoli- 
dated. The two rectors were made associate гес- 
tors, and the two vestries were formed into a joint 
vestry. 

The Church of the. Epiphany and its site were 
sold for $600,000, and the remnant of the con- 
gregation moved to St. Luke's. ‘The vestry took 
$100,000 of the money from the sale of the old 
church at 15th St., and bought the site of the old 
Church of the Atonement at Seventeenth and 
Summer streets, and had erected thereon Epiph- 
any Chapel, a substantial structure, and one of 
the best appointed of its kind ir the city. 


One of the interesting things to see in the pres- 
ent church on 13th St. is the memorial chair to 
the late Bishop Whitaker in the chancel. On it 
is engraved the coat of arms of the diocese, the 
first made, as the coat of arms was adopted com- 
paratively recently. In addition there are a num- 
ber of bronze tablets and windows. 


The windows are memorials to Mrs. Anna C. 
Budd, Robert Cushman, Albert L. Cushman, John 
Kearsley Mitchell, M.D., and Thomas Somerville 
Stewart, architect of.the church, who died in 
1889. The beautiful bronze pulpit is a memorial 
to the late Joshua Lippincott. ‘Three tablets com- 
memorate the following: George L. Harrison, for 
forty years a vestryman of this church; J. Lev- 
erett Bradley, who was rector from 1888 to 1898; 
and Right Rev. Mark Anthony De Wolf Howe, 
late Bishop of Central Pennsylvania and rector of 
old St. Luke’s Church from 1846 to 1861. 


St. Luke’s and the Epiphany is known as the 
pro-cathedral church of the diocese. -During the 
diocesan conventions church history is made 
there, and for the past forty years every Bishop 
of the diocese has been elected within its walls— 
Bishops Stevens, Whitaker, Mackay-Smith, 
Rhinelander and Garland. 


A Lenten Message. 


“Tt is the business of the clergy to try to lead 
the people toward better character and greater 
service. If they seem to go too fast and to at- 
tempt too much they are apt to incur popular 
criticism. But if they call people to a merely 
ordinary grade of Christian character and bid 
them to a minimum of service, they shall be only 
“men-pleasers,’ and shall invoke the displeasure 
of One whose Gospel calls both priests and people 


: to enthusiasm in good works. 


"Lent is a. favored season for all of us to get 
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nearer to the life of Jesus Christ, in the cultiva- 
tion of a more truly Christian character, and in 
the realizing of a more self-sacrificing service. 
There are, maybe, many things that will not mat- 
ter very much in the Day of Judgment. The 
great question will involve our personal devotion 
to the will of Jesus, and the measure of our per- 
sonal sacrifice for the causes which He deems 
vital. 

“Therefore, Lent ought to mean much to Chris- 
tians. It brings the chance to develop a more 
truly spiritual life; to manifest a sincere sorrow 
for every shortage in days gone by; and to strive, 
with greater earnestness, for a more literal com- 
pliance with the words and example of Our 
Lord, in the matter of our own living, as to 
sympathy, charity, self-sacrifice, self-control, 
generosity, and willingness to suffer and to serve 
for the glory of His cause. We have no right 
to be merely human in any attribute. We must 
‚ try to be super-human. 

“Let us strive to make this season profitable, 
by the measure of spiritual tests, for our own 
growth in personal character, and in the swelling 
of our souls to fit the infinite impulse in behalf 
of the wretched, the wicked, the wilful, the woe- 
ful, the wandering, and. every one in want. Мау 
God help us all to be more useful!"

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My dear Friends : 

There is a matter about i I wish not to 
speak in too great detail and yet which I do 
not want, by any possibility, to pass over in 
any of its phases with too little emphasis. I 
mean the entire series of services of the week 
just now before us.

This is not 
an attempt to narrate or rehearse, but to em- 
phasize and to exhort. 


The series of Rector’s Monday Bible Class 
studies comes to its close with to-morrow’s 
meeting. On Wednesday afternoon, Dr. Cur- 
rie will deliver the last of his series of ad- 
dresses on “Points іп the Spiritual Life" On 
Thursday night, The Maundy Thursday Cor- 
porate Communion of the Confirmation 
Alumni Association takes precedence in inter- 
est, for them, over everything else in the year 
and well rewards the work of preparation they 
‘have made for it. 


Note especially. On Good Friday morning, 
at eleven o’clock, the special preacher will be

harpist, 'cellist, ` violinist, etc., with whose 
worth in aiding us in worship we have all this 
winter all become familiar, 


From experience of two years past, attend- 
ance at both these services will no doubt be so 
large as not only to tax the seating capacity of . 
the church, but to make it difficult for all who 
may desire to do so to gain admission. This 
being the case, it is suggested and urgently 
recommended that all those of our own con- 
gtegation especially who come to these services 
come as early as possible in order to be seated 
in time and thereby. to allow strangers, as 
promptly as may be possible, to gain admis- 
sion and to find a place to sit. 


Confirmation Service. 

The Confirmation Service on Sunday after- 
noon, March 24th, was certainly one long to 
be remembered by every member of this par- 
ish. It was marked by two notable features. 
Rather, it will be memorable as the occasion of 
two unusual and unfamiliar things. In the 
first place, it was the first official visit made to 
this parish by the new Bishop since his conse- 
cration, In the second place, the class was the 
largest class, numerically, to be confirmed in 
one year in this parish so far back that I can 
find no record of another, certainly not for 
thirty years.

The most appropriate comment upon 
this event and the most suitable expression of 
good wishes and fond hopes for the faithful- 
ness, fidelity and constancy with which these 
persons all shall proceed in all virtue and god- 
liness of living may be phrased in the words of 
the prayer for the class pronounced by the 
Bishop himself, and as part of the confirma- 
tion office.

Easter Flowers for Chancel. 

Each year it falls to the lot of the Rector to 
make, both in print in the Parish Helper and 
in spoken words from the Chancel on Sunday, 
the conventional announcement about the 
Easter flowers and to speak the usual request 
that those who are planning to send these will 
make their intentions known, either to the 
Rector or to some member of the Altar So- 
„ciety, at the earliest possible date. 


This work of decorating the chancel on 
Easter has come to be entirely a labor of love. 
For several years past, as you know, the only 
flowers in the chancel have been those sent 
directly in the form of, and for the purpose of 
being, memorial tokens. 


One thing is important. In order that the 
committee of the Altar Society having the 
decoration of the chancel in charge may 
know, in anything like a definite way, how to 
plan and arrange and what else to plan for or 
to secure in order to form a setting and a 
framework for these in the way of palms, etc., 
it is really essential that they should know 
earlier than they often have known what they 
can count on and from whom. Too often they 
have been able to know this only a little later 
even than “at the last moment.” 

к Financial Statements. 

On pages of their own in this month’s Par- 
ish Helper will be found several columns of 
figures of interest certainly to everyone inter- 
ested in the parish. All such will be glad and 
grateful to have these definite reports, accurate 
figures and full statistics, in terms of which 
and by the aid of which, to estimate the status 
of their parish from a mere financial point of 
view. 


І ат always eager and diligent to make 
these reports. I feel sure that definiteness and 
exactness in reporting every dollar of money 
received over against every dollar—even down 


to every penny—expended is as great a source: 
of gratification to those who read as it is a 
matter of satisfaction to me who write and 
print. 


Not to go into detail—and that because fig- 
ures should always be able to speak for them- 
selves—I want to call attention to two or three 
things in this connection and to ask you to 
peruse the several balance sheets with several 
things in mind. 

Accounting Warden's Statement. 


First in order, of course, is the Accounting 
Warden's report. This has to do with all those 
things, and with those things alone, which fall 
under the head of Church Income and Church 
Expenses. These are the cold, hard figures 
that express the work of business manage- 
ment of the church's business from the point 
of view of business men and as conducted on a 
strictly business basis. 


The sources of income here, you must al- 
ways remember, have nothing to do with con- 
tributions, gifts, subscriptions or donations. 
All sources of the church's "Income," in the 
strict use of that word, reduce to two: “Pew 
Rents" and "Return upon Investments." 
Under "Expenses" here fall all those things, 
and only those, which are in the nature of 
bills, contracts, obligations; things which if 
not paid would become debts, would be col- 
lectible and for which the corporation, as a 
corporation, were in law responsible. 


Statement of Contributions. 


"This leaves—and this fact must always be 
held clearly i in mind, this distinction over and 
over again emphasized—all those moneys ina 
separate category by themselves that repre- 
sent the people’s contributions in all forms, 
ways and manners, Offerings made volun- 
tarily, and in the field of privilege, as distinct 
from income for discharge of obligations. 
Roughly speaking, here also there is a general 
two-fold division. 


First there is the sum-total of the Offerings. 
inade in the regular way on regularly ap- 
pointed Sundays and by means, as a mere 
method, of the Offertory in church. Secondly, 
there are moneys contributed, not definitely 
on a given Sunday, and not allotted, desig- 
nated or intended for these special objects, but 
for other things made known to the Rector 
at the time of their being given, by the givers: 
themselves. 
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What Funds to Report. 


Аз regards the obligation upon him to re- 
port the distribution of these moneys, the ad- 
ministration of these funds, reports are obliga- 
tory upon him in these following cases. 


There is, first, the tabulated list of Offerings 
for Special Objects. Of thesé he need only 
say that where the offering has been for a 
fund with a treasurer of its own he has passed 
the money on directly to those treasurers and 
holds, in every case, such treasurers’ receipts 
for the same. This applies to all the objects 
in the list save six. 


First, the Poor Fund. This comprises nor- 
mally the Communion Alms on each Com- 
munion Sunday, that is, on the first Sunday of 
each month, together with the offerings on 
such Sundays in midsummer as are grouped 
together under one heading, "Charitable and 
Benevolent Work.” The administration of 
this fund is, of course, the chief task and the 
chief responsibility of the priest in every par- 
ish in his ministrations to the poor, and must, 
in every case, be done largely on his own in- 
itiative and as his own best judgment prompts. 

Funds Already Reported. 


Second, the Fresh Air Fund. The adminis- 
tration of this fund, in all its details, was re- 
ported at length at the close of the season of 
its special operation; that is, in the Parish 
Helper of October, 1911. 


Third, the Christmas Bounty Fund. This 
amounted at the time, as will be seen by refer- 
ence to the table of offerings, to $687.96. A 
full accounting of Receipts and Expenditures 
under this heading appeared on page 11 of the 
Farish Helper, February, 1912. 


Fourth, the Fund for Printing the Parish 
Helper. This likewise was reported for its 


-own fiscal year, June Ist to June rst, last June, 


in the Parish Helper, Another year's report 
will be made, in due course, in a coming num- 
ber, that of June, 1912. 


Fifth, the Fund for the Special Musical Fea- 
tures, occasional musical services, etc. This 
is one of those the Rector is reporting this 
month in that column mentioned. It is grati- 
fying indeed to be able to make this report in 
such terms as those therein employed. These 
musical services have been most successful 
and, in addition to defraying the expenses 
of a current year's services, those most con- 
cerned will be interested to know that we are 
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at the same time building up a substantial 
well-selected and valuable musical library. 


Rector’s Discretionary Fund. 


Sixth, there is the Rector’s Discretionary 
Fund. Of this it is least necessary to speak be- 
cause it speaks most loudly for itself. It is for 
this object, as everyone knows, that is, to re- 
plenish this fund once a year, this fund, which 
at this time each year is always so depleted, 
that the Easter Offering is asked. At Easter 
we face each year a condition of things, a sea- 
son so imminent, a period of the year so long, 
їп which so many members of the parish scat- 
ter so far and for so long a season. 


And yet in this season, as throughout the 


‘year, the needs, necessities, demands and obli- 


gations for and of and upon this fund continue 
all uninterruptedly. It is in place, therefore, 
for the Rector to ask that there be placed in 
his hands in advance of the year, and left be- 
hind by those so soon to scatter for so large a 
portion of the year, a substantial fund upon 
which he may draw—and that not so much in 
his discretion as because of dire necessity—in 
meeting pleas, demands, requests, all worthy, 
all unformulated, and always importunate, 
which will come to him, acting as their al- 
moner, the while so many of the congregation 
are so far beyazd his reach,

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On Wednesday, April 3d, at two o'clock, 
were held in the Church the funeral services of 
Col. Samuel Bell, who had died on April rst at 
the mature age of eighty-five, eldest member 


of the vestry in point of years, and senior save, 


one in length of term as vestryman. The in- 


terment was private at a later hour in Laurel 


Hill The Rev. William Н. Graff, of the 
Church of the Holy Comforter, life-long 
friend and relative of the deceased, assisted 
the Rector in the service and read the commit- 
tal at the grave. 


A selected choir chanted the Psalter and 
sang the two favorite hymns: 423, “Lead 
Kindly Light" and 121, “The Strife is O'er, 

-the Battle Done.” Six young men, members 
of the City Troop, acted as honorary pallbear- 
ers and the Church was finely filled with men 
of distinction, members of many professions 
and from every walk of life, to pay their last 
fitting tribute of honor and respect, of love and 
admiration, to this one who had been so widely 
popular—and who so well deserved to be. 


At the close of the service itself, but before 
the corse was carried from the church to its 
last resting place, - 

The Rector spoke in brief as follows: 

“In the sad and painful incident that marks 
this day, amid our strains of mourning there 
should be sounded. and loudly, this one note of 


joy. In the mere matter of date of death ОЁ. 


Colonel Bell there is a strange coincidence, а 
coincidence so striking and so singular that it 
deserves attention. It is twenty-seven years 
ago to-day since he was elected a member of 
the vestry of this church, the church in which 
for thirty-six years in all he has been a com- 
municant. 


He was the oldest meniber possibly, im 
point of years, of those whose names are on 
the Parish Register, the most venerable in ap- 
pearance of those who all the years this Rector 
has been with you he has noticed tread its 
aisles, a most familiar figure in the church as 
in the city, and as sage and honored counsellor 
in all our vestry meetings as he has been wide- 
ly known, appreciated and esteemed for longer 
years in many councils of the state. ' He will 
long be missed; for his place will be hard to fill. 


But of more importance than all these, he 
was a man then whom, in the realm of all that 
goes to make up human friendship, none has 
been more profuse in his proffers of affection 
nor more widely, warmly, universally beloved 


than dear, good Colonel Bell. It was fitting, I 
say, that by coincidence he should have yielded 
to an illness on Ash Wednesday; should have 
died in triumph on Palm Sunday; that he 
should have languished sick in Lent and be 
borne to his grave in Holy Week; that he 
should go to his death in this season of life, 
and that he should be laid in the dust ‘by 
friends and family who sorrow not as men 
without hope." 


From the public press of April first is made 
this clipping: 

*Colonel Samuel Bell. who died yesterday, at 
the ripe age of eighty-five, was well and honor- 
ably known in this city for the greater portion 
of the long period of his active life. In busi- 
ness here before the war, he promptly enlisted 
when hostilities broke out and though thirty- 
four years old he was content to serve his . 
country as a private, but was soon called to a 
higher post. As paymaster of the United 
States army, deputy naval officer of this port, 
clerk of the United States Circuit Court and 
United States Commissioner, he had through 
many years discharged important pubfic duties 
and uniformly performed them so as to win 
and maintain the confidence and respect of the 
public which he served."

It- was surely matter for congratulation with 
us all, and for real gratitude on the part of every 
one, that the work of Chancel Decoration, and 


the task as well of installing the Gallery Win- 


dows, were both completed—though begun so late 
—and with such satisfactory result, by Eastei 
Sunday. The three mosaic panels in the chancel 
are very beautiful. There remains the problem 


still to solve of lighting them by just the proper 


method. The method in use at present, as a 
mere matter of method, is not the right one. The 
Church Property Committee of the Vestry are 
trying a number of experiments and feel that suc- 
cess is not far off. 

The Mosaic Panels. 

These panels cost in all about $2500. The 
central (figure) one is the gift outright of Miss 
Emma Christopher. The two side ones, those 
with the gold field and the emblem each, were 
purchased with the legacy left some four years 
since from the estate of Mary Humphreys, de- 
ceased, a legacy of “one thousand dollars to the 
Rector, Church Wardens and Vestrymen of The 
Church of St. Luke and the Epiphany, to be 
used for whatever purpose in said Church said 
Vestry may deem best.” The four or five hun- 
dred dollars in addition necessary to “install” 
these in their place, six members of the Ves- 
try present at the meeting on the day the de- 
sign was approved and the work ordered, "chip- 
ped in," in order that the work might be done, 
and at once, and by a plan that would insure 
consistency. ‘ 

The Gallery Windows. 

The gallery windows are not yet entirely com- 
plete, but nearly enough so to prove the possi- 
bility and feasibility of doing that which we set 
out to do. The borders are leaded in place and 
their color established permanently. The figures 
also, in drawing and in color, are perhaps nearly 
complete and satisfactory. There are two things 
yet, however, on which tests are being made— 
the features of the faces and the color of the 
“sky” or “background.” Neither are any in- 
scriptions yet in place. The donors who are 
watching this work of course the most closely 
and whose final, full approval the artist is striv- 
ing now to gain are, in the order of the series 
as the "Saints" stand, one by one: Mr. T. Broom

Small Attendance, Lenten Services. 

This does not include the regular; early and late 
Week-day Lenten Services as such. The truth is 
these were not well attended. This was no more 
so in Holy Week than during other weeks in 
Lent—nor any less so. I do not think I quite 
see the reason for this, But the fact is as it is. 
Each year for perhaps four years past, attend- 
ance at the five o-clock services has been steadily 
decreasing—and that in spite of the fact that 
everything else has been as steadily increasing. 
The one marked notable exception this year was 
the Thursday Evening Confirmation Lecture 
Class Service. This was a real success. The at- 
tendance reached at times 160—the largest of any 
week-day or evening weekiy service for these sev- 
en years past I have known the Lenten Services.

At least this brief summary of the Easter Of- 
fering may be in place, even apart from and in 
addition to the statement of figures in that con- 
nection in their own columns under "Offerings" 
and "Additional Amounts" for April,

Analysis of Offering. 

The following analysis of the Rector's Discre- 
tionary Fund portion of the Easter Offering has 
been of interest to me personally to make, and 
I feel sure it will be of such interest to all of 
those who read as to justify the taking up of 
this much space at least in setting it forth here 
in print. There are features about it which are 
gratifying in a high degree; there are other fea- 
tures, it may be, that give food for thought and 
good ground for reflection. 


The gratifying thing is that amounts are so 
well and so widely distributed. This tabulation 
makes plain one all-gratifying fact: namely, that 
no one person, nor any little group or coterie of 
persons, bears the burden of this Church’s offer- 
ings. That is as it should be. That is a source 
of strength in any parish. Work-is not dependent 
«on one person or one group of persons but upon 
as many, very many, willing workers and con- 
tributors, apparently about equally willing. 


The Other Fact. 

The other fact, however, the fact that gives 
ground for some questioning, is whether this 
divergence among gifts is as wide as the diver- 
sity of gifts among those who are givers; in 
other words, whether those most able to carry 
large shares of this burden, (although it must not 
be conceived in any sense a burden) are all doing 
quite, or are anywhere nearly all doing quite their 
share. Please look these figures over and please 
think this matter over:

On Easter Even, on most appropriate date and 
in a most suitable position, there was placed on 
the Bishop's Chair in the chancel the one thing 
that has been lacking to mark it as a memorial 
gift and a token of affection to tbe late lamented 
Bishop, a beautiful brass tablet bearing the fol- 
lowing inscription : 


“TO THE GLORY OF GOD 
and in loving memory of 
THE RT. REV. OZI WILLIAM WHITAKER 
D.D., LL.D. 
Born May ro, 1830; Died February 9, тотг. 
Fifth Bishop of this Diocese." 
The tablet placed here this year, as also the 
chair itself, placed in the chancel three years 
ago, is the gift of Mrs. Conrad.

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Loss of The Titanic. 

The following reflections, observations, com- 
ments are quoted from the editorial page of the 
Churchman of last week. They seem to me so 
well to sum up and to set in so straight a line a 
mass of thoughts that are in many minds, and 
yet are only expressed in a random way, and 
even conceived in such confused forms of thought 


that they may profitably be printed. 
О. М. STEELE. 


“The loss of the Titanic was perhaps inevi- 


table; the loss of life that attended it was not in- 
evitable. How far, in the management of the 
ship, and in the course that it steered, safety 
was sübordinated to speed, later investigation 
may show. Warnings of the ice that caused the 
disaster were not only received by the fated ship, 
but were passed on by it to others. It is not 
yet possible to adjust the measure between negli- 
gence and misfortune; but when we turn from 
questions relating to the conduct of the vessel to 
those which concern its equipment, the case is 
different. 


The Titanic was the last word in marine archi- 
tecture, the hugest vessel ever built. So confi- 
dent -were its designer and its owners that it was 
‘unsinkable, that life-boat provision had been 
made for less than a third of the number it might 
have carried, and as a matter of fact only about 
a third of those it did carry found this elemen- 
tary provision available for their safety. ` Yet 
the provision of life-boats actually made on the 
Titanic was in excess of the requirements of 
English law. Had the Titanic been equipped 
with a life-boat seat for every passenger, every 
life on board might have been saved. Perhaps 
compliance with the American law might have 
sufficed to that end. The trouble is there has 
been a marked tendency of late to decrease the 
life-boat accommodation as the size of ocean 
steamers has increased. 


The reasons for this, whether recognized or 
not, were: they took too much room, room that 
was needed for tennis courts and promenades; 
they obstructed the view; their weight was irk- 
some, in view of the demand for elevators and 
swimming tanks. Evidently it is desirable that 
competition in luxury at the expense of safety 
should be checked, and that a higher international 
standard should be 'established. The loss of 
life in this case is unparalleled; but only happy 
chance averted a similar catastrophe in the case 
of the Oregon and the Republic. Those found 
ships at hand to receive their passengers 
and crews; when this was struck, such aid was 
. far away. The needless sacrifice of 1,500 lives 


` 


ought to insure hereafter the strict enforcement 
of the American law, and perhaps its amendment. 
It ought also to secure the enactment of similar 
laws by other sea-faring nations.” 

The Rule of the Sea. 

“Women and children first.” - A thought that 
has been in the minds of us all these last days 
has been given classic expression by Dr. Henry 
Van Dyke. Why, he asks in a letter to The 
New York Times, is this unwritten law of the 
sea so ingrained a tradition of our seamanship? 


“On the average,” he writes, “а man is stronger 
than a woman, economically he is worth more 
than a woman, he has a longer prospect of life 
than a woman. There is no reason in all the 
range of physical and economic science, no reason 
in all the philosophy of the Superman, why he 
should give his place in the lifeboat to a woman. 


Where, then, does this rule which prevailed 
in the sinking Titanic.come from? It comes from 
God, through the faith of Jesus of Nazareth. 
It is the ideal self-sacrifice. It is the rule that 
*the strong ought to bear the infirmities of those 
that are weak.’ It is the divine revelation which 
is summed up in the words: ‘Greater love hath 
no man than this, that a man lay down his life 
for his friends.’ 


The ideal that the strength of the strong is 
given them to protect and save the weak, the 
ideal which animates the rule of "Women and 
children first, is in essential harmony with the 
spirit of Christ. If what He said about our 
Father in Heaven is true, this ideal is supremely 
reasonable. Otherwise it is hard to find argu- 
ments for it, 


The tragedy of facts sets the question clearly 
before us. Think about it. Is this ideal to sur- 
vive and prevail in our civilization or not? With- 
out it, no doubt, we may have riches and power 
and dominion. But what a world to live in! Only 
through the belief that the strong are bound to 
protect and save the weak because God wills it 
so can we hope to keep self-sacrifice, and love, 
and heroism, and all the things that make us 
glad to live and not afraid to die." 

. Special Appeals and General Missions. 

The following letter has appeared in public 
print a few days ago. The Rector of this parish 
knows the author of this letter so well; һе ap- 
proves his sentiments so highly; he is so con- 
versant. in his own parish with the very problem 
there presented—one that presses in all parishes 
— ; the conditions there and here are in so many 
ways identical and the plea is in language so

nearly like that your own rector uses so repeated- 
ly; that he has taken the liberty—without asking 
Mr. Carter's consent—to try, by printing extracts 
on this page, to give the letter a still wider read- 
ing and the subject a more serious and sane con- 
sideration. D. M. STEELE. 


“Ts the lack of support given to the General 
Board of Missions due to the Special Appeals 
made from our pulpits by those who come from 
different parts of our missionary field? Does a 
` parish fail to meet its apportionment for missions 
because the parishioners appealed to for ‘Spe- 
cials’ give to these and consequently do not give 
to the apportionment—because they cannot give 
to both? 


‚ It seems to me that in the great majority of 
our parishes the people give just about so much, 
and no more, to Church purposes. If this is 
true, is it not the better plan, since specials are 
not counted on the Apportionment, that the par- 
ishes should confine themselves to giving to the 
Apportionment and not allow appeals for spe- 
cials to be made from the pulpit? 


There is no doubt that money can be raised by 
having the wants and needs eloquently put forth 
by men and women who are actively engaged in 
their special fields ; . but the question I would 
like answered is, "whether or not this is the best 
way of serving the missionary field as a whole? 


. . While one part of the field is thus plenti- 
fully supported, another part of the field 1s de- 
prived of the necessities of its life. Would it 
not be better to let the Board of Missions, which 
knows the whole field, and the needs and wants 
of every portion of the same, distribute the 
funds to each as each has need? 


We have a common treasury. We have our 
representatives, elected by us, to administer that 
common treasury for the good of the whole. 


Would it not be better to pour into this common ` 


treasury and let the whole line go forward, rather 
than to have here and there gaps in that line be- 
‘cause of not having the equipment necessary. 


It is feasible, and would it not be profitable, for 
the Board to send out missionaries in active ser- 
vice to speak from pulpits on missions да their 
special fields, but to have them appeal only for 
larger contributions to the cause of missions in 
general and not for their special field? Thus 
the interest of the people would be stirred by the 
recital of needs and experiences and at the same 
time they would be led and inspired to give not 
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only moré largely, but in a more systematic way. 

‘Hf this does not appear practicable, а co-oper- 
ative plan might be adopted by which the mis- 
sionaty sent by the Board would receive some 
stated portion of all funds given in response to 
his appeal for his special work, and the remain- 
der—the larger portion—go to the Board. Thus 
both would be benefited and an incentive would 
be given to the person making the appeal to make 


‘his appeal as effective as possible—and as gen- 


eral and impersonal as possible. 


. It does not seem just, as oftentimes hap- 
pens under the present method, that a missionary 
appealing eloquently for his own special work, 
and receiving a more or less large response to his 
appeal, all of which is to go to him for his work 
(and that at the expense of the parish apportion- 
ment to the Board) should also receive from the 
Board a share of the Board's funds. 


I am aware that pledges have been made by 
individuals, by missionary societies and by the 
Woman's Auxiliaries in different dioceses and 
parishes for the upkeep of certain specials, and 
that these cannot céase to be supported, as they 
are moral obligations. But is it not possible to 
cease adding to the already great number of spe- 
cials, and aid the Board in strengthening and ex- 
tending the. work in an orderly and businesslike 
way ?"

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The Law of. Divorce. 

Recent requests for the services of our clergy 
in the-marriage of. divorced persons show that 
the law of the chürch-is not understood: 

No .clergyman of the Episcopal. Church: can 
ever solemnize. the marriage of-a divorced 
person unless “itis made clear that the divorce 
was granted for the cause ої adultery. 

Even in such case, а re-maiis ie is only 
authorized. in behalf of the innocen. party in а 
divorce obtained өп: such’ statutory: grounds. 

Арат, even if the applicant for marriage 
shouldbe the innocent party in such à decree, a 
cergyman of the church is ‘only: permitted to 
solenmize a marriage after а lapse of a full year 
after the granting of the decree, 


Now here-is a difficult and delicate point De- 
crees of divorce are granted often on the ground 
of -desertion;--or-cruelty, or-for other fominal 
cause, when {Бе тва cause ts adultery. The 
reason 15 that the injured party jn such divorce 
proceedings is sometimes too humble, sometimes 
too: conscious of: disgrace, to-name the res" and 
absolute reason for divorce. in the legal proceed- 
ings. There is no thought of re-marriage when 
the application for divorce is filed. The Canon 
which governs а ré-martiage is either not known 
or not kept-in tind. s ; 

Thus the injured person, (sensitive to a fault) 
hesitates: to make a charge that satisfied Scrip: 
tural grounds, and, by force of condoning’ habit; 
agrees “to secure. а divorce on minor’ legal 
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grounds, which might more easily be secured оп 
the charge of the only lawful: ground of adul- 
tery, Many a decree fails to. mention the more 
grave charge which. might easily have - been 
proved. 

We sympathize deeply. with these: people; but 
we ask енто think of the church when they 
apply for divorce." Clergymen of the. Episcopal 
Church are bound by Canon Law. An unlawful 
marriage of divorced. persons, would subject 
then to a suspension from office, which they 
cannot; of course, be asked to incur; 


They can only. marry: the innocent. party іо а 
divorce decree which: has been granted оп the 
ground of adultery. And they can only officiate 
at stich a service; after the lapse of a full year 
after the granting of the decree,
